PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 


New  York,  Wednesday,  September  28,  1842. 


This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  Tredwell  Ondcrdonk,  D.  D,  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, with  divers  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  for  divine  wor- 
ship at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  in  the  City  of  N^w 
York,  the  place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Smith,  D.  D,  Rector 
of  St  Peter's  Church,  New  York,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  John  Murray 
Forbes,  Rector  of  St.  Li^ke's  Church,  New  York,  who  read  the  les- 
sons. The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Heathcote  Delancey,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  reading  the  Epistle.  A  charge  to  the  Clerffv 
vms  delivered  by  the  Bishop.  In  the  administration  of  the  Liord^s 
Supper,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Lyell,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
New  York,  and  the  Rev.  William  Berrian,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  New  York,  assisted. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  who 
announced  the  presence  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York.     Whereupon,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  be 
invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  this  Convention,  and  that  a  Chair  be  pro- 
vided for  him  on  the  right  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  President 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded,  under  the  Bishop's  direction  to  call 
the  names  of  such  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  as  by  the  Constitution 
are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  when  the  following  gentlemen 
answered  to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats  as  members :  viz.

The  Bishop  announced  that  by  the  16th  Rule  of  Order,  Clergymen 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  Professors  and  Students  of  Theology  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  were  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Accordingly  several  gentleman  handed  in  their  names  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and  took  their  seats. 

Thomas  L.  Ogden,  Esq.,  in  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Convention  on  the  subject  of  rules  for  the  conduct  of  Elec- 
tions, &c.  presented  their  Report, 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  the  same  was  laid  on  the  table, 
and  made  the  order  of  the  day  to-morrow. 

The  following  Communication  from  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Diocese,  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  that  Society. 

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  EDUCATION  AND  MISSIONARY 

SOCIETY. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New- 
York  in  Convention. 

The  Education  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Proteptant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  New- York,  herewith  heg  leave  by  solemn  act,  respectfully  to  resigrn 
their  trust  and  a^ncy  into  the  hands  from  whom  ihey  received  if,  and  together  with 
it  their  Coastitution  and  By-Laws,  with  a  view  to  the  final  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  the  dissolution  of  the  Society. 

To  this  definitive  act  the  Society,  acting  under  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
afen,  hma  been  led  by  many  and  weighty  considerations,  needless  here  to  be  en- 
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Urged  upon.  Its  financial  difficulties  year  aOer  year  reported  to  the  ConTentionr 
without  improvement,  evince  the  ncceasity  of  some  new  oreanizatton,  and  oom- 
bined  with  other  cauaefl,  have  brought  the  Society  to  the  conclusion  of  the  expedi- 
ency and  necesfiity  of  the  Convention  now  adopting  some  new  plan  for  the  mora 
efficient  carrying  on  of  the  Eklurational  and  Missionary  concerns  of  the  Dioceac. 

Under  this  conviction,  the  Society  tender  their  resijj^nation  not  as  an  abandoo- 
ment  of  their  charge,  or  through  any  want  of  zeal  for  its  advancement,  but  solely 
from  the  persuasion  that  some  radical  change  is  now  necessary  and  that  such  may 
behest  attained  through  fresh  legislation  of  the  Church  on  the  subject,  untrammelled 
by  any  existing  organization.  On  this  ground  alone  they  herewith  render  up  to  the 
Convention  their  trust  and  Constitutional  existence.  But  in  this  their  final  Report, 
they  feel  as  if  they  would  hut  imperft'otly  discharge  their  responsibilitv  to  the 
Church,  if  they  failed  to  add  (what  the  Conrcntion  may  naturally  look  to  them  for) 
the  suggestions  of  their  ten  yi^ars  experience  as  to  the  chief  points  of  improvement 
to  be  now  aimed  at  in  such  tiesh  legii  lation.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Society,  thrM 
especial  ends  are  to  be  therein  sought. 

1.  A  form  of  organization  more  unexceptionable  as  being  more  congenial  to  th« 
constitution  of  the  Church. 

2.  Greater  efficiency  of  action  in  each  Department. 

3.  Enlargement  and  increased  certainty  of^  funds. 

The  FIRST  of  these,  the  following  scheme  (respectfully  suggested)  propoaea  to 
attain  by  the  substitution  of  a  Board  of  Missions  annually  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion, and  therefore  at  all  times  representing  the  authority  of  the  Church,  in  place  of 
a  Society  as  now  external  to  the  Church  and  acting  but  as  its  agent. 

The  »co^fD,  or  greater  efficiency  in  action,  it  seeks  to  attain  by  separating  the 
Missionary  from  the  Educaiional  charge,  and  committing  them  in  trust  to  distinct 
bodies. 

On  the  subject  of  the  third,  viz.*  that  of  adequate  and  regularly  supplied  funds, 
the  Society  venture  not  to  advise,  but  referring  to  their  prtsent  and  former  annual 
Reports,  would  suh'nit  to  the  wisdotti  of  Convention  the  absolute  necessity  of  some 
new  and  more  efficient  leqislation  on  the  subject — a  n»  ceHsity,  they  would  add, 
which  is  every  year  more  and  njore  felt  in  proportion  as  the  Church  is  called  on  to 
extend  its  engagements  both  to  missionaries  nnd  Im  nefitiary  PtndenU*. 

With  these  explanaiions  the  following  scheme  i:i  respectfully  submitted  by  the 
Society  to  the  Convention. 

SCHEME. 

1.  The  Miflflionary  and  Educational  concerns  of  the  Dioceso  to  be  hencefoith 
separated  and  entruftted  to  distinct  bodies. 

2.  At  eaeh  annuul  m«.;eting  of  the  Convention persons  to  be  chosen,  being 

members  of  the  church  within  the  Diocese,  one  half  ot  whom  shall  be  clersymen, 
the  other  half  laymen  ;  the  same  to  bo  entitled  Uie  "  Ntw- Vork  Diocesan  Board  oi 
Miisions,"  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  like  chaise  of  the  Missinnarv  concema 
of  the  Diocese,  as  has  been  heretofore  committed  to  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Society. 

3.  (5f  the  Board  of  Missions  thus  elected,  the  Bifhop  shall  be  ex  officio  Presi- 
dent, with  power  in  the  Board  to  elect  a  chairman  pro  t<"m.  in  his  absence,  with 
power  further  to  make  its  own  By-Laws,  regulate  the  number  and  time  of  its  meet- 
ings, choose  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  and  do  all  such  other  acts  under  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Convention  as  may  be  needful  to  carry  out  the  Missionary  Trust  reposed 
in  them. 

4.  H  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make  an  annual  report  at  large  of  its  pro- 
ceedmgs  to  th<^  Convention, containing  among  other  matters,  the  number  and  names 
of  its  stations  and  missionaries — its  annual  receipts  and  expenditures — the  churches 
contributing  and  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  may  be  deemed  advisable  to 
bring  before  the  Convention,  in  furtherance  cf  the  trust  committed  to  it. 

5.  The  Educational  Trust  heretofore  committed  to  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Society,  to  be  transferred  (should  they  be  willing  to  assume  the  same)  to  the  incor- 
porated society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New- York,  aa 
being  already  a  trustee  created  and  endowed  by  the  Church  for  that,  among  other 
especial  purposes,  and  recognized  as  such  by  the  State,  the  first  named  of  its  declared 
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objects  in  its  charter  being  to  facilitate  to  young  men  designed  for  the  Holy  Minis- 
try, the  means  of  literary  and  theological  education.  Such  society  to  make  full  an- 
nual report  to  the  Convention  of  the  application  of  all  monies  paid  into  its*  treasury 
as  such  trustee,  from  the  Parochial  collections  and  contributions  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  With  a  view  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  above  plan  and  the  general  interests  of 
.Missions  and  Education  within  the  Diocese,  the  Convention  is  hereby  earnestly  so- 
licited and  appealed  to  by  the  Education  and  Missionary  Society  in  this  its  final 
act,  to  revise  m  its  wisdom  its  whole  legislation  on  this  subject,  in  order  to  recast 
the  same  in  a  form  more  unexceptionable,  witu  increased  efficiency  through  concen- 
tration in  its  trust,  and  as  far  as  possible  secured  by  more  adequate  and  regular 
funds,  against  the  financial  embarrassments  that  have  so  of^en  hitherto  paralyzed 
the  efforts  of  this  Society  and  hroonht  disgrace  and  sorrow  into  the  Elducationai  and 
Missionary  concerns  of  the  ChuicB. 

All  which  IS  respectfully  submitted  on  the  part  of  the  Society.

of  the  Society,  to  do  all  acta  necessary  and  proper  lo  carry  its  objects  into  efftct.

ThA  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  respectfully  report,  That 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  there  has  been  a  small  addition  mude  bj 
thi<i  Diocese  to  the  funds  of  the  seminary,  but  not  »ufficient  in  amount  to  make  any 
change  in  the  number  of  Trustees :  and  that  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
clergy,  the  Diocese  has  a  right  to  one  additional  Trnstec ;  making  the  whole  Dam- 
her  of  Trustees  to  which  the  Diocese  of  New  York  Is  entitled  47.

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Education  and  Missionary  Society 
presented  the  following  Report — 

REPORT  :    EDUCATION    AND   MISSIONARY   SOCIETY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Education  and  Missionary  Society  beg  leave 

most  respectfully  to  report— 

That  they  have  given  to  the  communication  of  the  Society  committed  to  them,  the 
serious  consideration  which  its  importance  demands,  and  in  this  solemn  and  event- 
ful crisis  in  the  educational  and  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  would  ear- 
nestly invoke  the  aid  and  direction  of  that  blessed  Spirit,  without  whom  nothing  is 
strong,  nothing  is  holy.  Long  and  faithfully  has  the  Society  discharged  its  solemn 
trust.  Its  Board  of  Nlanagers  hnve  conducted  its  coium  ms  accorjmgto  the  wisdom 
given  to  them,  faithfully,  and  for  ton  years  they  have  contended  with  growing  difii- 
cnltiesand  discouragements.  They  now  resign  th^ir  solemn  trust  not  as  an  aban- 
donment of  their  eharge,  or  through  any  want  of  zeal  lor  its  advancement,  but  solely 
from  the  persuasion  that  some  radcal  change  is  necessary,  and  that  such  may  be 
best  attained  through  fresh  le^^lation  of  the  Cburcii  on  the  subject,  untrammelled  by 
any  eiis  ing  organization.  While  your  Committee  (!♦*»  ply  regret  the  necessity  of  thia 
step,  and  deplore  the  causes  which  have  led  to  it, — they  believe  that  He  who  brings 
good  out  of  evil  will  overrule  this  state  jf  things  for  good,  in  brining  us  back  to 
principles  and  measures  more  congenial  to  the  constitution  of  the  church,  and  more 
successful  and  happy  in  their  operation.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  So- 
ciety is  so  full  and  able  that  your  committee  would  do  little  more  than  propose  its 
schcnrie  to  the  Convention.  The  Committee  would  if  they  could,  in  the  outset, 
rouse,  quicken,  and  concentrate  the  interest  of  the  Convention  upon  this  solemn 
and  all  important  subject.  What  we  have  wanted,  and  what  we  now  want  most 
of  all,  is  not  legislation,  but  action,  not  plans  and  changes  and  recommendations 
and  resolutions  and  canons  to  be  slumbered  over  and  disregarded,  but  the  lively 
interest  of  men  in  earnest  for  the  welfare  of  the  church  and  the  glory  of  God  ; — 
more  of  that  tender  sympathy  which  binds  suffering  brethren  to  our  hearts  by  ties 
of  no  common  strenoth.  As  a  Diocese  we  need  to  wake  up  and  do  our  first 
works,  and  to  do  them  with  all  our  mioht.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  first 
canon  ever  passed  in  this  Diocese  was  on  the  subject  of  Missions,  and  establishing 
a  Committee  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Since 
that  day  of  small  thins:s,  what  hath  God  wrought  7  After  many  years  of  experi- 
ment and  patience  and  discouragement,  ws  have  come  back  to  first  principles  again. 
Would  that  the  wisdom  that  devised  and  the  zeal  which  carried  out  these  principles, 
and  have  made  this  Diocese  vigorous  and  strong,  would  reviv*  and  grow  in  us  more 
and  more.  The  Missionary  spirit  of  a  Diocese  which  is  so  indebted  to  Missions 
within  its  borders  should  never  sleep  nor  ever  tire.  And  if  it  be  allowed  to  slumber 
even  the  great  Diocese  of  New  York  will  be  like  Ssmson  shorn  of  his  strength. 
Had  your  Committee  power  to  wake  the  sympathies  of  every  member  of  this  Con* 
vention.  could  they  hut  rouse  the  clergy  to  united,  vigorous  snd  systematic  action, 
and  through  them  call  out  the  latent  interest,  energies,  and  contributions  of  the  peo- 
ple,they  would  (eel  tliat  their  work  was  done.   This  is  what  we  want  and  this  is  all 
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we  want.  Without  this,  Mcieties  mtj  be  created,  langoinh  and  die ;  canona  ma  j  be 
framed  in  wisdom  and  left  to  sleep  m  ailence :  and  t|M^ial  appeals  and  apaamodie 
efibrta  may  be  made  without  number  and  witliout  end.  Toe  meaoa  ma?  be  had, 
the  people  are  willing.  What  we  qef^  ia  life  and  interett  and  system  and  concen- 
tration of  means  and  eilbrta.  What  we  want  is  more  of  the  Misaionary  spirit  bam- 
ing  with  rapt  Isaiah's  hallowed  firp,  and  the  enli^^htcned  self-renouncing  seal  of  bdy 
Paul.  The  Committee  would  imprcaa  upon  the  Convention  the  importance  Jf 
looking  at  the  real  difficulties  in  the  cai>e,  and  earnestly  laboring  to  remove  them. 
Farther  legislation  would  be  useless,  unleaa  greater  interest  is  intended  on  the  part 
of  each  one  of  us.  There  must  t>e  too^  your  Committee  think,  more  of  that  kind  and 
forbearing  and  patient  spirit,  resultmg,  one  would  think,  from  the  unspeakable 
privilege  of  having  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  bsptii>m.  That  we  t>e  merciful  to  each 
other  aa  we  hope  fur  mercy  from  our  God.  That  motives  be  respected— character 
tenderly  protected — confidence  ftrengthened,  and  all  that  can  disturb  our  harmony 
and  peace  carefully  avoided.  With  these  views  the  Comniitt'e  adopt  the  recom- 
mends tions  and  susjgcstions  of  the  Committee  of  the  Society,  and  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Missionary  and  Education  concerns  of  the  Diocese  be  bencefofth 
Mparated,  and  entrusted  to  distinct  bodies. 

2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention persons  be  ehosen,  beins 

members  of  the  church  within  the  Diocese,  one  half  of  whom  shsll  be  clersymen,  and 
the  other  half  laymen,  the  ssme  to  be  entitled  "  The  Committee  for  the  propagation  of 
the  Oospfcl,^  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  like  charge  cf  the  Missionary  concerna 
of  the  Diocese  as  has  been  heretofore  committed  to  the  Education  and  Miaaionary 
Bocivty. 

3.  Of  the  Committee  thus  elected  the  Bishop  to  be  ez-officio  President,  and  hmr% 
the  sole  power  of  nominating  the  Missionaries,  snd  that  the  Committee  have  power 
toelectachainnan  pro  tem.  m  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  tomske  its  own  by  Iswe, 
regulate  the  number  and  time  of  ite  meeting,  chooae  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
and  do  such  other  acts  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  needful  to 
carry  out  the  Missionary  trust  reposed  in  them. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  make  an  annual  report  at  lareeof  its 
proceeding  to  the  Convention,  cantainin«  among  other  matters,  the  numMr  and 
names  of  ita  stations  and  mi^iiionaries,  its  annual  receipts  snd  expenditures,  the 
churches  contributing  and  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  may  bo  deemed 
advisable  to  bnn^  betore  the  Convention,  m  furtherance  of  the  trust  committed  to  if. 

5.  TheElducational  trust  heretofore  committed  to  the  Education  snd  Missionary 
Society  to  be  transferred  (should  they  be  willing  to  sssume  it)  to  the  Society  for  pro- 
moting religion  and  learning  in  the  State  of  New  York ;  such  Society  to  make  full 
annual  report  to  the  Convention  ofits  appropriation  of  the  funds  committed  toiL 

With  a  view  to  facilitate  the  further  action  of  the  Convention,  the  Committee  re- 
commend the  reference  of  this  report  and  that  of  the  Society  to  a  Special  Committee, 
with  inatructionn  to  incorporate  the  acheme  here  presented  and  the  modification  sug- 
l^ested  in  such  Canon  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  out  tbe  contemplated  provis> 
ions.     They  also  recommend  the  following  resolutions — 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  surrender  of  their  Trust  by  the  Elducation  and  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Diocese  be  sccepted,  and  the  Society  hereby  diasolv*  d. 

3.  Resolved,  That  some  systematic  plan  of  Church  offerings  is  highly  desirable, 
and  that  the  Special  Committee  to  be  appointed,  be  reouested  to  suggest  some  plan 
(or  more  systematic  contributions,  either  in  a  Canon  for  the  purpose  or  such  other 
mode  as  they  may  deem  best. 

On  this  subject,  the  importance  of  adequate  and  re^larly  supplied  funds,  your 
Committee  would  express  their  strong  and  deep  conviction  thst  no  plan  will  succeed, 
which  does  not  contemplate  some  systematic  and  resular  mode  of  contribution.  By 
the  plan  of  monthly  coliecliona  in  the  Western  Diocese,  the  amount  realized  haa 
been  increaaed  four-fold.  A  similar  result  has  been  attained  in  other  Dk>ceaes, 
and  your  Committee  fully  t>elieve  that  we  only  need  to  give  the  people  stated  oppor^ 
tunitiea  for  contributing,  accompanied  by  instruction  andcxhortation  appropriate  and 
nrgent,  to  realize  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  various  objects  required  by  the  Church. 
Let  the  people  obey  the  apoatolic  injunction,  "  Let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in 
store  aa  God  liath  prospered  him,"  and  the  Clergy  afford  them  the  opportnnity  to 
bring  their  offerings  at  auch  intervals  and  stated  times,  and  there  need  be  "  no  gather- 
ings **  from  urgent  need  and  fitful  eflbrts,  but  the  stream  of  liberality  will  be  ever- 
flowing,  ever-full. 
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Your  Comniittae  ambmit  these  views  with  confidence  to  the  serious  considcrstioa 
of  theConvenfion  ond  only  ssk  for  them  a  patierit  and  candid  consideration,  such  as 
their  sotemnity  and  the  present  emergency  require.

The  resolutions,  Tecommended  by  the  Committee  weie  adopted,  as 
follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  surrender  of  their  trust  by  the  Education  and 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese  be  accepted,  and  the  Society  hereby 
dissolved. 

Resolved,  That  the  Missionary  and  Education  concerns  of  the  Diocese 
be  separated,  and  entrusted  to  distinct  bodies,  provided  that  no  funds  now 
paid  in,  or  in  progress  J9f  payment,  be  diverted  from  their  destined 
object. 

Resolved,  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention 
persons  be  chosen,  to  be  members  of  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  one 
naif  of  whom  shall  be  Clergymen,  the  other  half,  Laymen ;  the  same 
to  be  entitled  "  The  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  York,  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  within  the  same,**  to  whom  shall 
be  committed  the  like  charge  of  the  Missionary  concerns  of  the  Dio- 
cese, as  has  been  heretofore  committed  to  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Society. 

Resolved,  That  of  the  Committee  thus  elected,  the  Bishop  shall  be 
ex-officio  President,  who  shall  nominate  all  Missionaries,  with  power 
in  the  Committee  to  elect  from  its  o\^'n  members  a  Chairman  pro  tem- 
pore, in  case  of  the  Bishop's  absence;  with  power  to  make  it&  own  By- 
Laws,  regulate  the  number  and  time  of  its  meetings,  choose  a  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary,  and  do  all  such  other  acts  in  the  name  and  under 
the  authority  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  needful  to  carry  out  the 
missionary  trust  reposed  in  it.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Episco- 
pate, the  nomination  of  Missionaries  shall  belong  to  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  make 
an  annual  report  at  large  of  its  proceedings  to  the  Convention,  contain- 
ing among  other  matters,  the  number  and  name  of  its  stations  and  mis- 
sionaries ;  its  annual  receipts,  and  expenditures ;  the  churches  contribu- 
ting, and  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  it  may  deem  advisable  to 
bring  before  the  Convention  in  furtherance  of  the  trust  committed  to  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Educational  Trust,  heretofore  committed  to 
the  Education  and  Missionary  Society  be  transferred,  (should  they 
be  willing  to  assume  the  same,)  to  the  Incorporated  Society,  styled  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  as  being  already  a  tiu^tee  created  and  en- 
dowed for  that  among  other  purposes  and  recognized  as  such  by  the 
State;  the  first  named  of  its  declared  objects  in  its  charter  being  to  iacil' 
itate  to  young  men  designed  for  the  holy  ministry,  the  means  of  literary 
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and  theological  education — such  society  to  make  full  annual  report  to 
the  Convention  of  the  application  of  afi  monies  paid  into  its  treasury  as 
such  trustees  from  the  parochial  collections  and  contributions  of  the 
diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr  Hawks, 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Edu- 
cation and  Missionary  Society,  together  with  the  foregoing  resolutions, 
be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  with  instructions  to  incorporate  the 
scheme  therein  prescribed,  in  such  canons  as  may  be  necessary  for  car- 
rying out  the  contemplated  provisions. 

The  following  persons  were  appointed  said  Committee : — Rev.  Drs. 
Hawks  and  Mc  v  ickar,  Rev.  Mr.  Cox,  W.  H.  Harison,  Esq.,  and 
Hon.  J.  Burnet,  and  had  leave  to  retire.

Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  Nos.  6  and  7,  on  page  29  of  the  last 
journal,  and  which  were  laid  on  the  table,  be  referred  to  the  same  com- 
mittee.

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The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  order  of  the  day — ^the  con- 
sideration of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  mode  of  conducting 
elections. 

After  sundry  amendments,  the  following  part  of  the  Rule  of  Order 
was  adopted. 

"  On  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  every  annual  Convention,  in- 
spectors shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer,  of  all  stated  elec- 
tions by  ballot  to  be  made  during  such  Convention,  such  inspectors,  as 
to  each  election,  to  consist  of  two  clerical  and  tvvo  lay  members  of  the 
Convention,  of  whom,  one  of  each  order  (to  be  designated  by  the  pre- 
siding officer)  shall  receive  and  canvass  the  ballots ol  the  clerical  mem- 
bers, and  the  remaining  two  shall  receive  and  canvass  the  ballots  of 
the  lay  members  of  the  Convention, — all  which  elections  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  day  of  the  session  of  theJfc-onvcntion, — shall  take 
preference  of  other  busin<  ss  on  that  day,  except  the  dt  livery  of  the 
Bishops  adJress,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner: — 

The  Sf  cr^tary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  clergy,  in  alphabetical 
order,  and  the  names  of  the  parishes,  entitled  to  vote,  and  keep  a  poll 
list  of  the  voters,  who,  as  called,  are  to  present  their  several  ballots  for 
each  office  to  be  filled,  to  the  appropriate  inspectors  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  take  charge  of,  and  as  soon  as  practicable,  severally  to  canvass 
the  same,  and  report  the  n  suits  thereof  to  Convention.  And  if  on  any 
such  report  it  shall  appear  that  no  valid  election  has  been  made  in  re- 
spect to  all  or  any  of  the  offices  to  be  filled,  the  poll  shall  be  again 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  filling  those  which  may  remain  vacant,  and 
if  on  such  second  attempt  this  purpose  shall  not  be  accomplished  the 
balloting  may  be  resumed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Convention." 

The  remaining  part  of  the  Rule  being  under  consideration,  on  mo- 
tion of  Rev.  Dr.  Milnor, 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Convention  adjourns  it  adjourn  to  attend 
divine  service  this  evening  at  6  o'clock,  and  will  proceed  to  the  trans- 
action of  business  immediately  after  the  adjournment  o[  the  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen.

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  having  been  directed  to  open  a  sob> 
fcription  for  the  Republication  of  the  Journals  of  the  Convention,  previous  to 
the  division  of  the  Diocese,  begs  leave  respectfuly  to  report, 

That  he  prepared  a  sub'^criplion  paper,  and  caused  the  same  to  be  widely  cir- 
ciliated  in  connexion  with  the  Journal  of  Convention,  and  in  other  ways. 

Very  little  notice  however  has  been  taken  of  the  subject  by  indit  iduals  or 
parishes,  even  in  those  cases  where  special  letters  were  sent,  accompanying  the 
Prospectus,  and  where  the  favor  of  an  answer,  either  subs«  ribing  or  declining 
to  subscribe,  was  respectfully  asked.  The  whole  number  of  copies  subscribed 
for  is  bui  152. 

Ffom  this  statement  it  appears  that  over  350  additional  copies  must  be  sub- 
scribed for,  before  the  work  can  be  accomplished.  Whether  it  is  practicable  to 
obtain  such  subscriptions,  or  whether  it  is  rather  expedient  to  attempt  the  re- 
publication of  a  portion  only  of  the  Journals,  say  down  lo  the  year  1830  inclu- 
sive, or  an  abridgement  of  the  same,  or  whether  it  is  advisable  to  lay  the  whole 
subject  on  the  table,  are  questions  which  the  undersigned  would  refer  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  Convention. 

Having  used  every  proper  effort  in  his  power  to  carry  into  effect  the  ex- 
pressed wishes  of  the  Conventon,  the  subscrib<ir  prays  to  be  released  from  far- 
ther attention  to  the  subject.

Milnor  and  Creighton,  and 
William  H.  Harison  and  Isaac  A  Johnson,  Esqs.,  were  appointed  the 
Committee  thereon. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 


Friday,  September  30th,  9  o'clock,  A.M. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Storrs,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Yonkers, 
the  Rev.  Albin  K.  Putnam.  Re:tor  of  Trinity  Church,  Potsdam,  read- 
ing the  lessons.     The  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Bishop. 
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After  the  calling  of  the  of  the  roll,  the  minutes  of  last  evening's  ses- 
sion were  read  and  approved. 

Messrs.  H.  H.  Young,  and  William  T.  Willard,  presented  their  cer- 
tificates as  delegati^s  from  St.  John's  Church,  Troy  and  took  their  scats. 

The  Convention  being  ahout  to  proceed  to  the  Order  of  the  Day, — 
the  stated  elections, — on  motion

The  Committoc  on  tho  propos;^d  nltfration  of  Canon  XIII,  reported 
in  favor  of  repealinsr  S'ction  4.  The  same  w«ls  concurred  in  by  the 
Convention,  two  thirls  of  both  Orders  assenting,  and  the  section  was 
repealed  accordingly.

For  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  the  Rev.  John  Brown, 
D.  D.,  and  the  Rov.  Reuben  Sh'Twood,  D.  D.,  were  elected  by  the 
Clergy,  as  was  also  the  Rev,  William  L  Johnson,  as  Supplemental 
Delegate.  On  the  part  of  iho  Laity  there  was  no  choice.  Whereupon, 
on  motion,  the  Ninth  Rule  of  Order  was  suspended,  and  the  election 
indefinitely  postponed.*

•  This  elertlon  wjis  not  the  Btatoil  election  for  the  whole  number  of  D*'leKRte^  nnd  Supple- 
mental Delegates,  but  a  ttprrial  one,  to  supply  rncanricH^  ocrasione'i  by  the  failure  of  the  Con- 
vention to  choose  the  full  number  last  year.  The  list  of  Delegates  and  Supplemental  Dele- 
fates,  now  in  office,  may  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  XIII. 
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On  motion  of  Rey.  Edward  N.  Mead, 

Resolvedy  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Secretary,  Assissant  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  to  make  such  compensation  from  the  Diocesan  fund  as 
they  may  think  proper,  to  the  Sexton  in  attendance  on  this  Conven- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  fiAeen  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  Canon  XV^ 
entitled  "  Of  Theological  Education  and  the  Support  of  Missionaries," 
reported  favorably  upon  the  same. 

Afler  discussion  and  amendment,  sections  1,  2,  and  3  were  adopted 

The  consideration  of  section  4,  was  postponed,  to  receive  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  substitute  for  the  same,  proposed  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  M' Vickar,  which  was  in  favor  of  its  adoption. 

The  consideration  of  said  Canon  XV,  was  then  resumed.  The  fol- 
lowing section — No.  4 — being  under  consideration,  viz: 

*'  ^  4.  It  is  required  of  every  congregation  in  this  diocese  to  make  two 
annual  contributions,  one  in  aid  of  the  education  fund,  the  other  in  aid 
of  the  missionary  fund  of  the  diocese;  also  of  each  congregation  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  a  further  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  City  Mission  Society:  stich  contributions  to  be  paid  over  to 
treasurers  respectively  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Pro. 
motion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the 
Diocesan  Committee  for  Propagating  the  Gospel,  and  of  the  New  York 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society,  or  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention  for  them.  The  amounts  of  such  annual  contributions  shall 
be  reported  to  the  stated  Conveniion  next  after  they  have  been  made, 
and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals :  and  the  amounts  of  such  con- 
tributions to  the  Diocesan  Committee  shall  also  be  reported  to  the  Trea- 
surer thereof,  before  Easter  day  of  each  year.  It  shall  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  ministers,  or  in  vacant  parishes  to  the  wardens  and  ves- 
trymen to  prescribe  the  mode  of  obtaining  such  annual  contributions  in 
their  respective  churches  " 

The  Rev.  Prof  M'  Vickar,  moved  his  substitute  as  follows : 

"^4.  1.  In  every  parish  of  the  diocese,  provision  shall  be  made  for 
monthly  Church  offerings,  by  collection  or  otherwise  for  Church  objects, 

the  same  to  be  made  regularly  so  far  as  may  be  on  the Sunday  of 

each  month  it  b«  ing  the  duty  of  the  clergyman  to  give  due  notice  to  the 
congregation  of  the  time  and  object  of  such  offerings  or  collections,  and 
also  to  call  their  attention  to  the  importance  and  claims  of  the  respective 
charities  there  canonically  brought  before  them. 

2.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of  these  church  offerings  or  collections,  not 

less  than per  cent.,  (the  balance  being  retained  for  parochial  or 

other  purposes,)  shall  be  forwarded  under  the  authority  of  the  senior 
warden,  as  often  as  conveniently  may  be,  but  at  least to  the  dioce- 
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8an  treasuroT  of  the  Covcnlion,  sprcifying  the  canonical  objects  to  which 
the  same  shall  be  applied,  or  ^onX  directly  to  the  treasurers  respectively 
of  the  various  Cliurch  charities  now  or  hereafter  recognized  bv  the 
Conv(  ntion.  The  amount  und  destination  of  all  such  contributions,  to 
form  a  distinct  item  in  the  ministers  Annual  Parochial  Report. 

3.  This  Canon  so  fir  as  it  relates  to  the  prescrib«*d  form  of  monthly 
church  oflTerincTJ,  while  the  same  is  deemed  by  the  Convention  as  a  plan 
of  Chiisiian  charity  highly  desirable,  and  also  hijjrhly  important  to  the 
Church,  as  tendinjj  to  give;  uniformity  and  elficiency  to  the  Church's 
action  in  her  ch  irili*  s ;  shall  yet  not  be  deenuHi  immediately  imjwrative 
on  any  Parish  that  has  alreatly  un  existing  organiztd  system  for  its  can- 
onical! contributions,  provided  nlvvays  that  such  devijition  from  the 
Canon  be  annually  repoited  to  the  Convention,  and  an  assurances  given  of 
all  reasonable  steps  being  tak(  n  to  bring  such  j)lan  into  as  early  accord- 
ance as  may  be  with  the  above  canonical  provisions. 

4.  So  far  as  relates  to  the  olTerings  or  contributions  of  Churches 
within  the  city  of  New  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  New  York 
City  Mission  Society,  is  to  be  reckoned  among  the  Church  charities 
for  which  provision  is  to  be  made. 

5.  All  canons  or  parts  of  canons  contravening  the  above  provisions 
are  hereby  repealed." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon  moved  to  postpone  indefinitely  the  considera- 
tion of  this  substitute. 

While  the  subject  was  under  discussion,  the  hour  of  adjournment 
having  arrived,  it  was.  on  motion. 

Resolved^  That  when  we  adjourn,  we  adjourn  to  meet  at  7  o'clock 
this  evening. 

And  the  Convention  adjourned. 


Friday,  September  30,  7  o'clock,  P.  M. 
Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
The  Minutes  of  the  Morning's  Session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  consideration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon's  motion  to  indefinitely 
postpone  the  Rev.  Prof  McVickar's  substitute  for  section  4  of  Canon 
XV.  was  resumed. 

Dt.  Anihon  having  withdrawn  his  motion,  Prof  McVickar's  substi- 
tute was  amended  and  adopted. 

Section  5  was  then  considered  and  passed ;  as  was  also  the  Preamble. 
The  Title  was  altered  and  agreed  to. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  whole  Canon  as  thus  amended ; 
and  it  was  adopted,  as  follows 
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CANON   XV. 

Of  JHdeesan  Missions,  TJtedlogical  Edtication  and  Contritmtions  for  other  Church 

ol^feds. 

Whereas  the  Convention  having  hitherto  approved  the  objects  of  the  Education 
and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New 
York)  and  having  also  approved  its  constitution  ;  as  also  those  of  the  New  Vork 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society  ;  and  whereas  the  said  Education  and 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Proieiitant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York 
has  resigned  its  trust  and  powers  into  the  hands  of  this  Conventioii,  and  the  same 
having  been  accepted,  the  Society  thereby  his  ceased  to  exi<(t,  and  it  is  therefore  ne< 
cessvryto  make  some  pmvjsion  for  the  future  support  of  Missionaries  and  Theo- 
lo^cal  Education  in  the  Dioces(%  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 

§  1.  That  the  missionary  operatioiis  of  this  Diocese  sliall  hereafter  be  conducted 
by  a  com  nittee  of  the  Convention,  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided  for ;  and 
that  the  siihject  of  education  shall  be  coatided  to  the  incorporated  '*  Society  for 
Promoting  Rt'ligion  and  Learning  in  the  Slate  of  New  York." 

§  2.  First,  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convention,  ten  persons,  members  of 
the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  one  half  of  m  horn  Aall  be  clergymen,  and  the  other 
half  laymen,  shall  be  chosen  by  b.iUot ;  who  witn  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the 
Diocese  shall  compose  a  hoard  to  be  called^  "  The  Mis^sionary  Comm-.itee  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,"  who,  as  agents  of  the  Convention,  shall  have  the  distribu- 
tion of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  for  the  support  of  Missionaries  in  this  Dio- 
cese, out  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Second,  Of  the  Committee  thus  chosen  the  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  president, 
and  he  shull  have  the  sole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appointment  bj 
the  Committee ;  and  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  among  its  own 
members,  a  chairman  pro  tein.  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  to  make  its  own 
by  laws,  to  appoint  its  own  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in 
Its  own  body  dtirirtii  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts, 
un.ier  thcauthonty  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  needful  tu  carry  out  the  mission- 
ary tru<Ht  h>'reby  reposed  in  it.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  shall  have  the  ri^ht  to  nominate. 

Third,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  t!iis  Committee  to  make  an  annual  report  of  its 
proceedings  to  the  Convention,  containing  the  names  of  the  stations  and  niissiona- 
ri''s,  a  statement  of  its  annual  roct.  ipts  and  expenditures,  of  the  churches  contribu- 
ting and  of  the  sums  contrib-itccJ,  and  whatever  else  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to 
bnng  before  the  Convention  in  furtherance  of  the  trust  hereby  confided  to  said 
Committee. 

§  3.  The  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be  raised  under  this  Canon 
for  the  educating  of  young  men  for  holy  orders,  is  hereby  committed  to  the  incorpo- 
rated society,  styled  *'  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Soci»  ty  lor  Promoting  Religion  and 
Liearnin<;:  in  the  State  of  New  Fork,"  which  shall  m  :kc  a  full  annual  report  to  the 
Convention,  of  the  application  of  all  monies  paid  into  its  treasury  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Canon,  or  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  from  any  source. 

§  4.  1.  In  every  parish  of  the  Diocese,  provision  shall  bo  made  for  at  least  monthly 
church  ofTirings,  by  collection  or  otherwise,  for  Theological  Education,  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  other  Church  objects,  it  beini^  the  duty  of  the  clergyman  to  give  due 
notice  to  the  congregation  of  the  time  and  object  of  sucS  oflerings  or  collections,  and 
also  to  call  their  attention  to  the  importance  and  claims  of  the  respective  objects  to 
which  the  offerings  are  to  be  applied. 

2.  The  amount  of  these  church  offerings  or  collections,  with  the  exception  of  such 
portions,  not  exceeding  one-fourth,  as  may  be  retained  by  decision  of  the  rector  and 
Wardens  for  parochial  and  other  purposes,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  rector  or  minis- 
ter, as  often  as  conveniently  may  be,  but  at  least  once  in  six  months,  to  the  treasarer 
of  the  Convention,  specifying  the  objects  to  which  the  same  shall  be  applied,  or  sent 
directly  to  the  treasurers  respectively  of  the  various  funds  for  which  they  are  des- 
tined.    The  amount  and  de<ination  of  all  such  contributions,  to  form  a  distinct 


item  in  the  Annual  Parochial  Report. 
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3.  This  Canon  so  far  oh  it  relates  tn  the  prescribed  form  of  church  offi>rings,jibaU 
not  be  deeoied  imperative  on  any  Pansii  that  has  another  system  tor  its  contri- 
butions. 

4.  So  far  as  relates  to  throflk'rin^s  orcontrihiitions  of  Churches  within  the  City 
of  Nfw  Yoik,  It  IS  hereby  declared  that  the  New  Yoik  City  Mission  SiH;iety,is  to 
be  nckotii'd  umon^  the  Chin  ih  chanties  lor  winch  piovisiou  is  to  be  made. 

§  5.  The  Canon  No.  XV.  is  hcrtby  r«  peaicd. 

On  mot^on,  the  vote  by  ballot,  for  the  Missionary  Committpe  provi- 
ded  for  in  ^  2  of  the  fbroyoing  Canon,  \v.»s  unanimously  dispensed 
with,  and  the  R<3V.  Drs.  C'ainjichacl  and  Cniuhton,  and  Mr.  Ha  risen 
were  appointtd  a  Comniiittc  to  nominate  suitable  poisons  to  compose 
said  Coinnjitree. 

The  Committee  having:  rriirod.  rrjiorted  the  names  of  the  following 
gentlemen  who  were  unanimously  aj)])ointtd.

BISHOPS  ADDRESS  TO  THE  CONVENTION. 


My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

I  now  ask  your  attention  to  the  annual  address  required  of  me  by 
the  Canons. 

On  the  first  Sunday  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention,  the 
Sevontccnth  after  Trinity,  October  3,  1841,  in  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Wiiliamsburgh,  Kin^s  county^  admitted  Ralph  Hoyt  to  Djacona^ 
Orders ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  confirmed  2.  Mr.  Hoyt  is  now  the 
minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  this  city,  of  which  the  rectorship 
has  been  resigned  by  the  Rev.  James  R.  Bayley. 

Wednesday,  October  6,  preaclied  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  New  Yorky 
on  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  Triennial  General  Convention  oi 
our  Church.  It  was  the  nineteenth  assembling  of  that  important  and 
interesting  Council,  and  was  attended  by  all  the  Bishops,  twenty-one 
in  number,  and  by  a  large  representation,  clerical  and  lay,  of  the  se- 
veral dioceses. 

The  prominent  sentiment  which  presses  itself  upon  my  mind,  and 
which  I  would  have  sacredly  cherished  by  my  brethren  of  the  dio- 
cese, is  that  of  devout  gratitude  to  God  for  the  Christian  spirit  of  har- 
mony and  good  will  with  which  all  its  deliberations  and  acts  were 
characterized — not  indeed  preventing  that  ample  freedom  of  discussion 
which  the  interests  of  truth  imperiously  demand  in  all  deliberative 
bodies,  and  that  warmth  and  earnestness  of  zealous  afiection  which 
the  consciousness  of  a  good  cause  ought  always  to  inspire ;  but  hap- 
pily restraining  them  within  those  bounds  the  transcending  of  which 
substitutes  ungodly  views  and  feelings  for  the  holy  and  blessed  influ- 
ences of  Christian  ardour  and  devotion. 

This  is  the  more  thankfully  to  be  remembered,  because  of  the  well* 
known  apprehensions  which  were  entertained,  and  predictions  which 

4* 
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were  indulged,  in  certain  quarters,  of  danger  of  the  Convention  being 
divided  and  disturbed  by  discussions  connected  with  differing  views, 
respectively  deemed  of  importance,  touching  matters  of  opinion,  if  not 
of  fiiith. 

Our  merciful  Lord  was  graciously  pleased  to  overrule  it  otherwise 
— His  blessing,  we  may  humbly  hope,  upon  the  pure  scriptural  prin- 
ciples which  distinguish  our  communion,  and  upon  an  ecclesiastical 
organization  which  he  has  enabled  us  so  favorably  to  adapt  to  the  mu- 
tual interests  of  good  order,  efficient  discipline,  and  peaceful  co-opera- 
tion. 

Among  the  subsidary  means  tending  to  the  happy  result  now  no- 
ticed, ought  to  be  prominently  ranked  the  wholesome  reluctance  so 
general  among  us  to  the  unnecessary  introduction  into  our  eccle- 
siastical bodies  of  the  discussion  of  doctrinal  topics.  Except  in  the 
shape  of  grave  and  constitutional  consideration  of  the  Liturgy  or 
Articles,  it  would  seem  that  the  whole  spirit  of  our  ecclesiastical  insti- 
tutions is  decidedly  repugnant  to  such  discussion  in  our  Conventions. 
For  in  such  consideration  only  can  there  be  a  proper  manifesto  of  the 
doctrines  of  our  Church  as  a  body ;  while  the  guarding  of  the  purity 
and  consistency  of  the  doctrinal  teaching  of  the  clergy  is  left  to  epis- 
copal counsel,  and  the  interference,  when  necessary,  of  the  judicial  de- 
partment of  our  organization. 

It  will  be  an  evil  day  for  our  Church,  ray  brethren — may  God 
save  us  from  it ! — when  either  the  General  or  Diocfean  Conventions 
lightly  introduce  doctrinal  discussions  into  their  assemblies  for  de- 
liberation. The  subject  brings  forcibly  to  my  mind  the  strong  feeling, 
corresponding  with  the  views  here  given,  often  expressed  by  our  great 
and  good  Bishop  White.  So  fearful  was  he  of  the  danger  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Gospel  anl  the  Church  of  doctrinal  discussions  in  assem- 
blies assuming  aught  of  a  popular  cast,  as  to  have  frequently  repeated 
the  sentiment,  that  if  ever  it  should  be  thought  necessary  to  subject  the 
liturgy  or  articles,  or  any  portion  of  them,  to  a  review,  the  work 
should  be  assigned  to  commissioners  specially  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose ;  the  vote  of  the  Convention  being  taken  only  on  the  approval  or 
disapproval  of  the  results  of  their  deliberation  as  a  whole.  It  were 
well  for  us  to  ponder  this  opinion  as  solemn  counsel  from  a  quarter 
worthy  of  all  reverence,  confidence,  and  respect. 

One  new  diocese,  that  of  Missouri,  was  received  into  union  with  the 
General  Convention. 

Two  alterations  were  made  in  the  General  Constitution,  the  first 
providing  that  the  General  Convention  shall  prescribe  the  process  for 
the  trial  of  a  Bishop,  which  had  heretofore  been  lefl  to  the  respective 
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dioceses;  the  second  fixing  the  time  for  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Gen- 
neral  Convention  to  the  first  Wednesday  in  October  in  every  third 
year. 

Agreeably  to  the  first  of  these  alterations,  a  Canon  "  On  the  Trial 
of  Bishops"  was  enacted.  This,  of  course,  supersedes  our  diocesan 
Canon  on  the  same  subject. 

A  part  of  the  very  important  and  interesting  proceedings  of  this 
Convention,  was  its  favorable  canonical  action  on  the  election  which 
had  taken  place  in  the  diocese  of  Delaware;  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  Lee, 
D.  D.,  to  the  episcopate  of  the  diocese.  Agreeably  to  this,  the  conse^ 
oration  of  that  Rev.  gentleman  took  place,  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention,  that  is,  on  the  12th  of  October  last,  in  St  Paul's  Chapel 
in  this  city.  All  our  Bishops,  20  in  number,  being  present,  it  was 
obviously  impossible  for  all  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  solemn  ceremo- 
nial. The  several  proper  parts,  therefore,  in  aid  of  the  chief  one, 
which,  of  course,  devolved  upon  the  presiding  Bishop,  were  assigned 
with  reference  to  seniority.  Agreeably  to  this  arrangement,  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  uniting  with  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia,  in  pr^ 
senting  the  Bishop-elect,  and  the  presiding  Bishop  was  accompanied  in 
the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Bishops  of  Virginia,  Illinois,  Connec- 
ticut, and  Pennsylvania. 

I  united  with  the  majority  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  resolu- 
tions to  proceed,  under  the  2d  Canon  of  1838,  to  elect  Bishops,  as 
missionary  Bishops  of  this  Church  to  Africa  and  Texas.  The  ob- 
ject, it  is  well  known,  was  defeated  by  a  declining,  on  the  part  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  tocooperate  therein.  This  was 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  laws  of  our  branch  of  the  Catholic 
Church;  and  however  great  the  disappointment  which  it  may  have 
occasioned,  a  choerful  acquiescence  in  it  is  a  Christian  duty,  and  im- 
peratively demanded  by  every  principle  of  sound  Churchmanship.  It 
is  a  beautiful  part  of  the  orderly  and  conservative  character  of  our 
Church,  that  all  degrees  of  men — Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity — hav- 
ing, by  mutual  compact,  their  several  rights  and  interests  in  her  legis- 
lation so  fairly  divided,  and  placed  w^ithin  their  own  respective  guardi- 
anship, the  mutual  cherishing  of  the  Christian  principle  of  extending 
to  others  the  credit  for  fidelity  and  sincerity  of  purpose  which  vve  would 
wish  for  ourselves,  shuts  out  all  just  cause  of  invidious  feelings,  and 
secures  due  respect  for  all  decisions  and  actions  regularly  and  orderly 
had.  It  was  the  clear  decision  of  the  Church — given  as  herself  has 
provided  that  her  decisions  in  such  matters  shall  be  given — ^thai  action 
under  the  resolutions  of  the  Bishops  was  not  then  expedient 
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The  two  Hoiist'3  uniti-xl  in  a  ros<:)lution  callings  the  attention  of  the 
Church  to  ihr  duly  of  providing  more  ample  fiec  sittings  in  our 
churchf'S.  This  is  iuih-ed  a  most  important  measure.  It  is  an  unhap- 
py fact,  thit  hunlrols  and  thousands  of  our  fellow  members  of  the 
Church  are  shut  oiit  from  its  piivilfges  because  of  inability  to  procure 
aittintjs.  Time  will  not  now  admit  of  a  full  discussion  of  the  principle 
and  practice  of  sillinii:  or  Irttin;^^  the  privilrg*'  of  oocupyinjr  a  particular 
portion  of  the  [louse  of  God.  The  evil  feh  is  too  serious  and  too 
pressing  to  allow  of  thf  postjonement  of  a  iem<dy  until  the  issue  of 
such  disc'ission  could  be  known.  Two  or  ihrre  remarks  on  the  sub- 
ject, however,  press  upon  my  mind,  which  I  would  afTeclionately  urge 
upon  the  serious  considtTalion  of  the  clerical  and  lay  brethren  pre- 
sent 

Churclu«  should  always  be  built  with  a  reftrencc  not  only  to  the 

suppostxl  demand  for  pews,  but  also  to  the  imj:erjitive  christian  duty  of 

providing  church  privil(»g(?s  for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  them,  and  for 

travellers  and  sojourners  who  tairy  in  the  parish  lut  a  while.     If  the 

expense  attending  increase  cf  size  of  the  building;:,  or  of  its  capabilities 

for  accommodation,  be  an  objection,  let  it  bcsavcd  by  less  of  mere  orna- 
ment and  decoration. 

Every  Christian  man  should  consider  himself  bound  to  provide 
church-accommodation  for  the  need}',  and  for  strangers,  in  proportion 
to  the  ability  which  God  gives  him  to  secure  the  comfortable  accommo- 
dation of  himself  and  family.  In  other  words,  the  more  he  can  offord 
to  give  for  a  pew,  the  more  should  he  feel  it  his  duty  to  do  in  aid  of 
chose  who  cannot  get  them,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  travellers 
and  strangers,  whose  brief  need  of  them  hardly  allows  of  any  busi- 
ness-arrangement for  securing  them. 

But  I  should  not  do  justice  to  measures  long  since  adopted  in  this 
city  for  remedying  this  evil  as  fur  as  our  immense,  muhifarious,  and 
perpetually  increasing  population  is  concerned,  were  I  not  to  refer  to 
our  City  Mission  Society,  to  which  an  event  within  the  past  year  ma- 
king glad  the  hearts  of  its  friends  will  call  me  again  to  advert,  and  of 
which  1  will  only  now  say,  that  as  the  Church  in  this  city  has  the  am- 
ple means,  so  is  it  its  bounden  duty,  very  largely  to  increase  the  sphere 
of  its  operations. 

Agreeably  to  canonical  provision  for  providing  with  Bishops  dio- 
ceses without  the  number  of  clerg;^'  proper  to  entitle  them  to  elect 
Bishops,  the  Right  Reverend  Leonidas  Polk,  D  D.,  one  of  our  mis- 
sionary Bishops,  was,  by  the  General  Convention,  appointed  Bishop 
of  Louisiana.     He  immediately  resigned  his  missionary  episcopate, 
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and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  present  discharge  of  its  duties  by 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee. 

It  may  be  remembered  by  you,  brethren,  that  a  few  months  afler  the 
General  Convention  of  1838, 1  felt  myself  compelled  to  enter  a  public 
protest  against  certain  alterations  made  in  the  Prayer  Book  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  that  Convention)  appointed  to  revise,  and  where  needful  cor- 
rect, the  stereotype  plates  whence  the  standard  edition  had  been  pub- 
liihed,  and  set  forth  a  new  standard.  The  late  Convention  interpcsed 
and  ordered  the  restoration  of  the  book  to  its  integrity. 

A  report  was  laid  before  the  Convention  from  a  joint  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  last  Convention  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education, 
and  referred  by  both  Houses  to  the  Managers  of  our  General  Sunday 
School  Union  for  publication.  It  has  been  accordingly  published  as 
the  number  for  November  and  December  last  of  that  excellent  periodi- 
cal, the  Journal  of  Christian  Education.  I  would  commend  it,  for  the 
soundness  of  its  principles,  and  the  excellence  of  its  suggestions,  to  all 
who  have  at  heart  the  well-training  of  the  young,  and  the  best  interests 
of  the  Church,  the  commonwealth,  and  society  in  every  department. 
Until  education  is  made,  and  generally  conceded  to  be,  the  business  of 
the  Church,  all  attention  to  it,  however  plausible  and  imposing  in 
theory,  will  fail  to  turn  it  to  the  great  and  good  ends  to  which  it  is  de- 
signed to  be  contributive. 

The  mention  of  this  subject  brings  to  mind  a  record  which  it  is  my 
mournful  duty  to  make.  The  most  active  member  of  the  above  men- 
tioned committee,  and  the  author  of  its  report,  was  an  eminently  excel- 
lent and  justly  beloved  Presbyter  of  this  diocese,  resident  in  this  city, 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  O.  Peers.  It  is  not  long  since  intelligence  was 
received  of  his  death,  from  a  distant  part  of  the  country  where  he  had 
stopped  while  on  a  journey  in  search  of  heahh.  Christian  Education 
was  the  beloved  object  to  which  his  studies,  prayers,  and  labors,  hdd 
long  been  £>;iven.  He  looked  into  its  principles  and  details  as  a  true 
Christian  philosopher,  bringing  to  them  a  mind  enlightened,  a  heart 
warmed,  and  devout  affections  engaged,  in  all  the  views  and  operations 
connected  with  that  momentous  subject  in  its  true  bearings  on  the  cause 
of  Christ  and  His  Church,  of  human  welfare  in  every  civil,  social, 
and  domestic  relation,  and  of  the  advancement  of  our  nature  to  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  perfection  in  a  better  world.  Most  happily  exem- 
plifying the  religion  in  which  he  would  thus  have  others  trained,  he 
manifested  in  his  death  the  joy  and  peace  and  triumph,  in  which,  through 
Christ's  merits,  and  by  the  grace  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  and  in  the  way 
which  He  has  appointed  in  His  Church,  the  prepared  soul  can  pass  to 
the  exceeding  recompense  of  reward. 
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Several  Canons  of  much  general  interest  were  passed  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

It  is  provided  in  one,  that  absence  from  his  diocese  for  two  3'ears 
without  assigning  thertfor  to  the  Bishop  a  satisfactory  reason,  shall 
subject  the  absentee  to  suspension  from  the  ministry. 

A  new  Canon  was  p;issed  resp<ctingcandidatfs  for  Orders,  by  which 
the  examination,  formerly  the  first  for  Deacon's  Orders,  is  made  neces- 
sary, excopt  the  applicant  has  a  satisfactory  dij)loma  from  a  college, 
before  one  is  admitted  as  a  canflidale.  The  dcsiirnod  practical  opera- 
tion of  this  is,  that  all  preliminary  literary  and  scirntific  studies  bt  ing 
compli  ted  before  a  yomif^  man  becomes  a  candidate,  he  shall  spend  his 
three  years'  candidalrship  in  peculiarly  theological  studies.  This  is 
an  important  stop  gained  in  the  momentous  subject  of  due  preparation 
for  the  ministry.  The  most  sacred  interests  of  our  holy  faith  require 
that  this  subject  be  most  seriously  laid  to  heart.  The  times  require 
that  every  minister  be  a  scribe  well  instructed.  Papal  and  other 
heretical  blasphemies,  arfd  the  endless  hiud(T.ui(:es  to  true  piety  pre- 
sented by  the  multiform  aspects  of  schism,  require  that  we  set  none  as 
watchmen  on  the  walls  of  Zion  who  are  not  we.ll  furnishrd  for  the 
defence  of  evangelical  truth  at  all  points.  The  Lite  Cm  neral  Convtn- 
tion  ordered  an  insertion  in  the  Appendix  to  its  Journal  of  a  report  of 
a  Committee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  on  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  term  of  c^n«liilateshij)  for  the  ministry.  I  comnnnl  the 
perusil  and  serious  consideration  of  that  report  10  all  true  and  (.nlight- 
en^'d  frienls  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Church.  1  have  never  regrtttid 
the  resnlution  announced  to  a  former  Convention,  ne^t  aofain  to  admit 
a  candidate  or  ordain  a  deacon,  under  dispensation  from  literary  (juali- 
fications.  On  looking  into  the  dei^ra<latinns  from  the  ministry  wliich 
have  occurred  in  the  Cliurch,  1  find,  in  very  many  of  them,  the  serious 
admonition  that  thoy  have  occurred  in  cases  of  hastii  adnihslon  to  the 
ministry. 

Another  Cmon  of  the  late  General  Convention  reejuires,  that  before 
a  clergj'man  ordainejel  l)y  a  forei^^m  Bishop  can  settlv  in  any  parish  of 
this  Church,  he  must  produce  to  the  ecch'siastical  authority  of  the  dio- 
cese in  which  he  wishes  to  settle,  "a  Letter  of  Dismission  fiom  under 
the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Bishop  with  whose  diocese  he  has  been  last 
connected,"  in  substances  the  same  as  we  require  on  removal  from  one 
of  our  dioceses  to  ane)ther.  It  is  of  importance  that  this  should  be  well 
known  and  imdei stood,  as  it  presents  an  effectual,  and  I  am  free  to  say, 
a  most  desirable  barrier  to  the  facility  with  which  foreign  clergy,  or 
those  pretending  to  be  such,  have  too  often  found  settlements  among  us. 
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Another  Canon  makes  the  very  proper  provision  that  no  clergyman 
of  this  Church  can  pass  from  under  the  jurisdiction  of  his  diocesan  un- 
til he  has  been  duly  transferred  therefrom,  and  received  by  some  other 
Bishop  of  this  or  a  foreign  Church.  This  settles  the  important  prin- 
ciple, that  let  a  clergyman  be  in  what  part  of  ilie  world  he  may,  he 
loses  not  his  canonical  connection  with  his  r roper  Bishop  and  diocese, 
nor  any  of  the  responsibilities  hrnce  arisinf:^.  until  he  is  regularly 
transf  Trcd,  and  n^j^-ularly  received,  to  like  aileirinnce  to  some  other 
portion  of  the  Catholic  Church.  It  of  course  follows,  thnt  live  where 
he  may,  a  clergyman  of  this  Church,  until  by  r<<rnlar  transfer  and  re- 
copiion  he  is  removed  to  the  jtirisJiction  of  another  Bishop,  whether 
in  this  country  or  a  foreiijn  land,  retains  his  obliii:ation  to  make  his 
annnil  report  to  his  proper  dioc^sin. 

Simuh.meously  with  the  m-^etin^"  of  the  General  Convention  was 
the  triennial  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  In  the  long  and  ani- 
mated discussions  which  occupied  it.  there  was  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  principles  on  which  the  Board  is  organized,  and  of  the  opera- 
tions in  which  it  has  enijan-ed,  ^frowinor  out  of  edbrls  rnadi*  from  the 
most  respj-ctable  quarters,  and  advocatrni  with  great  power,  to  |Toduce 
chan_!;f'S.  some  ofa  very  essential  and  others  ofu  1<  ss  important  character. 
To  these  discussions  I  listencni  with  deep  interest,  as,  From  the  location 
in  this  city  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Committees  of  the  Board,  and 
my  conS'*quent  usual  presidency  at  their  nie*tin;js,  I  was  very  anxious 
t|)  ascertain,  as  n»  arly  as  I  coul  1.  the  real  opiniens  and  desir(;s  of  the 
Church  touching  the  B")ard  and  its  operations.  As  fir  as  these  could  be 
gathered  from  the  constitutional  representatives  of  the  Cliurch,  it  cer- 
tainly appeart^l  that  the  Church  was  satisfied  uith  these  as  they  are,  and 
desin.d  no  matt^rial  change.  It.  thereforr*,  was,  to  my  mind,  the  dictate 
both  of  obvious  propri<'ty  and  sound  Churchmanship,  to  continue  to 
fo.ner  an.l  sustain  the  Board,  anl  encourage  its  operations;  with  a  full 
reco^^nition,  however,  of  the  right  of  every  contributor  to  designate 
the  particular  object  to  which  he  would  wish  his  bounty  to  be  applied. 
When  this  is  done,  such  designation  is  always  scrupulously  respected, 
and  no  diversion  of  the  money  allowed  eiiluT  to  other  than  the  se- 
lected missions,  or  to  the  current  expenses  of  tb.e  B  ^ard.  IMy  impres- 
sion with  regard  to  the  general  opinion  and  i\(  ling  of  the  Church  was 
c«  rtainly  strengthened  by  the  fact,  that  sincf  the  organization  of  the 
Board,  two  General  Conventions,  and  two  triennial  and  six  annual 
meetings  of  the  Board,  have  afforded  abundant  opportunities  for  change. 
1  do  not  mean  to  say  that  lam  not  myself  favorable  to  some  changes, 
and  some  which  I  deem  of  great  importance,  and  tliat  I  am  not  pre-

pared  to  advocate  them  on  all  fitting  occasions;  but  it  does  no  yet 
appear  that  the  Church  desires  change,  and  until  she  does,  and  regu< 
larly  adopts  it,  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  submit  to  her  judgement,  and  avail 
myself  of  her  duly  constituted  agencies  for  such  encouragement  in  her 
legitimate  peculiar  work  of  spreading  the  Gospel  as  it  may  be  in  my 
power  to  extend,  and  my  conscientious  convictions  of  right  and  duty 
may  suggest. 

At  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board-^the  annual  one  of  this 
year — a  change  was  made  much  for  the  better.  I  refer  to  requiring 
our  domestic  missionaries  to  report  to  their  proper  diocesans,  and  not  to 
the  Committee.  That  body  looking  to  those  diocesans  for  information 
of  the  state  of  the  missions  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

At  this  last  meeting,  also,  was  introduced  the  change,  resolved  on 
the  preceding  year,  of  having  the  celebration  of  the  Lord^b  Supper  at 
each  annual  meeting.  This,  and  the  opening  of  the  business  of  the 
third  day,  which  was  a  festival  of  the  Church,  with  its  proper  service 
as  such,  I  regard  as  manifestations,  in  which  all  should  rejoice,  of  the 
influence  of  those  true  Christian  principles  and  views  whose  natural 
effect  is  to  bring  Christians  constantly  nearer  and  nearer,  in  their  reli* 
gious  affections  and  duties,  to  the  Church. 

I  cannot  leave  this  notice  of  our  last  General  Convention  season,  with  - 
out  a  mournful  record  of  which  you  are  probably  in  anticipation.  The 
venerable  Bishop  of  Virginia,  the  late  Dr.  Richard  Channing  Moore,  was 
with  us  during  nearly  the  whole  of  its  mteresting  duties  and  exercises, 
warmed  with  his  wonted  zeal  in  the  cause  of  his  Master,  and  of  the 
souls  for  whom  that  Master  died.  On  the  first  opportunity  I  had  of 
hearing  of  him  after  the  cordial  and  affectionate  farewell  with  which, 
shortly  before  their  adjournment,  he  took  leave  of  his  Episcopal  breth- 
ren, the  melancholy  tidings  of  his  death  were  brought  me.  I  doubt- 
less speak  in  the  hearing  of  many  in  whose  memories  still  linger — 
and  they  will  love  to  have  it  always  so — the  words  and  tones  of  affec- 
tionate earnestness  with  which  he  pressed  the  divine  message ;  of  many 
too,  who,  during  his  connection  of  27  years  with  this  diocese,  and  of  5 
years  with  this  city,  as  one  of  their  most  zealous  and  faithful  pastors, 
were  of  his  flock.  I  doubt  not  that  all  presrnt  have  united  with  me 
in  lively  sympathy  with  his  bereaved  diocese  and  his  Episcopal  col- 
league ;  and  1  would  exhort  all  to  pray  to  God  that  a  blessing  may 
rest  upon  the  removal  from  the  Church  on  eaith  of  this  aged,  pious, 
and  faithful  prelate. 

It  is  an  historical  fact,  not  without  interest  to  us,  that  Bishop  Mooie 
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was  ordained  deacon  at  the  first  ordination  ever  held  by  the  first  Bishop 
of  this  diocese.* 

His  late  assistant,  the  Right  Rev.  William  Meade,  D.  D.,  became, 
by  his  demise,  the  Bishop  of  Virginia.  Such,  however,  is  his  physical 
inability  for  the  arduous  duties  of  that  large  diocese,  that  he  has  felt 
compelled  to  avail  himself  of  the  canonical  provision  in  such  cases, 
and  apply  for  an  assistant — a  measure  probably  soon  to  be  consumma- 
ted by  the  consecration  of  the  reverend  gentleman  who  has  been  chosen 
for  the  purpose,  and  received  the  required  approbation  of  our  Church 
at  large. 

I  resume  the  account  of  my  labors  through  the  year. 
Thursday,  October  21,  laid  the  comer  stone  of  Grace  Church, 
Walerford,  Saratoga  county ;  the  former  edifice,  as  stated  in  my  last, 
having  been  destroyed  by  fire. 

Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  31,  instituted  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Ward,  who  had  removed  from  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey, 
into  the  rectorship  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Mamaroneck,  Westchester 
county,  and  preachc-d  in  that  church  again  in  the  evening. 

Friday,  November  5,  consecrated  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  A^^w 
York.  This  truly  beautiful  Gothic  edifice  has  replaced,  with  great 
enlargement,  the  former  parish  church,  which  had  been  destroyed  by 
fire.  Its  erection  and  the  liberal  manner  in  which  provision  has  been 
made  by  the  congregation  for  the  expense — an  amount,  though  large 
in  itself,  yet,  compared  with  the  quality  of  the  building,  evincing  an 
economy  which  reflects  great  credit  on  the  distinguished  and  accom- 
plished architect — are  merited  tokens  of  parochial  gratitude  and  esteem, 
for  the  long,  faithful,  and  acceptable  services  of  the  estimable  rector, 
whose  ministry  the  parish  has  enjoyed  since  its  first  organization. 

Twenty-second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  7,  in  Christ  Churchy 
admitted  William  H.  Norris  to  deacons'  orders,  and  the  Rev.  Frede- 
rick W.  J.  Pollard,  deacon,  to  the  priesthood. 

Mr.  Norris  soon  removed  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Mr« 
Pollard,  though  retaining  his  canonical  connection  with  this  diocese, 
continues  to  ofiSciate  in  that  of  Massachusetts. 

Twenty-third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  14,  in  the  morning, 
baptized  an  infant  and  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Yonkers,  West- 
chester county,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  in  the  chapel  of  the  sama 

parish  at  Tuckahoe.

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Tuesday,  16,  consecrated  St  Mary's  Cliarch,  Cold  Spring,  Pwinmm 
countjf,  confirmed  one,  and  administered  the  communion. 

Wednesday,  17,  confirmed  6  in  St  Philip's  Church,  PhilipstowB. 

Twenty-fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  21,  confirmed  6,  and 
administered  the  communion  in  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Peekskill,  WtMi" 
Chester  county;  in  the  afternoon,  baptized  2  children  and  preached; 
and  preached  again  in  the  evening.  I  found  this  chapel  enlarged  and 
improved  with  a  degree  of  elegance  and  an  increase  of  convemencfy 
reflecting  the  highest  credit  on  the  parish. 

Festival  of  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle,  Tuesday,  November  30,  attend- 
ed a  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary, at  which  the  long  vacant  professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology  and 
Pulpit  Eloquence  was  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Benja- 
min I.  Haight,  A.  M.,  an  alumnus  of  the  Seminary — an  appointment 
promising  great  good  to  the  Seminary  and  the  Church,  not  only  from 
the  general  fitting  qualifications  of  the  new  incumbent,  but  also  from 
the  marked  success  with  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  his  pastoral 
career.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  measure  will  increase  the  interest  and 
confidence  of  the  Church  in  this  important  institution,  as  it  certainly 
strengthens  its  claim  to  patronage  and  support. 

Thursday,  December  9,  the  day  appointed  by  the  civil  authority  of 
the  state  as  the  Annual  Thanksgiving,  and  which,  of  course,  became 
the  Thanksgiving  Day  of  the  Church,  in  Christ  Church,  Poughkeep- 
sie,  Dutchess  county,  admitted  Homer  Wheaton  to  deacons'  orders. 

In  the  afternoon  confirmed  22. 

Mr.  Wheaton  immediately  entered  on  the  duties  of  assistant  minister 
of  the  parish,  which  he  still  discharges. 

Friday,  10,  laid  the  comer  stone  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Pleasant 
Valley. 

Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  12,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  7, 
including  3  cadets,  in  the  chapel  of  the  United  States  Military  Acade- 
my, West  Point,  and  preached  again  in  the  afternoon. 

First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  9,  1 842,  confirmed  60  in 
Calvary  Church,  Brooklyn,  and  was  much  gratified  to  find  the  church 
materially  enlarged,  improved  in  a  highly  creditable  style  of  beauty 
and  convenience,  and  with  tokens  of  spiritual  prosperity  adding  greatly 
to  the  satisfaction  thus  imparted. 

Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  16,  confirmed  57  in  St 
Stephen's  Church,  New  York. 

Wednesday,  19,  consecrated  St.  Luke's  Church,  Somers,  Westchester 
county,  and  administered  therein  the  communion ;  and  in  the  evening 
baptized  an  adult  and  preached. 
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Sexagesima  Sunday,  January  30,  confirmed  25  in  Grace  Church, 
New  York 

Festival  of  the  Purification  of  St  Mary  the  Virgin,  Wednesday, 
February  2,  consecrated  Grace  Church,  Waterford,  Saratoga  county^ 
of  which  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone,  less  than  4  months  before, 
was  mentioned  above.  In  this  short  space — so  expeditiously  may  work 
be  done  when  men  have  a  miiid  to  work — this  beautiful  brick  edifice 
rose  on  the  ashes  of  the  temple  which  had  been  burnt. 

Thursday,  3,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Albany^  admitted  Edward  F.  Ed- 
wards to  deacons'  orders.  He  is  still,  besides  frequently  officiating  in 
aid  of  clerical  brethren,  engaged  in  that  city  a3  an  instructor  of  youth. 

duinquagesima  Sunday,  February  6,  preached,  and  administered 
the  communion  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  in  the  afiemoon  preached 
in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

In  the  evening  preached  in  St.  PauFs  Church,  Troy. 

First  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  13,  confirmed  14  in  the  temporary 
chapel  of  Christ  Church,  Brooklyn. 

Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  20,  confirmed  30  in  Christ  Church, 
New  York, 

Festival  of  St  MaUhias  the  Apostle,  Thursday,  February  24,  in  the 
Chapel  of  St  Paul's  College,  College  Point,  Queens  county^  admitted 
to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Jedidiah  Huntington,  M.  D.,  Deacon,  As- 
sistant Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Intellectual  Philosophy.  Dr.  Hun- 
tington has  since  resigned  that  station. 

In  the  evening,  baptized  in  the  Chapel  of  St  Ann's  Hall,  Flushing, 
3  pupils  of  that  interesting  establishment,  and  preached. 

Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  27,  confirmed  59  in  St  George's 
Church,  Neto  York. 

Thursday,  March  3,  consecrated  Emmanuel  Church,  Brooklyn, — 
My  Right  Reverend  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  was 
present,  and  did  me  the  favor  of  taking  part  in  the  consecration  servi^ 
ces,  and  preaching  the  sermon. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  6,  confirmed  22  in  the  French 
Church  du  St  Esprit,  New  York. 

Tuesday,  March  15,  consecrated  the  Mission  Chnrch  of  St.  Mat- 
thew. Our  City  Mission  Society  was  enabled  to  purchase  this  build- 
ing,  which  had  been  erected,  and  occupied  many  years,  by  a  congrega- 
tion of  another  communion,  by  being  made  sharers  of  a  legacy  left  by 
the  late  Charles  Morgan,  Esq.  This  devout  and  excellent  member 
of  the  Church  left  a  large  residuary  bequest  in  charge  of  the  rector  of 
the  Church  of  Ascension,  to  be  by  him  appropriated,  at  his  diseretioB, 
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to  relifiricus  purposes  connected  with  the  Church  in  the  United  States. 
That  Reverend  brother,  who  has  always  been  a  warm  and  actire  friend 
of  our  City  Missions,  made  this  as  the  first  appropriation  of  the  amount 
thus  placed  at  his  disposal. 

St.  Matthew's,  brethrm,  is  the  only  Church  that  has  been  added  to 
our  communion  in  this  city  in  more  than  four  y«ars;  while  the  popu- 
lation of  the  city  has  increased  by  tens  of  thousands.  Brethren  of 
New  York,  is  this  right?  Can  it  be  right?  Can  we  answer  for  it 
at  the  bar  of  God?  Can  we  truly  love  either  the  Church,  or  its  Di- 
vine Head,  while  such  a  state  of  thing^s  is  allowed  to  <xisl?  What 
immense  sunjs  have  meanwhile  boen  expended  on  worldly  objects,  on 
peisonal  pride  and  gratification,  on  demoralizing  indulgences!  What 
hoards  of  wealth  have  been  held  for  merely  idle  increase,  while  its 
possessors  have  gone  to  iheir  great  account  with  the  curse  of  the  un- 
profitable servant  on  their  heads!  How  much  has  been  given  to  the 
winds  by  reckless,  ruinous  speculation!  How  has  God's  cause  been 
thus  allowed  to  suffer,  the  Church  to  be  disgraced,  socie^ty  and  the 
country  to  be  injured,  and  souls  to  pass  un cared  for  to  the  doom  of  the 
wicked!  And  all  this  while,  too,  what  loud  profi^ssions  have  be^n 
made  of  attachment  to  country,  love  of  social  order,  desire  for  the 
strengthening  of  the  cause  of  public  morals,  yes,  and  also  of  sound 
ChuTchmanship,  respect  for  religion,  and  it  may  be,  singular  devotion 
to  Christian  operation  and  enterprise ! 

Would  that  men  could  see  that  more  is  done  for  the  promotion  of 
every  interest  that  should  be  dear  to  the  friend  of  man  by  building  and 
sustaining  churches,  than  by  all  other  means  put  together !  It  incites 
to  others,  addsto  them,  and  gives  them  life  and  efliciency.  We  have 
much  of  past  remissness  on  this  subject  to  repair,  dear  brethren.  Be 
we  not  slow,  stinted,  or  grudging  in  so  doing? 

With  gratitude  to  him  in  whose  hand  are  the  hearts  of  men,  and 
grateful  and  affectionate  remembrance  of  the  willing  subjects  of  His 
grace,  I  would  refer  also  to  a  legacy  to  the  same  City  Mission  Society 
of  $5000  by  the  kte  Thomas  Otis,  Esq.,  and  $5000  by  the  late  Goold 
Hoyt,  Esq. 

It  is  obvious  that  an  institution  whose  object  it  is,  in  consideration  of 
the  vast  multitudes  among  us  who  can  do  nothing,  or  but  little,  for  the 
support  of  the  Gospel,  to  procure  churches,  and  be  responsible  for  their 
maintenance,  cannot  operate  efficiently  except  with  large  funds.  These 
kind  and  liberal  remembrances,  therefore,  ought  by  no  means  to  check 
the  current  of  liberality  in  its  support.  As  giving  to  it  more  of  stabili- 
ty and  efficiency,  they  should  move  to  an  increase  of  patronage.     Our

three  miasion  churches  are  doing  much,  very  much,  in  the  cause  of 
Christian  philanthropy.  This  however,  hut  reveals  to  us  increasing 
fields  which  we  ought  also  to  occupy.  Several  more  churches  are 
needed;  and  instead  of  discontinuing,  as  we  have  been  compelled  to  do, 
the  invaluable  agency  of  a  mission  at  large,  we  ought  to  have  engaged 
in  it  a  corps  of  faithful  and  devoted  ministers.  There  would  be  ample 
work  for  them  alL 

For  the  supply  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  the  Rev.  Jesse  Pound  has 
been  transferred  thither  from  the  Mission  Church  of  the  Holy  Evan- 
gelists, and  is  there  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Evans,  whose 
very  faithful  and  useful  labors  as  missionary  at  large  increase  our 
deep  regret  for  the  Society's  inability  to  continue  such  important 
(unctions. 

Thursday,  17,  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Brooklyn,  admitted  Henry  M. 
Beare  to  deacons'  orders.  He  soon  after  entered  on  the  duties,  still 
with  great  faithfulness  and  success  prosecuted  by  him,  of  the  pastoral 
charge  of  the  long  vacant  and  depressed  parish  of  Zion  Church,  Little- 
Neck,  Queen's  county,  and  of  the  congregation  worshipping  in  Whito- 
stone  Chapel  at  Clintonville,  in  the  same  county,  a  building  belonging 
to  a  generous  individual  not  of  the  Church,  who  kindly  allows  the 
gratuitous  use  of  it  by  the  above  mentioned  congregation.  This  was 
gathered,  and  kithfuUy,  and  by  Gron's  blessing,  with  both  numerical 
and  spiritual  increase,  served,  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Kerfoot,  long  a 
most  valuable  officer  of  St  Paul's  College,  whose  transfer  to  a  similar 
sphere  of  usefulness  in  the  diocese  of  Maryland  it  becomes  my  duty  to 
record. 

Sunday  next  before  Easter,  March  20,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  45 
in  St.  John's  Church. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  163  in  Zion  Church,  New  York*  The 
confirmation  was  rendered  thus  large  by  the  attendance,  in  addition  to 
the  candidates  of  Zion  Church,  of  many  from  All  Saints'  Church,  and 
the  Mission  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  whose  pastors  have  adopted  the 
proper  and  very  desirable  plan  of  having  each  an  annual  confirmation 
season,  accompanying  their  respective  candidates,  in  years  when  con- 
firmation is  not  administered  at  home,  to  some  other  church  where  it  is 
appointed  to  be  held. 

Easter  Day,  March  27,  preached  and  administered  the  communion  in 

St  Andrew's  Church,  Richmond,  Richmond  county ;  and  preached 
in  the  aflemoon  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Factoryville«  a  chapel  of  St  An- 
drew's. 
First  Sunday  afler  Easter,  April  3,  in  St  Gorge's  Church,  New 
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York,  admitted  to  deacons'  orders  Horace  Hills,  jun.,  Phitomon  E. 
Coe,  and  Flavel  S.  Mines. 

Mr.  Hills  has  become  mii.ister  of  St  Andrew's  Church,  Walden, 
Orange  county ;  Mr.  Coe  has  removed  to  the  diocese  of  Western  New 
York;  and  Mr.  Mines  has  just  closed  services  in  St  George's  Church, 
New  York,  in  aid  of  the  rector,  and  in  the  stead  of  the  assistant  minister, 
whom  ill-health  compelled  to  withdraw  for  a  while  from  pastoral  duty — 
an  hindrance  which,  lam  happy  to  say,  has,  in  the  good  providence  of 
God,  been  removed. 

In  the  afterdoon,  confirmed  64  in  St  Philip's  Church — the  parish 
of  colored  persons  so  long  known  to  us  as  the  field  of  the  faithful  and 
efficient  labors  of  the  late  excellent  Rev.  Peter  Williams.  The  Rev. 
Alexander  Frazer  has  now  the  charge  of  it,  and  it  continues  to  pros- 
per well. 

Third  Sunday  aAer  Easter,  April  17,  confirmed  108  in  St  Luke's 
Church. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  24,  instituted  the  Rev.  Caleb 
Clapp  into  the  rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  8  in  St  Mary's  Church,  Brooklyn, 
This  church,  also,  I  found  much  enlarged  and  improved. 

This  was  the  last  of  the  annual  confirmations  for  the  cities  of  New 
York  and  Brooklyn.  They  were  held  in  12  churches,  and  655  per- 
sons were  confirmed. 

Saturday,  30,  baptized  an  adult  and  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
United  States  Military  Academy,  West  Point. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  or  Rogation  Sunday,  and  Festival  of  St 
Philip  and  St  James  the  Apostles,  May  1,  in  the  same  chapel,  con- 
firmed 16,  and  administered  the  communion,  and  preached  again  in  the 
afternoon. 

This  is  the  third  visit  I  have  mode  to  this  interesting  establishment 
during  the  incumbency  of  the  present  very  worthy  chaplain,  who  is  a 

presbyter  of  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  and  by  the  divine  blessing  on 
whose  ministry,  there  is  a  depth  and  consistency  of  spiritual  interest 
in  the  Academy,  which  probably  has  never  been  equalled. 

Festival  of  the  Ascension  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Thursday, 
May  5,  it  gave  me  much  pleasure  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  rector 
of  All  Saints*  Church  in  this  city,  to  ofiiciate  on  the  first  occasion  of 
his  making  the  Eucharist  a  part  of  the  celebration  of  that  holy  Festi- 
val I  was  gratified  at  an  opportunity  of  giving  my  sanction  to  so 
proper  a  measure,  because  of  its  obvious  propriety  in  itself,  and  its  con- 
nection with  the  very  desirable  measure  of  increasing  the  number  of 
occasions  on  which  the  Lord's  Supper  is  statedly  celebrated. 
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Stinday  after  the  Ascension,  May  8,  confirmed,  at  his  residence,  a 
sick  member  of  St  John  s  Church,  Troy^  and  subsequently  27  at  the 
annual  confirmation  for  the  city,  in  Christ  Church. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  7  in  Grace  Church,  Waterford,  Saror 
ioga  county^  and  subsequently  a  sick  member  of  the  parish  at  his  resi- 
dence. 

Tuesday,  10,  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  the  Methodist 
Meeting  House,  Fort  Edward,  Washington  county. 

Wednesday,  1 1,  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  for  the  parish  of 
Zion  Church,  in  the  Court  House,  Sandy  Hill ;  and  between  the  ser- 
vices confirmed  a  sick  person  at  her  residence,  and  administered  the 
communion  to  another. 

Thursday,  12,  for  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Glen's  Falls,  War- 
ren  county^  confirmed  2  in  a  temporary  Presbyterian  chapel,  and 
preached  there  again  in  the  afternoon. 

Saturday,  14,  in  Trinity  Church,  Granville,  Washington  county^ 
in  the  morning  baptized  an  adult,  and  confirmed  10,  and  in  the  after- 
noon, baptized  an  infant,  and  preached  again. 

Whitsunday,  May  15,  in  the  morning,  preached  in  St.  Simon's 
Chapel,  Hampton,  and  in  the  afternoon  and  evening,  in  St  Paul's 
Church,  Whitehall. 

Monday  in  Whitsun-Week,  May  16,  in  the  same  church,  confirmed 
2,  and  administered  the  communion. 

Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week,  May  17,  for  the  Church  of  the  Cross, 
Ticonderoga,  Essex  county^  in  the  Congregational  Meeting  House,  in 
the  morning,  confirmed  6,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  again,  and 
baptized  3  children. 

In  the  evening  of  this  day,  and  morning  of  the  next,  paid  pastoral 
visits  to  two  sick  members  of  the  parish. 

Thursday,  19,  for  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  Poit  Henry,  in  the 
morning,  confirmed  1  in  the  District  School  House. 

In  the  evening,  preached  in  the  Methodist  Meeting  House,  West- 
port. 

Friday,  20,  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Meeting  House,  Wadham's 
Mills. 

Trinity  Sunday,  May  22,  confirmed  17,  and  administered  the  com- 
munion, in  Trinity  Church,  Plattsburg,  Clinton  county^  and  preached 
there  again  in  the  evening.  In  the  afternoon  paid  a  pastoral  visit  to  a 
sick  member  of  the  parish. 

Tuesday,  24,  for  St  Mark's  Church,  Malone,  Franklin  county^  ia 
the  Methodist  Meeting  House^  baptized  an  adult,  confirmed  3,  and  ad- 
ministered the  communion. 
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Wednesday,  25,  confinned  at  Lis  residence,  Potsdam,  8t  La/wraut 
county^  a  sick  member  of  Trinity  Church,  and  his  wife. 

In  the  evening,  for  Grace  Church,  Norfolk,  baptized  an  adult  and 
preached  in  the  Methodist  Meeting  House. 

Thursday,  26,  in  the  same  place,  confirmed  13. 

Friday,  27,  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Waddington,  admitted  the  ReT. 
John  A.  Childs,  deacon,  the  missionary  at  Waddington  and  Norfolk, 
to  priests'  orders. 

In  the  afternoon  confirmed  15. 

Saturday,  28,  for  St  Luke's  Church,  Lisbon,  confirmed  2,  and  ad« 
ministered  the  communion  in  the  Meeting  House  there. 

First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  May  29,  in  St  John's  Church,  OgdsDS* 
burgh,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  12.  In  the  afternoon  baptized  an 
infant,  and  preached  again. 

Monday,  30,  preached  and  baptized  an  in&nt  in  the  chapel  belongs 
ing  to  J.  C.  Van  Heuvel,  Esq.,  Heuvelton. 

Wednesday,  June  1,  baptized  an  adult,  confirmed  15,  and  adminis* 
tered  the  communion,  in  Christ  Church,  Morristovm.  Here  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting,  besides  clergy  of  my  own  diocese,  5  from  the 
neighbouring  British  diocese  of  Toronto. 

Thursday,  2,  for  Grace  Church,  Canton,  preached  in  the  Court 
Housa 

Friday,  3,  in  the  same  place,  confirmed  10,  and  administered  the 
communion ;  and  preached  again  in  the  afternoon. 

Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  5,  in  Trinity  Church  Potsdam, 
preached  and  administered  the  communion,  and  in  the  afternoon,  bap- 
tized an  adult,  and  confirmed  57. 

With  these  services  I  closed  an  entire  visitation  of  the  churches  in 
St  Lawrence  county.  Throughout  it,  I  perceived  great  cause  of 
thankfulness  to  Goo  for  a  measure  of  spiritual  prosperity  greater,  I 
believe,  than  the  Church  there  has  ever  before  experienced.  The 
county  is  supplied  with  the  constant  ministrations  of  five  faithful  and 
able  ministers  of  the  New  Testament ;  the  principles  of  the  Church, 
in  proper  appreciation  of  their  oneness  with  those  of  the  precious 
Gk)spel,  are  gaining  more  and  more  of  favor,  acceptance,  and  influence ; 
and  the  consequent  increase  of  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  is  apparent 

Tuesday,  7,  for  St.  Mark's  Church,  Malone,  Franklin  county, 
preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  the  Court  House. 

Wednesday,  8,  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Plattsburgh,  Clijtton 
county, 

Thursday,  9,  in  the  Presbyterian  Meeting  House,  KeeseviUe,  bap- 
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ti2ed  2  adults,  confirmed  5,  and  administered  the  communion.  This 
confirmation  was,  I  believe,  the  first  act  proper  to  the  episcopal  office 
ever  performed  in  Keeseville.  All  the  services  of  the  day  made,  I  was 
informed,  a  "very  happy  impression  on  a  community  in  which  the 
Church  had  been  almost  entirely  unknown. 

Third  Sunday,  after  Trinity,  June  12,  in  the  morning,  baptized  2 
adults,  and  preached  in  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  West  Troy,  Albany  co. 

In  the  afternoon,  baptized  an  aduU,  and  confirmed  11,  in  Trinity 
Church;  and  preached  again  in  the  evening  in  St.  Luke's. 

Between  the  morning  and  afternoon  services,  baptized  a  child  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Troy. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  19,  in  the  morning,  preached  in 
St  Andrew's  Church,  Richmond,  Richmond  county^  and  in  the  after- 
noon, in  Trinity  Chapel,  Factoryville. 

Wednesday,  22,  and  the  two  following  days,  attended  the  annual 
meeting,  in  this  city,  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  of  which  I  took  some 
notice  in  a  preceding  part  of  this  address. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  26,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  4  in 
St  John's  Church,  Fort  Hamilton,  Kings  county,  And  preached  there 
again  in  the  afternoon. 

Monday,  27,  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union. 

Same  day,  and  until  the  following  Friday,  inclusive,  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
It  was  then  determined,  wisely  and  rightly  as  I  trust  it  will  be  generally 
thought,  that  after  this  year,  the  commencement  exercises  shall  be  les« 
of  an  academic,  and  more  of  an  ecclesiastical  character.  The  confer- 
ring of  the  testimonials  is  to  be  accompanied  with  the  regular  Church 
service,  a  Sermon  or  Charge  from  a  Bishop,  and  the  celebration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper.  It  is  delightful  to  see  the  growing  attachment  of  the 
age  to  Catholic  principles  and  feelings.  The  best  interests  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  man's  truest  spiritual  welfare,  are  herein  nearly  concerned. 

Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  3,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  New  York, 
admitted  to  deacons'  orders,  the  following  young  gentlemen,  who,  at 
the  Commencement  on  the  preceding  Friday,  had  received  the  honors 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  become  enrolled  among  its 
alumni: — Benjamin  Akerly,  Stephen  H.  Battin,  Samuel  S  her  well, 
Albert  P.  Smith,  John  C.  Smith,  James  W.  Stewart,  and  William 
Walsh. 

Messrs.  Akerly,  Sherwell,  and  Walsh,  have  taken  letters  of  dismission 
to  our  indefatigable  missionary  Bishop,  Dr.  Kemper,  with  the  yiew  of 
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devoting  themselves  to  missionary  duty  within  his  jurisdiction.  Mr. 
Battin  has  removed  to  Western  New  York.  Mr.  A.  P.  Smith  is  th« 
missionary  at  Patterson,  Putnam  county,  and  Pawlings,  Dutchess  coun- 
ty, where  he  succeeds  the  Rev,  Alfred  M.  Loutrel,  deacon,  who  has 
removed  to  New  Jersey.

•  The  deed  declares  that  the  building  is  "  to  be  used  for  the  service  of  Al- 
mighty God  according  to  tho  forms  and  usages  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America ;  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the 
children  under  the  supervision  of  the  rector;  for  a  parish  school  according  to  the 
general  outline  given  in  the  Report  on  Education  presented  to  the  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  its  session  in  New  York  in  the 
year  1811 ;  and  to  be  used  for  no  secular  purpose  whatever."

While  in  this  city,  I  have  been  employed  in  administering  the  sacra- 
xnents,  celtbrating  divine  service,  preaching,  and  other  pastoral  duties, 
of  which  no  pnrticular  mention  has  betn  made.

The  Rev.  Hobart  M.  Barthtt,  an  excellent  young  brother  in  the 
ministry,  who  had  removed,  the  post  year,  into  this  diocese,  and  wa«« 
justly  respected  and  beloved  by  his  brethren  and  friends,  while  uniting 
with  the  business  of  instruction  in  this  citj',  the  charge  of  a  neighboring' 
parish  in  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey,  has  been  taken  from  us  by  a  death 
for  which,  though  sudden,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  he  was  pre- 
pared as  the  Gospel  will  prepare  all  who  join  in  with  its  gracious  ofiTera. 

The  Rev  William  S.  Baitlett  has  resigned  the  missionary  station  at 
Little  Falls,  Herkimer  county ;  where  he  is  succeeded  by  the  Rev  Ed- 
ward Livermore,  removed  into  this  diocese  from  that  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  Rev.  Alva  Bennett  has  departed  this  life,  after  many  years' 
interruption  of  pastoral  duty  occasioned  by  feeble  health. 

The  Rev.  Johnson  A.  Brayton  has  relinquished  the  charge  of  Grace 
Church,  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  ccunty,  aud  now  adds  to  his  duties  as 
Principal  of  the  Ogdcnsburgh  Academy,  the  pastoral  care  of  Christ 
Church,  Morristown,  and  St.  Luke's,  Lisbon,  all  in  the  same  county. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Brittan  has  removed  into  this  diocese  from 
that  of  Western  New  York. 

The  Rev.  David  Butler,  D.  D.,  has  closed  in  death  a  long  Christian 
life  and  a  long  faithful  ministry.  He  was  one  of  the  too  few  who 
spend  many  years  in  the  service  of  the  same  flock.  Having  been,  for 
more  than  30  years,  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Troy,  and  seen  the 
little  parish  to  which  he  was  called  become  a  great  one,  and  the  root 
whence  two  others  sprang,  he  resigned,  in  good  old  age,  his  rectorship, 
and  retired  on  the  grateful  affections  of  his  people,  who  provided  well 
for  the  support  of  his  remaining  days. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Caswall  has  removed  to  the  diocese  of  Missouri, 
and  the  Rev.  Orange  Clark,  D.  D.,  to  that  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  Rev.  Andrew  H.  Cornish  has  removed  into  this  diocese  from 
that  of  Illinois,  and  become  rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Hobart,  Dela- 
ware county. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  C.  Coxe  has  removed  to  the  diocese  of  Connecti- 
cut, having  resig^ned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Ann's  Church,  Morrisania, 
Westchester  county,  where  he  is  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Jones, 
who  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Calvary  Church,  New  York,  a  station 
now  filled  by  the  Rev.  Smith  Pyne. 

The  Rev.  Alexanier  H.  Cull,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Davis,  have 
removed  to  the  diocese  of  Vermont,  and  the  Rev.  John  T.  Cushing  to 
Connecticut;  Mr.  Davis  having  relinquished  the  missionary  station  at 
Ticonderoga,  Essex  county. 

The  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis  has  resigned  the  missionary  station  at  Pat- 
terson, Putnam  county,  and  Pawlings,  Dutchess  county,  and  taken' 
charge  of  that  at  Pleasant  Valley  and  Lithgow,  Dutchess  county.  He 
was  succeeded  at  the  former  station,  for  a  while,  by  the  Rev.  Alfred 
M.  Loutrel,  deacon,  who  has  since  removed  to  New  Jersey ;  Patterson 
being  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Albert  P.  Smith,  deacon. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  W.  Diller  has  removed  from  the  diocese  of  Vermont, 
and  become  rector  of  the  newly  incorporated  St.  Luke's  Church| 
Brooklyn. 

The  Rev.  John  Dowdney  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Trinity 
Church,  Albany,  where  he  issucoeedei  by  the  Rev.  Eimund  Embury, 
from  Western  New  York,  and  become  rector  of  St.  James's  Churchy 
New  York ;  this  station  having  been  resigned  by  the  Rev.  James  C. 
Richmond;  who  has.  also  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St  Michael's 
Church,  New  York,  where  he  is  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  William 
Richmond,  who  unites  the  charge  of  St.  Michael's  with  his  other  rector* 
ship  of  Zion  Church. 

The  Rev.  Palmer  Dyer,  who  has  been  so  faithfully  engaged  in 
missionary  labors  at  Whitehall,  Washington  county,  and  along  the 
shores  of  Lake  Cham  plain,  has  bf  en  compelled,  I  am  pained  to  say,  on 
account  of  physical  inability,  to  suspend  entirely  his  very  useful  pasto- 
Tal  labors.  He  is  succeeded  at  Whitehall  by  the  Rev.  Maunsell  Van 
Rensselaer,  deacon. 

The  Rev.  Donald  Frazer  has  removed  to  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey, 

It  is  my  melancholy  duty  to  record  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Fuller,  who,  like  his  late  venerable  brother  Butler,  pissed  some  thirty 
years  in  charge  of  the  same  parish.  Trinity  Church,  Rensselaerville, 
Albany  county,  had  its  origin  by  the  divine  blessing  on  his  ministry, 
and  dnrbjg  his  life  ne^er  had  another  rector;  and  I  hardly  know  a 
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parish  that  furnishes  better  evidence  of  the  sound  principles,  the  evaa- 
gelical  devotion,  and  the  faithful  labor,  with  which  it  has  been  tended. 
His  eminent  fidelity  and  usefulness  produce  there  an  enlarged  portion 
of  the  respect  and  affection  with  which  all  who  knew  him  love  to  le- 
member  him.  ^rhe  Rev.  Robert  Washbon,  the  missionary  at  Renaso- 
laerville  and  Greeneville,  who,  as  well  as  his  predecessor  in  this  sta- 
tion, had  supplied  the  lack  of  service  in  the  good  old  rector  which  the 
infirmities  of  age  rendered  unavoidable,  was  immediately  appointed  to 
succeed  him  in  the  rectorship. 

The  Rev.  Whiting  Oris  wold  has  removed  to  the  diocese  of  Mia- 
louri. 

The  Rev.  Abram  B.  Hart  has  removed  to  Florida,  and  the  Rer. 
Origrn  P.  Holcomb  to  Western  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Ingersoll  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Christ 
Church,  Troy,  and  removed  to  the  Diocrse  of  Wtstem  New  York. 
That  parish  lost  this  excellent  Rector  in  conseqmnce  of  being  oppreaa- 
ed  almost — I  pray  it  may  not  be  altogether — unto  death,  by  a  debt  ac- 
cumulated by  imprudent  expenditure  in  the  erection  of  the  Church. 
This,  my  brethren,  is  an  evil  of  great  magnitude,  >;\  hich,  in  a  lament- 
able number  of  instances,  not  only  impedes  both  the  spiiitual  and  tem- 
poral growth  of  a  parish,  but  creates — I  had  almost  said  justifies— a 
want  of  confidence  in  ecclesiastical  corporations  for  strictly  honest  and 
upright  pecuniary  transactions.  It. injures  the  cause  of  religion,  and 
ought  to  be  entirely  banished  from  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Charles  D.  Jackson,  Deacon,  has  removed  into  this  Dio- 
cese from  Virginia,  and  is  engagfd,  in  this  city,  with  justly  earned  re- 
putation for  fitness,  in  the  important  work  of  education  on  Chrutian 
principles. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  V.  M.  Johnson  has  removed  from  Indiana,  and 
luken  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Islip,  Svffolk  county ;  the  vener- 
able missionary  so  long  in  charge  of  it.  the  Rev.  Charles  Seabury, 
finding  it  necessary,  in  consequence  of  the  growing  infirmities  of  age^ 
to  confine  himself  to  his  other  parish,  Setauket,  in  which  he  resides. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Judd  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Delhi,  Delaware  County. 

The  Rev.  Ezra  B.  Kellogg  has  removed  into  this  Diocese  from 
South  Carolina,  and  become  Chaplain  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall,  Flush- 
ing, Queens  County. 

The  Rev.  Kendrick  Metcalf  has  removed  from  Western  New  York, 
and  become  Rector  of  Christ  Church  Duanesburgh,  Schenectady 
County ;  that  office  having  been  resigned  by  the  Rev.  William  B. 
Thomas,  who  has  charge  of  a  Seminary  in  Schenectady. 
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Tiie  Rer.  James  Millett,  Deacon,  has  relinquished  his  appointment 
m  St  Thomas'  Hall,  Flashing,  dueens  County,  and  is  engaged  as  an 
Instructor  in  Trinity  School,  in  this  city,  and  other  Seminaries,  and 
also  in  the  temporary  assistance  of  the  Missionary  in  charge  of  the 
Mission  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  New  York. 

The  Rev.  William  H.  Moore  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  the  Rev.  George  W.  Nichols  to  Connecticut 

The  Rev.  Stephen  Patterson,  Deacon,  has  become  Assistant  Minis- 
ter of  St  John's  Church,  Brooklyn. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Shaw  has  removed  to  Connecticut 

The  Rev.  David  H.  Short  from  Connecticut,  is  Rector  of  St 
lames'  Church,  North  Salem,  and  St  Luke's  Church,  Somers,  West- 
chester County. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  A.  Spencer  has,  I  am  pained  to  say,  in  consequence 
of  ill  health,  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St  James'  Church,  Gtosheo, 
Orange  County,  and  gone  on  a  voyage  to  Europe. 

The  Rev.  Henry  W.  Sweetzer  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St 
Andrew's  Church,  Walden,  Orange  County,  where  he  is  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  Horace  Hills?  jr..  Deacon,  ani  beconie  Assistant  Minister 
of  St  Qeorge's  Church,  Astoria,  Clueen's  County,  being  also  engaged 
as  an  Instructor  in  the  Astoria  Female  Institute,  and  elsewhere  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

The  Rev.  Albert  D.  Traver  has  resigned  his  offices  as  Assistant 
Minister  of  All  Saints'  Church,  New  York,  and  Principal  of  the 
Male  Parochial  School  of  the  parish. 

The  Rev.  Russell  Trevett  has  removed  to  Miryland

Of  these,  one  is  an  alumnus,  and  twenty  are  students  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary ;  and  several  others  are  expecting  to  join  the 
Seminary  at  its  opening  next  week. 

In  reference,  brtthrrn,  to  the  request  which  you  made  of  me  last 
year,  on  the  subject  of  the  best  mode  of  making  and  applying  the  va- 
rious proper  contributions  to  Church  purposes,*  I  have  to  observe, 
that  the  most  deliberate  and  well-weighed  consideration  which  I  can 
give  to  the  subject,  but  strengthens  the  conclusion,  long  since  formed 
by  me,  that  no  system  is  better  than  the  good  old  simple  one  of  the 
Church ;  which  is  that  of  perpetual  Lord's  day  contributions.  My 
advice  therefore  is,  that  the  OfTeTtory  be  read  every  Sunday  at  the  place 
provided  for  it  in  the  rubric  ;  the  alms  and  oblations  of  the  people  be 
thus  sought  and  received  ;  their  acceptance  by  our  Gracious  Lord  be 
humbly  asked  in  the  Prayer  for  the  Church  Militant ;  and  all  proper 
appropriations  be  made  out  of  that  truly  Christian  treasury.  As  a  part 
of  the  system,  let  Pastors  urge  upon  the  people,  frequently,  faithfully, 
and  pointedly,  the  great  evangelical  duty  of  liberal  contributions  to  the 
Church,  and  in  the  same  manner  press  home  upon  them  the  fearful 
threatenings  of  Holy  Writ  for  our  having  and  enjoying  the  temporal 
hlessings  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  without  a  cheerful  return  of  a  large 
portion  of  them  to  Him.  When  I  reflect  on  these  threatenings,  I 
firankly  confess,  I  experience  the  most  painful  sensations  respecting' 
many,  very  many,  within  my  own  extensive  pastoral  charge.

This  Church  has  long  experienced  the  Christian  liberality  of  its  Junior  War- 
den, Cyrus  Cuniss,  Esq.,  and  during  the  last  year  received  a  poble  gift  I'rom  him, 
he  having,  at  a  cost  of  about  eighteen  hundied  dollars,  erected  a  neat  and  com- 
modious brick  buildine  for  parish  purposes.  The  primary  design  o  the  edifice  is 
for  the  use  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  with  this  object,  was  divided  into  several 
apartments,  for  infant  and  larger  classes;  it  is  also  used  as  a  chapel  for  week  and 
holy-day  services,  having  all  the  arrangements  needed  for  the  ordinary  occasions 
of  public  worship.  .

Its  early  promise  seemed  fair,  and  the  hope  was  confidently 
induised  that  by  faithful  labors  and  i he  attends nt  blessing  of  God,  its  prosperitT 
would  be  permanently  secured  and  a  new  and  flourishing  congregation  established. 
Owing  to  tarious  causes  this  hope  has  not  been  realized.  Our  position  is  remote 
from  the  centre  of  population  and  the  expectation, rarly  indulged,  of  many  families 
establishing  themselves  in  the  immfdiate  vidnity  has  been  disajppointnd.  Besides, 
tinder  the  financial  diffieuliios  of  the  last  few  years,  most  of  the  gentlemen,  bj 
whose  means  and  senerous  t'flbrts,  this  Church  was  built,  have  been  severe  snilerers, 
and  in  the  Providence  of  God  are  now,  with  their  families,  dispersed  abroad. 
There  is,  however,  still  a  little  band,  or  rather  the  remnant  of  a  little  band,  which 
worships  here — a  few  who,  despite  all  discouragements,  have  clung  to  the  Chardi. 
and  who  will  not  relinquish  its  interests  but  with  the  extinction  of  the  last  hope,  ana 
then  with  bitter  regret. 

It  would  not  become  the  Rector  to  speak  of  his  own  personal  sacrifices  to  sastain 
this  cause,  and  it  would  also  be  out  of  place  here  to  detail  the  many  difficulties  with 
which  he  has  had  to  center  d,  but  he  may  be  permitted  to  ai-knowledge  the  uniform 
kindness  and  tender  sympathy  which,  under  all  the  adverse  circumstances  of  his 
position,  he  has  ever  experienced  from  his  beloved  and  respected  Diocesao.

The  late  misf(»r!une  of  the  parish,  and  the  pecuniary  burdens  and  embar- 
lassments  superinduced  thereby,  must  be  the  apology  for  the  limitation  of  the 
contributions  to  the  canonical  number,  as  well  as  for  the  smallness  of  their 
amount. 

Divine  Service:  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  monthly,  and 
at  the  Feasts  of  the  Nativity,  of  Easter,  and  of  Whitsuntide.  Prayers  have 
been  read  and  sermons  preached  twice  on  every  Sunday,  and  generally  thrice 
^except  on  Communion  Sundays),  and  once  on  each  ol  the  other  Holy  Days'. 
Afommg  Prayer  has  been  read  daily  in  the  Church  at  5^  o'tslock,  since  Ash 
Wednesday,  and  will  be  continued  (D.  V.)  as  a  permanent  service.  Religious 
services  are  also  held,  and  instruction  given  to  the  younger  members  of  the 
congregation  on  every  Thursday  evening. 

Catechetical,  The  children  have  been  publicly  catechised  in  the  Church, 
on  the  afternoon  of  each  of  the  twelve  Communion  Sundays.  The  Rector  is 
assisted  in  their  weekly  in>truction  by  an  active  and  devoted  supcrintendant, 
and  17  teachers  (6  male,  and  11  female)  to  whose  pious  exertions  and  fidelity 
he  is  happy  to  bear  testimony.  The  School,  its  exercises  and  studies,  are 
personally  directed  and  supervised  by  the  Rector. 

MiscellaneoiH.  There  belong  at  present  to  the  parish  about  60  families. 
There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  individual  worship- 
pers. The  whole  number  of  regular  attendants  is  about  280.  A  few  families 
are  irregular  in  their  attendance,  and  hold  no  pews.  There  is  too  an  increase 
of  transient  worshippers,  and  the  services  have  been  better  attended  than  in 
fir>rra'»r  years.  The  parish  is  still  weak  and  much  embarrassed  in  its  temporal 
affairs,  but  the  Rector,  with  much  thankfulness  to  God,  reports  a  visible  and 
marked  improvement- among  the  pcopl?,  in  their  desire  for  religious  instruction, 
in  their  practice  of  Christian  Piety,  and  in  their  attachment  to  the  rights,  usages 
and  worship  of  the  Church.

The  Rector  would  aUoHtiite  that,  since  his  la«t  report,  con«iderable  chances  haTO 
occurred  in  the  condition  of  his  pnrihh.  OntheSSth  nt  July,  the  new  church  edifice 
WAS  consecrated  to  tlie  worship  of  God  ;  and  on  the  Sunday  following,  the  parish- 
ioners found  themsi-lves.  tor  the  first  ti  ue,  in  theirstatod  service,  surrounded  with  thoae 
convi-niences,  proprieti*  s,  and  solemnities  of  place,  towards  which  they  have  so  long 
and  so  earnestly  bren  Wking.  As  a  consequence  of  this  enlargemmt  of  accommo- 
dation, the  nnniber  of  families  in  the  parish  has  much  increased,  and  there  is  a  lair 
prospect  that  in  a  shoit  perrtd,  all  the  pews  in  the  church  will  be  either  sold  or  rented. 

This  increase  nf  the  parish,  however,  ban  been  so  recent,  that  it  is  impossible  to 
give  with  »ecurncy  the  present  number  of  its  communicants.  This  number  is  pro- 
bably considerable  larger  than  that  given  in  the  report.  The  increasein  the  number 
beyond  tlint  reported  last  year  is  small:  thoagh  the  additions  toihe  commumoa 
during  the  year  have  been  many.  The  deranged  state  of  business  in  the  country 
has  led  to  the  removal  of  many  families  from  the  parish,  and  the  consentient  loaa  of 
many  co  nmtmieants.  Their  places,  however,  hate  been  more  than  nlled  by  the 
additions  which  have  been  made. 
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The  Rector  would  also  say  a  word  on  the  subject  of  the  contributions  during  the 
Tear  to  objects  ormii^ous  benevolence.  The  parish,  now  for  nearly  two  years,  has 
been  en;£a^  in  the  building  of  their  new  churcii  edifice,  and  it  has  been  the  desire 
of  the  Vestry  to  bring  this  important  enterprise  to  its  rvsult  by  means  deriv<*d,  as 
nearly  as  posnible,  from  the  p<H:tiniary  resources  of  the  parish  exclusively.  They 
have  succeeded  totherxt^-nt  of  their  expectations  ;  their  present  indebtedness  bein^ 
small,  and  their  mcHns  of  extin  vuisbinsj;  it  by  the  sale  of  pew  a  ample.  All  this,  how- 
ever, has  been  effected  amidst  constantly  diminishing  resources.  The  commercial 
embarras-^ments  of  the  tines  have  fallen  with  great  severity  on  this  parish:  at  a 
time,  too,  when  a  new  rongreoation,  made  up  in  part  of  its  formrr  members,  has 
been  growing  by  its  side.  Under  tht-se  circumstam-es,  the  sU'ns  n  ported  under  the 
head  of  contribution**  will  be  regarded  as  a  bet  er  measure  o\'  the  christian  zeal  and 
liberality  of  the  pr^ople  than  if  they  were  tak^n  aiiiiply  by  themselves.  Of  them* 
selves  they  are  amall :  but,  coming  from  a  p«  opie,  who,  rolyin^  on  their  own  re* 
sources  under  a  good  Providence,  amidst  the  dark  difficulties  of  the  times,  have 
made  strenuous  and  successful  eflbrts  to  furnish  themselves  nnd  their  posteiity  with 
a  moetdesimble  house  of  prayer,  they  will  doubtless  be  consider»d  as  a  proof  that 
there  bus  been  amon^  them  no  diminaiioa  of  a  readiness  to  work  in  the  general  aeiw 
▼ice  of  Christ  and  the  church.

This 
meeting  is  well  attended. 

Proper  encouragement  has  ever  been  given  to  the  formation  of  new  parishes  in 
this  city,  and  the  soundness  of  this  policy  has  been  proved  by  the  event.

The  services  in  this  Church  have  been  much  the  same  as  reported  last  year, 
with  the  addition  of  a  lew  special  services  preparatory  to  Confirmation.  I'he 
Holy  Communion  has  been  adminisiereci^n  the  Festivals  of  Christmas,  Easter, 
and  Whitsunday,  as  well  as  on  the  second  Sunday  of  each  month. 

The  children  of  the  congregation  are  openly  instructed  in  the  Church  by  the 
Rector,  in  the  Church  Catechism,  on  the  Saturday  morning  of  each  week,  be- 
tween the  seasons  of  Easier  and  Advent.

It  probably  has  not  been  reported  from  the  parish,  that  about  two  years  sinoei 
under  the  rectorship  of  the  Rev.  James  C.  Richmond,  nearly  two  thousand  dol- 
lars were  sut)scribed  by  the  parishioners  to  Jubilee  College.  It  is  believed  men 
than  $1500  of  this  amount  has  been  paid  to  that  Institution. 

There  have  been  two  services  iu  inis  Church  for  the  last  four  months,  on  every 
Studay.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  once  every  month,  and 
on  some  of  the  Festivals. 

The  Rector  catechises  the  children  in  the  Church  for  three  Sunday  mornings 
in  each  month. 

There  were  additional  services  during  the  .*5eason  of  Lent. 

The  Rector  has  aUo,  for  the  nasi  year,  officiated  on  every  Sunday,  at  6K 
o'clock,  P.  M.  at  the  Blooming<lale  Asylum  for  the  Insane.

The  above  is  the  report  of  this  Parish  from  the  14th  of  Febniai7,  1842,  at  which 
time  I  took  the  charge  of  it,  a  period  of  about  seven  months.  There  has  been  divine 
service  performed  in  the  Parish  every  Sunday  since  it  has  been  under  my  charge. 

The  usage  of  this  Parish  is  to  have  divine  service  performed  three  times  every 
Sunday  from  the  first  Sunday  in  October  until  the  last  Sunday  in  May,  during 
the  interval  twice.  The  weekly  lectures  have  been  continued  all  the  summer, 
contrary  to  the  usual  custom,  and  have  been  much  better  attended  than  was  pre- 
dicted; and  a  Bible  class  for  the  congregation  was  well  attended  during  the  winter 
mnd  sprmj:,  but  was  suspended  during  the  summer,  and  has  not  yet  been  resumed. 

With  the  exception  of  Christmas,  Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Frida*y,  when  ser- 
vice was  held  in  the  Church,  both  morning  and  evenmg,  the  services  on  holy  days 
and  other  days  were  held  in  the  evening  in  the  lecture  room,  and  by  this  a  much 
better  attendance  was  had  than  could  have  been  had  during  the  day  ;  so  that  ah  the 
services  appointed  by  the  Church  have  been  celebrated  and  well  attended. 

The  holy  Communion  has  been  administered  every  month.  The  children  of  the 
Parish  have  been  instructed  and  examined  in  t  e  Church  Catechism  every  month 
openly  in  the  Church  by  the  minister,  aided  by  twenty-two  catechists,  who  are 
teachers  in  the  Sunday  School. 

The  congregations  attending  the  services  of  the  Church  in  this  Parish  are  gene- 
rally very  large  and  attentive,  and  I  trust  are  improving  in  every  senso  of  the  term. 
In  their  attachment  to  the  Church,  love  and  reverence  for  the  Episcopate,  devout 
fervor  in  the  performance  of  divine  service,  they  are,  perhaps,  second  to  no  church 
in  the  Union.  They  havn  recently  formed  a  society  for  assisting  pious  young  men 
in  preparing  for  the  Christian  ministry,  which  I  have  no  doubt  will,  if  properly  sus- 
tained, be  a  great  blessing.

DiTine  service  has  been  performed  twice  on  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  except 
two :  and  for  the  same  period  there  have  been  two  services  on  Wednesdays.  For 
some  months  there  was  also  one  service  on  Fridsys.  The  Rev.  John  Dowdney 
has  officiated  for  the  year  once  on  Sundays  ;  and  for  a  portion  of  the  year  on  Fn- 
days',  and  has  also  assisted  at  the  services  on  Wednesday  evenings. 

The  Holy  Communion  ha^  been  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month, 
and  also  on  the  principal  Festivals. 

The  children  have  been  catechised  by  the  Rector  in  the  Church,,for  the  greater 
number  of  Sundays.  A  catechetical  class  of  young  and  adult  persons  has  also 
been  instructed  in  the  Scriptures  bv  a  student  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
The  number  of  catcchists  in  the  l^unday  School  is  about  30. 

The  number  of  families  visited  thi.n  year  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the 
Rector,  is  about  six  hundred.  Most  of  these  were  destitute  persons,  and  so  far  as 
is  known  to  the  visitors,  are  not  connected  with  this  or  any  other  congregation  of 
our  Church. 

The  fact  of  the  scats  in  the  galleries  being  all  made  free  by  the  Vestry,  may  ac- 
count, in  part,  for  the.removil  of  so  many  communicants.  1  he  persons  that  occu- 
py  these  seats  are  often  stra»sers,  or  those  that  frequently  change  their  residence. 
This  circumstance  makes  it  difficult  to  keep  an  exact  hst  of  the  communicants. 
They  are  supposed  to  amount  in  all  to  about  220.  A  great  proportion  of  all  the 
communicants  sit  in  the  ii^allery,  and  their  contributions  to  all  the  expenses  and 
charities  of  the  Church  are  very  liberal.  Indeed  of  the  contributions  leport- 
ed  this  year,  more  than  one-third  were  given  or  obtained  by  persons  who  sit  in 
the  gallery.  This  fact  confirms  the  opinion  of  the  good  policy  and  most  solemn 
duty  of  providing  a  large  number  of  free  sittings  in  our  parish  churches,  where  the 
neighbohog  population  requires  them.

Key.  the  Bi^op  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  Fes- 
tival of  the  Purification  oi  St.  Mary  the  Virgin,  l*'ebruary  2d  The  Church  is 
built  of  brick,  in  a  ne<it  and  substantial  manner;  its  dimensions  on  the  ground, 
34 by  46  feet,  with  a  convenient  vestry  room  in  the  re.r.  It  contains  42  pews,  fhi- 
nismng  seats  for  200  persons.  An  excellent  bell  was  procured  and  hung  in  the 
tower  before  the  completion  of  the  Church  A  chandelier  and  side  branches 
for  lighting  the  Church  were  presented  by  one  of  the  wardens.  The  whole 
expense  of  the  Church  was  about  jiiSOOO.  By  the  generous  aid  of  the  fxieods  of 
the  Chmch  in  other  places,  the  parish  was  enabled  to  prosecute  its  enterprise  to 
so  speedy  and  successful  an  issue,  without  incurring  any  debt.

The  blessing  of  Almighty  God  continues  to  be  upon  us.  There  has  been  an 
unusual  amount  of  diseacte  and  mortality  in  the  Parish;  affording  some  striking 
instancies  amon^  the  sick  and  dying  of  the  power  of  Divine  grace. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  fo  prosper  undi)r  the  same  indefatigable  superin- 
tendent as  heretofore,  and  the  constant  general  supervision  of  the  Rector. 

The  public  services  in  the  Church  have  not  varied  much  from  the  report  of  last 
year.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  by  the  Rector,  in  this  and  in 
adjoining  parishes,  eighteen  times. 

When  we  compare  the  facts  exhibited  in  the  above  statistics,  with  the  fact  that 
eight  years  ago  there  were  scarcely  six  Episcopalians  in  thb  place,  we  discover  great 
graat  cause  for  thankfulneaa  and  encouragement.

In  obedience  to  the  Canon,  I  herewith  report,  that,  since  my  connection  witb  the 
Diocese,  in  May  last,  1  have  preached  twenty-one  times — read  the  service  ten  times 
— baptized  one  intunt — administered  the  Holy  Communion  once  and  assisted  therein 
once — made  several  pastoral  visits  to  the  sick  and  afflicted — and  attended  one  fu- 
neral. For  the  last  month  i  have  officiated  in  St.  John's,  Islip,  formerly  under  the 
Pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Seuburv,  who  throuiih  age  and  infirmity,  has 
been,  at  length,  compelled  to  relinquish  it,  confining  his  labors  to  betauket.  The 
congregation  is  8m  ill  and  its  resources  very  limited — hut  if  it  could  enjoy  the  fos- 
tering care  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  for  a  little  time,  a  very  respectable 
congregation  would  undoubtedly  be  gathered.  I  have  also  visited  Patchogue  several 
times  and  found  a  few  families  mterested  in  the  estal^lishmentof  the  Church  there, 
but  the  want  of  a  place  in  which  to  hold  Divine  servict;,  seems  to  be  an  almost  insu- 
perable dilficulty  m  the  way  it>  accomplish  so  desirable  an  object  and  may  frustrate 
the  hope  of  success,  which  is  there  indulged. 

If  Izilip  couid  be  maile  a  Missionary  Station  forthwith,  we  would  soon  have,  I 
think,  comfortable  and  convenient  Churches  both  in  Islip  and  Patchogue,  that  could 
assume  the  entire  support  of  a  Clergyman.

The  improvements  which  were  in  prosress  at  the  time  of  my  Inst  report  having 
■oon  after  been  comph'tcd,  St.  Peter'rt  Chapel  was  rc-opcned  for  Divine  service  on 
the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  Nov.  21,  1S41,  on  which  occasion  my  Diocesan  waa 
80  kind  us  to  honor  fhe  Parish  with  a  special  visitation,  to  preach,  and  hold  a  confir- 
mation. From  this  period  I  have  regularly  pe-fornred  the  duties  of  my  charge;  on 
the  Lord's  Day,  I  have  grnerally  had  three  full  !«ervice».  The  Holy  Communion 
haa  been  administered  at  the  Festivals  of  the  Church,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
every  month ;  the  same  baring  been  always  preceded  by  a  week-dav  lecture.  The 
Church  has  also  been  open  for  public  worship  or  other  solemnities,  espedally 
throughout  the  season  of  Lent,  which,  I  am  happy  to  say,  was  ohsrrved  with  far 
ereater  strictness  by  my  people  than  in  any  preceding  year,  encouragiui^  the  hope 
Siat  they  are  beginning  to  awake  to  a  risht  sense  of  the  Churches  godly  discipline 
herein — ita  prosperi  ty,  and  spiritual  tendency. 

The  Sunday  School  ha^  been  regularly  attended  to.  It  is  not,  however,  so  flour* 
iahingas  I  could  wish.  The  children  who  are  punctual  have  made  considerable 
improvement  in  their  study  «>f  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
end  tho  Formularies  of  the  Church.  The  Catechism  is  familiar  to  most  of  them, 
and  no  pains  have  been  spared  by  their  teachers — efiicient  pcraons,  though  few  in

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numh€r, — to  imbue  their  minds  with  right  pnnciplef.  The  superintendence  of  the 
school  1  entrusted  about  four  monihs  ago,  to  a  young  person,  who  is  preparing  him- 
self with  nie  as  a  candidate  for  Uoly  Orders,  and  1  may  add,  he  has  been  vigilant, 
active,  and  faiihtul  to  his  trust. 

The  Parochial  Association  formed  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  through- 
out the  Parish,  Christian  Knowledge,  Christian  Piety,  and  Chnstian'BenevolenoOi 
based  upon  the  only  true  principle  that  the  Church  is  the  proper  and  legitimate 
diannel.in,  and  through  which  way,  projects  of  a  religious  character  shonld  be  car- 
ried on  by  its  members, — to  the  uiter  exclusion  of  all  voluntary,  irresponsible  sod- 
rcies,  and  embracing  a  system  of  monthly  contributions,  "  as  (iod'bath  prospered** 
every  man, — held  its  liist  anniversary  in  Whit  Sunday  week,  when  I  was  fuTored 
with  several  of  my  clericol  brethren^  to  stren^hen  my  hands  in  the  good  work  of 
the  Gk)spel.  Thu  celebration  consisted  in  the  regular  services  of  the  Sanctuary, 
and  the  appeals  made  in  behalf  of  Christ  and  His  Church,  here  left  a  savor  bchina 
them  not  soon  to  be  forgo  ten.  From  the  annual  report,  which  was  read,  it  appeared 
that,  in  addition  to  the  ext»'nsive  improvements  made  in  our  *'  Holy  and  bMutiful 
Temple,^'  the  sum  of  $107  71  has  been  contributed,  by  a  few  persons  only,  for  di- 
vers Church  purpo:*e8  ;  and  that  a  sinking^  fund, towards  which  one  individual  pays 
S5  a  month,  had  hem  made,  for  the  liquidation  of  remaining  and  contingent  obli- 
gations, the  insurance  upon  the  Church,  &c. 

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society  continues  as  aforetime  to  aid  the  Church  in  her 
financial  resources.  The  proceeds  of  its  labors  have  been  given  towards  the 
purchase  of  our  new  Organ,  an  instrument  which  has  been  very  much  admired 
Dj  persons  competent  to  form  a  judgment  of  its  excellence,  and  sustaining  the 
reputation  of  Messrs.  Holbrook  &>  Co.,  Medway,  Mass.,  as  excellent  organ 
builders,  and  honorable,  fair  dealing  persons. 

During  the  summer  monihs,  I  have  held  a  Simday  evening  service  in  the 
mother  Church,  whenever  the  weather  permitted ;  and  on  some  occasions  the 
congregation  has  been  large.  I  yet  hope  this  venerable  edifice  will  be  put  into 
decent  repair.  The  land  on  which  the  Church  stands  was  the  gill  of  Catherine 
Van  Cortlandt  wife  of  Andrew  Johnson.  The  i  hurch  was  opened  as  and  for 
an  Episcopal  place  of  worship  on  the  8ih  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Aug.  9, 1767,  by 
the  Rev.  John  Ogilvie,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York. 
In  1771,  the  Rev.  John  Doty  being  Rector,  His  Excellency  Governor  Tryon, 
granted  a  charter,  in  virtue  whereof  the  Trustees  held  a  certain  ^]ehe  of  200 
acres  of  land,  set  apart  and  given  by  Colonel  Beverly  Robinson,  lor  the  use  of 
the  Rector,  officiating  one  half  of  his  time  at  St.  Philip's  Chapel  in  the  High** 
lands.  In  1793  the  fie  v.  Andrew  Fowler  was  Rector  of  this  parish,  since  which 
period  it  has  been  in  charge  of  .<$undrv  other  persons 

I  have  to  record  another  liberal  gift  from  tne  Van  Cortlandt  family,  since  the 
last  Convention,  in  the  presentation  of  a  beautiful,  chaste,  and  appropriate  mar- 
ble Font,  by  Colonel  Pierre  VanCortlandt.

Divine  ser^'ice  hns  been  celebrated  twice  on  every  Sunday  ;  on  Ash  Wednes- 
day; Good  Friday:  and  on  Saturday  the  l.'^th  Aui^usi,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Bishop's  visitati«>n  to  this  parish;  once  on  Thanksi^iving  Day;  Chii-tmas; 
Circumcision  ;  Epiphany;  each  Wedn'^sdi  '  and  Friday  during  Lent;  each  day 
in  Passion  Week ;  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  Ea'-terWcek;  Ascension  Day; 
Monday  and  Tuesday  in  vVhitsun  Week;"  and  on  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist. 

On  each  occasion,  a  Sermon  was  preached,  or  an  expository  and  practical 
Lecture  delivered. 

There  have  likewise  been  Divine  serviv..-  and  a  Lecture  every  Friday  eve- 
ning, with  fow  exce{)tions,  throue:hoiU  the  year. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered,  in  jreneral  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  every  month,  also  on  the  Festivals  of  Christmas  and  Ea^ster,  and  on  the  13th 
day  of  August,  when  the  Bishop  held  an  Ordination,  and  administered  the  rite 
ofConfirmali  i. 

A  lecture  j)ieparatory  to  the  (.'Ommunion  has  usually  been  delivered. 

A  Course  of  Lectures  w;is  delivered  to  the  candidates  j:)rior  to  Confirmation. 

Durinjjlhe  winter  months,  the  Kector  foimed  a  Bible  Class  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Sunday  School  Teachers,  and  others  disposed  to  attend.  lis  members  met 
the  Rector  rec^ularly  on  Sunday  evenings  at  the  Vestry  Room  of  the  Church. 
He  was  much  encouraged  by  the  interest  evinced,  and  the  increased  attendance 
on  these  occasions. 

Durins:  the  same  period  of  the  year,  he  likewise  delivered  a  course  of  Lec- 
tures, with  Scripture  illustrations,  on  a  week  day  evening,  to  the  children  of  the 
Sunday  School. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months,  the  children  of  the  parish  arc  cate- 
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chised  openhr,  in  the  Church,  every  Sunday  alter  the  evening  service.  During 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  thev  are  also  examined  by  him  in  the  Sunday  School, 
to  which  he  gives  as  much  of  his  time  and  attention  as  he  can,  in  connection  with 
the  other  duties  of  the  day.  lie  has  still  to  lament  the  loss  of  Teachers  by  re- 
moval from  the  parish,  as  reported  last  year,  whose  places  he  has  not  been  able 
to  supply. 

Divine  service,  by  the  Rector  of  this  parish,  has  occasionallv  during  the  past 
year,  as  in  former  years,  been  celebrated  in  the  Chapels  of  the  Male  and  Female 
Prisons  of  this  State  situated  in  this  parish.  He  has  also  occasionally  officiated 
in  the  town  of  Corilandt,  in  a  place  of  worship  near  the  village  of  Croton.  The 
number  present  and  the  attention  given  on  these  occasions  to  our  Holy  Service 
have  been  very  gratifying.  He  would  here  acknowledge  a  donation  of  34 
Prayer  Boolcs  from  the  BiDleand  Prayer  Book  Society,  which  have  been  distri- 
buted among  the  worshippers  at  the  place  last  mentioned,  and  for  a  part  of  which 
he  has  reiison  to  lielieve  there  will  be  a  more  substantial  return  to  the  Society 
than  his  present  thanks. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Sewing  Society  have  steadily  and  industriously  continued 
their  exertions  And  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  recorded  that  in  this,  the  sec- 
ond ye.  r  of  iheir  engagement,  they  have  redeemed  their  pledge  to  pay  $500  in 
five  years,  towards  the  purchase  of  a  Parsonage.

ford;  als  )  on  the  5ih  Sunday  aAer  Trinity  half  a  day,  in  consequence  of  a  fOr 
neral,  and  in  consequence  of  severe  indisposition  on  the  I3ih,  Mih,  and  15th 
Sundays  after  Trinity.  Service  was  al^o  nerformcd  on  the  evening  of  the  24th 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  wlien  the  pasionil  letter  from  the  house  of  Bishops  was 
read.

The  Church  is  always  opened  for  Divine  service  twice  on  Sunday,  as  also  for 
prayers,  and  a  sermon  or  ifctiire  once  every  week,  durin*;  the  sea^on  of  Lent,  on 
Christmas  nnd  Thanks Jving days,  and  on  evirv  Friday  previous  to  ihr  celebration 
of  tho  FIolv  Commuiiion,  which  is  admini«teietf  every  six  wetks.  Besido«,  I  havo 
•ccasioniiJly  held  Divine  servit  e.^,  by  invitation,  in  the  Meeting  Houses  at  Uondoutp 
agreeably  to  the  Ritual  and  Liluruv  of  the  Church. 

The  \rMsionRry  examines  the  Catechumens  of  the  Sunday  School  openly  in  the 
Church  every  month.  He  \a  Si*<»:9tvd  bv  a  Superintendant,  a  Librarian  and  eight 
Catechiats  or  teaehero,  who  cimtribute  all  that  unwearied  zeal  and  ability  van  do,  to 
the  success  and  •  fficieney  of  the  school. 

Our  convreoarion  i^  inereasinu  in  numbers,  unity  and  strength,  and  in  the  faith 
and  knowhdge  of  the  Son  of  God.  The  Church,  her  forms  of  worship,  her 
doctrines  and  discipline  are  slovily  but  surely  gaining  the  reverent  estimation  and 
affections  of  the  people.

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  regular  service  in  the  Church  a  considera- 
ble part  of  the  time,  three  services  in  a  day,  on  Sunday,  which  has  been  as  well 
attended  as  could  be  expected  by  our  small  parish.  Sunday  School  and  Bible 
Class  exercises  have  been  punctually,  and  we  hope,  profitably  attended.  Our 
Church  Music  consists  in  a  good  Choir  of  Singers,  and  an  Organ  played  by  my 
little  daughti^rs. 

I  have  visited  Cherry  Valley,  and  formed  an  acquaintance  with  some  few 
church  people  in  that  place,  who  would  be  glad  to  enjoy  the  serv^ice  of  the 
Church,  but  the  prospects  are  not  as  encouraging  as  we  could  wish.  I  have 
preached  there  five  times,  and  twice  at  Clarksville. 

We  think  there  is  an  increasing  attention  to  the  Church  in  this  vicinity,  and 
that  there  is  ample  encouragement  to  justify  our  best  endeavors  to  lengthen  the 
cords  and  strengthen  the  stakes  of  Zion. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Reuben  Hubbard,  Missionary  at 
Stillwater  and  Mechanicville,  Saratoga  counly. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  spent  two  Sundays  at  Northumberland,  and 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper;  and  two  Sundays  in  the  afternoon  have  given 
service  there,  instead  of  going  to  St.  Luke's,  Mechanicville.  The  rest  of  my 
time  has  been  equally  divided  between  the  two  parishes  St.  Luke's  has  been 
xnateiially  weakened  in  giving  support  to  your  Missionary,  by  the  removal  of 
the  wealthiest  parishioner  from  the  place.  Preparations  are  in  progress  for 
thorouohly  painting  St.  John's,  Stillwater,  and  putting  a  set  of  green  blinds  on 
all  the  windows.  A  fine  toned  Organ  has  been  put  up  in  St.  John's  Church,  and 
the  old  one  given  to  St.  Luke's.  V  or  all  these  improvements  we  are  indebted  to 
the  liberality  of  the  same  lady  who  has  so  often  aided  St.  John's  Church  for  the 
last  twenty  years. 

In  St.  John's,  one  has  been  admitted  to  the  communion,  two  have  died;  the 
present  number,  including  those  at  Northumberland  and  Schaghiicoke,  20.  4 
inlants  have  been  baptized,  one  couple  married,  and  seven  funerals  attended.  ^ 

In  St.  Luke's,  one  communicant  has  been  added,  one  has  died,  present  num- 
ber, 13.    Two  funerals  have  been  attended.

The  Holy  Communion  is  administered  monthly-  The 
Missionary,  wiih  th^  assistance  of  six  teachers,  instructs  the  children  of  the 
parish,  in  number  aboui  twenty  live.  Our  average  attendance  at  Church  on 
Sundays  is  Irom  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty.  The  parish  has  suf- 
fered much  for  a  few  years  past  from  removals. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Jesse  Pound,  Missionary  in  charge 
of  the  Mission  Church  of  St  Matthew,  New  York. 

For  the  establishment  of  this  new  station,  we  are  indebted  to  the  munificence 
of  the  late  Charles  Morgan,  Esq.,  who  devised  part  of  his  estate  to  the  Rev. 
Manton  Eastburn,  l>.  O.,  for  charitable  purposes^,  by  whom  the  entire  church 
property  was  purchased  and  presented  to  ine  Ciiy  Mission  Society.  Jt  was 
conseciated  on  ihe  I5th  of  March  last,  and  is  opened  for  divine  service  three 
times  on  every  Sunday,  and  on*ihe  evening  of  Thursday  in  each  week.  The 
blessing  of  God  appears  to  rest  upon  this  effort  to  promote  His  glory.  The 
congregation  steadily  increases,  and  promises  soon  to  fill  the  Church. 

It  h'ds  a  Sunday  School,  consisting  of  12  teachers  and  over  100  children  in 
successful  operation.  During  the  last  six  months,  12  infants  have  been  bap- 
tised, 2  persons  confirmed  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  3  couples  married,  and  10 
burials. 

The  two  Sacraments  are  administered  monthly.  115  persons  have  joined 
the  Communion;  4  have  lemoved  from  the  city;  present  number,  111.  Of

The  conditif>n  of  this  Paiish  may  le  regarded  as  truly  }-rosperous.  A  few 
individuals  hav<'  coniril  uted  nobly  and  liU  rully  towarus  the  erection  of  a  neat 
and  conimo(lit>iis  Church  ;  and  notwithstanding  the  Parish  is  still  considerablj 
in  debt,  yet  if  they  could  leccive  mcouragemcnt  ihiil  foieign  aid  ^:hould  te  ren- 
dered to  the  amount  «)l  (»ne  half  their  present  liabilities,  these  sj.me  individuab 
will  again  come  t'orwani  r.nd  subscribe  in  the  ratio  ol  their  previous  subscriptions 
for  the  purpose  of  cancelling  their  obligation.

By  God's  mercy,  I  have  been  brought  to  the  close  of  another  year  of  mission* 
aiy  duty  on  this  sution— a  year  which,  from  the  excited  stale  of  the  public 
mind  upon  various  subjects,  and  pecuniary  embarrassments,  has  been  a  period 
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of  much  toil  and  trial;  slill,  I  hope  it  has  not  been  entirely  anfroitfol  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  and  the  Church.  Thoujsrh  I  have  little  ol  a  direct  and  positive 
nature  indicating  progress  to  report,  I  think  I  am,  on  the  whole,  warranted  in 
representins^  a  state  of  things  in  rei'erence  to  our  congre^ition,  and  the  commu- 
nity here,  which  is  quite  of  an  encouraging  character.  The  congregation  is  un- 
diminished— being  almost  uniformly  very  respectable  for  numbers,  and  very 
much  improved  in  its  intelligent  and  orderly  deportment  in  Church.  In  the 
minds  of  a  large  portion  of  the  community,  in  ana  about  Port  Jackson,  when  I 
first  came  into  it,  I  was  pained  to  witness  an  alarming  degree  of  apathy,  in  re- 
gard to  any  and  all  religious  worship.  It  is  very  plain  tj  o':)servers  here,  that, 
m  this  particular,  there  is  a  good  degree  of  improvement.  There  is  now  not  a 
doubt  or  a  fear  to  be  entertaineil,  that  the  Church  will  here  in  due  time  reap  if 
she  faint  not. 

My  plan  of  duty  has  been  as  follows.  I  have  officiated  at  evening  prayer  on 
Sundays  through  the  year,  I  believe  without  a  single  excepiion,  in  St.  Ann's, 
Port  Jackson.  Also  at  mornmg  prayer,  on  all  occasions  ot  the  administration 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  in  the  same  Church.  The  Sacrament  has  been  ad- 
ministered on  the  last  Sunday  of  every  second  month,  excepting  when  one  of  the 
principal  Festivals  of  the  Church  has  occurred  near  that  time,  and  in  that  case, 
the  Festival  has  been  observed.  Morning  service  has  been  held  at  the  follow- 
ing places  alternately.  At  West  Charlton,  seven  miles  distant;  at  Aurisville. 
eight  miles;  and  at  several  school  houses  nearer.  I  have  also  generally  preached 
at  funerals.  Children  catechised  at  6  o'clock  on  Sunday  evenings  through  the 
sommer  season. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  James  Thompson,  Missionary  at 
Oakhill,  Greene  county. 

I  would  report  to  you,  that  through  the  mr^rcy  and  goodness  of  God,  I  have  been 
pieserved  another  year,  although  he  hns  seen  fit  in  his  ^ood  Providence  to  visit  me 
with  the  most  severe  fit  of  oickness  I  have  ever  had  in  my  life.  It  began  on  the 
ISlh  of  D»H;ember  lasf,  and  brought  me  near  to  (heclo!*c  of  life,  but  1  now,  by  his 
mercy  and  goodness,  am  n^stored  to  my  usual  health.  As  soon  as  my  health  would 
permit,  [  performed  divine  service  one-half  of  the  time  as  usual,  fill  the  26th  of 
April,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sayrci  stopped  preaching  at  Durham  and  the  Cairo  con* 
gregation  desired  him  to  preach  there  all  the  time.  I  then  communed  divine  aer- 
▼ice  every  Sunday  and  continued  till  the  19th  of  Aus^ust,  except  one  Sunday  and  a 
half  day,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart  began  to  perform  divine ^ervice.  He  will 
give  you  a  report  of  his  services. 

Tiiere  has  been  a  good  attendance  of  the  con gre^tion  on  public  worship  the  year 
past.  The  Communion  has  been  adminiMerH  and  holy  day  services  performed. 
The  Sunday  School  will  be  revived  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  and  Bible  class,  &c  I 
gave  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sayres  one-half  of  my  mis^iionary  stipend  while  he  performed  divine 
service  here.  I  rec«i  ve  nothing  from  the  congregation  for  my  service^.  The  ladies  of 
the  oonorres^ation  and  others,  by  their  sewing  society  have  paid  S140 toward  anew 
organ,  which  is  obtained  anl  now  in  use,  and  are  continuing  thfir  sewing  society 
to  pay  the  balance  due  of  $90.  They  are  worthy  of  praise  in  so  good  a  camie. 
We  are  in  hopes  the  next  year  to  make  a  more  favorable  report  than  any  former 
year,  as  we  are  determined  to  have  divine  aeivice  on  all  the  fasts  and  festivals  of  the 
Church  according  to  old  times.

Since  the  present  Missionary  took  charge  of  the  Parish,  in  January  last,  divine 
service  has  been  celebmted  twice  and  offen  three  times  on  each  Sunday ;  and  also 
upon  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and  Holy  Thursday.  The  Holy  ConimunioD 
has  been  administered  on  five  occasions.  The  Sunday  School  flourishes  under  the 
assiduous  care  of  a  superintendent  and  nine  teachcra.  The  pa.>u>r  attends  fre- 
quently and  examines  the  pupils. 

The  parish  has  had  great  difliciilties  to  contend  with  ever  since  its  organixation« 
eifiht  years  ago.  Since  last  winter  the  exertions  of  the  people,  encouraged  by  oikr 
b^oved  Diocesan,  who  has  kindly  visited  us  twice,  have  been  crowned,  by  the 
Divine  blessing,  with  more  cuccess  than  we  ventured  to  anticipate.  A  Church  edi* 
fice,  leA  unfinished  in  183S,  has  been  completed,  and  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop 
on  the  3d  inst.  Though  still  weak,  we  feel  that  we  have  much  reason  '*to  thank 
God  and  take  courage."

Divine  service  has  been  performed  twice  every  Sunday,  except  3,  when  the 
missionafy  was  absent.  Thanksgiving  day  was  observed  by  celebrating  morn- 
ing prayer,  the  missionary  being  prevented  I'rum  preaching  bv  sickness.  Christ- 
inas day,  Ash  Wednesday,  and  Good  Friday  were  observed  with  morning  and 
evening  praver,  and  a  sermon  in  the  morning.  Ail  the  minor  feasts  and  fasts 
have  been  kept  from  St.  Andrew's  day  to  the  Ember  days  in  May,  (except 
Epiphany  when  the  missionary  was  ill)  when  they  were  suspended  in  conse- 
quence of  the  loss  of  the  church.  Lent  was  observed  with  morning  and  even- 
ing prayer  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  and  a  lecture  on  Wednesdays  at 
eveniog  prayer;  Passion  week  by  daily  morning  and  eveiung  prayer.  The 
Communion  has  been  administered  8  times.  The  children  being  few  in  num- 
ber, have  been  catechised  by  the  Missionary  every  Sunday,  except  a  few  of  the 
smaller  children,  who  are  instructed  by  a  catechist.  Every  Friday  evening  for 
the  last  mooth  has  been  observed  by  prayers  and  a  lecture  on  some  portion  of 
Scripture.  During  the  summer  the  missionary  has  officiated  on  Sunday  even- 
ings at  a  school  house  2  miles  from  the  village.  On  the  Tith  Sunday  alter 
Trinir|r,  he  preached  at  Elizabethtown,  in  Essex  county,  and  on  the  6th  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  at  Caldwell,  in  Warren  county. 

At  the  time  when  he  entered  upon  his  duties  at  this  station  in  November  last, 
the  church  had  been  sold  for  a  large  debt  contracted  in  erecting  it,  and  but  lit- 
tle more  than  2  months  were  left  for  redeeming  it.  The  12th  of  Januarv,  the 
time  fixed  by  law,  passed  without  a  rcKlemption  being  effected,  and  the  church 
was  rented  by  the  parish  for  4  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  no  ar> 
rangement  having  been  accomplished  for  the  purcnase  or  renting  of  the  church, 
the  congregation  were  compelled  to  betake  themselves  to  a  school  house,  for 
the  use  of  which  they  have  been  indebted  to  the  kindness  and  politeness  of  the 
trustees  of  one  of  the  village  school  districts.  The  vestry  being  under  the  im- 
pression that  it  would  be  imposible  to  attempt  to  redeem  it  on  the  terms  pro- 
posed to  them,  have  resolved  to  er'Ct  a  cheap  chapel  for  the  present  wants  of 
the  congregation,  for  which  a  sufficient  sum  has  been  subscribed.  The  build- 
inghas  been  commenced,  and  will  probably  be  finished  by  Christmas. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  pansh  has  been  placed  for  the  last  year, 
have  been  a  serious  draw  back  to  any  parochial  exertion;  but  the  trial  tbrouga 
which  it  is  passin?  has  served  only  to  knit  the  members  of  the  Church  more 
closely  together,  and  to  show  the  strent^th  and  depth  of  their  attachment  to  the 
Spouse  of  Christ.  The  misMonary  cannot  but  advert  to  th<»  gratification  with 
wnich  he  has  marked  the  deep  sense  of  the  spirituality  of  the  Church  which 
moAt  of  them  possess,  looking  through  her  outward  forms  to  the  great  spiritual 
truths  which  they  are  designed  to  leach,  deriving  from  the  use  of  those  outward 
forms  continual  comfort  and  growth  in  grace,  and  learning  from  them  the 
beauty,  the  power,  and  the  holiness  of  their  spiritual  Mother.  This  has  bocmd 
them  to  her  with  a  tie  which  persecution  or  affliction  has  not  been  able  to  sever. 
They  know  that  Christ  is  with  them  in  the  ship,  and  though  the  tempest  may 
rage,  yet  He  will  speak  those  precious  words  which  will  change  the  tempest 
into  a  peaceful  calm. 

Amidst  all  these  trials  he  feels  that  he  has  abundant  cause  to  be  thankful  for 
signal  mercies.  Not  a  single  death  has  occurred  among  the  adult  members  of 
the  parish,  and  but  2  amon^  the  children;  the  health  has  been  generally  good ; 
and  3  have  been  admitted  mto  the  Church,  and  4  to  the  Communion.  And  in 
the  general  increase  of  attention  to  relisn'ous  duties  and  desire  for  the  means  of 
grace  he  thinks  that  he  sees  evidence  that  the  Lord  has  not  forsaken  His  peo- 
ple, but  is  yet  "  favorable  and  gracious  to  Zion,"  and  will  "  build  again  the 
walls  of  Jerusalem."

present  number,  about  SO.     Deaths,  2. 

Some  of  the  canonical  collections  liave  been  made  and  remitted. 

This  parish  is  in  an  exceedingly  low  condition.  The  Missionary  is  unable  to  de- 
vote more  than  one  quarter  of  his  time  to  it,  and  to  this  cause  alone  might  be 
attributed  the  want  of  succt^ss  which  otherwise  must  always  attend  a  proper  andright 
presentation  of  Catholic  Church  principlc.«.  It  may  not  however  be  improper  to 
observe  that  an  opportunity  is  now  given  to  hold  divine  service  in  the  village,  a  short 
distance  from  the  church,  from  whence  for  a  long  time  it  has  been  quite  excluded, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  arrun^^enient  about  to  be  made  will  prove  a  source  of  con- 
Btantly  increasing  piety  and  trutli  among  this  people.

York,  for  th^;  mo.s?  part  connected  with  our  own  Communion,  and  in  delivering  lee* 
tures  to  classes  of  ludies  at  my  own  residence. 

*'  I  have  preached  almost  constantly  once  or  twice  on  Sundays,  and  have  always 
dieerfully  rendered  niy  clerical  services  whenever  they  have  been  solicited.

Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Dioce«e  that  since 
his  retirement  from  the  charge  of  St.  John*s  Church,  Delhi,  he  has  officiated  serenl

■iatcd  Rev.  Mr.  Cornish,  of  Hobart,  on  several  Sundayn,  and  supplied  hia  piece 
one  Sunday  when  absenL  Has  nfficiatett  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Catakill,  for  Rev. 
Mr.  Phillips,  three  Sundays;  in  Christ  Church,  Poughkecpaie,  one  Sunday ;  in  the 
Church  in  Hyde  Park,  once  on  Sunday  morning,  and  the  town  of  Esopos,  for  the 
newly  organized  Church  of  the  Ascension,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  aame  day. 
Since  the  Utter  occasion,  which  was  the  seventeenth  day  of  Julyi  he  hae  been  m- 
eble  to  officiate  by  reason  of  ill  health,  which  still  continues." 

The  Rev.  Ezra  B.  Kellog,  Chaplain  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall,  Flushing,  Oneens 
county.

'*On  Sunday  evening  I  spend  one  hour  in  teaching  and  explsinins  the  catechism 
ef  the  church  t<}  about  one  half  of  the  scholars.  The  regular  period  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Lord^s  Supper  is  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month.

The  Rev.  John  M'Vicknr,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philoaophyt 
end  Political  Economy,  in  Columbia  College,  New  York. — Elas  officiated  frequentp 
ly,  in  New  York  and  elsewhere,  in  reading  and  preaching,  and  in  the  aduunistim* 
tion  of  the  Communion,  publicly,  and  to  tlie  sick. 

The  Rev.  John  F.  Messenger. — Has  bsptized"]  adult  and  2  infanta ;  married  8 
couple  ;  has  performed  the  burial  service  once ;  administered  the  Communion  once, 
and  assisted  at  it  5  times ;  performed  Divine  Service  54  times ;  and  preached  33 
times. 

The  Rev.  Flavel  S.  Mines,  Deacon. — Besides  occas>ional  services  rendered  else- 
where, has,  since  his  ordination  in  April,  officiated  regularly  in  aid  of  the  Rector

The  Rev.  John  F.  Schroeder,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Ann's  Hall,  Flushing,  Claeen's 
coonty. — The  following  is  his  Report : 

**  This  institution  for  the  Christian  education  of  the  daus;htera  of  the  church  was 
first  opened  in  October  1839.    Its  aim  is  to  mSM  a  thorough  discipline  in  all  the 
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solid  and  ornaroantal  branchea  of  education,  aaiociating  lound  learning  and  elegant 
accomplishments  with  religious  motives.  The  members  of  the  Hall  form  a  Christ- 
ian family.  No  pupils  are  admitted  but  as  boarders.  The  course  of  instruction 
embraces  all  the  studies  pursued  m  our  best  f  chuols  and  our  colleges.  Qreat  promi> 
nence  is  given  to  the  Scriptures  and  the  formularies  of  the  chnrch.  The  chapel  of 
the  Hall  is  open  everyday,  for  morning  and  evening  prayer,  and  at  least  twice 
for  Divine  Service  on  the  Lord*s  day.  The  Bishop  ot  the  I)iocP8e  is  visiter  of 
the  Hall,  and  has  held  a  continnation  in  the  chapel  every  year.  In  1840  there  were 
six  members  of  the  family  contirmed  :  in  1841,  thirteen;  and  in  1842,  sixteen :  in 
all,  thirty-five.  The  number  of  pupils  admitted,  from  October  1841  to  August  184S, 
bas  been  sixty-eight }  the  number  of  proft;s«iors  and  teach«>rs  is  fourteen.  Durinff 
the  past  year,  there  have  been  added  to  the  Communion  twenty-six :  seventeen  of 
these  commnned  then  for  the  first  time.  The  present  list  of  communicants  com- 
prises sixty-three.  Collections  have  been  made  in  the  chapel  for  the  institutions  of 
the  church,  and  for  religious  and  benevolent  purposes ;  snd  amount  during  theyear, 
to  two  hundred  and  fort^-nine  dollam.  1  he  continued  prosperity  of  the  institution 
calls  for  the  devout  gratitude  of  its  conductor?  and  friends;  and  afibrds  a  convincing 
proof,  that  reli^ous  motives,  without  the  additional  stimulus  of  premiums,  medals, 
and  other  similar  testimonials  of  human  approbation,  are  sufficiently  powerful  ia 
prompting  to  laborious  diligence  and  distinguished  puccessin  literary  and  scientific 
pursuits.  The  prominent  characteristic  of  the  Hall^  by  God's  bles«ng,  ia  the 
wholesome  religious  influence  by  which  every  part  of  it  is  pervaded." 

The  Rev.  Richard  C.  Shimcall. — Preached  22  times  in  various  places. 

The  Rev.  William  B.  Thomas. — Has,  since  his  resignation  of  the  Rectorship  of 
Christ  Church,  Duanesburgh,  in  May,  been  diligently  engaged  in  his  duties  as 
Principal  of  a  private  Seminary  in  Scheneciady.  During  tne  same  period  has  offi* 
dated  11  times  in  different  Churches,  attended  one  funeral,  baptized  an  infant,  and 
married  a  couple. 

The  Rev.  Albert  D.  Traver. — Has  officiated  in  different  places,  twice  every  Son- 
day  since  his  resignation  in  August,  of  liis  connection  with  All  Saints'  Church,  New 
York. 

The  Rev.  Libertus  Van  Bokkrlin,  Deacon,  assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy  in  Sc  PauPs  College,  College  Point,  Glueens  county,-^ 
Has,  since  December  1, 1841,  preached  26  times  on  Sundays,  and  7  times  on  Saints 
days;  read  the  service  66  times;  assisted  at  the  Communion  8  times ;  baptized  S 
children,  and  officiated  at  one  funeral.

The  changes  incident  to  a  manufacturing  place  are  severely  felt  in  this  Psrisb. 
Not  less  tiian  twenty  families  have  left  us  in  the  short  period  of  three  years  and  a 
half— the  time  of  my  spiritual  care  of  the  congregation. 


I  ihonid  be  wanting  to  my  own  feelings,  as  well  as  to  a  proper  sense  of  justice, 
were  1  not  to  express  'ny  especial  gratification  at  those  Reports  of  my  brethren,  the 
parochial  Clere^  and  Missionaries,  which  have  been  drawn  up  in  accordance  with 
the  form  provided.  The  favorable  bearing  of  thia  upon  the  good  design  of  the 
Chunrh  in  prescrihing  these  Rep-Tts  must  be  obvious.  Of  those  of  my  brethren 
who  have  not  ob«erved  the  form,  I  am  unwilling  to  think  that  they  are  indifffrent  to  the 
claims  either  of  Canonical  enactment  or  Episcopal  counsel.  I  would  affectionately 
request  them  to  hear  in  mind  the  advantages  which  would  accrue  from  at  least  that 
degree  of  particularity  which  the  Canons  prescribe,  and  would  commend  to  their 
■erious  consideration  that  beautiful  evidence  of  being  in  Christ  Jesos,  that  w% 
"walk  by  the  same  rule,  and  mind  the  same  thing."

PROCEEDINGS 

NECESSARY   TO   THE    ORGANIZATION   OF   NEW   CHURCHES. 

Reported  by  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  in  1827. 

By  the  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Societies, 
passed  5th  April,  1813,  and  the  Act  amending  the  same,  passed  5th 
March,  1819,  it  is  competent  for  the  male  persons  of  full  age,  belong- 
ing to  any  Church,  Congregation,  or  Religious  Society,  to  incorporate 
themselves,  although  such  persons  may  not  have  belonged  to  the 
Church,  Congregation,  or  Socii  ly,  for  the  last  twelve  months ;  in  which 
last  respect  the  latter  Act  is  an  amendment  to  the  former. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  in  order  to  an  incoipo ration,  is  to  give 
notice  at  morning  service,  on  the  two  Sundays  previous  to  the  time 
which  may  bo  appointed  for  the  election  of  Churchwardens  and  Ves- 
trymen, of  the  intended  election ;  which  notice  is  to  be  given  by  the 
Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  by  any  other  person  belonging  to  the 
Congregation. 

The  Congregation  having  met  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the 
Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then  such  other 
person  as  may  be  called  to  the  chair,  shall  preside  at  this  first  election ; 
and  two  other  persons  should  be  nominated,  to  certify,  with  him,  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting. 

The  meeting  is  then,  by  a  majority  of  voices,  to  elect  two  Church- 
wardens and  eight  Vestrymen,  and  to  determine  on  what  day  in  Eas- 
ter-week the  functions  of  the  persons  then  elected  shall  cease,  and  their 
successors  shall  be  afterwards  annually  chosen;  together  with  the  cor- 
porate name  or  title  by  which  the  Church  is  to  be  known. 

A  certificate  is  then  to  be  signed,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the 
Rector,  or  other  person  who  shall  preside  at  the  election,  and  of  two 
other  persons  nominated  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  names  of  the  per-^ 
sons  elected  to  the  offices  of  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  also 
the  day  in  Easter-week  appointed  for  the  annual  elections,  and  the  cor- 
porate name  or  title  of  the  Church. 
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This  certificate  is  to  be  acknowledged  by  the  persons  sigDing  it,  or 
proved  by  one  or  more  of  the  subscribing  wituessf  s,  before  the  Chan- 
cellor, or  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  one  of  the  Jud- 
ges of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  where  the  charch 
or  congregation  is  established.  It  is  then  to  be  recorded  in  the  Coiinty 
Clerk's  o£ce,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  piovidrd  for  the  purpose. 

It  may  be  proper  to  add,  that  the  qualifications  to  vote  for  Church- 
wardens and  Vistrymen,  required  by  the  first  section  of  the  Act  of 
1813,  will  be  requisite  at  all  annual  elections  after  the  first ;  that  is,  at 
such  subsequent  elections,  the  voters  must  hiivc  belonged  to  the  congre- 
gation for  the  preceding  twelve  months,  and  must  have  been  baptized 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  or  must  have  been  received  therein 
by  the  rite  of  Confirmation,  or  by  receiving  the  Holy  Communion,  or 
by  purchasing  or  hiring  a  pew  or  seat  in  the  church,  or  by  some  joint 
act  of  the  parties  and  of  the  Hector,  whereby  they  shall  have  attached 
themselves  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.

DIRECTI0N8  FOR  THOSK  WISHING  TO  BECOME  CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS. 

Can.  JX. — Sect.  1.  Gen.  Cortr.  1841.  A  person  wishing  to  be- 
come a  candidate  for  Holy  Ordt  rs,  must,  in  the  first  instance,  give 
notice  of  his  intention  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare 
whether  he  has  ever  applied  for  admission  as  a  candidate  in  any  other 
Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  He  is  then  to  apply  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  their 
recommendation  of  him  to  the  Bishop,  to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate 
for  Orders.  To  enable  the  Commiiee  to  act,  he  must  lay  before 
them — I.  Evidence  of  his  havinj^  made  his  intention  knowTi  to  the 
Bishop.  II.  A  certificate  to  the  following  eflict,  imless  the  Standing 
Committee  can  certify  the  same  facts  of  their  own  knowledge  : 

"  To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  N tic  York. 

(Date.) 

"We,  the  subscribers,  from  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  charae* 
tcr  of  A.  B.,  do  here  by  testify  our  belief  that  he  is  pious,  sober,  and 
honest;  that  he  is  attached  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  communicant  of  the  same; 
and,  in  our  opinion,  possesses  such  qualifications  as  will  render  him 
apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  ministry  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  edifying 
of  the  Church." 

03*  The  above  certificate  should  be  signed  by  one  presbyter,  and 
at  least  four  respectable  laymen  of  the  Protestant  Ejtiscopal  Church. 

It  is  not  absolutely  essential  that  the  signers  of  the  above  should 
have  a  personal  acquaintance  with  the  applicant;  but  they  may  act 
upon  such  knowledge  of  his  character  from  other  sources  as  is  satis- 
factory to  them. 

III.  (Sect.  3.)  A  satisfactory  diploma,  or  other  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some  University  or  College;  or  a 
certificate  from  two  presbyters,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  where

there  is  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Ck>mmittee, 
to  examine  him,  of  his  having  satisfactorily  sustained  an  examination 
in  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the 
Greek  Testament  and  the  Latin  Tongae. — Or,  (Sec.  4.)  when  the 
person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  candid  ite,  wishes  the  knowledge  of 
the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  other  branches  of  learning  not 
strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  with,  he  must,  instead  of  the 
above-mentioned  diploma  or  certificate,  lay  before  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  presbyters  of  the  Church, 
stating,  that,  in  their  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of 
natural  understanding,  a  peculiar  aptitude  tu  teach,  and  a  large  share 
of  prudence ;  with  proper  evidence  that  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  has  granted  such  dfispensation.  The 
Canons  provide  that  this  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  per- 
son under  27  years  of  asre,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  ordained  under 
such  a  dispensation  until  he  shall  have  attained  20  years  of  age ;  but 
as  to  the  Hebrew  language,  the  power  of  dispensation  rests  with 
the  Bishop  alone,  without  reference  to  the  age  of  the  candidate.  The 
Standing  Committee  may  then  sign  a  testimonial  in  behalf  of  the 
candidate,  which  he  must  produce  to  the  Bishop,  who  (Sec.  6.)  may 
thereon  admit  him  as  a  candidate  for  Orders ;  in  which  station  he  must 
remain  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain 
him  after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  year.* 


nmECTIONS  FOR  CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS  WISHmO  TO  BE  ORDAINED 

DEACONS. 

Canon  XV. — (Sec.  2.)  Gen.  Conv.  1832.  A  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders  wishing  to  be  ordained  a  Deacon,  must  lay  before  the  Standing 
Committee  a  testimonial  in  the  following  words: 


•The  canon  contains  also  the  following  provinions,  which,  howcTcr,  have  nor 
Klatton  to  the  tedtimonial^.  (Sec.  5.)  With  thin  eiiumeration  of  qualiBvations,  it 
ought  to  be  m:ide  known  to  the  can(!id«fe,  that  the  Church  f-xpecta  of  hini — what 
can  never  be  brought  to  the  teM  oK  any  outward  atandatd — an  inward  ft  ar  and 
wofj'hip  of  Almighty  God  :  a  love  of  religion,  and  aenMibility  to  its  holy  infliw  nee: 
■  ha'»ir  of  devout  aflfection  :  and  in  phorf,  a  cullivution  of  nil  those  graces  whicli  are 
callf'd  in  Scripture  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His  sacred  influi  nee 
can  he  manifested. 

(Sec.  9.)  If  a  candidate  shall  not,  within  three  years  aOer  his  admission,  apply 
for  his  firsit  and  second  examinationd,  or  m  iihin  6ve  years,  his  third  ezaniinauon, 
except  for  causes  seeming  good  to  the  Bishop,  he  nhall  in  eitlier  case  cease  to  b« 
a  candidate. 

(Sec.  10.)  Any  person  desirous  to  become  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  mutt 
apply  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  residaiy 
anlc'sR  they  shall  consent  that  the  application  be  made  in  some  other  Diocese. 

Cnnrlidates  are  not  to  chanse  their  canonical  residence  hut  for  bona  fideeatM 
requiring  the  same,  and  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority. 
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"  To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

"  We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  do  testify  from  evidence 
satisfactory  to  us,  that  A.  B.,  for  the  S];>ace  of  three  years  last  past, 
hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly  ;  and  hath  not,  so  far  as  we 
know  or  believe,  written,  taught,  or  held  any  thing*  contrary  to  the 
doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protc slant  Episcopal  Church;  and  more- 
over, we  thmk  him  a  person  worthy  to  be  admilt«»d  to  the  sacred  order 
of  Deacons.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  he rt unto  set  our  l^ands, 
this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ." 

The  above  certificate  is  to  be  subscribed  by  the  minister  and  vestry 
of  the  parish  where  the  candidate  resides,  or  by  the  vestry  alone,  if 
the  parish  bo  vacant,  (of  which  circumstance  the  Committee  must  be 
duly  certified.)  and  must  contain  the  names  of  at  least  a  majoiity  of 
all  the  wardens  and  veatrynnn.  The  nsptxitivc  titles  of  the  minister, 
wardens,  and  vestryman,  must  be  dUached  to  their  signatures.  If  there 
be  no  vestry  where  the  cnu'lidale  resides,  the  circumstance  must  be 
certified  to  the  Committfe,  and  th(Ji  the  testimonial  must  be  signed  by 
at  least  twelve  respectable  persons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chuico. 

It  is  not  absolutely  essential  that  the  signets  of  the  testimonial 
should  be  personally  acquainted  with  the  candidate;  they  may  act 
upon  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  his  character  from  any  other  source. 

The  candidate  must  also  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  cer- 
tificate in  the  following  words  : — 

"  To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

"  I  do  hereby  testify  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  three  years  last 
past,  hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  hon(Stly ;  and  hath  not,  so  far  as 
1  know  or  believe,  written,  tiuglii,  or  held,  any  thing  contrary  to  the 
doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  J^iotestant  Episcoj)al  Cliurch  ;  and  moie- 
oviT,  I  think  him  a  peison  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  sacred  order 
of  Deacons.  This  testimonial  is  found  on  my  personal  knowhdgc  of 
the  A.  B.,  for  one  year  hist  past,  and  for  the  residue  of  the  said  time 
upon  evidence  that  is  satisfactory  to  me.     In  witness  whereof,  I  have 

hereunto  S(  t  my  hand,  this  day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our 

Lord ." 


The  above  testimonial  must  be  signed  by  at  least  one  respectable 
presbyter  of  the  Protesu  nt  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Unitea  States. 
The  standing  Committee  may  then  sign  the  canonical  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Bishop  for  Orders ;  which  the  candidate  is  to  exhibit  to  the 
Bishop. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  DEACONS  WISHING  TO  BE  ORDAINED  PRIESTS. 

A  Deacon  wishing  to  be  ordained  a  Priest,  must  lay  before  the 
Standing  Committee  the  same  testimonials,  subscribed  in  the  same  way, 
as  those  required  of  him  on  his  application  for  ordination  as  a  Deacon; 
except  (Sec.  5,)  that  they  may  be  so  altered  as  to  extend  to  such  por- 
tion only  of  the  three  years  preceding  his  application  for  Priest^s  Or- 
ders as  nas  elapsed  since  his  ordination  as  Deacon ;  and  except,  also, 
that  if  he  be  minister  of  the  parish,  the  testimonial  of  piety,  good 
morals,  and  orderly  conduct,  shall  be  signed  by  the  vestry  alone.  The 
Standing  Committee  may  then  give  him  the  canonical  reconmienda- 
tion  for  Orders,  which  he  is  to  exhibit  to  the  Bishop. 

No  person  shall  be  ordained  Priest,  unless  he  shall  produce  to  the 
Bishop  a  satisfactory  certificate,  from  some  church,  parish,  or  congre- 
gation, that  he  is  engaged  with  them,  and  that  they  will  receive  nim 
as  their  minister ;  or  unless  he  be  a  missionary  under  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs;  or  in  the  employment 
of  some  missionary  society  recognized  by  the  General  Convention ; 
or  unless  he  be  cn^ged  as  a  professor,  tutor,  or  instructor  of  youth, 
in  some  college,  academy,  or  other  seminary  of  learning  duly  incor- 
porated.* 


Candidates  for  ordination  as  Priests  or  Deacons,  are  referred  to  the 
following  further  provisions : — 

Canon  XY.  1832. — {Sec.  3.)  If  the  candidate,  from  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances, not  affecting  his  pious  or  moral  character,  shall  be  unable 
to  procure  testimonials  from  the  ministry  and  vestry  of  the  parish 
where  he  resides,  testimonials  to  the  effect  required,  may  be  received 
from  at  least  twelve  respectable  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  from  at  least  one  respectable  presbyter  who  has  been  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  the  candidate  for  at  least  one  year. 

(Sec.  4.)  A  candidate  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  of 
any  church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,  if  he  shall  have  resided  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  lost  three  years  within  the  Diocese  of  a  Bishop, 
shall  apply  to  such  Bishop  for  ordination,  and  shall  produce  the 
usual  testimonials,  as  well  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese in  which  he  has  resided,  as  from  the  Committee  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.

mULKS    AND    REGULATIONS    OF  THE   MISSIONARY   COMMITTEE    OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF 

NEW   YORK. 

Article  I.  Missionary  Stations  may  be  appointed  by  this  Committee,  at 
any  meeting. 

Articli:  II.  When  two  or  more  places  are  t>amed  together  as  a  Missionary 
Station,  and  cither  of  ihem  shr«li  separate  iisell'  from  the  connexion,  except 
with  the  consent  of  this  Committee,  tne  congicgatiun  so  separating  shall  cease 
to  participate  in  any  Lcnefit  of  the  Missv  nary  Fund. 

Article  III.  In  addition  to  the  place  or  places  named  as  a  Missionary  Sta- 
tion, the  Missionary  of  that  Station  shall  supply  such  other  contiguous  place 
or  places,  with  such  frequency  as  may  be  directed  bv  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of 
his  inability  to  act,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  oy  the  clerical 
members  ol  this  CoMimiitee. 

Article  IV.  The  stipend  to  be  paid  to  each  Missionary  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  $125  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January,  April, 
July,  ana  October  in  each  year ;  providetl  there  be  funds  in  the  treasury  for 
the  purpose. 

Article  V.  The  Missionary  Stipend  shall  in  all  cases  be  considered  as  at- 
tached to  the  Station,  and  nayable  to  the  Missionary  only  as  belonjring  lo  that 
Station,  and  the  Stipend  shall  in  all  cases  he  paid  to  the  Missionary  directly, 
and  not  ihroush  the  V^csiry  of  any  Parish  at  that  Station,  nor  shall  it  be  con- 
sidered as  foriiiing  a  part  of  any  coniraci  between  said  Vestry  and  the  Mis- 
sionar}'. 

Articlk  VI.  Fa'cf}'  Missionary  shall  be  resident  in  his  proper  Station,  nor 
shall  the  Sti)pend  be  payable  to  him  until  he  is  thus  resident ;  and  Jibsence  from 
his  Station,  vxr-cpr  r.ir  iv-ii'^ns  reporter!  to  the  Hishop,  and  aj)ui  ived  by  him, 
shall  involve  a  forfeiture  of  the  Stipend  for  the  period  of  such  ab  ^'^^ce. 

Articlk  VII.  The  appoinimeni  of  Mi^sionar}'  Stations  anc  Missionaries 
shall  be  masle  annuallv,  nor  shall  any  appointment  be  considered  as  extending, 
except  it  be  renewed,  feeyt>nd  the  year.  The  stated  annual  appointmeniN  shall 
be  mafic  at  a  meeiing  to  be  held  in  the  montli  of  February  m  each  year,  said 
appointments  to  be  for  the  year  commencing  on  tlie  first  day  of  Apiil  next  en- 
sumg.  Appointmenis  may  also  be  made  at  other  periods  of  ih;  year,  but  not 
for  a  longer  time  than  until  ihe  first  day  of  the  next  April.  Pn-. ided  always, 
that  this  Committee  retains  the  power  of  discontinuing,  at  ar.y  time  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Station  or  a  Missionarj'.  with  the  sanction  of  the  Uishop. 

Artii^lk  VIII.  The  Annual  RepoVis  of  the  Missionaries  shall  be  made  to 
the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  Bishop's  inability 
to  act,  to  the  clerical  membei-s  of  this  Committee,  by  or  before  the  15th -day  of 
September,  in  each  year 

It  is  also  expected  that  the  Missionaries  and  their  Congregations  faithfully 
exert  themselves  to  further,  by  all  proper  means  within  their  power,  the  objects 
of  this  Committee,  and  that  the  Missionaries  rcpurt,  from  time  to  time,  lo  the 
Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  to  the  Committee,  what  may 
have  been  accomplished  in  this  way,  and  all  matters  which  they  may  deem  in- 
teresting and  important  to  be  known.

If  accompanied  by 
resolutions,  the  resolutions  shall  be  sepsrately  considered. 

VI.  When  a  (Question  is  before  the  nouse,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  postpone,  diTine, 
amend,  or  commit ;  and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  consid- 
ered, precedence  being  taken  in  the  order  named. 

Vfl.  The  votes  by  oiderj  when  called,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes;  and 
they  be  called,  whenever  deaired  by  five  members. 
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VIIL  Before  the  rieing  of  the  Coo?ention,  the  Minutes  of  the  laet  day's  proeeed- 
inn  tball  be  read  and  approTed. 

IX.  On  the  first  day  or  the  meeting  of  every  annual  Conrention,  inspectors  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer,  of  all  stated  elections  by  ballot  to  be  made  du- 
ring such  CooTention,  such  mspectors,  as  to  each  election,  to  consist  of  two  clerical 
and  two  lay  members  of  the  Conrention,  of  whom,  one  of  each  order  (to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  presiding  officer)  shall  receive  snd  canvass  the  ballots  of  the  clerical 
members  (and  the  remaining  two  shall  receive  and  canvsss  the  ballots  of  the  lay 
members)  of  the  Convention,— all  which  elections  shall  be  held  on  the  second  day 
of  the  session  of  the  Convention, — shall  take  preference  of  other  business  on  that 
day,  except  the  delivery  of  the  Bishop's  address,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  the  fol- 
lowing msnner: — 

The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  clergy,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  the 
names  of  the  parishes,  entitled  to  vote,  and  keep  a  poll  list  of  the  voters,  who,  aa 
called,  are  to  present  their  several  ballots  for  each  office  to  be  filled,  to  the  appro- 
priate inspectors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of,  and  as  soon  as  pracUca- 
Die,  severally  to  canvass  the  same,  and  report  the  results  thereof  to  Convention. 
And  if  on  any  such  report  it  shall  appear  that  no  valid  election  has  been  made  in 
respect  to  all  or  any  of  the  offices  to  oe  filled,  the  poll  shall  be  again  opened  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  those  which  may  remain  vacant,  and  if  on  si^  second  attempt 
this  purpose  shall  not  be  accomplished,  the  balloting  may  be  resumed  at  the  disarm* 
tion  of  the  Convention. 

X.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  decide,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  house. 

XI.  The  hdurs  of  esch  day's  session  shall  be  from  9,  A.  M.,  until  3,  P.  M. 
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No.  xn.

From  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  M.  Loutrel,  Deacon,  late 
Missionary  to  Patterson,  Putnam  county,  and  Pawlings,  Dutchess 
county. 

The  Mismonary  took  charge  of  this  Station  in  the  month  of  November,  1841, 
and  resigned  his  appointment  on  the  tirttt  of  July,  16 13.

During  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1841,  and  Jamniy  and  Febro- 
arv,  ISS,  Divine  aenriee  was  resularlj  held  every  Sanday  forsDoon  in  Christ 
Church  in  Patterson,  and  in  the  afternoon  occaaionaOy  at  afferent  places  in  the 
township  of  Pawiings. 

Dunn  V  the  months  of  March,  April,  May  and  June,  there  were  two  services  each 
Sunda}[  in  Christ  Church,  Patterson,  and  a  third  service  frequently,  either  in  the 
township  of  Pawlings  or  at  some  place  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Paltanon. 

The  attendance  at  the  Church  at  Patterson,  has  generally  been  good. 

There  are  at  Patterson  several  well  instructed  and  firm  Church  people,  and  the 
growth  of  Church  principles  and  Church  feeling  is  marked  and  discernible  ihrouoh- 
Odt  the  Parish  generally.  The  Missionary  has  taken  occasion  frequently  to  bring 
forward  the  distinctive  views  of  the  Church,  particularly  the  subject  of  the  ministry 
and  the  bearing  that  the  Question  of  a  valid  and  apoetolic  ministry  has  upon  the  two 
Sacraments  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  He  has  had  the  satisfaction  to  see  that  a  firm 
maintenance  and  bold  proclamation  of  these  and  other  views  of  the  Church,  have 
not  in  the  least  interfered  with  the  increasing  spirituality  of  his  people.  They  have 
many  of  them  grown  in  grace  as  well  as  in  knowledge,  and  for  this  he  would  re- 
turn his  devout  thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  who  alone  by  His  Spirit 
gives  the  increase,  and  to  whom  belongs  all  gratitude  and  praise. 

At  the  hands  of  his  parishioners  the  Mivsionary  has  met  with  much  kindness  and 
with  many  proofs  of  their  good  feeling,  and  it  was  not  without  regret,  nor  without 
•ome  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  step,  that  he  bid  adieu  to  an  affectionate  and 
willing  people.  May  Grod  prosper  them  with  his  richest  blessings  in  their  devolioa 
to  Christ  and  his  Church. 

Four  adults  have  been  baptized,  all  of  them  cases  of  great  interest,  and  who  have 
given  us  everv  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  adorn  their  profession  by  the  sound- 
nese  of  their  faith,  and  by  the  consistency  and  thoroughness  of  their  chiristian  life. 

Five  persons  have  been  added  to  the  Cummuniun,  one  of  wliom  has  taken  a  letter 
of  dismission  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The  present  number  of  Communicants, 
not  having  now  access  to  the  Parish  Register,  the  Missionary  is  unable  to  repor^ 

According  to  the  Bishop's  recommendation,  **  monthly  offerings"  were  snbetita* 
ted  in  place  of  special  collections  for  specific  objects,  and  the  plan,  during  the  length 
of  time  it  was  in  operation,  bid  fair  to  realize  twice  as  much  as  during  pievious 
yeara  and  nnder  a  aifferent  system. 

During  the  ministry  of  the  Missionary,  a  new  Parish  Register  has  been  procured 
and  all  the  old  rocords,  together  with  a  history  of  the  Parish,  entered  in  it  in  full  op 
to  the  present  time.  Two  Prayer  Books  have  likewise  been  provided  for  the  Altar 
or  Communion  Table.

As  adopted  October  II,  I'm-,  and  ionended  Odobor  17,  l8Sn,  October  %lBQi, 

and  October  i,  1839. 


ARTICLE  I 

There  shall  be  a  Conirention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  thit 
Diocese  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  in  each  year,  in  ^'uch  place  m 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being,  lu  the  event  of  the  pre* 
valence  o{  any  epidemic  disease,  or  fui*  other  suiiicient  cause,  occurring  afler  tha 
designation  of  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the  Biikhop, 
or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  (^i  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing 
Committee  may  appoint  another  place  for  the  meeting  oi  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  be  maj 
judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  pup- 
pose  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal 
Chair,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Conventioii. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  &haU  be  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministers,  being  regn- 
larlv  admitted  and  settled  in  some  Church  within  this  Diocese  which  is  in  unkm 
with  this  Convention;  and  of  Lay  Members,  consisting  of  one  or  more  Dele> 
gates  from  each  Church,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  Congregation :  and 
Clergvmen  employed  as  Missionaries  under  the  direction  of  this  Convention, 
and  Clergymen  engaged  as  Professors  or  Insiructers  of  youth  in  any  College, 
Academy,  or  general  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorporated,  may  be  men^ 
bers  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayers  and  a  sennoii;  and  fh^ 
preacher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention ;  but  in  case  of  a  vacancv,  or  m^ 
eessarj  absence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  President  ftom  among  the  Clugf. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  VI. 


A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  ihe  assembling  of  the  annnal  Comrentioi^ 
from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  >hiill  remain  in  office  nntil  the  meet- 
ing of  i  he  neit  Convention.  His  duty  shall  be  tu  take  minutes  of  their  pro- 
ceedinpt,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  leconls,  to  attest  the  public  acts  ofthe 
body,  and  faithfully  tu  dtrliver  into  tlie  hands  of  his  successor  all  l:ook$  and 
papers  relative  to  the  concerns  ol'  the  Ccnveniion  which  may  be  in  his  posses- 
8ion.  It  shall  also  l»e  his  dutv  to  ^ive  due  notice  lo  each  IVlinister  and  Vestry 
ofthe  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeiing  of  the  succeeding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
shall  delil»erale  in  one  boily  ;  and  in  voting,  the  Clerc^y  shall  rote  by  'individuals, 
and  the  Laiiy  by  ccn^n-j^aiions ;  and  when  more  tlian  me  Church  or  Chapel 
shall,  bo  uniii'd  \nu\vi  tmc  Voirv,  the  Delegate  or  Delcgrates  of  such  Vesiiy 
shall  Ikj  entitled  to  a  vot»'  fur  each  <  hiirch  dv  Chapel;  and  a  majuriiy  if  votes 
ofthe  two  uidors  juinily  shall  l.e  decisive:  but  if  in  any  case  it  l»e  required  by 
five  votes,  the  twuordei-s  shall  voic  scj^araicly  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  oidcr  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  deci- 
sion. In  the  case  ot  cleciin^ir  a  Ilishoj),  the  two  onlers  shall  always  vole  sepa- 
rately, agreeably  lu  the  mode  last  prescilbcd. 

AiiTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  alterinfr  tin's  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A  proposition  for 
an  amendment  ?fhall  be  introducrri  in  writinir,  and  cunsidcied  in  toe  Conven- 
tion; and,  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  lo  the  next  Convention  ;  and,  if  again 
approved  of  in  such  neil  (  onveniiun,  ly  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting 
thereon  separatelv,  the  change  i»hall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered 
shall  be  valid  and  obligatory.

Within  one  week  before  thft  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
e,e*e,  the  Hishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  hat  of  all  the  Miniaters  oC 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically  resident  m  this  Diocese,  annexing  tl)a 
names  of  their  re^ipectivo  Cures,  or  ParisheH,  or  Stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  tb# 
Colinves,  Aeadtimies,  or  other  Seminaries  of  Learning,  in  which  they  are  engaged. 
or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  en^a^ed  in  Parishes,  Missions,  or  institutions  ol 
Learning  aH  ahovr,  ihtMr  places  of  rt;fti()f ncc  only :  but  no  clergyman,  while  •!!•• 
pendt'd  from  the  ministry,  8liall  have  a  pluce  on  the  said  list.  And  such  list  shall 
be  laid  before  Uie  ConventiiMi  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be  prefixed  to  th« 
Journal. 

Sect.  S.  The  rioht  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion, shall,  if  disput'd,  be  dctKrmined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  articl* 
of  thp  Constitution,  by  tho  Convention  itself ;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  th« 
list  aforesaid  or  omittra. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Members  of  the  Convention. 

Skct.  1.  Whereas  by  tlie  third  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  Neir 
York,  *'offi«Matmg  Ministeis,  being  regularly  ndriiitted  and  settled  in  some  Church 
within  this  State,  which  in  in  union  with  this  Convention,"  are  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention ;  and  whereas  in  case  of  Ministers  removing  into  this  Diocese, 
doubts  m.iy  arise  as  to  what  coni^titutes  regular  admis<sion  and  settlement,  pursuant 
to  tho  Constitution  ;— it  is  hereby  declared,  that  in  all  such  cases  hereafter  arising 
upon  a  contested  rivitt  to  a  seat  in  the  Conventior ,  the  evidence  of  regvlar  admission 
shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Convention,  of  a  compliance  with  thelVth 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1835,  and  the  evidence  of  «7//^CTn^n^  shall  con- 
sist in  proftf  sati!«facb>ry  to  tho  Citnvention  of  a  compliance  with  the  first,  aecond, 
and  third  S»-*ctions  of  the  XXXth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sbct.  2.  And  whereas  by  the  same  article  of  the  Constitution,  "  Clergymen  em- 
ployed as  Missionaries  under  the  dire<*tion  of  this  Convention,"  are  also  entitled  to 
seats ;  it  is  further  declared  that  in  all  cases  of  a  contested  ri^ht  to  a  seat,  evidence 
of  such  employment  nsa  Missionary  shall  consist  in  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop. 

Skct.  3.  And  whereas  "Clergymen  ensased  as  Professors  or  Instructors  of 
yo'irh  in  any  Colle^p,  Academy,  or  Gi;nora1  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorpora- 
t»»il,"  are  entitled  to  b<»  memb'TS  of  the  Convention ; — it  is  further  declared  that  in 
all  ci-^^s  horcufter,  where  the  seat  of  such  aClerojyman  shall  be  contested,  tho  evi-

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SiCT.  4.  The  appointment  of  a  Ley  Deputy  to  the  Convention  of  thie  Diocett 
■hdl  be  oertified  in  writing  by  the  Rectur  uf  I  he  p«h»h  of  mhidi  he  ta  a  n-prcsenta* 
tive^  or  by  cue  of  the  Waraens,  or  by  the  Ctnk  ol  the  Veatry  of  aurh  Chun-h :  ami 
DO  certilicate  of  the  appointment  of  any  Lav  Deputy  or  Depuiiea  lo  the  Convcoiion 
of  thia  DMHreae  ahall  be  allowtd  or  /ecetvifd.  And  no  Lay  Di  le»ate  phall  be  eaii- 
tlod  to  a  Beat  in  the  Convention  unleaa  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  >N  ardena  and  Vca> 
tiynieii  of  the  Church  which  he  la  appointed  to  rrpreaent. 

6bct.  5.  A  copy  of  the  fouith  Stciion  of  thia  Canon  ahall  be  annually  tranamit- 
ted  by  the  SecreurieB  of  the  Convention  to  ever}-  Cboich  in  thia  Dioveai-,  in  the 
■ame  manner  with  the  notice  which  by  the  Conatitulion  he  ta  or  n^ay  be  rt^uiied  to 
give  of  the  line  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  ffucoeeding  Convi  ntion. 

Scot.  6.  The  pre»ence  ot  at  least  thiriy  Ch  rg^'oien  entiikd  to  vote  m  ttie  Coo- 
TentioD,  and  of  Dele|tatea  from  at  leaat  tliirty  Congregationa,  ahall  be  neccaaary  to 
the  tranaaction  of  buaincaa,  eicept  that  a  aumller  numbtr  may  adjourn  fiom  day  to 
day. 

CANON  IH. 

Of  the  Call  of  the  Convtntion. 

Unleaa  it  beolberwiae  dir^rted  by  the  Convention,  the  mode  of  f^iving  notice  of 
Hm  meeting  of  any  Convt-ntiim  alidl'l  be  by  an  advertiaemtnl  of  the  time  and  placa 
of  auch  meeting,  pi^vntd  by  the  Secretary-,  and  pubtiphed  in  three  of  the  public  pa- 
ftn,  or  Church  joumala  pnnx  d  in  the  l))oveae  of  New  Yoik.  'Whenevi  r,  under 
the  proviaions  of  the  Constitution,  a  Special  Convention  is  called  for  any  paitimlar 
purpoee,  it  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secrrtary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  a'pecify  aucb 
pwpoaa. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admitnon  of  a  Chvrth  into  Vnkn  vtfA  lie  Church  tn  Ihie  Dheeee, 

SacT.  1.  To  entitle  a  CluiMh  lo  sdmifrHon  into  union  M-ith  the  Church  in  thii 
IXocese,  it  shall  be  requirt  d  tliui  ili«  Vest)\  frnbii'ii  to  the  Cinvt-nlicn, or  to  a  Ctm- 
mittee  appointed  by  its  au;l:orit\,  liu-  it  iiifuatc  of  incoiporatiun,  duly  recoided,  ora 
copy  thenfof,  certified  hy  \h-  Oleru  of  ihe  iOiiPty. 

SECT.  S.  Every  incur  j'oru;'()  Cl-ii-i-ii  apr1}iii>>  for  admission  into  union  with  the 
Colivention  of  tiiis  DioccR* .  srli.I*  ul:r'>  f'.>Huf-<.  'o  the  Ci;«««t  ntion  a  ceititicateof  the 
Bishop,  or  in  case  uf  his  ahsiMice,  or  i<t  ■  vacancy  in  thf  ICpi^^opat<',  of  the  major 
parlor  the  Standing  ComuiiiU'r;,  ihal  he  or  ibey  appiove  of  the  incori^oration  of 
aocfa  Church. 

CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  ihe  Convention, 

Sect.  1.  In  addition  to  the  conrtiiutional  proviiionw  concerning  the  Srcrrtary, it 
ia  hereby  declared  that  Ihi^  ofiicer  i^hull  be  c:ho^en  by  bollot  sfier  viva  voce  noini* 
nations  of  the  Cindidat* a,  nnd  8hail  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election  is  made. 

Sect.  S.  He  shall  transmit  annually  lo  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protealant 
Episcopal  ChutL-h,  ni  the  Unii>'d  Statefi,  and  to  tiie  Secrdaiy  of  the  lat^t  bouse  c^ 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputi^-a  in  the  Gitn«'ral  Conveittion,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every 
Dioceaan  Convent»(»n,  a  copy  of  tho  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and  ahall  request 
the  last  to  send  copi'^M  of  their  respective  Joumals  in  e»chan^e. 

Sect.  3.  Hei>h&ll  also  transmit  to  evciy  General  Convention,  in  addition  to 'the 
documents  mentioned  in  the  tiiird  Section  of  the  Vllih  Canon  ot  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1835,  a  ceililicatc  to  be  siun^d  by  hiinself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Cler- 
gymen in  this  Diocosr,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid  or  secuied  to  be  paid  (distin- 
guishing them)  to  th<>  Gcneial  Theological  Siminaty  ;  togetiur  with  the  nonunation 
of  TruHieea  of  that  Seminary  ;  and  also  a  like  certilicate  of  the  appointment  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 
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Sbct.  4.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  third  Section  of  this 
Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  j^iocesan  Fund. 

Skct.  5.  Whenever  there  shitll  be  a  vacancy  in  theolTicc  of  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  duties  ther<H)f  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be 
one  i  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  StaniJing  Couiinittec. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sect.  1.  At  every  sUitcd  Conveutioii,  there  shall  be  choson  by  ballot  a  Treasurer 
of  tlio  Convention,  who  nhall  remain  in  oHice  until  the  next  stated  Convention,  and 
until  u  successor  ih  appointed.  It  shall  bo  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  mon- 
eys coll  ecied  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection 
•  and  distribution  shall  not  be  oihf?rwi?u  rr^uldted. 

SEcr.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall 
be  f  xamined  by  n  Committee  acting  uridi.>r  its  authority. 

Sect.  3.  In  ca-^e  of  a  vacancy  in  ili«  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by 
an  appointment  to  be  made  by  the  Standinc; 'Committee;  and  the  person  so  appoint- 
ed shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Whereas  by  the  XXlXlh  Conon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  each  Clergy  nmn  of  this  Church,  ro  ke»  p  a  ll<-j»isier  of  Baptis>ni8,  Con- 
firmation*, Communicants,  Maniages  and  Funerals  within  his  Cure;  agreeably  to 
such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  where  his  Cure 
lies:— il  in  hereby  ordere<l,  that. 

Sect.  1.  The  Record  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child 
baptized,  with  the  name  of  the  pnrt-nts  and  sponsors;  the  name  of  the  adult  bap- 
tizerl ;  tho  numes  of  the  p.irtifs  niarrit-Kl;  the  names  ol' the  persons  buried;  and  also 
the  time  when  each  rite  was  perlbrinod.  These  Regia«iers  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Minister  in  a  hook  to  h*  proviiiwl  for  that  purpose  belonoins  to  the  Vestry  of  each 
Chu'-e.h;  which  book  shall  be  the  Piin<4h  Register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church. 

The  list  of  Communicants  hhall  embnie^  all  within  his  Cure  as  nearly  as  can  be 
asc^Ttained,  an<l  he  shall  also  keep  a  li^'t  of  the  f.iinilir  s  and  adult  persons  in  hie 
cure,  as  far  a«  practicabl'%  and  also  an  accurate  lij-t  of  the  persons  confirmed  from 
lim«  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sect.  2.  Arid  where  is  hy  the  VlUh  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1835, 
every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  prt'senl  or  cause  to  be  delivered  on  or  before  the 
first  div  of  every  annual  CoMvention.  i<»  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  when  there  is 
no  IJi-^hop,  to  the  President  of  the  Cimvention,  a  stsitninent  of  the  number  of  Bap- 
tisms, Confirmation^*  and  Funerals ;  and  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in  hie 
Pari«hor  Church,  and  of  all  oiher  nratters  that  may  throw  light  on  tho  state  of  the 
•am'*:  it  is  hereby  further  ord»*red,  that  in  r-portin^  the  number  of  communicants, 
he  shnll  distinfljirnh  thf!  additions,  removals,  and  death",  since  the  last  report. 

Sect.  3.  In  everv  cas«>  where  a  parij«h  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the  Register, 
contemplated  by  this  Canon,  shall  be  kept  by  some  per-on  appointed  by  the  Vestry 
for  tha^  purpos";  and  the  annual  parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded  . 
to  the  Bishop  by  the  wardens  of  the  parish. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  preparing  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Whereas  by  the  5th  section  of  the  Vllth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of 
1835,  **  it  is  recommended  that  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church  in  every 
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Diocese,  prepare  a  condensed  report,  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  State  of  the  Chorcii 
in  their  Diocese,  previui'sly  to  the  mfetins  of  every  General  Convention,  liir  the 
purftoae  of  aiding  the  Comntittee  on  the  Slate  of  thi;  Church,  appointed  by  the 
Houae  of Clencal  and  Lay  Diiputies,  in  dmi'iing  their  n'pon  ;"  ihfntoie  n  Commit- 
tee of  tht;  Convr^iition  of  this  IJiocet>o  rhiill  be  a|)p<iiiited  at  the  atati^  meetings  of  the 
same,  next  before  wery  stated  mc<'ting  i»f  the  General  Convention,  tu  artiist  the 
Bishop  in  prepitrin!;  a  re|)ort  nf  the  StHte  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  a  list  of 
the  Clergy,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Sect.  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next  preceding 
a  stated  meeting  ot  the  General  Convent  on,  elect,  by  li.e  concurrent  (>a  I  lot  of  the 
Clerical  and  Lay  nieinbers,  four  Cieigyroen  and  four  laytnen,  to  act  as  Deputies 
from  this  Diocese  to  the  Gtsnerul  Convention.  It  shall  al»o,  in  like  nmnner,  elect 
four  Clergymen  and  four  La\mei),  ui*  Vovisinnal  Deputies,  to  net  in  the  cape  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  which  b<  puties  and  Piovisiouiil  Deputies,  nhall  huUl  their 
respective  ntutiuns  until  huccessors  are  appointed,  and  shall  he  Deputies,  or  Provi- 
sional D«  piities,  tor  any  General  Convention  which  may  be  held  during  liicir  tontin- 
uanct>  in  office. 

Sect.  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  rexi^nation,  removal  from  the  Diocese, 
death,  or  oth^rwii^e,  amon<;  ttie  Depntic}*,  or  Proviaional  Deputies,  between  the 
■tatcti  tnnra  ofele<:tion,  theviicaney  f>hall  be  supplied  by  any  Convention,  during  or 
prior  to  which  sm  h  vai-aiicy  f  hall  occur. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputits  elect,  tosi:>nify  to  the  Bishop,  al 
leant  two  (lays  b**f(>re  the  me«'tm<;  of  the  Gerieral  Convention,  th^-ir  acctptunce  of 
the  appointment,  and  th'-ir  intention  to  perform  itA  dutien:  in  default  of  which,  the 
6i!*hop  sliall  (l<>Hii:iiate  from  the  liiitt  of  Piovisional  Depiilie.«,  80  nmny  astnavbe 
nec»'HRary  to  ensure,  iis  fur  »«  prniticnhle,  a  full  ref«rePentationof  the  Dioee^e.  And 
th«  Br-*!  op  .«hall,  in  like  rniinner.  d«*Hii:nate  fn.m  the  Hnnie  list  of  Provisional  Dejui- 
tie",  one  or  more,  as  the  cn«e  may  he,  to  supply  any  H«'fit  iemy  in  the  representation 
ofthis  DitK.'«8e  vihieh  may  in  any  way  occur.  Aiwl  thep«  r!*on  or  pennons  •odeMS- 
nnted  by  the  Bishop,  being  t*iirnish<  d  with  hi«  certrficnte  then-of,  tihall  have  all 
the  lower  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  theConvt  ntion. 

Sect.  4.  In  case  ofa  vacancy  in  the  Epise<»p.»t»',  or  the  inability  of  the  Bishop 
to  ort,  th'*  powT  Conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Cunon  hbuU  be  exercised  by 
the  Stan(!in<:'  Committee. 


CANON  X. 
Of  tht  Slaiuling  ComwilicCm 

WiirnKAS  by  Canon  IV.  of  th"  Geneinl  Cenvention  of  1^32,  it  is  required  thst 
th«'re  hIihII  h«*  o  SiiinfJiiii:  Conimi'tir,  to  hf  ni  pointMl  by  tl'e  Convention  in  each 
Dioce.-e,  who-e  diiiiey,  «*x<'fit  so  fur  i;.-  |in»\idMi  for  by  the  Canons  of  theGent-ral 
Convi'ntion,  may  be  pi-est-nb' li  by  tin- Canons  ol  thcieppirti  e  Dioceses;  tlierefure, 
imuMition  toth»'(Jaiions  of  the  G«  n'ril  f'onven'ion  tonebin  :  .S|iiii<lino  Cnniniiiters 
it  in  hf-rehy  derlari'd  th.'tt  the  Slandins  Conin'i'teo  in  the  Dicuvs"  of  New  YoA 
shall  bi!rnn*«titnted  in  thf  rnanMir,  and  p«'rlorni  thr  duties,  hen  inufif»r  pri  scribed. 

Sect.  I.  At  ev  ry  j<i«leil  Convention  an  e|.«i  tion  of  a  SlundiriirCiiinmittee  shall 
he  made  ;  which  Committee  fhall  eonsi-tof  I'tiurof  the  (.'I.Twy  nnrl  four  of  the  Lai* 
tv  to  be  ch»:»en  by  ballot,  and  hv  iheeonrnrrenf  vote  of  th**  nit;mb«'r»  of  each  order. 
Vacaneie.^  in  ^aid  C«»umii'tee,  ocenrrin«j  by  (ieath  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by 
tlie  concurrent  vole  of  thoClerreal  Memb#'r«»  ond  Lay  Members  of  I'.ie  Comiiiittt>e. 

Sect.  2.  In  ea>«e  ofa  vaeaixy  of  the  Kpipcopate,  the  power:*  and  dufie«  lobe 
performed  by  the  Bisliopin  ma'trrs  of  discipline,  shall  be  perlbrrnf^l  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  except  in  tho^e  ca.^es  where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be 
specially  delesated  to  or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  Members  of  said  Committee; 
in  which  cases,  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  so  id  Clerical  Mem* 
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bera  alone :  provided  that  no  aentence  shull  ■  be  pronounced  on  a  clergyman  bat  by 
m  Biflhop. 

Sect.  3.  The  record  of  k\\  proceedin;^8  upon  a  presentment  of  a  Clergyman, 
ahall  he  preservt^d  by  tho  Sianding  Committee,  and  for  that  purpoae  ahull,  utter  a 
fiiml  decision,  he  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

Sect.  4.  Should  a  stated  Convenrion,  from  any  cause,  not  be  held  at  the 
appointed  time,  or  if  such  Cniiventiou  should  be  hclii,  but  no  election  be  made  par- 
•uant  to  Snctton  1  of  this  Canon,  then  the  la>>t  Standing  Conuniltee  elected  shall 
continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  oGace  uutil  a  new  election  lakes  place. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  vacant  Parishes. 

Sect.  1.  Whenever  a  parish  becom»'S  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
to  iiivi'  iniinedinte  notice  thereof  to  tli«-  Bi-liop. 

Sect.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  ap)o<ni  tlio«<r  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Dioiege  who  can 
with  niu.'«t  convenience  dii^rhnrge  the  duly,  to  9iippl)  ^uch  vacant  puriHlies  us  have 
been  leporfeii  to  him,  at  suchtimt'S  as  may  bcdet-ineil  convenient  and  proper.  And 
at  evf  ry  Convention,  the  Clergy  so  appointt  d  Khull  be  called  on  for  an  sccount 
of  the  fulfiim  nC  of  the  duty,  and  to  iuHk<>  a  full  report  coneernin":  the  state  ol  the 
pari-thes  which  they  have  visited.  Ii  sh-ill  he  the  duty  of  such  vacant  paribhes 
thus  supplied,  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 

CANON  XII. 

Concerning  Eleclionx. 

Elections  by  ballot,  when  required  by  these  Canons,  may  be  dispensed  with 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  \>y  ballot, 
a  majoriiy  of  the  votes  in  each  order  i^h.ill  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Sect.  1.  Every  Congregation  in  this  Piocese  shall  make  an  annual  contribu- 
tion to  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  E|  iscop^ite,  until  the  Couventioi.  ^hall 
otherwise  direct.  The  amount  of  each  arrual  conirihuiioD  sh?ll  he  rerorted 
to  the  stated  Convention  next  after  it  h:  s  been  made,  and  shiill  le  er.icied  ofon 
its  Journals:  and  the  mo<le  to  1  e  adopted,  and  ilie  me.-  sures  to  he  t;  k.  n  lor  ob- 
taining snch  annual  contributions,  are  bore'  v  left  to  the  discreiif n  ol  the  ilec- 
tors  or  Ministers  in  their  respective  coi  jjieiraiicns. 

Se^:t.  "2.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  ;|  pt»ii  t'ii'  by  the  ronvtnii  ii,  to  xvhom 
the  manpffement  and  care  of  the  fund  for  the  snpp<»ii  of  fhe  l£[>ise.>p.  le  in  this 
Diocese  shall  ho  entrusted  :  the  said  Tnisiee?  shall  h(»M  iheirofh«!e>  r'nrli.:?  the 

Pleasure  of  the  Convention;  and  all  ^'r.cj.neies  (»ciuriin*?  in  s«iil  ].o..jd  of 
'nist*»es  shall  from  time  to  time  he  supplied  by  the  Conv*  n  ion. 
Sect.  3.  All  monies  belons^in^  to  the  Kpivcopal  Innd,  sh:  Ii  i-v  ih"  s  i«^  Trus- 
tees he  loaned  upon  security  of  renl  estate,  or  invcNted  in  stock  of  the  Un-ted 
States,  or  of  any  of  the  States,  or  of  the  City  of  New  York,  ui  ih«  ir  «:i  creiion: 
ani  all  securities  and  inve«itments  shall  he  taken  or  ira<le  in  the  ij;in;e.-  of  (be 
said  Trustees  or  the  survivors  of  them,  as  Trustees  of  the  s.jid  fr.nti,  ui.d  ihey 
fihill  hive  power  from  time  to  time  to  chans^e  such  investments.  A  statement 
of  the  sai  I  fund  and  securities  shall  be  exhibited  at  ever>'  si.-,  red  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  signed  by  the  said  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sect.  1.  Whereas  it  is  indispensable  to  provide  a  fund  for  defraying  the  ne- 
ces<aT  expenses  of  the  Convenii«)n,  and  particularly  the  expenses  of  those  of 
the  Clergy  who  may  have  to  travel  from  a  distance  to  the  Convention ;  it  U 
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hereby  required  of  every  Congregation  in  tliis  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  (.-oiivciitioii  on  ur  la't'ont  the  ilay  of  it>  nriiiual  met'tiut;,  a  contribution  of 
not  K'ss  than  one  and  a  balf  per  cent,  on  ihc  amount  of  ihc  salary  of  its  Clci^- 
inan.  Whicli  fund  shall  fiimi  liino  to  time  be  appropriated  in  part  by  a  Cum- 
mitlrc  of  i\\e  ('on Edition  id  the  purjutses  ai)u\'e  mentioned 

Skct.  *2.  And  wli(>rt>as  by  Canon  X.  of  the  Cieneral  Convention  of  1838,  it  is 
made  the  diiiy  of  tin-  M.-viTal  DiortsMin  Convention  to  forwani  to  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  (ien«'r;:l  Convi'jiiion,  ai  each  ni' friiiii:  of  the  same,  stwenty-five  cents 
for  each  (ylcriryman  within  the  iJiocoe,  for  the  purpose  of  defrnyirif;  the  con- 
Cin^'nt  expi  iiM's  of  thn  snid  Conveniion;  iheicfore  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Comrjuliee  «ipp'»imeri  i«i  appioprinJn  the  moneys  juiid  in  to  the  Pioce.san  Fund, 
to  fei.iin  Hnnn.iily  out  of  sucii  moneys,  'wtniy-tivo  cents  lor  each  Clergyman 
in  this  Dioii'sr.',  'The  moneys  thus  a  risin;;  shall  be  kept  by  iho  Treasurer  of 
the  (.'onvemii»ri,  to  be  Ity  him  paid  over  to  the  Treasuier  (d  the  Ciencral  Con- 
vention at  each  m«M«tin.q  of  the  same. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Diocesan  Missions,  Thcolovricol  Ktlvcation  and  Contributions  for 

other  Chvrch  objects. 

"Whereas  the  Convention  havini:  bitln  no  apj>n>ved  the  objects  r>f  the  Elduca- 
tion  and  Mission;nv  S  u-iety  t»f  tlio  Proiesinm  r.ni>co|nil  (.-hnrch  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  havitiir  .'I.-hO  approved  iis  con-Niinnion  ;  as  also  those  of  the 
New  York  Prote«»i.int  Kpisi-op;»l  Citv  Mi^si'»n  So«'ietv;  and  whereas  the  s>aid

In  case  of  a 
vaeancv  in  the  I'piscop.ite,  any  member  of  the  Coumjiitee  shall  have  the  right 
to  nominate. 

Third,  It  shall  I  e  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  make  an  annual  repf»rt  of 
iLs  ])r()L"e''(liiiiT»i  to  the  (convention,  containing  the  names  of  the  stations  and  mis- 
sionaries, a  stateunTit  of  its  annual  receipts  and  expendituies.  of  the  chuiches 
contributinir  and  of  the  sums  (roniiiruied,  and  whatever  else  it  may  be  deemed 
advi>al>le  to  biiui^  before  the  (  onvcnlion  in  furiljcrance  of  the  truct  hereby 
confniel  to  saiil  (.'omm'tiee. 

§  3.  'I'hc  business  ol  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be  raised  under  this 
Canon  for  the  educating  of  young  men  for  hrjy  orders,  is  hcieby  committed  to 
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Ike  iaoorporeted  soeietj,  stjM  "  the  Protwlant  EpiMopil  Sodeiy  for  Pimsol* 
,  ior  ReligioQ  and  Learning  in  tlio  State  of  New  Yonc,"  whicli  shall  make  a 
liifi  annual  report  lo  the  Conrention,  of  the  applieatiott  of  all  monies  paid  inl« 
its  treasnrj  wider  the  proTisions  oCthis  Canon,  or  bf  the  Treasurer  of  the  Cob* 
rentian  from  anf  soorce. 

f  4.  I.  In  every  parish  of  the  Diocese,  prorisioii  shall  be  made  for  at  least 
monthljT  charch  offerings,  by  collection  or  otherwise,  for  Theological  EdncatioBy 
Diocesan  Missions,  and  other  Charch  objects,  it  being  the  duty  of  the  clenjF* 
men  to  gire  doe  notice  to  the  congregation  of  the  time  and  object  of  such  omw 
ings  or  collections,  and  also  to  call  their  attention  to  the  importance  and  dalmt 
ot  the  lespective  otjects  to  which  the  ofierings  are  to  be  applied. 

3.  The  amoaat  of  these  chnrch  offerings  or  collections,  with  the  exception 
of  soch  portions,  not  exceeding  one-fonrth,  as  may  be  retained  bj  decision  of 
the  rector  and  wardens  for  jparochial  and  other  purposes,  shall  be  forwarded  by 
Che  rector  or  minister,  as  often  as  conveniently  may  be,  bm  at  least  once  in  sis 
months,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  specilying  the  objects  to  which  the 
aame  shall  be  applied,  or  sent  direcf  ly  to  the  treasurers  respectiyely  of  the  vi^ 
lions  fimds  for  which  they  are  destined.  The  amount  and  destination  of  all 
inch  contributions,  to  form  a  distinct  item  in  the  Annual  Parochial  Report. 

3.  This  Canon  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  prescribed  form  of  church  offering 
ahall  not  be  deemed  imperative  on  any  parish  that  has  another  system  for  its 
contributions. 

4.  So  far  as  relates  to  the  offerings  or  contributions  of  Churches  within  the 
City  of  New-Yoik,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  New  York  City  Mission  So- 
dety,  is  to  be  reckoned  among  the  Church  charities  for  which  provision  it  t« 
be  made. 

f  &.  The  former  Canon  No.  XY.  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XVI. 
Of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen, 

Sect.  1.  A  collection  ffhaU  be  made  anDualiy  in  every  Coogregstion  in  tfala 
D;oue»*,  to  be  applied  in  relief  of  Clergymen,  disabled  by  age  or  (Taeeve ;  said  cnl- 
lections  to  be  made  on  the  annual  Thanksgiring  Day,  or  the  Sunday  next  before, 
or  nevt  following. 

Sect.  %.  Three  Lay-Traatees  shall  be  appointed  annindfv  by  the  Conventkm, 
who,  with  the  Biahop,  shall  constitute  a  Boara,  to  be  called,  llie  'rru8te«a  of  the 
Fund  for  Aged  and  Inftrm  Clerayioen,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  lo  receive  appli- 
cations  for  relief,  and  to  apply  it  on  the  principles  and  subject  to  the  tioiitationa 
indicated  in  the  Report  of  the  Spniial  Comrnitlee,  made  to  the  annual  Convention 
of  1841,  and  subject  also  to  such  further  rules  and  reflations  as  said  Trustees^ 
with  the  approbation  of  thin  Convention;  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

Sect.  3.  All  contributions  or  donations  to  this  object  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Conventionf  and  funds  not  want«^  for  current  use,  shall  be 
inretftod  and  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention.

CANON  XVII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop: 

Whenever  any  minister  of  thia  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof,  shall  he 
came  *'  liable  to  presenlmenl  and  trial*'  under  the  provisions  of  an v  Cnnon  of  the 
General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Uiucese  shall  bo 
as  follows,  viz. 

Sect.  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writin^^  addreiis»)d  to  (he  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  specifyino  theoflRmces  of  which  the  accused  is  allei^ed  to  bo  guilty, 
with  reasonablo  certainty  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment 
may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  any 
Church  of  which  tlte  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of  this  Dio- 
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oeae  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hcfeinaftcr  menlinncd.  IVhc'.nevtr 
from  public  rumor,  ur  otlu'rwise,  tlie  Bishop  sliall  have  rrarun  to  believe  that  anj 
CltTiiytnun  is  undnr  the  iinputution  of  haviiijs  been  siuiliy  ot*  any  oflenccor  nni4- 
coiiiluct,  for  which  lin  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  thHt  theintrreftuftheChurdhrttquircfl 
an  in ve>t  ligation,  it  pIiuII  be  his  duty  to  Hppoint  tive  |ier>onit,  ot  whom  three  at  least 
shall  b(!  ]>et«b)ters,  to  examine  the  ca^e;  a  niujoriiy  of  whtim  may  make  such 
«xanii nation,  and  if  tliere  is  in  tiieir  opinion  suQicienl  ground  for  presentment,  shall 
present  tlio  Ckr^yman  accord n)<j;ly. 

Sect.  2.  A  presentment  beiii/ made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  aliove  pref  cribed, 
the  I*  shop,  if  tlie  facts  cliarue<i  hlmll  not  appear  to  bim  to  lie  Kuch  as  constitute  an 
offeiii  -,  may  dismiss  ii;  or  if  it  alle;£e  t'acti*,  some  ot  vibiehdo,  and  some  of  which 
do  mil  •onstitutc  an  ofTiMiee,  he  ninv  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he 
may  |>«  rinit  it  to  be  amended.  Wbcn  it  shall  be  allowed  inwltole  or  in  part,  tlie 
Bit'liop  shall  ctiisi:  acopy  of  it  to  bt;  served  on  thcacx-ufted ;  and  fball  also  nominate 
tw<  Ive  Presbytufs  of  tbi>  i  )i(K'esc  entitled  toneats  in  tliK  Convuntioii,  and  not  beinc 
parlies  to  the  j>re«entment,  nnd  eaiijic  a  li^t  of  their  numt  s  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
who  rihall  wiibi!  tbiity  days  after  sucJi  s<*rv ice, select  five  of  them  and  notify  their 
names  in  writing,  to  the  L^^hop;  and  if  he  shall  not  ^ive  sueh  notitication  to  the 
Bi-'iop  within  tiie  said  thiiiy  days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  Prcshytera 
•Or.'iected  sliall  form  a  Board  for  thd  trial  of  the  accused,  and  fhall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Bis!i<)p  fball  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time 
toUinc,  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  tins  Diocese,)  as  they  thail 
think  necessarv. 

Sect.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting  shall  be 
served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  sccused,  and  also  on  one  of 
the  p<-rt«on8  making  the  presc-ntinei.t. 

Sect.  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Presby- 
ters, the  whole  number  ut  five  shall  nut  attend,  then  those  who  do  attend  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if  after  one  adjournment  or  more,  ii  shall  ap- 
pecr  to  '.iciii  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable 
time,  th.m  ilios<.>  who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the 
Board,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions. 

Se''t  "i.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  alleged 
in  il  iresent.iicM,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sen- 
ter  .nd  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  befon*  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for 
his  i.  .J,  as  I  c lore  inentio*^'.'d,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

S^i  6.  li"  a  Lieri»}'man  jires<:nled,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
apj  icfoic  ilie  Buard  ot  Pr«  <byiers  appointed  fur  his  trial,  the  Board  may 

DCA  111  loss  procp(  i  as  if  he  wcic  present,  unless  fur  gu<  1  cause  they  shall  see 
fit  .•     iljonri!  till  «i-.iher  day. 

Sei  *  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  snch  evidence 
a*J  s'l  I'  0  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  wrilin;?  and  signed  by 
the  witnesses  respectively;  and.  ^^oiiie  olficer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaihs  may.  at  the  desire  of  eithe  parly,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  fo  f  lo  ^v'llIlCsses,  that  Jiey  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and 
nothini^  I  Mt  lilt  fmtii,  concerniii^r  the  f^icis  chnrjjed  in  ihe  presentment.  If  on 
ordnri  »"  the  tn.il,  ilio  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  ot  the  charfres  as  stated 
in  th"  rirjscnJincni,  the  P)Oard  may  <lis|'*n.se  with  hearinp:  further  evidence,  and 
mriv  •  jiicc  i\  ."■  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that 
ought  to  h.?  ])rononnecd. 

Skct.  S.  lT;c>n  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  being 
made  sTii-Nf-eioriiy  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witnesses  cannot  l>e  prtv 
cured  u]>on  ihi*  trial,  the  Bi^-ho])  may  appoint  a  commissary  to  lake  the  testimony 
of  such  witnes'*.  Such  commissary  may  In;  either  a  Clergymen  or  a  Layman, 
and  the  :  .uiy  so  applyini?,  sh.ill  give  to  the  other  at  least  st.r  days'  notice' of  the 
time  and  pl.tcc  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice 
shall  \m?  served,  shall  reside  more  than  40  miles  from  the  place  of  examination, 
an  additional  day's  notice  shall  l^  given  for  ever)'  additional  20  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  .\nd  both  parlies  may  atienil  and  examine  the  witness, and  the  ques- 
tions and  answers  shall  be  rediiced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
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shall  be  certified  by  the  commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted 
to  the  Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  commissary,  mny  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

St:cT.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall  de- 
clare in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  ia 
guiJiy  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence 
which  in  their  opinion  should  he  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall 
be  without  delay  communicated  to  ihr*  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  to- 
gether with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce 
such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board;  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall 
summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such 
time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  beoi)en  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may 
cnoosc  to  attend,  and  the  -entence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced 
by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it, 
may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before 
mentioned. 

Skc^^  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be  served 
by  a  sJwimoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  tnereof.  In  case  of  ser- 
vice by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  theaflidavit  of  such  person, 
A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  not  ce  or  paper. 

Skct.  11.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel,  in 
case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who  present 
shall  have  also  the  like  privilege. 


CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bishop.

CANON  XIX. 
Concerning  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  thereto. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to  the  Canons,  shall  hereafler  be  consi- 
dered by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  notice  be  given 
thereof  in  open  Convention;  nor,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alte- 
ration or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon  by,  a  Committee 
of  at  least  two  Presbyters  and  two  Laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addi- 
tion be  adopted,  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two  thirds  of  the  votes  of  both 
orders,  taken  separately,  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such  case,  the  same, 
(unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,)  shall  lie  over  for  con- 
sideration until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution,  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopsd  Church  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  the  Rt.

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches 
presented  the  following  Report : 

befort:  incorporation  of  churches. 

The  Committee  to  which  were  referred  the  certificates  of  Incorporation  of 
Churches  desiring  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  respectfully 
report. 

That  they  have  examined  the  certificates  submitted  to  them,  and  that  the 
following  Chozches  appear  to  have  been  regularly  incorporated  according  to 
law,  viz. : 

The  Church  of  the  Redemption,  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

8t.  Thomas^  Church,  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

Christ  Church,  Pelham,  in  the  county  of  Westchester. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  in  the  village  of  Garrettsville,  Otsego  county. 

St  Jude's  Epiaoopal  Free  Church,  in  the  City  of  New  York. 
That  in  the  case  of  St  Stephen's  Church,  in  the  village  of  Mile  Square, 
Town  of  North  Castle,  Westchester  county,  the  certificate  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  recorded,  and  is  consequently  incomplete.  The  proof  of  the  execu- 
tion of  the  certificate  appears  also  to  be  defective ;  the  subscribing  witness 
proves  its  execution  by  two  only  of  the  persons  who  signed  it ;  the  law 
requires  that  the  execution  of  the  certificate  by  all  the  three  signers  of  it  should 
be  acknowledged,  or  proved. 

In  the  two  cases  of  "  St  Jdm's  Church,  Clifford,"  and  "  St  Luke's  Church, 
in  the  viUaj^  of  SoflBviUe,**  both  in  the  county  of  Richmond,  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  ceitifies,  ttiat  the  ceitiifeateB  of  incoiporalion,  are  recorded  in  ^^^ 
of  deeds.    The  statute  directe  that  the  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  thft  Ctaik 
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of  the  County  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that  PVipoM ;  and  books 
are  provided  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Counties  for  the  recoroiiig  of  certificates  of 
religious  corporations. 

We  ob8er\'e  also  tliat  in  the  certificate  of  the  Judge  hefon  whom  the  proof 
of  execution,  in  the  case  of  St.  Luke*s  Church,  was  taken,  the  residence  of  iht 
witness,  is  not  stated ;  nor  does  the  Judge  state  that  the  witness  was  personally 
known  to  him,  or  that  his  identity  was  satisfactorily  shown,  in  which  psiti- 
culars  it  deviates  from  the  form  prescribed  by  this  Convention,  and  to  whidi 
form  we  think  it  desirable  that  thie  certificates  of  proof  should  confonn.

The  Trustees  of  the  Fond  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergymen  presented  the  following  Report. 

report:  fund  for  aged  and  infirm  clergymen. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  respectfully 

report,  that  they  have  adopted  the  following  rule  for  extending  aid: — 

Aid  may  be  extended  to  Clergymen  of  the  two  following  claspes : 
First.  Clerg}7nen  who,  at  the  time  of  receiving  Deacon^  Orders,  werecan* 
onically  connected  with  this  Diocese  as  candidates  for  Orders ;  and  who  have 
continued  connected  therewith,  as  Clergymen  in  regular  standing,  up  to  the 
time  of  applying,  and  who  have  spent  at  least  three  successive  years  in  parochial 
or  missionary  duty  within  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  instruction  of  youth  in  some 
seminary  therein,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  in  which  religious  instruction 
is  imparted  to  all  the  pupils  on  the  principles  exclusively  of  mis  Church ;  and 
who  nave  also  spent,  except  for  reasons  approved  by  the  Bishop,  the  rest  of 
the  period  of  their  ministry  in  the  dischaige  of  the  duties  of  one  or  more  of 
the  aforesaid  functions. 

Second.  Cleigymen  becoming  connected  with  this  Diocese  after  their  admis* 
sion  to  Deacons'  Orders,  who  shall  have  been  connected  with  it  for  at  least  six 
successive  years  immediately  preceding  their  application,  and  shall  be  other* 
wise  qualified  as  above. 

For  the  year  ending  at  the  time  of  the  last  Convention,  $1,276  80  were 
received.  During  the  past  year,  $2U>78  44,  making  an  agnegateof  $3,855  24. 
Three  thousand  dollars  of  New  York  Stock,  have  been  purcnaused  for  $2,647  50. 
After  providing  for  all  the  payments  of  the  year,  there  remains  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  sum  of  $626  74. 

The  Trustees  have  to  lament  the  loss  by  death  of  their  coUea^e,  so  justly 
valued  for  the  sound  discretion  and  Christian  benevolence,  with  which  he 
attended  the  functions  of  this  nature — ^the  late  eminently  respected,  and 
beloved  Peter  A.  Jay,  Esq. 

The  experience  of  the  past  has  satisfied  the  Trustees,  that  it  would  be 
expedient  lor  the  Convention  to  increase  their  number,  and  that,  as  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Convention,  is  the  canonical  and  proper  receiver  and  holder  of  the 
funds,  he  should  be  an  ex-officio  Trustee ;  and  further,  that  the  Trustees  have 
power  to  supply  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  occurring  during  the  recess 
of  the  Convention.  They,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  attention  to  these  points. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  having  laid  his  report  respecting  this 
rTund  before  the  Trustees,  they  present  it  herevrith  to  the  Convention.

On  motion,  the'  regular  order  of  business  was  suspended,  ta 
allow  Hon.  lliomas  J.  Oakley,  Jto  introduce  the  foHowing  pre-- 
amble  and  resolutions : 

Whereas,  it  appears  that  a  doubt  exists  as  to  the  true  construo 
tion  of  the  rubric,  which  directs  that  in  the  ordination  of  a  candi-^ 
date  for  Orders  in  the  Church  the  Bishop  shall  call  on  the  people, 
to  make  known  the  eausteiice  of  any  impedimeni  t«r  auttb  ordin^^ 
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tion,  wbetber  bxxj  Presbyter  in  the  Church  has  miight  to  respond 
to  sudi  call,  as  one  of  the  people — and  whether  in  case  any 
impediment  be  alleged,  and  ue  same  has  undergone  a  previous 
investi^tion  upon  a  private  complaint,  and  has  been  determined

Resolvedj  Thatdie  Delegates  from  this  Diocese  to  the  Gene* 
ral  Convention  of  the  Church  be  revested  to  propose  for  adop« 
tion  to  that  body  at  its  next  meeting  a  Canon  which  shall  m 
substance  provide,  that  when  the  Bishop  shall  receive  from  any 
two  Presbjfters  objections,  in  writing,  to  the  ordination  of  any 
candidate  for  Orders  in  the  Church — ^notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  examination  of  such  candidate  shall  be  given  to  such 
Presbjrters-^who  shall  thereupon  have  the  right  to  be  present  at 
and  take  part  in  such  examination— and  that  for  the  avoidance 
of  any  muunderstanding  or  mistake — all  questions  put  to  such 
candidate,  and  the  answers  made  by  him,  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing.

To  the  feet  of  the  above  deficit,  and  to-  its  obvious  cause,  viz.:  neglect  of 
Biakinz  or  forwarding  in  time  parochial  collections  or  contributiODA^tlit  Society 
would  beg  leave  xespectfuUy  but  earnestly  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Con* 
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ventkm.  Any  furdier  such  reoeipti  pending  the  seflsion  of  this  CoQTention» 
will  be  duly  reported  by  the  Treasorer,  in  oider  dmt  they  nuy  be  entered  on 
the  minutes. 

Whether  any  further  legislative  action  be  needed  to  give  eflSciency  to  the 
present  Diocesan  provision  for  Ministerial  Education,  must  be  left  to  me  wis- 
dom of  the  Convention  to  decide.  Hie  Society,  as  its  agent,  would  rather 
express  the  opinion  that  the  existing  Canonical  provisions  are  fully  adequate, 
and  only  need  a  little  further  trial  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  to  be  found  so. 
A  rising  sense  of  the  value  of  Educational  Endowments  within  the  Church,  is 
evident,  it  may  be  observed,  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  will  no  doubt  bring 
forth  in  time,  conespcmding  fruits  of  liberality  and  zeal  in  furtherance  of  that 
hitherto  most  ne^le^ted  cause.  With  a  view  both  to  inform  the  Church  of 
facts,  as  well  as  mcrease  its  confidence  in  its  own  present  Educational  A^cy , 
the  Society,  as  such  agent,  would  go  on  further  to  report  its  own  action  m 
thepremises,  as  follows : 

Toat  immediately  after  its  acceptance  of  such  agency  the  Society  nroceeded 
to  organize  within  its  own  body  an  Educational  S^ard,  with  a  special  officer  at 
its  h^  as  general  Superintendent,  over  all  the  duties  involved  in  the  Society's 
Diocesan  Thist :  all  incidental  expenses  thence  arising,  being  provided  for  out 
of  its  own  funds  without  charge  to  the  Diocese ;  and  that  sucn  Board  is  now 
sedulously  engaged  in  carrying  out  the  specified  aims  of  that  Canon,  on  princi- 
ples calculated  to  call  forth  and  encourage  men  of  superior  talent  and  worth 
m  devoting  themselves  to  the  Ministry  ofthe  Church. 

With  a  view  further  to  promote  this  cause,  they  have  adopted  a  plan 
of  Scholarships,  on  the  principle  of  permanent  endowment,  (a  printed  copy 
of  which  is  hereunto  annexed,)  serving  to  connect  the  cause  m  Ministerial 
Education  more  closely  with  the  interest  and  sympathies  of  the  Parishes, 
Colleges,  and  higher  Schools  of  die  Diocese — a  plan  which  already  bids 
fair  to  become  highly  influential  and  extensively  useful.  It  has  been  re- 
ceived universally  throughout  the  Diocese,  so  far  as  the  Society  can  learn, 
with  warm  ^iprobation ;  and  has  already  been  adopted  permanently,  and  so 
acted  upon  by  two  of  the  leading  Colleges  of  our  State,  and  provisicmally 
so,  by  several  others,  as  well  as  by  a  number  of  leading  Schods,  the 
result  of  which  has  been  already  greatly  to  enlaise  (and  thai  without  cost) 
the  educational  patronage  of  the  &ciety.  As  sucn  contemplated  provision 
for  open  Bchoiatriiips  b^mes  more  widely  known  and  better  understood  in 
the  Church  at  huge,  and  among  its  rism^  candidates,  the  Society  doubt 
neither  the  patrcmage  nor  success  that  will  attend  its  operation.  Open 
Church  Scholarships,  once  established,  cannot  fail  to  bring  with  them  their 
own  commendatian  in  the  learning,  talent,  and  worth  they  will  be  the  means, 
under  God,  of  introducing  into  the  Ministry.  Of  such  ScholarBhips,  when 
once  well  understood,  it  may  not  be  doubted,  but  that  the  wealthier  parishes 
of  the  Diocese  will  promptly  become  founders — feebler  parishes  as  provided  in 
the  plan,  by  slower  demes,  while  individual  Churchmen  of  wealth  and 
zeal  will  soon  be  satislwd  that  in  no  other  way  can  their  pious  liberality 
operate  so  efficiently  and  peimanentiy  for  the  lienefit  of  the  Church,  as  in 
openiiuf  for  it  such  pereimial  fountains  as  open  Scholarships  afford,  of  a 
learned,  talented*  and  pious  Ministry. 

Church  Scholarriiips,  such  as  above  contemplated,  that  is,  open  to  a  guarded 
competition  in  vdiich  the  prize  is  carried  off  by  die  most  wortny  candidate,  are 
a  feature  comparatively  unknown  in  the  American  Church,  but  not  so,  it  may 
be  added»  in  its  Mother  Church  of  En^and,  where  they  lie  at  the  very  roots 
of  its  provision  for  Ministerial  edueaticn ;  and  the  sound  talent,  learning,  and 
■acred  achdawhip,  which  hare  so  long  hononraUy  distmgoidied  thai  Cmuch, 
we  may  not  umeaaonaUy  eondude  are  dQe»  ini«r  God,  mainly  to  the  large 
and  vaiied  jnmaok  that  drareh  hoUla  loifli  of  open  ■diQlnahiia«AL'\paji»\ 
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throuirh  means  of  which,  unaided  talent  and  piety  in  seeking  the  Ministry, 
is  ever  sure  (hiring  it8  course  of  prcjKirdtion  to  find  an  honoiuable  and  inde» 
pendent  8up|>ort. 

Under  these  convictions  the  Sr.x'icty  has  introduced  into  its  opeiations  this 
new  feature  in  place  of  the  former  system  of  fnntuitous  benefices;  and  would 
now  ro»]iectfully  lay  it  before  the  Church,  throui^h  its  re})0Tt  to  the  ConTention» 
with  a  view  to  awaken  into  greater  zt^al  the  ('hurch's  action  in  this  most 
vit'il  of  its  interests  and  charities — tlie  ctuisc  of  Ministerial  Education,

I.  Those  ]iartakin^  of  the  Educational  Funds  of  tlie  Society,  to  be  termed 
"  scholars;"  and  the  tenure  of  their  appointments,  "  scholarships.** 

II.  The  Scholarships  of  the  Society  to  be  of  three  classes: — 

Ist.  Seminary  Scholarships,  entitlins;  the  nominee  to  the  full  course  in  the 
General  Thcolopjical  Seminar}',  with  tlie  annual  stijiend  of  $200. 

2d.  CUhsiafc  Scholarsliips,  cntillinj^  tlie  nominee  to  the  full  Collegiate 
course  in  a  desiajnatcd  College,  with  the  annual  stijKmd  of  $100. 

3d.  C/rj^wW  Scholarships,  cntitlina:  the  nominee  to  a  Classical  course  not 
cxceeilinsf  four  years  in  such  school  as  the  Society  nmy  designate,  with  the 
annual  stiiietid  of  $40. 

The  stipiMids  of  scholars  to  he  payable  quarterly:  their  nomination  and 
tenure  subject  to  the  rules  and  rca:ulations  of  the  Society,  and  terminable  for 
cause. 

III.  The  origin  and  foundation  of  the  above  Scholarships  to  be  threefold : — 

1st.  Perpetual  Scholarships,  nrisiiis:  out  of  endowments,  viz. : 
Classical  Scholarships,      -         -         $700. 
Collegiate  do  -        -     $1,500. 

Seminary  do.  -        -     $3,000. 

Such  Scholarships  to  lie  for  ever  known  and  desifi:nated  by  the  names  respect- 
ively, of  their  fcmnders,  or  the  names  designated  by  them,  and  the  perpetual 
presentation  vested  in  them,  subject  to  the  fundamental  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Society  for  its  scholars. 

2d.  Academic  Scholarships,  arising  from  and  founded  by  the  SocietVt  ujxm 
special  contract  from  time  to  time,  made  with  ap]iroved  classical  schools  and 
colleges,  whereby  shall  be  given  to  them,  subject  as  above  to  the  fundamental 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Society,  the  right  of  presentation  to  a  Scholarship 
of  the  Society,  with  its  stipend,  of  the  student  who,  complying  with  such  niles 
and  regulations,  shall  carry  oil*  the  highest  honours  of  said  school  or  college, 
in  0})en  comi)ctition  with  all  others  comiioting  with  him:  the  school  thus  con- 
tracted with  presenting  to  a  college  scholarship;  the  college,  to  a  seminary 
scholarship.  The  eiiuivalent  to  the  Stx-iety,  in  such  contract,  for  this  privi- 
ly giantedt  being  one  or  more  rights  of  free  tuition  in  such  school  or  college. 
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3d.  Annual  SchoIarahlpB,  arising  out  of  the  Society's  surplus  Educational 
funds  beyond  the  amount  required  lor  the  annual  stipends,  payable  to  the  Aca- 
demic Senolarships.  The  manner  and  foim  of  these  to  be  regulated  by  the  Society 
from  time  to  time. 

IV.  Of  the  Parochial  collections  or  contributionB  of  the  Diocese,  one  half 
thereof,  if  desired  by  the  I^sh,  to  be  annually  funded  by  the  Society,  and 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  contributing  Church,  towards  the  foundation  of  a 
perpetual  scholarship,  to  be  known  for  ever,  when  completed,  under  the 
name  of  said  Church,  and  the  presentation  to  be  vested  in  its  rector  or  cor- 
poration, subject  as  above  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Society.  Such 
accumulation  to  be  without  interest  until  the  requisite  amount  is  made  up. 
The  class  of  scholarship  selected  to  be,  until  its  completion,  subject  to  the 
choice  of  the  contributing  churches.

The  Standing  Conunittee  on  Canons,  having  had  Canon  XVI.,  entitled  "Of 
the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infinn  Clergymen"  under  consideration,  propose  the 
following  amendments  in  the  sjime-for  the  adoption  of  the  Convention: 

1st.  With  the  view  of  increa.<^ing  the  numher  of  the  Board  from  four  to  five, 
in  order  to  secure  the  greater  probability  of  the  attendance  of  a  quorum  at  its 
meetings,  that  in  the  2d  Section,  after  the  words,  "  with  the  Bishop,"  be  inseiled 
the  words,  *•  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention." 

2d.  Tliata  Section  be  added,  as  follows : — "  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  num- 
ber of  the  above-named  three  Lay  Trustees,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise, 
during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  Trus- 
tees.** This  Section  to  be  numbered  3,  and  the  present  Section  3  to  be  Section 
4.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  alterations  were  approved.  The  Canon  as  amended  is  as 
follows : — 

CANON  XVI, 
Of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen. 

Sect.  1 .  A  collection  shall  be  made  annually  in  every  Congregation  in  this 
Diocese,  to  lie  applied  in  relief  of  Clersrvmen,  disablcid  by  age  or  disease; 
said  collections  to  be  made  on  the  annual  Thanksgiving  E^y,  or  the  Sunday 
next  before,  or  next  following. 

Sect.  2.  Three  Lay  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Conven- 
tion, who,  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  shall  coosti- 
tute  a  Board,  to  be  called.  The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infiim  Cler« 
gymen,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  for  relief,  and  to 
apply  it  on  the  principles  and  subject  to  the  limitations  indicated  in  the  Repoit 
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of  the  Sgecul  Committee,  made  to  ihe  Ammal  Convention  of  1841,  and  aob- 
ject  also  to  snch  fortfaer  rales  and  reguktioBB  ae  said  IVuatees,  with  the  appro* 
batioa  ol  this  Conventioni  shall  froto  time  to  time  adopt 

SBCt«  3.  Vacancies  occuning  in  the  nmnber  of  the  above-named  three  Lay 
Tnutoesy  by  dMth»  resignation,  (»r  otherwise,  during  the  leoess  of  the  Conven* 
tion,  may  l!e  sifpplied  by  the  remaining  Trustees. 

8kct.  4.  All  contributions  or  donations  to  this  object  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  Treanuer  of  the  Convention,  and  funds  not  wanted  for  current  use,  shall 
be  invested  and  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  appointed  hy  the  Convention.

ADDRESS. 
BRETHREN, 

I  cannot  re!<iRt  the  .oolrmn  impulse  of  duty  to  address  to  you,  before  entering 
on  the  special  bu.'^iness  of  the  morning,  a  few  words  of  affectionate  coimaeL 

The  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  us.  Tire  eye  of  God  is  upon  us.  Wicked 
attempts  arc  making  without  to  rend  us  asunder  by  jealousies,  and  provoke  dis- 
sension in  our  happy  communion.  To  meet  tlicse,  be  we  all  as  one  man.  Cling- 
ing to  Christ,  His  Cross,  and  His  Church,  let  us  resolve  that  we  will  be  oat, 
in  order,  in  alfection,  and  in  all  other  particulars  of  that  Spirit  of  Christ  which 
should  be  in  all  His  members. 

Happily  the  sha^ic  given  to  the  resolutions  now  liefore  us,  and  the  principles^ 
feelings,  and  intentions,  avowed  by  the  respected  member  who  introduced  thein» 
give  us  no  ju.st  reason  to  fear  the  introduction  of  doctrin:iI  points,  which  can- 
not he  here  settled,  and  the  discussion  of  which  can  do  nothing  but  hann ;  or 
of  tlioHc  having  personal  l>carings,  the  extent  of  whose  malign  influences  can 
hardly  be  conceived. 

In  the  fear  of  God,  the  love  of  Ciiiilst,  and  pure  and  holy  devotion  to  His 
Chutch,  gr)  nn.  And  It-t  mc  affect ion;it(.')y  commend  to  you  the  blessed  spirit 
manifested  in  the  «^re:it  and  judicious  Hooker,  when  tlic  end  of  his  holy  life 
was  approaching — {u^uch  of  us  kriows  hov:  mar  the  end  of  his  life  he  maybe?) 
— and  of  which  tliis  Har.red  festival  lias  rcniindt'd  nie.  Sjieaking  of  the  solemn 
period  just  after  that  siiint  lui'l  received  the  Holy  Communion — which  I  would 
to  God  all  of  you  hod  done  this  day — his  biographer  observes: — •*  which" — 
the  administration  of  tlic  Communion —  **  being  performed,  the  doctor  thon^t 
he  saw  a  reverent  gaycty  and  joy  in  his  face ;  but  it  lasted  not  long;  for  his 
bodily  infirmities  did  return  suddenly,  and  became  more  visible ;  insomuch  that 
the  doctor  apprehended  death  ready  to  seize  him :  yet  after  some  amendment, 
left  him  at  night  with  a  promise  to  return  early  the  day  following;  which  he 
did,  and  then  found  him  better  in  appearance,  deep  in  contemplation,  and  not 
indinalde  to  diiMjourse ;  which  gave  the  doctor  occasion  to  inquire  his  present 
thoughts.  To  which  he  replied.  That  he  was  meditating  the  number 
and  nature  of  anuels,  and  their  blessed  obedience  and  order,  with- 
out WHICH  peace  could  NOT  BR  IN  HEAVEN;  AND  OH  THAT  FT  MIGHT  BM 
80  ON  EARTH  1** 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  being 
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the  resolutions  introduced  yesterday  by  the  Hon.  Thomas  J. 
Oakley. 

T.  L.  Ogden,  Esq^.,  moved  to  refer  these  resolutions  to  a  Special 
Committee,  to  consider  and  report 

John  Duer,  Esq.,  moved  to  amend  the  motion  by  adding  to  the 
same— That  the  Committee  be  directed  to  report  with  all  conve- 
nient despatch  at  the  present  session;  which  amendment  was 
carried. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  motion  as  amended,  by  or- 
ders, and  by  ayes  and  nays — ^the  same  having  been  called  for,  as 
follows :

The  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Jolui  W.  Curtis, 

Resolvcdy  That  1500  copies  of  the  Joinnal  be  printed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  consider  the  several  altera- 
tions, in  the  Constitution,  laid  over  from  the  last  Convention. 

The  alteration  in  the  title  was  agreed  to.  The  alteration  of  the 
Jirst  Article  was  unanimously  rejected.  Tlie  alterations  of  the 
second  and  fourth  Articles  were  approved.  And  so  the  Constitu- 
tion Wiis  aUercMl  in  the  following  particulars,  tlie  two  orders 
voting  thereon  separately,  unanimously  agreeing  to  the  same,  viz.: 

The  title  to  be 

"  The  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
THE  Diocese  of  New  York." 
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Articles  f^rst,  Second,  and  Fourth,  to  read  as  follows : 

Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  in  each  year,  in 
such  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case 
of  his  inability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. In  the  event  of  ^e  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for  other 
sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the  place  of  &e  meeting  of 
the  Anniial  Convention,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  ojf  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  may  appomt  another  place 
for  the  meeting  of  tlie  Convention. 

Article  II.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions 
when  he  may  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  and  shall  do  so 
when  applied  to  for  that  purpose,  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call 
a  Special  Convention. 

Article  IV.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayers  and  a  ser- 
mon ;  and  the  preacher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his 
inability  to  act,  or  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  minutes  of  the  Evening's  Session  were  then  read,  and 
approved. 

The  Bishop  then  addressed  the  Coirvention  as  foUows  : 

BRITHREN, 

It  is  a  blessed  fact,  interwoven  with  the  whole  history  of  our  Church,  de- 
lightfully indicative  of  its  conservative  character,  and  which  ought  to  command 
our  devout  gratitude  for  the  overruling  grace  of  GrOD,  that  diflerences  among  us 
never  make  any  serious  inroads  on  our  unity  and  harmony.  Over  and  over 
again  have  the  enemies  of  Christ  and  His  cause  predicted  the  reverse,  and  as 
often  have  their  predictions — and  what,  from  the  obvious  spirit  in  which  these 
were  obtruded,  it  hardly  is  a  breach  of  charity  to  call  their  Jiopes — ^becn  frus- 
trated. Events  have  occurred,  on  which  serious  differences  of  opinion  nave 
been  conscientiously  maintained.  Discussions  have  arisen  in  which  honest 
warmth  has  existed.  Sometimes  good  men  have  been  taken  off  their  guard, 
and  yielding  too  much  to  natural  impulse  in  their  feelings  and  sensibilities,  have 
spoken  unadvisedly  with  their  lips,  and  tlius  provoked  danger  of  undue  passion 
and  excitement  The  decision  once  made,  however,  all  has  been  quieted.  The 
enemy  has  been  ashamed,  being  deprived  of  the  power  of  saying  what  he  gladly 
would  have  said  against  us,  that  we  too  have  been  rent  by  dissension  and  schism. 
Our  union  has  })cen  strengthened,  and  our  mutual  affection  unimpaired.  Under 
UoD,  this  has  been  largely  occasioned  by  the  happy  polity  which  gives  to  all 
orders  of  men  among  us — ^Bishops,  cleigy,  and  laity — their  respective  oppor- 
tunities of  full  influence  in  our  concerns. 
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Our  present  position  hns  prompted  these  remarks. 

This  Convention  has  licen  one  of  no  common  interest  It  is  unusually 
laiigc.  It  came  together  under  the  e\]iectation  hy  all,  that  questions  of  an  un- 
precedented character  might  be  brought  before  it,  and  that  causes  of  much  excite- 
ment might  grow  up  in  it.  The  Church  throughout  our  land  has  looked  Id 
it  as  one  of  ver}'  specisd  importance.  Opponents  and  enemies  of  the  Chuicbt 
whether  under  the  Chrif^tian  name,  or  of  ranks  hostile  to  it,  anticipated  confu- 
sion and  schism  as  the  result;  and  friends  there  were  who  could  not  dismias 
fears  of  danger  of  that  result.  iSerioiis  que.stions  have  arisen.  Earnest  defaale 
has  ensued.  E\'ery  one  lias  had  a  fair  op]>ortunity  to  be  heard.  The  decision 
has  been  duly  and  orderly  made.  Sundy  1  am  not  wrong  in  anticipating,  that 
what  has  been  will  he.  Christkin  .submission  and  contentment  will  charae^ 
terize  us  all.  Di.scord  will  cease.  Union  and  harmony  will  be  restored;  and 
all  will  go  to  their  resiKfctivc  homes  with  renewed  resolutions  to  devote  them- 
selves to  the  service  of  Christ  and  His  Church.  May  it  be  so !  I  ask,  demr 
brethren,  the  union  of  your  prayers  with  mine,  that  God,  of  His  infinite  meicy« 
will  grant  that  it  may  be  so. 

After  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excclsis,  and  prayers  by  the 
Bishop,  with  his  benediction,  the  Convention  adjourned  me  die.

TIiuLsilay,  2I»,  assisted  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  at  the  con.«5ecration  to  the 
cpisroiKilc  of  tlie  Rev.  Manton  luislburn,  D.  D.,  elected  Assistant  Bishop  of 
MiL<5achusett3.  The  Bishops  of  Connecticut  and  Western  New  York  united 
with  me  in  the  assistance  rendered  on  tliis  sacred  and  deeply  interesting  occa- 
sion to  our  venerable  Senior  Bishop. 
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This  event  serered  Dr.  Eastbum  from  this  Diocese,  with  which  he  had  been 
connected  during  his  whole  ministry,  as  well  as  his  well -improved  period  of 
preparation  for  it  It  severed,  too,  his  connection  with  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension  in  this  city,  which  had  its  origin  in  his  ministry,  and  which  he 
served,  with  exemplary  fidelity,  and  eminent  tokens  of  divine  blessing,  as  its 
r^tor,  for  more  than  fifteen  years.  He  is  succeeded  in  this  |)arish  by  the 
Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  But  you  are  pre- 
pared, my  brethren,  to  hear,  in  connection  with  this  record  of  joy  and  hope  to 
the  Church,  one  of  mourning  and  of  wo.  The  aged  and  apostolic  man  who 
presided  at  this  consecration,  the  Right  Reverend  Alexander  Viets  Gnswold, 
D.  D.J  our  senior  Bishop,  in  less  than  two  months  after  the  consecration  of  his 
assistant  as  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  died  almost  instantaneously,  whUe  just 
^tering  the  house  of  the  latter  on  a  visit  Having  enjoyed  Bishop  Eastbum's 
asaistance  for  a  few  weeks.  Divine  Providence  so  ordered  it  that  in  ka  howe, 
he  gave  up  his  soul  to  God,  and  surrendered  to  him  his  weighty  diocesan  ve* 
^KAsibilities  and  obligations;  Bishop  Eastburn  becoming,  by  this  melan- 
choly event.  Bishop  of  Massachusetts. 

Bishop  Griswold  was  in  the  thirty-second  year  of  his  Episcopate,  and  had 
been,  ever  since  his  consecration  in  181 1,  the  faithful  overseer  of  the  flock  of 
CiousTin  the  Dioceses  of  Maine,*  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  and  Rhode 
Island,  and  until  1832,  of  that  also  in  Vermont,  where  he  was  then  succeeded 
by  its  present  Bishc^.  This  laige  portion  of  the  Church  he  continued  to  the 
last  to  tend  with  unwearied  fidelity  and  labour.  Indeed,  these  seemed  to 
increase  as  years  multiplied  upon  him.  The  Sunday  before  his  death  he  was 
engaged,  from  home,  in  episcopal  and  pastoral  duties,  and  until  a  very  few 
minutes  of  that  melancholy  event,  was  in  possession  of  the  imcommon  health 
and  vigour  which  invested  his  old  age  with  so  much  of  cheering  and  encourag- 
ing interest  On  so  sudden  a  death,  in  the  care  of  so  mature  a  Christian,  the 
mind  may  dwell  with  the  most  consoling  emotions  of  hope  and  trust,  and 
cheerful  acquiescence  in  the  will  of  God.  But,  brethren,  my  companions  in 
awful  trust  of  the  Gospel  Ministr}%  and  you  who,  as  objects  of  that  ministry, 
are  laid  under  the  wcight}'^  responsibilities  connected  with  Christian  privilege^ 
who  of  itf  are  ready  for  so  instantaneous  a  summons?  Let  us  never  forget 
that  ours  may  be  equally  instantaneous. 

On  the  demise  of  Bishop  White,  in  1836,  Bishop  Griswold  became  the  se- 
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nior  member  of  the  House  of  Binhops,  and  as  such,  according  to  its  nile8»  its 
presiding  officer;  and  was  the  third,  since  the  organization  of  our  Church; 
who  has  sustained  that  relation.  Its  ])rcaent  incumbent  is  the  veneiaUe  Bishop 
of  Illinois.* 

First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  Januar>'  8,  1843,  preached,  morning  and 
afternoon,  in  $t  Mark's  Church,  Williamsburgh,  iiLffig*«  county. 

Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  15,  preached,  morning  and  af- 
ternoon, in  St  Ann's  Church,  Morrisania,  Westchester  county. 

Feast  of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  Wednesday,  January  25,  conseciated 
St  Paulas  Church,  Pleasant  Valley,  Dutchess  county. 

In  the  evening,  continne<l  one  in  that  Church. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  29,  confinned  33  in  St  Cle- 
ment's Church,  New  York. 

Tuesday,  31,  confirmed,  at  her  residence,  a  sick  member  of  St.  Thonasf 
Church. 

Septuagesima  Sunday,  February  12,  confirmed  19  in  Emmanuel  Church, 
Brooklyn,  and  preached,  in  the  afternoon,  in  St  Ann*s  Church. 

Saxagcsima  Sunday,  February  19,  in  the  Church  of  the  Redemption,  New 
York,  admitted  the  Rev.  Richard  T.  Iluddart,  deacon,  the  assistant  minister 
of  the  parish,  to  Priests*  Onlers,  and  preached,  in  the  evening,  in  St  Mat- 
thew's Church,  Jersey  City,  New  Jenpcy. 

Quinquagesima  Sunday,  Februar}'  26,  confirmed,  in  the  morning,  64  in  St. 
Petefs  Church,  New  York,  and  preached,  in  the  evening,  for  a  congregation 
in  Brooklyn,  sen-ed  by  the  Rev.  John  F.  Messenger. 

Tuesday,  28,  officiated,  by  sp(!cial  request,  in  Grace  Church,  Newark,  New 
Jersey,  at  the  funeral  of  the  wife  of  the  Rector  of  that  Church,  who  had  been 
for  many  years  a  beloved  objcTt  of  my  pastoral  care. 

Ash  Wednesday,  March  1,  in  the  same  church,  preached  in  the  morning, 
and  read  prayers  again  in  the  afternoon. 

First  Sunday  in  I^nt,  March  5,  in  St  Stephen's  Church,  NetP  York,  ad- 
mitted to  Priests*  Orders,  tlie  Rev.  Charles  D.  Jackson,  deacon,  the  assistant 
minister  of  the  parish. 

Second  Sunday  in  I^ent,  March  12,  in  the  morning,  preached  in  St  Lnke*)s

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Church,  Brookh/n,  a  new  pariah,  received  into  union  at  our  last  meeting,  and 
flourishing  well,  and  with  most  encouraging  prospects  of  doing  so  permanently. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  85  in  the  Mission  Church  of  the  Holy  Evange^ 
lists.  New  York — a  station,  the  great  increase  and  prosperity  of  which,  hy  the 
divine  Ueasing  on  the  very  faithful  and  devoted  labours  of  the  Missionary — 
labours  evincing  the  sound  expediency  as  well  as  sacred  duty  of  sustaining 
and  carrying  out  the  distinctive  principles  of  the  Church,  and  the  true  spirit  of 
her  provisions  for  public  worship  and  pastoral  duty — should  give  joy  and  cou« 
rqge  to  the  true  friend  of  Missions — and  wann  his  heart  with  gratitude  to  Him 
from  whom  cometh  the  increase. 

Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  19,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  insti- 
tuted the  Rev.  Gregory  T.  BedeU  into  the  rectorship  of  the  parish.  My  right 
reverend  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  was  present,  and  did  me  the 
£avour  of  H«*i»rting  in  the  institution  service,  and  of  preaching  the  sermon. 

Monday,  20,  it  became  my  painful  duty  to  displace  from  the  ministry,  un« 
der  the  38th  canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  the  Rev.  Seth  W« 
Beardsley,  a  presbyter  of  this  diocese.  The  clergy  present  and  witnessing 
the  transaction,  agreeably  to  the  canon,  were  the  Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.  D., 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  I.  Haight,  and  the  Rev.  Lewis  P.  W.  Balch,  presbyters  of 
this  diocese. 

Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  Saturday,  March  25,  received, 
agreeably  to  the  proper  canon  of  the  General  Convention,*  as  a  presbyter 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  the  Rev.  Daniel  M*Manus,  who  had  been  admitted  to  Priests' 
Orders  by  a  bishop  of  the  Church  of  Rome.    He  ha»  since  removed  to  Ten-

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Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  April  2,  in  the  morning,  contirmod  24  in  ChriBt

In  the  afternoon,  conHrmcd  83  in  AH  Saints'  Church,  New  Yoik. 

AVednesHlay,  5,  receieved  from  the  Bisho^i  of  Maseachusetts  notice  of  his 
having  displaced  ixtxn  the  ministry,  agreeably  to  the  38th  Canon  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1H32,  the  Rev.  Samuel  M'Bumey,  a  presbyter  of  that  dio- 
cese. 

Sunday  next  before  Easter,  A]»ril  9,  conllmied  43  in  the  Chureh  of  the 
Nativity,  New  York. 

Monday  bcfure  Easter,  April  10,  confirmed  at  her  residence,  a  sick  mem- 
ber of  All  Saints*  Church. 

Wednesday  before  l-Aster,  April  12,  i)crformed  the  morning  senrioeof  the 
day,  and  baptized  two  adulLs  in  St.  Jidin's  C\\wxc\uBrooldyn ;  where,  as  for- 
merly, at  week  day  services,  I  was  much  ple^ised  widi  the  very  interesting 
manner  in  which  the  choral  part^i  of  the  scnicc  were  performed  by  the  hoys 
of  the  ^larochial  school,  an  institution  in  which  the  parish  is  very  cxeditaUy 
conductins:,  under  the  immediate  su]x:msion  of  the  rector,  that  important  part 
of  the  Church's  proper  work,  the  educ^ition  of  her  young  members. 

Easter  Day,  April  16,  i)reached  and  administered  the  commtmion  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  United  Slntes  ]Milit<iry  Aciulemy,  West  Point 

In  the  afternoon,  contiiined  3  in  the  .•^me  chapeL 

Tliis  visit  to  that  interesting  establishment,  nuide  as  all  my  visits  to  it  have 
been,  by  tlie  particular  request  of  the  Chapliun,  to  whom  are  conlided  its  reli- 
gious e.verciM's  and  instruction,  continued  the  opinion  long  since  formed  on  no 
small  opportunities  of  jieLsonal  o})servatioQ,  tiiat  ^Kunents  may  commit  their 
S3ns  to  the  training  of  that  AcaJem}'  with  full  assunmce  of  as  great  safety  to 
their  religious  and  moral  imncijdes  and  habits,  as  is  uflbrdcd  in  most  of  our 
literary  institutions  not  of  a  strictly  religious  character,  and  I  verily  believe 
greater  than  in  many  of  them. 

Saturday,  22,  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  New  Hochelle,  Westchester 
county. 

First  Sunday  alter  l^^stcr,  A]iril  23,  in  the  same  church,  ailmitted  Elijah 
Guiun,  jr.,  to  l>eacoiis'  Orders. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  19. 

In  the  evening,  preached  at  Pel  ham  Priory,  the  residence  of  the  Rev.  KoLert 
Bolton,  who,  besides  his  stated  Sunday  morning  service  at  St  l^ursChnrch, 
Eastchestcr,  of  which  he  is  rector,  held  a  Sunday  evening  eervioe  at  his  lesi- 
dence  in  the  town  of  Pclham,  where  he  superintends  the  all-importuit  irork 
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of  female  educadan  on  Christian  principles;  accommodating,  moreover,  In  the 
ample  hall  in  which  the  above  named  service  was  performed,  a  neighbourhood 
peculiarly  destitute  of  spiritual  culture,  among  whom  his  famfly  are  extending 
the  UeasingB  of  Sunday  school  instruction. 

Friday,  28,  laid,  on  Mr.  Bolton's  estate,  the  comer-stone  of  Christ  Church, 
Felham — an  edifice  which  he  fonned  the  pious  design  of  erecting  for  the  be- 
nefit of  ftke  above  mentioned  spiritually  destitute  neighbourhood, — and  the  first 
building  deroted  to  religious  worship  and  instruction,  ever  commenced  in  the 
town  of  Felham. 

On  my  return  home,  the  same  day,  I  received  from  the  Bishop  of  Virginia 
canonical  notice  of  his  having  displaced  from  the  ministry,  James  M'Mechin, 
a  presbyter  of  that  diocese,  under  the  38th  canon  of  the  General  Convention 
of  1832,  for  causes  not  afiecting  his  moral  standing. 

Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  30,  in  St  Luke's  Church,  Brooklyn, 
pKoched  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  37. 

This  was  the  last  of  the  annual  confirmations  for  the  cities  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn.    They  were  held  in  11  churches,  and  619  persons  were  confirmed. 

Wednesday,  May  3,  married  a  couple  at  Bay  Side,  Queen's  county. 

Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  7,  preached  and  administered  the  com- 
munion in  St  Paul's  Church,  Albany;  in  the  afternoon,  baptized  an  adult 
and  preached  in  St  Peter's  Church,  and  was  much  gratified  in  witnessing  the 
catechising  of  the  children  by  the  rector ;  and  in  the  evening,  confirmed  95  in 
St  Fiaal's  Church. 

Monday,  8,  in  St  John's  Church,  Cohoes,  Albany  county,  admitted  to  the 
Priesthood  the  Bev.  Edward  F.  Edwards,  deacon,  the  missionary  at  Cohoes, 
herein  succeeding  the  Rev.  David  I.  Burger,  who  had  rescued  the  station. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  19. 

Wednesday,  10,  consecrated  St  P^uVs  Church,  Whitehall,  Washington 
esttfity.  I  had  here  the  pleasure  of  the  company  of  my  right  reverend  brother 
the  Bishop  of  Vermont,  who  did  me  the  favour  of  takisg  part  in  the  consecra- 
tion services,  and  of  preaching  Ae  sermon.  But  the  satisfaction  usually  at- 
tending the  consecration  of  a  Chureh  was  in  this  instance  greatly  marred  by 
the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  pise.  A  similar  service  had  been  performed 
at  Whitehall  a  few  years  before.  Unhappily,  however,  the  congregation  had 
ineoned,  (n  the  erection  of  the  church  then  consecrated,  an  amount  of  indebt- 
edneai  which,  after  a  series  of  most  depressing  influences  on  both  the  spirituai 
aad  tanponl  oondidoii  of  4ie  puisb,  at  kiigth  leadeied  mavoidaUe  the  lots 
flf  Oe  ncnd  edifice.    I  can  haidlj  describe  what  were  mjenodoufi^iwtsB^ 
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Uiis  building,  once  given  to  God,  and  separated  from  ail  unballowed,  woiidly, 
uid  common  use?,  now  waiting  in  itii  degradation  for  appropriation  to  anj 
:iuriK^!«e  which  the  convenience,  or  ncceiuities,  or  caprice  of  an  individnal  may 
•(iit;irt;st.  The  juirish,  llmliug  it.  impossible  to  retain  the  building,  yielded  to 
:he  iiainful  nece:»sity  of  al)andoning  it  It  was  a  crisis  truly  dark  and  trying. 
In  the  person,  however,  of  the  ver>'  faithful  and  devoted  young  missionary 
who  has  the  station  in  char^,  it  pleased  God  to  provide  an  instrument  and 
agent  of  His  consLint  and  untiring  love,  peculiarly  meet  for  the  emeigency. 
He  f()nnc«l  the  godly  determination  not  to  forsake  his  j)coplc  in  this  their  heavy 
trial.  He  continued  his  labours  in  their  beluUf  with  his  accustomed  devoted- 
ncss,  going  in  and  out  among  them,  and  gathering  them  for  his  public  mini»- 
•ratioris  where  best,  in  llieir  expulsion  fnnn  tlte  house  of  God,  they  could  be 
icfi)ium(v!at0(i.  ^loi/s  blessing  was  not  withholdcn.  llie  spiritual  prosperity 
of  the  jari'ih  contiimcil  to  incre;L«e.  The  determination  was  formed  to  erect 
mother  Clma*h  in  .strict  conformity  to  their  means.  In  due  time  the  plain  but 
verv  neat  and  convenient  edifice  of  which  the  consecration  is  here  recorded, 
wa?  iinii?hcd  and  paid  for. 

It  is  true,  disiippointmcnt  of  expectations  of  aid  believed  to  be  reasonable, 
lad  much  to  do  with  the  bringing  about  of  the  unhappy  state  of  things  which 
t  has  nuw  I)cen  my  jKiiuful  duty  to  notice.  Still  the  occasion  is  one  which 
.niir'nt  not  to  be  overlooked,  for  again  entering,  in  the  name  of  the  religion  juid 
Ciiurch  01  my  Master,  which  are  deeply  interested  in  the  matter,  a  solemn 
:)r(»t«\st  a']:a'nM  the  too  prevalent  di!»i»o.sition  to  creel  churches  without  duly 
strict  rr^irvl  to  the  means  of  the  piu-ish.  But  little  dependence  should  be 
jjlaci.ll  on  any  other  aid  than  that  which  is  securctU  and  none  to  Fuch  an  ex- 
'jcnt  as  that  disappointment  therein  cannot  be  remedied  by  extraordinary  effort 
in  the  jKirl  oi  the  parish  ii.»?elf.  And  f  would  })articularly  im])ress  upon  my 
iretliren  of  the  clcni^y  the  very  great  im|M)rtance  of  their  abs^taining  when 
•huivhcs  iiTQ  erected  in  their  parishes,  from  any  instrumentality  in  incurring 
:rL'ati'r  exiHMuliture  than  the  lay-ofRcers  lieem  prudent  and  reasonable.  In  the 
iioJvlIiiiLj  of  cliiiTLhes,  these  officers  should  pay  groat  regard  to  the  views  and 
■.vi-!i'?s  of  the  ck'pjy,  while  tkeic  should  leave  to  t/wm  the  determining  of  the 
»\\tent  of  e\i»e:idilure,  and  as  the  legitimate  guardiiuis  »>f  ihe  s;uictity  of  reli- 
xion  and  the  Church,  ajid  the  morals  of  their  i)eojile,  utterly  object  to  any 
niooMirort  w!ii::}i  threaten  the  necessity  of  recourse  to  questionable  worldly 
.'vjni.Iients  fur  rclii:f  Iniui  indebtednci..?  incurred  in  pruics.scd  efforts  for  pro- 
noting  the  glory  of  Goo,  tlic  interests  of  the  Churcli,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
■onimunity. 
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In  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  the  consecration  of  St  Paul's,  confinned 
therein  10 ;  the  Bishop  of  VernMxit  being  again  present,  and  performing  a  part 
of  the  confirmation  service.  After  this  service,  administered  in  private  the 
holy  communioD  to  a  sick  member  of  the  parish. 

Thursday,  11,  also  in  St.  Paul's,  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Maun- 
sell  Van  Rensselaer,  deac(m,  the  missionary  at  Whitehall. 

Friday,  12,  confirmed,  for  the  parishes  of  Zion  Church,  Sandy  Hill,  and 
the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Glen's  Falls,  Warren  county,  7  in  the  Methodist 
Meeting-house,  Fort  Edward. 

Saturday,  13,  confirmed  81  in  St  Geoige's  Church,  Schenectady t  and  sub- 
sequently, at  her  residence,  a  sick  member  of  the  parish. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  14,  in  Christ  Church,  Duanesbuigh, 
Schenectady  county,  instituted  into  the  rectorship  of  the  parish  the  Rev.  Ken- 
drick  Metcalf.    In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  7. 

Tuesday,  16,  in  Trinity  Church,  Rensselaerville,  Albany  county,  in  the 
morning,  baptized  an  adult  and  confirmed  11,  and  preached  again  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Wednesday,  17,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Oakhill,  Greene  county,  admitted 
to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  James  W.  Stewart,  deaccn,  the  assistant  minister  of 
the  pariah. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  10. 

This  perish,  which  I  was  happy  to  find  in  an  unprecedented  state  of  pros- 
perity, has  justly  distinguished  itself  for  the  attenticm  paid  therein  to  the  music 
of  the  Church.  There  are,  perhaps,  few  congregations  in  the  diocese  in  which 
the  choral  parts  of  the  service  are  performed  with  greater  solemnity  and  pro- 
priety. It  was  delightful  to  find  in  this  retired  rural  parish  so  much  done  to 
recover  this  interesting  department  of  worship  from  the  general  declining  that 
it  has  suffered  from  the  Catholic  principles  and  spirit  in  which  the  Church  of 
old  consecrated  it  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  God. 

Thursday,  18,  in  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  baptized  a  child,  preached, 
and  administered  the  commimion. 

Friday,  19,  in  Calvary  Church,  Cairo,  in  the  morning,  baptized  an  adult 
and  confirmed  2,  and  preached  again  in  the  afternoon.

Wedneisday,  *24,  preached  in  a  public  Meeting-house  in  the  small  village 
at  the  head  of  the  Dehiware  river,  in  the  town  of  tiUxmioni,  Ddaware  county. 

The  Ascension  of  our  I^ird  Jrsus  Christ,  May  25,  in  St.  Pteter*s  Church, 
Hobiirt,  instituted  the  Rev.  Andrew  H.  Corni-sh  into  the  rcctor(*hip  of  the^ori^. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  11,  and  at  a  subsequent  hour,  a  sick  member  of 
the  parish,  at  his  residence. 

Saturdiiy,  27,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Delhi,  instituted  into  the  rectorship  of 
the  parij>h  the  Rev.  Cieorge  Waten«,  who  had  removed  into  this  diocese  from 
that  of  Miissachu.««ctts. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  14. 

Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  28,  in  Chrirt  Church,  Walton,  admin- 
istered the  communion,  preached  twice,  and  married  a  couple. 

Tuesday,  30,  in  Fmnklin,  iuiminii^tcred  the  communion,  at  his  residence, 
to  a  sick  memfier  of  the  Church,  preached  in  a  Congregational  Meeting-house, 
and  closed  the  duties  of  the  day  hy  |)erforming  the  Oflice  for  the  Visitation  of 
the  Sick,  in  the  chamber  of  the  above-mentioneil  sick  person. 

Wednesday,  31,  preached,  morning  and  afternoon,  in  Immanuel  Chuich, 
Olego,  Otsego  CO urd If. 

Thursday,  June  1,  baptized  2  adults  and  confirmed  5  in  Sl  Matthew*s 
Church,  Unadilla. 

Friday,  2,  in  Christ  Church,  (iilberlpville,  in  the  morning,  baptized  an  adult 
and  confirmed  8,  and  pn'iiched  again  in  the  afternoon. 

Salunliy,  3,  visitoJ,  with  much  Hatisfju-tion,  the  Parochial  School  of  Zion 
Church,  Ixjuisvillc,  an  excellent  establishment,  in  which,  under  the  general 
care  and  supervision  of  the  rector  of  the  iiarish,  the  instruction  of  the  young 
is  conducted  on  Chrislimi  principles,  and  with  a  8])ecial  reference  to  their  cor- 
rect training  in  the  faith  and  duties  of  the  Gospel  as  held  and  taught  by  the 
Church ;  and  this,  as  it  ever  .should  be,  in  entire  consistency  with  tlie  most 
faithful  and  elficicnt  lt?aching  in  strcular  branches.  I  cannot  but  express  my 
heartfelt  commendation  of  this  excellent  enterprise  of  our  brethren  in  Louis- 
ville, so  happily  illustrating  the  inilucnce  for  good  of  mutual  confidence  be- 
tween a  devoted  and  well-qualified  jjastor  imd  his  flock. 

I  would  that  the  minds  of  our  clergy  and  ])Cople  were  drawn  more  and  more 
to  the  momentous  subject  of  etlucation  in  its  connection  with  man's  character 
as  a  spiritual  and  immortil  l>eing.  An  observer  of  the  times  can  hardly  fail 
to  see  that  the  improvement  of  public  morals  is  very  far  from  keeping  pace 
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with  the  increased  attention  to  learning  which  we  witness  all  around  us,  and 
indeed  that  this  is  incompetent  even  to  check  the  growing  deterioration  of  pub- 
lic morals.  This  alarming  defect  in  the  prevalent  system  of  intellectual  cul- 
ture, ought  not  to  be  lightly  regarded.  The  remedy  is  a  subject  which  should 
command  the  most  awakened  attention  of  every  one  who  has  at  heart  the  beet 
interests  of  society  and  the  commonwealth.  When  this  world's  philosophy, 
and  the  political  economist's  social  theories,  have  been  tested  to  the  utmost,  and 
found  wanting,  the  truth  of  God  will  remain  in  its  native  sufficiency,  and  His 
ministry  and  His  Church  be  seen  to  present  the  only  competent  means  of  nur- 
turing the  human  mind  in  the  enlightened  reception,  love,  and  practice  of  the 
truth,  and  securing  to  society  in  every  department  the  elevated  and  inestimable 
blessings  of  soimd  intellectual  culture. 

Whitsunday,  June  4,  in  Zion  Church,  preached  and  administered  the  com- 
mimion ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  25. 

Monday  in  AVhitsun-Week,  June  fi,  in  the  School-house  at  West  Burling* 
ton,  for  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  baptized  3  adults,  preached,  an  1  adminis» 
teied  the  communion ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  1 0. 

Some  years  ago,  former  efforts  for  sustaining  the  Church  in  this  town  had  so 
lamentably  failed,  that  it  became  my  painful  duty  to  report  the  parish  as  ex- 
tinct. Previously,  however,  to  this  visit,  a  new  parochial  oiganization  had 
been  effected,  and  I  was  rejoiced  to  find  a  state  of  things,  through  the  Divine 
blessing  on  eminently  laborious  and  faithful  pastoral  ministrations,  encouraging 
ihe  most  cheering  hopes. 

Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week,  June  6,  for  the  parish  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Exeter,  preached  and  administered  he  communion  in  the  Methodist  Meeting- 
house, and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  3. 

Wednesday,  7,  in  St  Luke*s  Church,  Monticello,  baptized  2  adults  and 

administered  the  communion,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  8. 

Thursday,  8,  in  Christ  Church,  Cooperstown,  confirmed  21  in  the  m«ming, 
and  2  in  the  afternoon. 

Friday,  9,  in  St  Thimothy*s  Church,  Westford,  confirmed  6  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  preached  again  in  the  afternoon. 

Trinity  Sunday,  and  Feast  of  St.  Barnabas  the  Apostle,  June  1 1 ,  in  the 
morning,  confirmed,  at  her  residence,  a  sick  member  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Troy,  and  afterwanls  87  in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

In  the  aftemooQ,  administered  the  communion,  at  her  residence,  to  a  sick 
member  of  Trinity  Church,  Lanaingbuigh,  Renstelacr  county,  and  afterwaida» 
ccmflnnBd  %l  m  Trinity  Church. 
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In  the  evening)  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Troy- 

First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Jtine  18,  conftrmed  1 1  in  St  JBOiuf  Chmch, 
Neve  York. 

Wednesday,  21,  and  two  following  days,  attended  in  BotUm  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  on  the  second  day  of  which,  being  the  senior 
Bishop  ^sent,  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  agreeably  to  a  Btauding 
onler  of  the  Board,  and  with  the  assistance  of  right  reverend  brethren.  Yon 
will  recollect  that,  agreeably  to  a  request  made  by  the  Board  at  its  special 
meeting  in  December,  collections  were  made  in  its  behalf,  very  eztenahrely 
throughout  the  United  States,  on  or  about  Quinquagesima  Sunday.  I  cheer- 
fully commended  the  object  to  the  liberality  of  my  diocese,  m  eonsequenoe  of 
the  severe  disappointment  of  expected  means  which  the  Committees  of  the 
Board  had  experienced  in  their  operations,  and  the  consequent  heavy  preasme 
of  debt  under  which  they  were  hibouring.  It  appeared  by  the  reparta  of  the 
Treasurers  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  that  a  liberal  response  had  been  made  to 
the  call.  I  sincerely  participated  in  the  general  satisfaction  thus  experienced 
by  the  Church  at  laige;  but  cannot  sufier  this  occasion  to  pass  without  ezpreas- 
ing  the  hope  that  there  may  be  no  future  recourse  to  such  an  expedient  for  pay- 
ing the  debts  of  any  of  our  Church  institutions.  And  I  would  have  the 
necessity  avoided,  by  ho  regulating  and  graduating  their  operations  as  that 
heavy  indebtedness  shall  not  be  incurred.  I  regard  it  as  a  serious  abuse  of 
the  Christian  doctrine  and  duty  of  trust  in  Divine  l^ovidence,  and  a  eerions 
departure  from  the  truth  and  justice  of  the  Gospel,  when  responsibilities  aie 
assumed,  and  enterprises  undertaken,  beyond  the  reascxiable  prospect  of  ttie 
sufficiency  ot  means  ordinarily  obtained.  This  can  be  no  more  ezcDseUe 
in  bodies  than  in  individuals,  and  the  evils  it  occasions  arc  as  justly  a  blemiah 
upon  character  in  the  former  case,  as  in  the  latter.  And  when  such  delinquent 
bodies  are  associated  for  religious  purposes,  mournful  occasion  is  thereby  given 
to  the  enemies  of  the  Lord  to  blaspheme. 

Besides,  whatever  success  may  attend  these  special  appeals,  is  rarely  fbond 
to  add  m<iterially  to  the  permanent  means  of  the  usefulness  of  the  institution 
concerned,  while  it  often  tends  to  withdraw  the  needed  aid  from  others  engaged 
in  the  same  common  cau.^^e.  Reaction  seldom  fails  to  follow  unusual  eflbrts; 
while  the  system  of  exciting  appeals,  which  is  not  an  uimatural  result,  changes 
essentially  the  character  of  the  good  done.  Tliis  resolves  itself  into  too  much 
of  mere  yielding  to  impulse  or  importunity;  thus  becoming  gather  a  dexterous 
woridly  expedient,  and  a  successful  financial  operation,  than  that  practical 
result  of  the  holy  Christian  principle  of  love,  which  is  rendered  by  Gon^s 
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grace  so  eztenflm  a  means  of  spiritual  efficiency^  and  whose  noQnBhmeiit 
and  strength  are  found,  not  in  occasional  iotmordinapy  efforts,  but  in  the  uni- 
fonn,  quiet  habit  of  doing  good  for  ooascience*  sake. 

It  would  not  be  difficult  to  show  the  unlavoniable  bearing  of  the  other  ep^ 
tern  on  the  integrity  both  «f  evangelical  doctrine  end  evangelical  piety,  and  what 
danger  there  is  in  it  of  encouraging  weaker  Christians  to  something  not  very 
far  removed  from  holding  to  the  merit  of  works,  and  fsom  thinking  rather  of 
human  expedients  than  the  operation  of  divine  grace  on  the  heart  I  would 
that  none  of  our  institutions  should  engage  in  operations  requiring  laiger  pecu* 
niary  means  than  there  is  good  reason  tt>  believe  may  be  the  result  of  such 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  Cmisr,  as  fact  gives  ground  te  hope  that  the  ordinary 
influences  of  divine  grace  will  kindle  in  the  hearts  of  Christians.  And  I 
would  have  the  deigy  lay  fairly  before  their  flocks,  and  press  earnestly  and 
faithfully  upon  them,  the  great  Gospel  principle,  that  without  cheerful  and 
Itberal  devotion  of  their  worldly  substance  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  all  their 
faith,  and  all  their  prayers,  their  attendance,  however  punctually,  at  church, 
and  their  approach  however  frequently,  to  the  altar,  cannot  be  expected  to  be 
acceptable  to  their  God  ;  but  as  illustrating  their  guilty  inconsistency,  must  be 
abomination  in  His  sight.  I  would  have  them  plainly  ^leak  the  divine  word 
which  pronounces  covetousness  to  be  idolatry,  and  therefcn^  makes  every 
covetous  man  recreant  to  his  baptismal  pledge,  and  virtually  a  heathen  in  -the 
sight  of  God. 

Second  Sunday  alter  Trinity,  June  25,  in  St  Paul's  Chapel,  New  York, 
admitted  Jacob  De  La  Montagnie  Moore  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons. 

BIbnday,  26,  and  the  four  following  days,  attended,  in  this  ctt}%  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary — an  instituticm 
possessing  a  claim  which  time,  and  its  operations  and  influences,  greatly 
strengthen,  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  Church.  This,  as  well  as 
its  sister  institution  of  our  national  Church,  the  Board  of  Missions,  has  not 
indled  been  left  without  experience  of  hostility  even  within  that  Church  itself. 
The  eceleaiastical  authority  under  which  each  acts,  the  general  confidence  of  the 
Church  so  long  evinced  towards  each,  and  the  wholesome  provision  made  in. 
each  for  the  due  and  orderly  e&cting  of  such  changes  as  may,  from  time  to 
time»  se^n  desirable  and  proper,  have  uniformly  been  with  me  suflkient 
grounds  for  doing  what  I  coukl  in  aid  of  both ;  and,  added  to  my  grateful  con- 
victioii  of  the  gqod  which  both  accomplish,  induce  me  again  to  commend 
them  botti  to  the  liberal  patronage  of  my  diocese.  If  adistinctknisallowahle 
betwem  then,  it  would  stem  to  be  in  kvour  of  the  Seminary.    No  tn]Jih.>& 
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more  intimately  interwoven  with  an  enlightened  zeal  for  the  Gospel  than  the 
paramount  imiiortance  to  the  fiuccess  of  the  Gospel's  caase  in  its  integritj  and 
purity,  of  a  vxll'traintil  ministry.  And  if  circumstances  can  add  force  to  this 
view,  they  are  surely  foimd  in  the  present  position  of  the  Church.  Never 
were  there  more  required  in  those  who  are  set  for  the  elucidation  and  defence 
of  the  Gospel,  the  strcn^h  and  clearness  of  mind  to  which  deep  and  extenaive 
study  is  so  favourable,  and  the  store  of  knowledge  which  H  only  can  aflbid; 
and  never  has  evangelical  truth  suffered  more  egregious  betraying  from  the  falfle 
glosses  of  partial  learning,  and  the  concessions  and  blind  impulses  of  igno- 
rance, whether  coupled  with  well-meaning  zeal,  or  presumptooua  vanity. 
FVom  whatever  quarter  the  present  violent  hostility  to  the  true  Cathdic  evan- 
gelical s}'stem  comes,  whether  Popish  or  I^testant,  it  needs,  that  it  may  be 
eflfectually  met,  no  small  increase  of  the  theological  learning  which  generally 
abounds  among  us,  and  a  tnier  perception  of  the  real  line  between  tnith  and 
error,  than  appears  to  be  possessed  by  many  who  seem  ambitions  of  distinc- 
tion as  champions  for  the  truth.  The  Church  possesses  no  means  for  meeting 
this  emergency  so  promising  of  success  as  her  Theological  Seminary.  A  tnily 
enlightened  desire  to  secure  for  her  the  inestimable  blessing  in  both  the  pan>- 
chial  and  missionary  department  of  her  work,  of  the  services  of  aUe  minialen 
of  the  New  Testament,  will  naturally  lead  to  the  liberal  support  and  faithful 
nurturing  of  that  school  of  the  prophets. 

The  Seminar^'  is  favourably  distinguishctl,  in  its  claims  on  the  confidenee  of 
tlie  Church,  by  its  sound  organization.  Each  diocese  is  represented  in  its 
Board  of  Trustees  in  ftiir  proiKirtion  to  the  number  of  itsdeigy  and  theamoont 
of  its  contribution,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  Boaid; 
and  in  the  Episcopal  branch,  which,  as  well  as  the  clerical  and  lay  branch,  can 
claim  the  prerogative  of  a  distinct  vote  on  all  questions,  every  diocese  is  on 
an  equality  with  every  other.  The  Bishops,  too,  in  both  their  joint  and  indi- 
vidual capacity,  are  visiters  of  the  Seminary,  and  thus  have,  each  or  any  of 
them,  the  right,  at  any  time,  of  entering  its  walls,  and  inspecting  its  glheral 
condition,  and  every  department  of  its  o])erations.  If  human  arrangements 
can  challenge  rightful  contiilenr^,  shut  out  all  pretext  for  seeking  impiove- 
ment«,  or  remedies  in  other  than  a  strictly  orderly  and  churchlike  manner,  and 
in  this  way  secure  improvements  and  remedies,  when  the  Church  calls  for 
them,  surely  the  oiganization  of  our  General  Theological  Seminary  is  of  this 
character.  Again  then  I  would  affectionately  exhort  my  brethren  of  the  dio- 
cese to  be  forward  in  the  Christian  duty  of  sustaining  it 

At  the  Commencement  of  the  Seminary,  17  yonng  gentlemen  lecovtd  i^ 
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testimonial,  and  were  fhtu  enrolled  among  its  alumni,  an  honour  which,  in 
this  institution,  is  r%ht]y  confined  to  those  who  acceptably  pnrsue  its  whole 
eouree  of  stndj.  If  a  different  policy  were  pnrsued,  the  almnni  of  the  Sem- 
inary would  include  a  veiy  large  portion  of  our  clergy.  As  it  is,  they  have 
amounted  in  all  to  264,  of  whom  247  are  among  the  present  cleigy — a  body 
of  Christian  ministers  to  whom,  wi^  fewer  exceptions  than  human  infiimity 
would  render  reasonable,  the  Seminary  may  well  point  for  evidence  of  its  effi- 
ciency in  the  cause  of  the  Gospel. 

The  last  Commencement  of  the  Seminary  was  the  first  one  celebrated  under 
the  new  order  of  arrangements,  by  which  those  occasions  are  rendered  less  of  an 
academical  and  more  of  an  ecclesiastical  and  spiritual  character.  There  were 
no  dissertations  read.  The  delivering  of  the  testimcmials  was  preceded  by 
morning  prayer  and  a  sermon  by  a  bishop,  and  succeeded  by  the  administm- 
tion  of  the  Loaifs  Supper,  furnishing  a  fitting  dose  to  the  academic  year,  a 
Christian  parting  with  the  young  brethren  who  had  just  finished  their  studies, 
and  a  delightful  season  of  solenm  communion  between  bishops,  cleigy,  and 
people  from  various  sections  of  the  Church,  and  of  commendation  to  God^s 
mercy,  through  the  great  sacrifice  then  commemorated,  of  this  blessed  insti- 
tution. 

Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  2,  in  St  Stephen's  Church,  New  York, 
admitted  to  Deacon^  Orders  the  following  alumni  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary : — Arthur  Carey,  Vandenrooit  Bruce,  Samuel  H.  Coze,  jr.,  Benjamin 
I^uiiels,  Robert  B.  Fairbaim,  Fletcher  J.  Hawley,  Edwin  A.  Nichols,  Reuben 
Riley,  Edward  Selkirk,  and  Edgar  P.  Wadhams.  My  Right  Reverend  brother 
the  Bishop  of  Noith  Carolina,  was  present,  and  did  me  the  favour  of  taking 
part  in  the  ordination  services. 

Mr.  Daniels,  Mr.  Hawley,  and  Mr.  Wadhams,  are  missionaries,  respec- 
tively, at  Hampton,  Washington  county.  Canton,  St  Lawrence  county,  and 
Tioonderoga,  Essex  county.  Mr.  Daniels  succeeding  the  Rev.  Lucius  M. 
Pnftty,  whom  ill  health  compelled  to  resign  the  station,  and  Mr.  Hawley  Ae 
Rev.  Iliamas  P.  Tyler. 

Mr.  Fkirbaim  is  the  minister  of  Christ  Church,  Troy,  a  pariah  which  I 
was  under  the  painful  necessity,  last  year,  of  reporting  as  in  an  extremely 
depressed  condition;  but  which,  I  am  happy  to  learn,  enjoys  now,  by  the 
Divine  Messing  on  the  labours  of  the  young  ministering  brother  placed  in 
charge  ol  it»  and  on  the  benevolent  Christian  sjrmpathies  of  fellow  memben 
of  Chrvx^  body,  a  reasonable  hope  of  sjnritnal  prosperity,  and  of  relief  tan 
ita  ismponl  diffiBoltiea  and  embamamenti 
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Mr.  Riley  is  officiating  as  assistant  minister  of  St  Luke's  Church,  and  3fT. 
Nichols  of  All  Saints*  Church.  New  York. 

Mr.  Coxe  is  the  minister  of  Bethesda  Church,  Saratoga  Springs,  Saza^ 
tpga  county,  where  he  succeeds  the  Rev.  William  F.  Walker,  who  has 
resigned  the  rectorship. 

It  is  well  known  to  you,  my  brethren,  that  the  ordination  just  mentioned  baa 
been  made  matter  of  very  extraordinary  publicity'.  The  course  whkh  thia 
has  taken  has  had  connections  and  bearings  which  have  brought  to  view 
important  principles  whereon  I  deem  it  a  duty  to  express  to  you,  and  place 
on  record,  deliberately  formed  and  conscientious  views  and  convictions. 

At  the  foundation  of  the  whole  lies  the  fact,  that  when  in  this  oidinatloDy 
the  prescribed  call  was  made  on  the  people  for  the  showing  of  any  impedi- 
ment or  notable  crime  on  account  of  which  either  of  ihe  persons  presented 
should  not  he  ordained,  two  pret«l)yters  of  the  diocese,  avowedly  acting  in  their 
capacity  as  such,  read  each  a  "written  fonn  of  objection  and  protest,  cfaaiging 
one  of  the  candidates  with  unsoundness  in  the  faith.  The  charge  thus  pre- 
ferred had  been  previously  laid  before  me,  fully  investigated,  and  found  to  be 
not  sustained.  This  was  stated  by  me  to  the  congregation  as  the  reason  why 
there  was  no  just  cause  for  the  delay  in  ordaining  an  accused  person  provided 
for  in  the  rubric.  The  solemn  service  proceeded  accordingly,  and  all  the  per- 
sons presented  were  ordained.    With  a  strengthened  conviction  of  having 

acted  justly  and  righteously  in  this  matter,  I  deem  it  to  be  h%hly  proper  in 
itself,  and  ^xsculiarly  demanded  by  the  trying  circumstances  in  which  the 

young  brother  concerned  has  been  thrown,  thus  publicly  to  express  my 

unshaken  confidence  in  him,  and  to  commend  him  to  the  confidence  and  afiec- 

tion  of  the  Church. 

As  stated  above,  this  case,  in  the  very  extraordinary  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  treated,  and  from  the  extensive  notoriety  w^hich  has  hence  attached 
to  it,  has  brought  to  view  a  variety  of  important  principles  which  I  deem  it 
my  duty  to  notice.  In  doing  this  I  shall,  for  obvious  reasons,  treat  them  as 
much  as  may  be  in  the  abstract. 

The  first  point  naturally  presented  to  our  notice,  is  the  provision  of  the 
Ordinal  under  which  this  objection  was  made.  What  are  its  true  meaning 
and  legitimate  operation  ? 

It  is  confessedly  a  call  upon  the  people.  The  clergift  either  personally  or 
by  those  who,  in  the  due  order  of  the  Church,  are  their  regularly  constituted 
representatives,  are  reasonably  supposed  to  have,  in  their  respective  dioceaea, 
sufficient  opportunies  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  characters  and  qnalifi- 
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eatkuMi  of  candidates  for  oiden.  Their  ponticm  as  watebmen  and  stewaida 
of  tlie  Lord  requires  of  them  that  they  carefally  keep  themselves  iBiormed, 
as  they  may»  who  are  candidates  for  orders,  and  what  grounds  of  tnist  theie 
are  in  their  aptness  and  meetness  for  the  ministry.  Certain  of  them  are  pei- 
Booally  eonoemed  in  testing  the  sufficiency  of  those  grouids  by  special  exam- 
inations; and  the  publicity  given  to  the  admission  of  candidates  ought  to  be 
considered  by  every  conscientious  clergyman  as  a  call  upon  him  to  avail  him- 
self of  all  fitting  opportunities  of  becoming  acquainted  with  their  characters 
and  qualifications,  and  to  assist  the  diocesan,  in  his  peculiar  weight  of  respon- 
sibility, by  such  infonnation  in  the  premises  as  he  may  be  able  to  impart.  * 
The  bidiop,  therefore,  may,  by  the  time  the  day  appointed  for  ordination 
arrives,  be  reasonably  supposed  to  be  in  possession  of  whatever  his  cleigy 
may  have  to  impart  respecting  the  fitness  of  those  expected  to  be  ordained. 

In  a  measurable  degree,  similar  remarks  may  apply  to  the  laity.  It  is  very 
gratifying  and  encouraging  to  see  our  laity,  especially  those  of  influence  in 
the  community,  take  an  interest  in  the  afiEurs  of  the  Church — the  interest,  1 
mean,  of  uniformly  devoted  heart  and  affections,  and  of  solicitude,  prayers, 
and  labours  of  love,  growing  out  of  their  personal  experience  and  manifesta- 
tion of  the  sanctifying  influences  of  that  heivenly  grace,  of  the  divine  impart- 
ing of  which  the  Church  is  God's  instrument  and  agent.  I  would  distinguish 
this  most  emphatically  from  the  cases  often  obtruding  themselves,  of  an 
unchristian  fondness  for  religious  disputation,  and  a  concern  for  the  Church 
haridly  diwdngnishahle  from  mere  indulgence,  in  another  line  than  Hhoee  which 
woridly-mindedness  usually  supplies,  of  a  litigious  disposition,  a  love  of  oppo- 
sition, and  a  desire  for  distinction  in  controversy  and  in  troublous  agitation. 
From  such  concern  in  religion  no  good  is  to  be  augured,  except  as  it  may  lead 
better  men  to  more  watchfulness,  care,  and  efibrt  for  the  Church's  well  being. 
But  when  oar  pious  and  intelligent  laity  endeavour  to  keep  themselves 
infnmed  of  the  Church's  concerns,  the  publicity  necessarily  given  to  the 
admission  of  candidates  for  orders,  secures  in  a  good  degree  their  watchful- 
ness and  care  also  on  this  momentous  subject,  and  their  opportunity  of  aiding 
the  proper  authorities  in  attaining  to  an  entirely  correct  knowledge  of  those 
who  are  in  training  for  the  ministry. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected,  however,  that  the  laity,  or  as  the  Church  designates 
them,  **  the  people,**  will  generally  be  informed  as  to  the  admission,  charac* 
ter,  and  progress  of  candidates  for  orders.  It  therefore  seems  to  have  been 
always  a  i%ht  and  pmdent  custom  for  the  Church  to  call  upon  them  in  some 
kMm  or  othtft  al  tiie  appointed  tima  of  ordination,  to  bear  testimony  against 
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any  one  presented  for  orders  before  the  holy  ceremony  proceeds.  And  there 
is  a  well  known  union  of  the  authority  of  lituigical  commentatOTB  in  favour 
of  interpreting  this  call  uixm  the  peojile  as  intended  for  themt  in  contn- 
distinction  from  the  clergy,  I  can  conceive  of  no  case  in  which  a  deigynMO 
can  properly  avail  himself  of  it,  except,  being  present  as  one  of  the  congregik- 
tion,  not  in  his  clerical  caiiacity,  and  therefore  virtually  one  of  the  people,  he 
perceives  one  presented  for  orders,  in  whom  he  knows  of  the  existence  of  an 
impediment  or  notable  crime  for  which  he  ought  not  to  be  ordered,  of  which  he 
has  not  had  a  previous  opportunity  of  apprising  the  bishop,  and  which  he  baa 
no  rca«ion  to  suppose  has  been  brought  to  the  bishop^s  knowledge. 

All  laws  are  to  be  construed  on  the  principles  of  sound  common  aense,  and 
80  a«  that  the  good  obviously  intended  to  be  accomplished  by  them  ahaaU 
neitlier  be  defeated  nor  marred  by  the  understanding  of  them  with  which  ibey 
are  executed.  The  rubric  following  the  call  upon  the  people  states  the  object 
of  the  call  to  be,  that  the  person  objected  to  shall  be  found  dear  of  the  crime 
chaiged  u{x)n  him  before  he  be  ordained.  If  then  this  has  prerioualy  been 
done — if  the  charge  has  already  been  laid  before  the  bidiop,  and  exam- 
ined by  him,  and  the  party  found  clear  of  it — ^it  is  obviously  a  case  not  con- 
templated by  the  rubric.  The  object  of  the  rubric  has  been  gained.  The 
party  has  been  found  clear  of  the  charge.  There  is  no  law  to  meet  the  case, 
but  the  holy  common  law  of  order,  reverence,  and  silence  in  public  worship. 
The  ri.sing  to  bring  a  charge  of  which  the  accused  has  already  been  found 
clear,  is  a  violation  of  tliis  law  unsanctioned  by  any  other.  Else  the  solem- 
nities of  this  i)eculiarly  hallowed  portion  of  our  ritual  would  be  in  danger  of 
per|)etiuil  interruption  by  the  repetition  of  chaiges  over  and  over  again  exam- 
ined and  proved  to  be  unfounded. 

Ikly  solemn  and  deliberate  consideration  of  this  case  calls  me  to  the  dnty  oi 
also  viewing  this  portion  of  the  ordinal  in  another  aspect  The  term  pratat 
has  })een  much  applied  to  the  action  contemplated  by  it  I  have  not  been  ahle 
to  sec  the  propriety  of  it.  In  this  and  the  few  similar  passages  in  the  latuigy, 
the  Church  seems  to  act  upon  the  principle  simply  of  aiding  the  constituted 
judge  in  arriving  at  a  correct  decision  in  the  matter,  not  of  bringing  antago- 
nistic influences  to  bear  ujion  him,  of  placing  him  in  an  attitude  of  opposition, 
or  of  throwing  virtual  menaces  and  public  accusation  in  his  way.  It  would 
provide  him  with  means  for  deciding  aright,  and  leave  the  decision  with  him. 
Should  this  be  offensive  to  the  Church,  her  remedy  is  found,  not  in  so  inegu- 
lar  and  hurried  an  arraignment,  not  In  public  accusation  so  obviously  sntjeelad 
to  all  the  malign  influences  of  personal  passion  and  ill-will,  bnt  in  the  legnlar 
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and  oiderly  enbjecting  of  the  ofiender  to  the  responsibility  duly  and  orderly 
provided.  I  object,  therefme,  to  the  propriety  of  action  under  the  prorisions 
now  before  ns  being  shaped  or  regarded  as  a  protest 

But  it  may  be  asked^  Will  you  take  entirely  from  the  deigy  and  people  of 
the  Church  the  priyilege  of  protest,  when  their  r%hts  are  endangered,  and  ini- 
quity beam  sway  in  the  counsels  and  acts  of  those  in  authority  ?  There  are — 
the  history  of  man  in  every  department  of  his  social  character  evinces  that 
there  mournfully  have  been— extreme  cases  in  which  all  the  ordinaiy  provi- 
sions of  law  are  wickedly  deprived  of  their  influence  for  good,  and  indivklual 
and  social  ri^ta  demand  the  interpositkxi  of  such  law  as  the  emergency  ren- 
ders imperative.  Then  even  resiatanoe,  and  forced  changes  in  social  relations, 
have  been  found  unavoidable,  and  Mbmitted  to  as  lesser  evils.  There  may 
be  emergencies  when  people  in  reference  to  dieir  pastors,  and  pastors  and  peo- 
ple in  reference  to  their  bishops,  may  have  no  alternative  left,  consistent  with 
conscientious  duty  to  the  cause  of  God,  but  openly  to  firatat  against  the  mea- 
sures oi  those  to  whose  decisions  ordinarily  they  are  bound  reverently  to  sub- 
mit It  is  hard,  hovrever,  to  conceive  of  this  as  justifiable,  save  where  the 
process  oi  regular  accountability  has  been  found  insuflicient;  and  equally 
hard  to  view  it  in  any  other  light  than  as  an  extreme  measure  involving  tfie 
charge  agamst  the  party  whose  acts  have  elicited  the  protest,  of  gross  igno- 
rance or  palpable  unfaithfulness  and  injustice. 

I  am  also  caUed,  in  the  present  connection,  to  say  a  word  on  the  subject, 

much  discussed  of  lale»  of  the  responsibility,  in  their  ofScial  acts,  of  the  bishops 

and  ckigy.    It  applies  also  to  the  laity,  in  the  various  departments  in  which 

they  are  invested  with  prerogative   and  duty  in  ecclesiastical  concerns. 

Responsibility  is  undoubtedly  as  much  the  law  of  God*8  house  as  it  is  of  the 

various  social  and  civil  connections  which  He  has  established  among  men. 

On  this,  however,  aa  on  other  deeply  interesting  points,  it  is  of  the  greatest 

importance  that  vre  bear  in  mind  an  essential  and  fundamental  difference 

between  this  house  of  God,  His  holy  Church,  and  those  unions  among  men 
which  are  of  a  merely  secular  and  civil  character.    In  these,  the  jnimary 

authority  rests  in  a  good  degree  with  the  individuals  composing  them,  in  their 

primary  capacity.     They  have  associated  for  their  common  benefit,  and  to 

secure  that  end  have  each  surrendered  a  portion  of  original  inherent  right ;  and 

each  is,  by  that  right,  a  judge,  with  inherent  prerogative,  as  such,  to  see  that 

his  privileges  and  interests  are  duly  regarded  in  the  operation  of  the  compact, 

and  has  hia  share  of  the  power  which  ia  lodged  in  the  body,  to  dissolve, 

change,  or  nmodal  itself  at  pkaaore. 
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These  principles,  vith  such  modifications  as  are  deemed  fitting,  are  incor- 
porated into  the  civil  compact  wherever  it  exists  with  any  ieoQg;nition  of  civil 
freedom.  They  include  the  doctrines,  that  the  power  of  the  whole  is  deiived 
from  each,  and  that  each  is  rcspcmsible  to  the  whole — doctrines,  howerer, 
which  every  form  of  that  compact,  Raided  with  any  security  ag;ainst  anarchy* 
sees  and  practically  admits  the  necessity  of  qualifying  by  sound  and  whole- 
some regulations. 

The  Church  is  a  department  of  the  social  compact  differing  from  those  of  a 
secular  and  civil  character.  It  has  not  resulted  from  men's  vdmilarily  seek- 
ing the  good  which  it  may  impart,  or  yielding  to  the  necessities  which  may 
have  driven  them  into  it,  by  the  sunendiy  by  each,  for  the  good  of  ibe 
whole,  of  immunities  and  prerogatr\'e8  natumlly  his. 

The  foundation  of  the  Church  lies  not  in  man's  agreement,  but  in  Cos*! 
requirement.  Nor  does  man':*  association  in  the  Church  relate  to  him  as  a 
being  having  rights  to  be  secured  or  prerogatives  to  surrender,  nor  as  one  who 
has  a  high,  honourable,  and  pure  moral  sense  to  bring  to  bear  upon  the  hap- 
piness and  welfare  of  the  community  to  which  he  belongs.  The  Church  is 
appointed  for  man  as  a  being  weighed  down  with  frailty  and  corruption,  and 
by  his  sinfulness  shut  out  from  the  mercy  and  exposed  to  the  just  anger  of  his 
God.  It  is  not  a  sociQiy  formed  bij  him  for  the  purpose  of  concentrating  and 
calling  into  exercise  his  jK)\ver8  of  self-government,  and  of  promoting  his  own 
and  others'  welfare  and  interests.  As  Gud*s  instrument  and  agent  of  mercy, 
it  takes  man  a.s  a  frail,  guilty,  and  helpless  being,  that  he  may  be  thus  put  in 
the  divinely  appointed  way  of  grace  and  salvation  through  Jesus  Christ.  Ito 
powers  and  prerogatives  come  directly  from  heaven.  Its  human  agents,  in 
the  accomplishment  of  the  holy  and  blessed  ends  of  its  institution,  have  their 
powers  and  prerogatives  from  (jod,  and  not  from  men.  Indeed,  as  if  to  illus- 
trate this  holy  and  heavenly  character  of  the  Church,  the  appointment  of  such 
agents  was  not  only  independent  nf  the  Church,  but  anterior  to  its  full  Chris- 
tian oiganization.  The  ministry  wa.s  ap][)ointed  to  gather,  oiganlze,  instruct, 
and  guide  the  Church,  not  the  Church  established  with  power  to  employ  the 
ministry.  The  primary  jiowcrs  of  the  Church,  then,  are  not  diffusive,  hut 
concentrated.  They  arc  not  in  the  members,  but  the  Head.  They  were  com- 
mitted by  the  Head  to  the  ministry.  In  this,  however,  it  is  evident  to  all  men 
diligently  reading  Holy  Scripture  and  ancient  authors,  and  thence  collecting, 
from  its  practical  development,  the  great  principles  designed  to  be  incorporated 
into  the  full  ecclesiastical  oiganization,  divine  sanction  is  given  to  qualifica- 
tions in  administering  the  polity  of  the  Church,  which  cleariy  recognize  therein 
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m  effident  mtereit  ghren  to  the  saboidinale  pastond  anociateii  of  the  chief 
miniBlen  of  Cbriit'b  flock,  and  to  the  members  genemllj  of  that  holy  body. 
Whatever  may  be  the  modificationit  of  thiB»  it  is  of  obnons  propriety  and 
impcrtanoe  that  we  bear  in  mind  this  eTangelical  yiew  of  the  tree  theory  of 
Christ's  Chuch.  A  very  Talaable  consequence  of  this  may,  by  the  Diyine 
blessing,  be  expected  to  be,  my  beloved  brethren  of  Ae  clergy  and  laity,  the 
constant  realizing  by  each  of  us,  in  his  propervphere,  of  the  solemn  truth,  that 
when  we  engage  in  Ae  service  of  the  Church  of  God,  we  are  employed  in  an 
agency,  not  to  carry  out  a  human  scheme  of  benevolence  or  usefulness,  not  to 
promote  an  end  deriving  value  from  its  popularity  or  acceptablenefis  with  men, 
not  to  devise  and  execute  the  most  ingenious,  improved,  or  ready  modes  of 
showing  results;  but  an  agency — with  reverence  and  godly  fear  be  it  under- 
taken ! — ^in  the  accomplishment,  by  the  mighty  power  •of  the  Holt  Cthost,  of 
the  exceeding  great  and  precious  object  whereby  God,  in  the  exercise  of  inefia- 
Ue  mercy,  is,  in  Cbrbt  Jbsus,  reconcili  ng  the  world  unto  Himself.  IVess  we 
then  ever  to  our  hearts  the  obvious  truth,  that  then  only  can  we  expect  to  be 
enlifl^teaed  and  efficient  agents  in  this  work,  when  our  hearts  are  controlled, 
our  characters  formed,  and  our  lives  governed,  by  that  great  principle  of  evan- 
gelical bith  which  only  gives  consistency,  and  in  which  only  we  can  expect 
efficiency,  in  whatever  we  may  do  in  the  cause  of  the  Church. 

But  my  principal  object  in  this  course <of  remark,  was  to  «how  its  bearing 
on  the  questioB  of  our  responsibility  as  ministers  ai>d  memben  of  the  Church, 
in  what  we  do  amply  as  such.  Is  it  to  the  public?  I  can  see  no  principle 
on  which  this  can  be  justly  maintained.  How  is  it  possible  for  a  body  of  men 
held  together  by  no  common  principles  of  religion  to  judge  of  religious  mat- 
ters? TUung  die  Goqpel  for  our  guide,  we  must  see  in  the  Church  and  the 
world  essentially  antagonistic  bodies.  The  Church  was  formed,  not  to 
co-operate  with  the  world,  but  to  oppose  it,  to  attack  the  wicked  principles 
and  pnictioes  to  which  it  is  in  bondage,  and  to  come  to  no  terms  with  it  on 
any  other  principles  than  its  entire  surrendry  of  its  opposition  to  the  pure  and 
holy  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  and  its  submission  to  the  rule  which  Cbrist,  through 
His  Church,  would  establish  over  it  for  its  good.  Alas!  brethren,  I  need  not 
ask  yon  whether  the  world  is  now  such  as  to  afford  any  confidence  of  its 
judging  aright  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  No,  surely ;  and 
let  me  aflfectionately  say  to  both  the  deigy  and  laity,  ever  conscientiously  act- 
ing upon  the  principle  myself,  that  for  what  we  do  in  our  several  departments 
of  service  to  Ihe  Choich,  we  owe  no  responsibility  to  the  world ;  in  other 
wwds,  to  Ae  pdilie.    From  the  world  we  have  derived  no  power.    We  hoU 
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no  commission  from  it.  Let  us  ever,  by  the  ^race  of  God,  be  careful  that  in 
our  intercourse  with  it,  we  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all 
things;  and  then  ^  forwsird  in  our  .Ma:*tcr*s  work,  indifierent,  Bare  for  its 
own  8akc,  whether  the  world  is  jilcatscd  or  oflended,  and  indeed  looking  for 
the  ill-will  and  o])]H)sition  from  it  which  lliat  Master  and  His  divine  word 
have  prepared  us  to  cxiH^ct. 

In  natural  connection  with  this  point,  a  solemn  sense  of  duty  bids  me  to 
exhort  my  diocc»c,  through  this  its  a'pref«entativc  IkkIv,  always  to  frown  upon 
the  bringing:  of  controversies  or  diilen>nces  on  sacred  subjects  before  tlie  world* 
throuf^h  mediums  and  in  ways,  whoj<e  principal  operation  may  be  expected  to 
involve  their  ex]Kisiire  to  tlic  f^cofis  and  jests  of  unrenewed  hearts,  the  inso- 
lence of  the  ii^iorant,  and  the  bhisphcmies  and  impieties  of  the  profane.  Good 
men,  as  did  a]H)stles,  may  dilK'r,  ami  differ  scriouRly  and  even  warmly ;  but 
surely  they  should  l)C  equally  jealous  of  unnecessarily  exposing  the  things  of 
God  to  that  airnid  mind  which  is  rdiiiailly  incaiialjle  of  spiritual  discernment 

But  although  no  rcsjionsibility  is  due  from  us  to  the  world,  or  the  public,  yet 
is  it  not  due  to  the  Church  aa  a  body?    The  view  above  given  of  the  great 
principles  on  which  it  plcas^'d  our  Divine  Lord  to  oi^ni/e  His  Church,  seems 
clearly  to  indicate  that  ix^spoiisibility  thenfin,  in  its  jin^jiess  to  ultimate  right  of 
decision,  unlike  that  in  human  oi^r.uii/ations,  is  towards  concentration,  and  not 
diffusion.     Power  and  pit?rog'«itive  in  the  Church,  laiue  from  Ciikist  to  the 
first  order  in  the  ministrj*,  and  thence  to  the  lower  orucr;*,  and  to  the  brethren 
or  kity  of  the  Church.     As  the  last  jravc  not  jiowcr  or  [rerogative,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  conceive  how  they  can  demand  resjwnsibility  lo  them  as  of  right.    From 
the  earliest  times,  however,  the  apostles  and  eiderri;,  and  their  successors,  have 
very  rightly  and  wisely  taken  coun^<•l  of  the  brethren  in  the  exercise  of  their 
prerc^tives ;  and  this  principle  has  equally  wisely  and  rightly,  in  various  parts 
and  period?  of  the  Church,  led  to  national  and  dioceisan  ons^anizations,  whih 
liave  given  distinctive  rights  and  prerogatives  to  all  oilers  of  men  in  the  Church, 
bishops,  cleigy,  and  laity.     And  I  p-la<lly  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  of 
rej)eating  the  sentiment  often  expn-ssed,  (»f  my  conviction,  that  the  particular 
oigjmiziition  of  our  branch  of  the  Church,  is  in  admirable  adapLition  to  its 
peculiar  state  and  jiosition,  and  well  calculated,  if  thoroughly  understood,  and 
projicrly  carried  out,  to  promote  onliir,  harmony,  and  security,  and  to  answer 
the  great  spiritual  ends  for  which  the  Church  was  established.    But  I  think  a 
careful  study  of  what  may  be  callo  1  the  genius  of  that  organization,  will  per- 
ceive that  the  resiwnsibility  which  it  recognizes  or  provides  for,  is  eminently 
of  the  above-mentioned  concentrative,  and  not  of  a  diffusive  character. 
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There*  is  nothing  which  runs  at  all  counter  to  the  great  Scripture  principle, 
that  the  ministers  of  Cubjbt  are  responsible  to  Him  through  thoee  whom  He 
has  invested  with  authority  over  them,  and  these  again  to  their  own  order  in 
the  Chuxch,  and  both  under  such  regulations,  qualifications,  and  checks,  as 
in  sound  Christian  judgment  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  duly  and  orderly  ap- 
pointed. A  practical  illustration  of  the  fitness  of  this,  is  afibrded  by  tlie  mani- 
fold eyils  attendant  on  public  appeals,  especially  in  matters  in  which  the  mass 
of  the  members  of  the  Church  themselves  can  hardly  be  deemed  competent  to 
judge.  And  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  public  appeal  to  the  Church,  must 
almost  necessarily  involve  the  evils  of  one  to  the  world. 

I  should,  however,  be  much  misunderstood,  if  deemed  to  deny  that  there 
may  be  circumstances  demanding  a  departure  from  this  principle.  I  refer  only 
to  the  soundest  and  safest  general  rule,  from  which  a  regard  for  good  onler 
would  seem  to  require  that  there  be  no  departure,  save  where  there  is  the 
strongest  ground  for  the  conviction,  that  a  great  evil  had  better  be  encountered 
than  a  greater. 

I  am  very  certain,  my  brethren,  that  I  need  not  remind  you  of  the  tenacious- 
ness  with  which  I  have  uniformly  endeavoured  to  adhere  to  those  great  Cahto- 
lic  principles  which,  revealed  in  the  Gospel,  have  ever  been  held  valuable  and 
mportant,  as  incorporated  into  the  evangelical  system,  by  all  pure  branches  of 
the  Church  of  Christ;  nor  of  the  readiness  with  which  I  have  always 
thought  it  incumbent  on  the  Christian  minister  to  defend  them ;  nor  of  the 
little  regard  which  I  have  deemed  due  to  any  ofifcnce  which  might  thus  be 
given,  or  loss  of  popularity  that  might  thus  be  encountered.  Whether  theee 
principles  have  had  levelled  against  them  the  fulminations  of  papal  t}Tanny 
and  usurpation,  or  those  of  Protestant  zeal  for  erroneous  and  strange  doctrines, 
contrary  to  Goi^s  word,  my  devotion  to  them  has  strengthened  with  yean>, 
reflection,  and  experience,  and  with  it  my  determination,  God  being  my  helper, 
to  continue  faithful  and  consistent  in  that  devotion. 

But,  as  you  well  know,  I  have  never  felt  it  a  duty  to  require  those  over 
whom  I  may  have  influence  or  authority,  to  view  all  these  points  exactly  as  I 
do.  Unity  in  necessary  things  is  perfectly  consistent  with  tolerance  and  liberty 
in  others,  and  certainly  with  the  fullest  influence  in  all  things  of  that  indispens- 
able ingredient  in  an  evangelical  character,  the  charity  which  hopeth  all 
things,  sufiereth  long,  and  is  kind.  Nothing  is  more  evident  in  the  history  of 
the  Befonned  Catholic  Church  in  England  and  in  this  countigr,  than  that  a 
wide  latitude  of  opinion  among  its  bishops  and  deigy  on  points  not  involving 
etieQtiabdtiieOatholiciaithyiaeDtBdyconsietentwithaiutyinthatlBi^    Its 
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litui^ies  and  articles  have  ever  been  vient-ed  in  different  lights  by  men  equally  oon- 
wiontioualy  attached  to  them,  and  maintaining  with  each  other  both  pezaonal  and 
official  communion  ckaractcrized  by  the  truedt  Christian  courtesy  and  bumany. 
Tendencies  towards  extremes  in  what  may  be  denominated  the  Catholic,  the 
Calvinistic,  and  the  Arminian  views  of  our  standards,  have  always  existed 
without  rending  our  unity  or  disturbing  our  harmony.  On  this  principle — 
strong  as  arc  my  own  preferences  in  the  matter,  and  fearlessly  and  honestly  as 
I  ha^'e  endeavoured,  on  all  proper  occasions,  to  advance  and  defend  them — 1 
have  ever  endeavoured  to  act  I  have  not  shrunk  from  laying  before  the  hun- 
dreds of  young  men  who,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  have  pursued  their  theo- 
logical studies  under  my  direction,  fully  and  fairly  what  I  believed  to  be  not 
only  the  essential  principles  of  the  Christian  faith,  but  also  all  their  varioiis 
bearings,  conncctionts  and  results,  in  the  great  Catholic  system  which  I  believed 
to  have  been  handed  down  from  the  days  of  inspiration.  Never,  however, 
have  I — and  God  forbid  that  I  should  ever  depart  from  the  principle ! — ^felt  my- 
self at  liberty,  nor  ever  hcive  I  had  the  inclination,  to  erect  my  views  on  these 
latter  points  into  stem  requisitions^  without  compliance  with  which  I  shciild 
frustrate  tlie  evidently  honest,  disinterested,  and  pious  desire  of  well  qualified 
young  men  to  be  received  into  the  ministry.  Having  duly  tested  their  moral, 
spiritual,  and  intellectual  fitness,  and  satisfied  of  their  soundness  in  the  essen- 
tials of  the  faith,  I  have  gladly  onlained  them,  most  cordially  bid  them  God 
speed,  and  done  what  I  could  to  promote  their  happiness,  interests,  and  use- 
fulnetjs. 

All  this  I  have  thought, and  doubt  not  that  I  shall  ever  think,  the  necessary 
result  of  that  latitude  of  opinions  and  views  which  the  Catholic  Church  has 
ever  allowc.l  to  individual  mind,  and  the  encroachment  on  which  by  the  despo- 
tic bigotry  of  Papal  anathema.s,  and  the  intolerant  spirit  of  Protestant  secta- 
rianism, has  led  to  some  of  the  sorest  evils  which  have  ever  be&llen  the 
Christian  world. 

And  on  the  i>ame  principle  of  conservatism,  unity,  and  Christian  charity,  I 
have  freely  and  ci^rdially  received  clergy  on  the  dismission  of  brethren  in  the 
Kpi.sco|)acy,  who  I  knew  ditlered  widely  from  me  on  points  which  I  deemed 
by  nr)  means  unim|K)rtant  This  accustomed  token  of  unity  of  spirit  and  the 
i)ond  r)f  p:;acc  will  never  cease  to  bless  our  Church  as  long  as  the  ancient  and 
well-tried  principles  of  Catholic  union  prevail,  the  dictates  of  Christian  cour- 
tesy are  respected,  and  the  pure  and  holy  affections  of  the  Gospel  are  cherished. 

In  pursuance  of  my  usual  plan  of  pausing  in  my  details  of  official  acts  for 
the  purpose  of  expressuig  such  views  and  giving  such  counsels  as  seemed  to  be 
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called  for  by  facts  ot  ciretmulaiioes  idatedi  I  have  now  digieseed  much  more 
at  laige  than  is  cnatomary.  This  has  arisen  from  a  solemn  ocmTktion  of  duty 
to  the  hdored  deigy  and  peoj^  of  my  chaige;  and  aflectionately  asking  the 
anion  of  Aeir  prayers  with  mine  that  a  blessing  from  (Hi  high  may  attend  this 
hmnble  efibrt  to  discharge  die  sacred  requirements  of  office,  I  proceed  in  my 
nanatire. 

Thursday,  July  6,  consecrated  St.  John's  Church,  Islip,  Suffolk  county. 
This  building  was  erected  about  the  time  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  revolu- 
tionary war.  Of  course,  it  was  many  years  before  it  could  be  consecrated  by 
the  proper  minister,  according  to  Catholic  usage  and  law,  for  such  solemnity. 
Having  gone  much  to  decay,  and  being  found  inconveniently  small,  one  of  the 
first  fruits  of  the  eminent  success  with  which  God  has  blessed  the  faithful 
labours  of  the  missionaiy  there,  was  a  liberal  expenditure  on  the  thorough 
repair,  enlaigement,  and  entire  refitting  of  the  edifice.  The  consecration  took 
place  after  these  were  completed. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  20  in  the  same  chmch — nearly  if  not  quite  as 
many,  it  is  believed,  as  had  ever  before  been  confirmed  therein. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  9,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  12  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Tompkinsville,  Richmond  county;  and  preached  there  again 
in  the  afternoon. 

Tliursday,  13,  and  the  two  following  days,  visited  St.  Ann's,  Hall,  Flushing, 
Queen*8  county;  and  was  happy  to  find  that  although,  like  such  cstablishmentn 
generally,  it  has  felt  the  disadvantageous  influence  of  the  difficulties  of  the 
times,  it  was  still  in  a  safe  condition  financially,  and  certainly  had  lost  none  of 
its  value  as  a  Seminary  for  imparting,  on  the  principles  and  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Gospel,  the  advantages  of  a  sound  and  thorough  female  education. 

On  Saturday,  15, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Hall. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  16,  read,  at  an  early  hour,  the  Morning 
Service  of  the  day,  in  the  same  Chapel,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rector  of 
the  Hall. 

In  the  fcaenoon,  in  Zion  Church,  Little  Neck,  admitted  the  minister  of  the 
parish,  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Beare,  deacon,  to  the  Priesthood.  Among  the 
presbyters  who  laid  on  hands  it  was  truly  gratifying  to  have  a  dignitary  of  the 
Church  of  England,  the  venerable  Archdeacon  of  Trinidad  in  the  British  Dio- 
cese of  Baibadoes. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  3. 

In  Hie  evening,  confirmed  7  in  SL  Geoiige's  Church,  Flushing. 

Monday  and  Tuesday,  17  and  18,  ude  my  ammal  Tist  to  St  Fkul's  Cd- 
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lege,  College  F6int.  The  fkithful  and  devoted  principal  of  the  Colkge,  to 
whom  the  Church  ie  so  largely  indebted  for  untiring  zeal  in  the  great  canae  of 
Christian  education,  was  in  Europe  on  an  errand  connected  with  his  favomile 
object,  from  which  he  has  not  returned.  His  place,  howerer,  was  well  aap- 
plied  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Wainwrights  D.  D..  of  this 
city,  under  whose  temporary  supervision,  seconded  by  the  wonted  faithfalnMB 
and  ability  of  its  admirable  corps  of  professors  and  instmctns,  I  found  in  the 
College  every  reason  to  strengthen  my  conviction  of  its  immense  value  to  the 
Church,  and  the  solicitude  with  which  I  would  again  commend  it  to  libenl 
patronage.  Having  fairly  passed  the  period  of  experiment,  and  given  earnest 
of  a  stability  which  even  all  "the  hardnaa  qf  the  tmaT  could  not  shake,  it 
holds  out  to  the  members  of  the  Church  every  encouragement  to  do  their  dvty 
towards  it 

VVeducsday  and  Thursday,  10  and  20,  made  a  similar  visit  to  the  Aatoda 
Female  Institute.  Although  this  establishment  has,  in  a  great  degieev  changed 
its  character  by  becoming  more  of  a  day  than  a  boarding  schod,  yet  it  eon- 
tinues  to  merit  my  high  approbation  as  a  well-conducted  and  efficient  Choitian 
seminary. 

Wednesday,  19,  preached  in  St  George's  Church,  Astoria. 

Thursday,  20,  confirmed  9  therein. 

Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  23,  preached,  morning  and  afternoon,  in 
St  Ann*8  Church,  Brooklyn^  and  administered  the  communion  therein. 

St  James  the  Apostle,  Tuesday,  July  25,  in  the  morning,  laid  the  comer 
stone  of  St  Peter's  Chapel,  Portchestcr,  WestchaU^  county.  This  ia  to  be  a 
chapel  of  the  old  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Rye,  and  is  building  in  a  part  of 
the  parish  in  which  the  labours  of  the  rector  have  been  greatly  blessedp  and 
in  which  he  has  for  a  long  time  officiated  in  temporary  accommodations 

lu  the  afternoon,  confirmed  14  in  Christ  Church,  Rye. 

Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  30,  preached,  morning  and  aftemooDp  in 
St  John's  Church,  Kingston,  Vhter  county ,  confirming,  at  the  latter  semcep  13, 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  August  1  and  2,  attended,  in  my  place  as  Thia- 
tee,  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  Commencement,  of  Geneva 
College.  I  found  the  institution  still  growing  in  its  already  strong  claims  on 
public  confidence,  while,  for  reasons  often  stated,  these  claims  are  eapecially 
strong  upon  Churchmen.  To  the  members  of  my  diocese  desiring  to  send 
their  sons  to  a  college  peculiarly  well  situated  lex  health  and  beauty  of  coun- 
try residence,  where  they  will  have  the  advantage  of  a  more  than  ovdinnry 
eound  and  good  edncation,  and  of  inflnmnre  especially  ftivoiinhle  to  their

character  as  Chriftiaiu  and  Clniichmen*  I  nnhftiitatingly  leeonunend  Genera 
Cdkge,  and  hope  and  trust  that  any  eflbrts  that  may  be  made  for  the  needed 
improvement  of  its  finances,  will  be  cordially  and  liberally  seconded  by  them. 

Thursday  August  3,  in  Lnmanuel  Church,  Little  Falls,  Herkimer  couiUy,  in 
the  aftemooo,  confirmed  5,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

Fdday,  4,  in  Christ  Church,  Hudson,  confirmed  26  in  the  morning,  and 
preached  again  in  the  evening. 

Saturday,  5,  confirmed  13  in  Trinity  Church,  Athens,  Greene  county ^  and 
afterwards  a  sick  member  of  the  parish,  at  her  residence. 

£ighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  6,  in  St  Luke's  Chuich,  Cattakill, 
administered  the  communion.  In  the  afternoon  confirmed  17,  and  preached 
again  in  the  evening. 

Friday,  11,  assisted  in  St  John's  Church,  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  at  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Prentiss  KewleyHenshaw,  D.  D.,  elected  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  to  succeed  the  late  Bishop  Griswold,  whose  death  I  have  men- 
tioned above.  Our  venerable  presiding  Bishop,  whose  field  of  faithful  and 
untiring  labour  is  so  remote,  was  represented  on  this  occasion  by  the  Bishop 
of  Connecticut  There  were  also  present  and  assisting,  the  Bishops  of  Ver- 
mont, New  Jersey,  and  Maryland,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia. 

The  consecration  of  this  last  named  prelate,  the  Rev.  John  Johns,  D.  D., 
has  also  taken  place  within  the  year. 

Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  13,  preached,  in  the  morning,  in  St 
John's  Church,  Providence;  in  the  afternoon,  in  St  Pkinl's  Church,  Noftb 
Ptovidence ;  and  in  the  evening,  in  St  Stephen's  Church,  Providence. 

Thursday)  17,  in  passing  through  Whitehall,  Washington  county ,  on  my 
way  to  the  more  northern  portion  of  my  diocese,  paid  pastoral  visits  to  two 
families  in  affliction. 

Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  20,  for  the  parish  of  Grace  Church, 
Norfolk,  St.  Lawrence  county,  in  the  Methodist  Meeting-house,  administered 
the  communion,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  2. 

In  the  eveningv  confirmed  12  in  Trinity  Church,  Potsdam. 

Monday,  21,  for  the  parish  of  St  Maik's  Church,  Malone,  Frankiin 
county,  preached  in  the  Court-house. 

Wednesday,  23,  in  Trinity  Church,  Plattsbuigh,  CUntan  county,  baptized 
an  adult,  administered  the  communion,  and  coofiimed  35. 

Friday,  25,  baptized  2  infants  in  the  town  of  Cleimont,  Columbia  county. 

Satuday,  86,  in  the  moniing*  coofiimed  8  in  St  Paul's  Chnich,  Redhook, 
Dutdku  eomnty.    Hub  waa  the  fint  confiimatioii  ever  hdd  by  me  in  that 
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church,  although  it  has  been  regularly  viaited.  In  this  ciituinatanoe,  in  the 
improvement  of  the  sacred  edifice,  and  in  other  tokens  of  increased  interest  in 
holy  things,  I  saw  much  reason  to  enjoy  this  visit,  and  indulge  the  hope  cf 
laiger  measures  of  divine  blessing  on  this  portion  of  my  charge. 

In  the  afternoon,  preached  in  the  Academy  in  the  village  of  Clermont, 
Columbia  county. 

Eleventh  Sunday  sifler  Trinity,  August  27,  in  Trinity  Church,  Ulster, 
Ulster  county,  confirmed  13  and  administered  the  communion,  and  preached 
again  in  tlie  aftcmo(;n. 

Monday,  28,  read  Morning  Prayer  in  the  same  church,  agreeably  to  the 
wise  and  pious  arrangement  of  the  rector,  whereby  Daily  Morning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer  had  for  some  lime  been  therein  celebrated. 

In  the  afternoon,  held  in  private  houses  in  the  parish  of  St.  James*  Chuith,- 
Hyde  Park,  Dutchess  county,  two  confirmations.  At  the  first,  an  aged  couple, 
the  husband  93  years  of  age,  and  the  wife  near  90,  both  too  infirm  to  reach  ihe 
church,  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  together  with  their  daughter,  whose 
necessary  attendance  u])on  them  prevented  her  repairing  to  the  sanctuaiy.  At 
the  second,  two  female  sick  members  of  the  parish  were  confirmed. 

Tuesday,  29,  confirmed  31  in  St.  James*  Church. 

Wednesday,  30,  confirmed  12  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Esopus, 
Ulster  county,  in  which  is  remarkably  illustrated  the  spiritual  blessing,  in  a 
ncighbourh(X)d  almost  totally  ignorant  of  the  Church,  attendant  on  ftuthful 
and  uncompromising  adoption  of  its  principles  and  spirit  in  devoted  pastoral 
ministrations.  To  the  ever  true  Rector  of  St.  James*,  Hvde  IVk,  and  the 
zealous  Missionary  at  Hsopus,  wc  are  indebted,  under  God,  for  this  very  pro- 
mising and  interesting  parish. 

Thursday,  31,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  18  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Pough- 
kec\me,  Dutc/tesa  county ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  read  Kvening  Prayer  in  the 
same  Church,  witnessed  with  great  satisfaction  the  catechising  of  the  children 
by  the  rector,  and  delivered  to  ihcm  a  short  address. 

Friday,  September  1,  confirmed  5  in  Zion  Church,  Wappinger's  Creek. 

Satunlay,  2,  confirmed  2  in  Christ  Church,  Marlborough,  Ulster  county. 

Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  3,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  7  in 
St.  Anna's  Church,  Fishkill  Landing,  Dutchess  county. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  34  in  St.  George's  Church,  Newbuigh,  Orange 
county. 

Tuesday,  5,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  14  in  St.  John's  Church,  MontioeUo, 
SuUivan  county,  and  preached  there  again  in  the  evening. 
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Thanday,  7,  in  St  Andrew's  Chiudi»  Walden,  Onmg*  county, 
to  the  minister  of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Hoiaoe  Hills,  jr.,  deacon,  to  Priests^ 
OidersL 

In  the  afternoon,  oonfiimed  30. 

Friday,  8,  confinned  11  in  St  James"  C!haich,  Goshen. 

Thirtsoifh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  10,  in  the  morning,  confinned  1 
in-lVinity  Church,  Fishldll,  Dutchess  county,  and  preached  there  again  in  the 
afternoon. 

In  the  erening,  confinned  8  in  Zion  C!hurch,  Wappinger's  Creek. 

Tuesday,  12,  in  Christ  Church,  Patterson,  Putnam  county,  admitted  to  the 
Priesthood  tiie  missionary  there,  the  Rev.  Albert  P.  Smith. 

In  the  afternoon,  confinned  9. 

This  was  an  especially  gratifying  day  to  me.  The  parish  is  one  of  those 
which,  established  before  the  revdution,  had  been  almost  annihilated.  Not  a 
Test^  was  to  be  seen,  lor  a  long  time,  of  its  first  Church,  when,  a  few  years 
since,  the  present  one  was  erected.  A  succession  of  deroted  and  faithful  mis- 
sionaries had  been  blessed  of  God  in  their  holy  efforts  to  revive  His  cause  in 
this  insulated  portion  of  the  diocese.  Now,  at  the  ordination  of  the  present 
incumbent,  there  was  manifest  a  blessed  increase  of  the  true  Gospel  spirit 
The  number  confirmed  was  greater  than  at  any  previous  time ;  the  congregation 
luget  than  I  had  ever  seen  before,  at  least  on  a  week  day;  and  sundry  odier 
takena  manifested  God's  gracious  owning  of  this  as  one  of  the  &ivouied  por- 
tions of  His  heritage.  The  number  of  cleigy  in  attendance,  too,  was  much 
greater  than  had  ever  before  been  witnessed,  among  whom  we  were  rejoiced  to 
welcome  several  from  the  neighbouring  diocese  of  Connecticut 

Wednesday,  13,  in  the  morning,  confirmed,  at  her  residence,  a  sick  member 
of  St  Matthew's  Church,  Bedford,  Westchester  county,  and  in  the  afternoon, 
7  inthechnich. 

Tliunday,  14,  in  the  same  parish,  baptized  4  adults  and  2  children,  being 
the  whole  household  whose  kind  hospitalities  I  had  enjoyed  in  this  visit 

At  a  klar  hour  in  the  forenoon,  consecnUed  St  Stephen's  Church,  Mile 
Square,  and  administered  the  conmiunion,  and  iMpeachedtherei  again  in  the  after- 
noon. This  church  is  in  the  town  of  Northcastle,  in  which  a  church,  called 
St  GeotgCs,  was  erected  in  1761.  It  has,  however,  long  since,  been  entirely 
destroyed.  The  revival  of  the  catholic  interest  in  the  town  is  the  result  of  Ihit 
divine  blessing  on  the  faithful  laboun  of  the  Bev.  Bobert  W.  Hanisi  who 
connecta  the  rsdorship  of  this  church  with  that  of  his  older  parish  of  Gnoe 
Chueh,  White  FkuM. 
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Friday,  15,  canaecTated  Christ  Church,  Pelham,  and  adminifltoed  the  com- 
munion therein.  This  peculiarly  beautiful  and  church-like  edifice  is  that  erecidi 
on  his  own  estate  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Bolton,  of  which  the  laying  of  the  cor- 
ner stone  is  mentioned  above.  The  liberal  proprietor  having  made  ample 
arrangements  for  securing  its  use  in  perpetuity  for  the  service  of  the  Chnzch, 
and  placed  it  under  the  spiritual  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  it- 
quested  the  consecration ;  in  performing  which,  I  was  truly  happy  to  wmctioa 
and  encourage  so  creditable  an  act  of  pious  benevolence,  and  one  pmmiaing, 
by  the  Divine  blessing,  to  be  eminently  contributive  to  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  spiritual,  temporal,  and  eternal  interests  of  men. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  4  in  this  church,  and  subsequently,  at  her  leai- 
dence,  a  sick  member  of  the  neighbouring  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  New 
Rochelle. 

The  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Pelham,  has  since  been  oiganized. 

Fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  (September  17,  in  the  morning,  preached  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Flatbush,  King's  County,  and  in  the  afternoon  confiimed  4 
therein. 

Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  24,  in  the  moming,  confimed  2S 
in  St.  Peter^s  Church,  Westchester,  Westche^er  county.  I  regretted  to  find  the 
rector  so  much  indisposed  as  to  be  unable  to  attend,  but  was  gratified  at  the 
evidence  afforded  by  the  number  confirmed  of  the  success  of  his  pastoral 
labours. 

In  the  evening,  preached  in  the  Dutch  Refonncd  Meeting-house,  Weel 
Farms. 

Tuesday,  September  26,  under  the  38th  canon  of  the  General  ConventioQ  of 
1832,  it  was  again  my  painful  duty  to  pass  the  sentence  of  displacement  from 
the  ministry.  It  was  now  done  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  William  Tatham. 
The  clergy  present  and  witnessing  the  transaction,  were  the  Rev.  John  Brown. 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  Jonathan  M.  Wainwright,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  William  Bichmcnd, 
and  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Price. 

Besides  the  above-mentioned  duties,  I  have  performed  divine  service,  admin- 
istered the  sacraments,  preached,  and  discharged  other  pastoral  functions,  on 
very  many  occasions,  while  at  home  in  this  city.  My  joumeyings  have  been, 
to  the  extent  of  more  than  4750  miles;  and  the  usual  summary  of  duties  em- 
braces the  following  particulars: — 

Assisted  at  the  consecration  of  two  bishops.  Ordained  1 3  deacons,  of  whom 
10  are  alumni  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary;  and  13  priesln.  luti- 
tuted  4  recton.   Laidthecomer  stones  of  2  churches.   Con0ecnled6chiiidieiL 
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Confinned  1640  penons  on  85  oocssiom.  Administered  the  hdy  communion 
42  times.    Preached  206  times. 

The  number  of  persons  oonfiroied  is  burger  than  in  any  preoediog  year,  even 
before  the  diocese  of  Western  New  York  was  taken  from  this,  excepting  om. 
Jn  1826,  after  his  return  firom  an  absence  from  the  diocese  of  two  years,  my 
immediale  predecessor  reported  1940. 

For  this  token  of  blessing  fsom  on  High,  I  adc  yoa,  dear  brethren,  to  nnite 
with  me  in  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty  Gob.  There  aoe  also  other  considera- 
tions which  call  for  this  tribute.  I  recollect  no  year  in  which  my  services  have 
been  better  attended.  Throughout  the  whole  season  in  which  agricultural 
pursuits  are  the  most  pressing,  and  even  when  weather  and  other  circum- 
stances most  strongly  urged  to  them,  the  rural  portions  of  the  diocese  have,  in 
general,  furnished  congregations  of  unusual  size — the  churches  being  gcneiaUy 
vrell  filled,  and  not  unfrequently  crowded.  From  my  brethren  of  the  clei^> 
too,  I  have  received  such  intelligence  as  encourages  the  blessed  hope  that  evan- 
gelical spirituality  is  evidently  increasing  among  us ;  and  I  need  not  tell  you 
that  I  understand  by  this  a  spirituality  which  sits  meekly  at  the  feet  of  Jesus, 
and  receives,  because  He  imparts  it,  without  solicitude  to  bring  it  within  the 
discernment  of  the  natural  man,  aU  that  His  holy  oracles  leveal  of  that  Church 
which  He  has  vouchsafed  to  constitute  a  part  of  His  own  fulness  and  perfec- 
tion, the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth,  and  the  channel  of  the  converting, 
renewing,  sanctifying,  and  saving  influence  of  His  grace. 

The  prayers  of  the  Church,  I  am  happy  to  say,  are  having  increased  atten- 
tion paid  to  them.  Saints^  days,  and  other  holy  days,  are  becoming  more  and 
more  observed.  The  litany  days  are  celebrated  in  an  increased  and  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  parishes.  Daily  prayera  are,  for  at  least  a 
portion  of  the  year,  and  sometimes  twice  a  day,  commanding  increased  obser- 
vance. The  eelebratlon  of  the  Lori)^  Supper  is  happily  becoming  more  fie- 
qwat  At  least  monthly  communions  are  established  in  most  parishes.  Tlie 
custom  of  omitting  these  when  either  of  the  great  festivals  of  Christmas, 
Easter, or  Whitsunday, comes  within  the  month,  is  gradually  giving  way;  and 
the  very  excellent  rule  is  not  without  observance  of  having  communion  on  ail 
the  days  for  which  **  Proper  Prefaces*  are  appointed.  This  makes  commu- 
nion occasions,  besides  those  more  commonly  observed,  of  the  great  festivals 
of  Ascension  Day  and  Trinity  Sunday. 

I  would  express,  in  the  name  of  our  common  Master,  my  approbation  of 
such  advances  towards  primitive  piety,  and  afiectionately  widi  my  reverend 
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brethren  who  are  encouraging  them  good  luck  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and 
us  afiectionately  uige  them  still  to  go  forward,  and  others  to  do  likewise. 

If  much  oi  the  noise  that  we  hear  of  attachment  to  the  Chunk  omUu  were 
changed  to  practical  devotion  to  the  object  thus  lauded,  it  would  add  vaady  to 
the  peace,  purity,  and  proeperity  of  the  Church.  How  many  who  are  moat 
conspicuous  in  that  profession  show  solicitude  for  the  Daily  Service,  and  the 
Sunday  and  Holy  Day  communions,  for  which  "  the  Church  as  it  is*  nakea 
godly  provision ! 

Most  happy  am  I  to  add  to  other  indications  of  God's  mercy  to  this  portion 
of  His  heritage,  a  notice  of  the  dear  manifestation  thereof  in  the  general  har- 
mony of  principles,  views,  and  feelings,  which  characterizea  the  deigy  of  this 
diocese.  But  shall  I  say  the  clergy,  in  distinction  from  the  iaity  1  I  honestly 
think  I  should  not.  Among  the  many  circumstances  which  warm  my  heart 
with  gratitude  to  God  for  the  pleasant  places  in  which  the  lines  have  fallen 
unto  me,  and  the  goodly  heritage  which  I  have,  by  His  tender  mercyp  in  the 
diocese  over  which  it  is  my  happiness  to  preside,  I  gladly  indude  a  confidence 
in  its  laky.  True;  a  very  large  portion  of  them  have  been  gathered  from 
folds  in  which  they  were  taught  little  of  things  pertaining  to  the  Chuch  of 
God,  and  many  of  them  have  imbibed  and  for  a  time  cherished  the  honest 
persuasion  that  ecclesiastical  and  civil  subjects  are  to  be  similarly  viewed,  and 
that  the  same  measures  and  rules  apply  to  them  as  Churchmen,  as  are  their 
rights  as  citizens.  But  I  have  had  the  most  cheering  evidence  of  the  influence 
on  their  enlightened  and  unprejudiced  hearts  and  minds  of  sound  catholic  and 
conservative  principles  and  views.  I  therefore  have  confidence  in  them  that, 
duly  appreciating  the  true  nature,  character,  and  requsitions  of  the  Church, 
they  will  view  it  accordingly,  and  jealous  of  its  purity,  unity,  and  welfare, 
will  do  what  in  them  lies  to  cheer  the  hearts  and  strengthen  the  hands  of  those' 
whom  God  hath  sent  therein  as  His  messengers,  watchmen,  and  stewaids.  to 
teach  and  to  premonish,  to  feed  and  provide  for,  the  people  of  His  pastnie. 

When  1  speak  of  the  general  harmony  of  prindples,  views,  and  feelings 
among  the  clere:y  of  the  diocese  as  matter  of  joy  and  gratitude,  yen  will 
not  misunderstand  the  reference  which  I  have  in  my  mind  touching  the  diar- 
acter  of  those  principles,  views,  and  feelings.  Their  excellence  and  holiness 
consist  in  their  conformity  with  the  imjuroved  spiritual  character  of  the  Chnrch- 
manship  of  the  day,  the  evangelical  unction  which  it  mingles  with  Catholic 
observances,  and  the  decent  and  orderly  devotion  into  which  it  moulds  spirit- 
ual affections  and  sensibilities.    Much  of  the  alann  and  uneasinesB  which 
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now  disturb  honeit  and  ^ood  minds,  results  {ram  a  want  of  a  just  apprecia- 
tum  of  the  evangelical  sjiBtem.  Bat  this  again,  is  giving  way  under  an 
unwonted  degree  and  direction  of  religious  inquiry,  happily  excited  by  an 
opposition  which  desires  and  seeks  quite  a  contrary  result  The  alarm  and 
uneasiness  reach  not  those  who  have  an  enlightened  appreciation  and  just  esteem 
of  the  sound  catholic  j^inciples  which  have  ever  characteiized  this  diocese, 
which  found  in  my  immediate  jKedecessor  an  illustrious  and  eflkient  champion, 
and  which  our  diocesan  periodical  press  has  ever  maintained  and  defended. 
The  Churchman's  Magazine,  the  Christian  Journal,  the  Gospel  Messenger, 
and  the  Churchman,  have,  for  more  than  thirty  years,  kept  steadily  before  us 
the  system  of  evangelical  doctrine  and  duty,  which,  however  its  depreciation 
may  be  sought  by  the  artifice  of  a  name  deseed  to  injure  it,  presents  the 
comfortable  Gospel  of  Christ  in  such  wise  as  it  was  revealed  for  man's  guid* 
ance,  consolation,  and  salvation.  It  is  in  this  system  that  I  rejoice  to  see  among 
the  deigy  of  the  diocese  so  much  unicm,  and  so  much  holy  and  zealous  devo- 
tion. The  hopes  of  the  enemy  that  there  is  danger  of  the  sacrifice  among 
us  of  the  unity  of  spirit  and  the  bcmd  of  peace,  depend  upon  it,  are  unfounded. 
If  that  danger  seems  to  be  imminent,  let  it  throw  us  more  thoroughly  upon 
the  &ith  and  hope  which  we  have  of  God;  let  it  incite  us  to  very  narrow 
judging  of  ourselves  that  we  vralk  worthy  of  that  faith  and  hope;  let  it  lead  us 
to  prayer  ntdier  than  strife;  the  more  we  think  we  see  the  Church  in  danger,  the 
more  firequent  and  devout  be  we  in  that  recourse  to  her  great  Lord  and  Head, 
which  she  provides  in  her  hallowed  services  of  the  temple  and  the  ahar. 
Then  our  kith  will  ever  be  stronger  than  our  fears.  With  our  hearts  lifted  up 
unto  the  Lord,  they  vnll  not  fear  what  man  can  do  against  the  Church, 
whether  in  unmasked  wickedness,  or  under  the  deceitful  show  of  piety  which 
wofkUinesB,  or  schism,  or  heresy  may  assume ;  whether  it  proceed  from  open 
enmity,  treacherous  companionship,  or  ignorant  or  mistaken  good  intention.

love  of  all  who  know  him.  Unweariedly,  disinterestedly,  and  with  no  floiall 
share  of  trial  and  self-sacrifice,  giving  himself  to  his  Maatefa  wok,  erer  ainee, 
in  1796,  he  was  commissioned  thereto  by  his  illustrious  parent  the  Apostle  of 
our  Church,  he  will,  while  wsdting  for  his  departure  in  peace,  enjoy  the  aA»^ 
tionate  respect  of  his  brethren  and  friends. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Akcrly  has  removed  to  the  jurisdictkm  of  the  MiaBion- 
ary  Bishop,  Dr.  Kemper. 

The  Rev.  William  Barlow  has  become  rector  of  St.  Fetei*s  Church,  Peeks- 
kill,  Westchester  county,  herein  succeeding  the  Rev.  Moses  Marcus,  who  ia 
rector  of  St.  John*8  Church,  Huntington,  Suffolk  county;  of  which  the  chaige 
has  been  resigned  by  the  Rev.  Isaac  Sherwood,  who  now  connects  03r8ter  Bay, 
Queen's  county,  with  Cold  Spring  Harbour,  in  his  field  of  missionary  labour.

Sickness  has  compelled  James  Witherspoon  to  cease  to  be  a  candidate ;  and 
Gordon  Huntington  and  Geoige  W.  Coaklay  have  withdrawn  their  names. 

Aaron  F.  Olmstead  has  been  transferred  a*»  a  candidate  to  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina. 

Archibald  C.  M'Elroy,  when  just  closing  a  most  creditable  courae  at  the 
General  Seminary,  was  taken  ill,  and  thus  prevented  from  passing  the  final 
examination.    He  was  admitted,  however,  to  its  honours,  and  recommended 
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by  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  diocese  for  holy  orders.  But  soon  his 
dis(»der  proved  Jktal,  and  was  God's  instrument  for  the  removal  to  a  better 
world  of  a  young  brother  of  uncommon  excellence,  and  in  whom  we  had 
every  reason  to  hope  to  see  a  devoted  and  faithful  minister  of  Jxsus.

Ordination  was  given  to  him  on  the  strength  of 
testimonials  from  this  diocese — a  most  gratifying  mark  of  fraternal  confidence 
and  Catholic  union. 

It  is  a  source,  my  brethren,  of  deep  mortification  to  me,  that  I  am  again  com- 
pelled to  advert  to  a  subject  which,  I  had  hoped,  had  been  permanently  settled. 
I  mean  the  temporal  support  of  my  oflice.  The  amount  at  which  this  was 
placed  has,  within  the  last  year,  been  diminished  more  than  one  fourth.  No 
provision  is  made  for  repairs,  taxes,  insurance,  and  assessments,  on  the  Epis- 
copal residence,  except  by  deducting  them  from  the  salary.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, my  removal  from  this  city  is  imavoidable.  My  family  are  not 
now  in  the  occupancy  of  the  house ;  and  but  for  the  earnest  entreaty  of  breth- 
ren and  friends  who  hoped  that  the  necessity  of  my  lemoval  might  be  averted, 
I  should,  many  months  since,  have  returned  it  on  the  hands  of  the  Trustees, 
to  be  leased  by  them.  I  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood,  that  a  less  provi- 
sion than  that  originally  made  will  not  be  adequate  to  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  ofSce  in  this  city.  This  is  the  result  of  an  experience,  between  my 
immediate  predecessor  and  myself,  of  thirty  years.  Indeed,  the  enormous  pres- 
sure of  care  and  labour,  which  even  the  almost  entire  sacrifice  of  social,  nay, 
I  may  well  nigh  add,  domestic  enjoyment,  and  the  almost  entire  neglect  of 
temporal  concerns,  will  not  allow  me  to  guard  from  delays  in  business  as  mor- 
tifying to  myself  as  they  are  sometimes  injurious  in  their  results,  ought  to  be 
relived  by  ability  to  secure  competent  aid  in  the  immense  amount  of  corres- 
pondence and  documentary  writing. 

Of  the  importance  to  our  diocese  and  the  Church  of  having  the  Bishop  resi- 
dent here,  of  the  serious  responsibility  of  causing  a  change  in  this  respect,  and 
of  the  abundant  ability  of  the  diocese  to  place  the  matter  pennanently  on  the 
right  footing,  I  leave  you,  brethren,  to  determine.  To  the  beloved  cleigy  and 
people  of  my  charge  I  am  willing,  God  being  my  helper,  to  devote  all  the 
strength  of  body  and  eneigy  of  mind  with  which  He  may  bless  me;  but  I 
cannot  ocmsent  to  bear  the  manifold  diflkolties  and  mortification*,  and  be  the 
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means  ot  bringing  on  my  office  and  on  the  Church  the  discreditt  that  mutt 
ensue  from  a  residence  where  the  right  and  proper  maintenance  of  fhe  oflioe, 
and  the  just  expectations  with  regard  to  it,  necessarily  outreach  the  pioviakm 
made  for  its  support.

since  the  last  Convention  a  Parochial  Free  School  has  been  formed  m  the 
instruction  of  the  ixK>r  children  of  the  parish  and  city  in  secular  and  religioua 
knowledge,  and  es«pecialiy  for  the  training  of  them  in  habits  of  neatness, 
industry,  and  piety.  It  was  opened  on  E^ter  Monday  under  the  chaige  of 
two  excellent  females;  and  already  the  effect  produced  on  their  cliaiacters  has 
been  very  gratifying.  It  is  a  subject  of  n^ret  to  the  rector  that  he  has  so  long 
held  a  cure  in  a  ]K)pulous  city,  crowded  with  poor,  without  having  instituted 
jfo  important  a  means  of  elevating  and  saving  the  neglected  and  afflicted  littie 
ones  around  him,  who  are  sulfcnng  for  lack  of  knowledge,  and  still  more  for 
lack  of  paternal  Christian  cai-e.

Catkhxtical. — ^The  catechumens  have  bee»  publicly  catechized  in  the 
church  on  the  afternoon  of  each  of  the  Communion  Sundays,  and  their 
weeklv  instruction,  on  Sunday,  has  been  administered  by  the  rector,  and  ten 
or  twelve  Cuthful  assistants. 

MzscELLAinDous. — The  pariah  consists,  at  mesent,  of  49  families,  llie 
average  number  of  regular  attendants  on  ^  public  worship,,  on  Sundays,  is 
about  240.  In  summer,  the  number  is  considerably  greater;  in  winter,  less. 
There  are  six  or  seven  families  whose  attendance-  is  irregular,  who  hold  no 
pews,  and  contribute  nothing  to  the  support  of  the  ministrations  of  the  church, 
or  to  the  pecuniary  wants  of  tte  pariah. 

The  temporal  (usasten  and  adversities  with  which  this  parish  has,  in  past 
years,  been  visited;  the  decease  of  several  of  its  mast  influential  and  zeaioos 
memben;  the  constant  diminution  of  the  congregation,  by  removal,  have 
exhausted  the  means  of  the  parish,  enfeebled  its  eneigies,  and  thrown  a  cloud 
over  itsprospects  which  it  is  feared  will  not  soon  be  dispelled.  A  debt,  beyond 
the  ability  or  hope  of  the  parish,  in  its  present  impoverished  state  to  cancel ; 
the  support  of  the  public  worship  devolving,  for  the  most  part,  on  the  efibvts 
of  a  few  persons  who-have  no  other  income  than  their  uaily  earnings;  the 
lack  of  peraonal  attention  to,  and  pastoral  vigilance  over,  the  flock,  inseniiable 
from  an  engrossing  daily  employment,  to  which  the  rector  has  been  obu^  to 
resort  for  support — these  untoward  circumstances,  with  othera  which  it  is  not 
necessary  to  specify,  almost  preclude  the  hope  that  the  ministrations  of  the 
church  can,  unless  by  some  spedal  providence  of  God,  be  much  longer  sus- 
tained with  credit,  or  even  at  afi,  in  the  face  of  the  hostile,  influentia],  and  pro- 
selyting sects  which  surround  it 

But,  thou^  the  temporal  and  financial  affairs  of  the  parish  wear  so  gloomy 
and  unpromising  an  aspect,  the  rector  has  cause  for  devout  thankfulness,  ana 
trembling  hope,  when  ne  ccmtemplates  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  little  flock 
committed  to  his  chaige.  The  firm  and  intelligent  Churchmanship, — the  well- 
principled  and  genuine,  though  noiseless  and  unobtrusive  piety, — the  reeular, 
serious,  and  devout  attendance  on  the  worahip  of  the  sanctuary,  on  the  uoly 
Communion,  and  on  all  the  appointed  means  of  grace,  which  distin8;uish  the 
greater  part,  and  especially  the  younger  part  of  the  congregation, — and  the  fide- 
lity witn  which  they  have  clung  to  the  Ark  of  God,  amidst  the  sweeping 
stonns  of  odamity  and  loss,  and  the  tumultuous  waves  of  opposition — ^these, 
like  the  rainbow  on  the  lurid  cloud,  afford  a  comforting  prognostic  to  the  eye 
of  faith,  and  justify  the  pious  hope,  that  that  Saviour  who  never  forsakes  His 
faithful  Church  and  people,  will  yet  put  forth  His  hand,  and  strengthen  here, 
"  ^  things  that  remain  f  but  which,  without  such  interposition,  seem  <*  ready 
to  die."

During  the  jiart  year.  Divine  Service  has  been  celebrated  in  this  chmeh 
twice  each  Loud's  I  by,  except  on  two  occasions,  when  the  afternoon  service 
was  iiwessarily  omitted.  Morning  Prayer  has  been  offered  also,  with  a  few 
unavoidable  omisffions,  every  Friday  morning;  on  Wednesday  morning  during 
the  seas<in  of  Lent,  on  all  the  holy  days,  and  on  the  Kmber,  and  Rogation  day& 
It  has  l)cp.n  my  practice,  on  the  various  festivals  and  fa««ts,  to  deliver  a  lec- 
ture, or  sermon,  n])propriatc  to  the  driy.  I  have  also  had  a  Wednesday  eve- 
ning service  and  lecture,  from  the  festival  of  the  Circumcision  till  Easter, 
designed  princiiKiily  for  the  benefit  of  the  younger  members  of  the  congieea- 
tion.  The  system  of  monthly  Church  Offerings,  has  been  adopted  by  mis 
parish. 

The  Holy  Communion  is  administered  evcnj  fourth  Sunday,  and  on  the  great- 
er festivals  dso.  The  spiritual  condition  of  the  parish  is  much  improved ;  and  I 
think  that  there  is  enough  to  justify  the  assertion,  and  encourage  the  belief,  that 
it  is  the  blessing  of  God  graciously  bestowed  upon  us,  in  return  for  the  due 
estimation  and  right  use  oif  the  ordinances  of  His  Church, — His  oirtt  appointed 
inenn^  of  grace. 

The  venerable  rector*  has  officiated  several  times  during  my  absence.  He 
has  become  tcx)  feeble,  however,  to  perform  any  ]iaTochial  duty,  all  of  which 
now  devolves  on  me.  Still  his  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Clinrch  continues 
unabated.

Serrices  hare  been  held  as  usual  thiee  times  on  the  Lobi/s  day,  with  a 
weekly  lecture  on  Wednesday  evening,  and  prayers  on  Wednesday  and  Friday 
mornings,  through  Lent,  accompanied  with  the  reading  of  the  Homilies.  The 
Communion  has  been  administered  on  the  iirst  Sunday  in  each  month,  except 
as  a  festival  occurs  in  the  course  of  the  month,  when  that  has  been  selected 
for  its  celebration.  A  public  examination  of  the  Sunday  School  is  held  quar- 
terly. The  parish  has  sustained  a  loss  in  the  removal,  by  death,  of  its  Senior 
Warden,  Robert  S.  Bartow.  The  canonical  collections,  as  will  be  seen,  have 
been  made  every  month,  and  though  our  people  cannot  give  largely,  the  plan 
oflmonthly  oflerings  seems  to  meet  with  Aeir  entire  approbation.  We  have 
stiU  to  acluiowledge  the  goodness  of  God,-  in  the  continued  unity,  peace,  and 
prosperity  of  our  parish.

There  was  a  third  service  on  the  Sundays  in  licnt  The  Holy  Com- 
munion has  been  administered  16  times,  on  the  great  festivals,  and  on  the  first 
Sunday  in  each  month. 

The  children  have  been  catechized  openly  in  the  church  one  Sunday  in  each 
month,  and  on  Saturdays  during  Lent;  in  addition  to  which,  such  as  iirr  mem- 
bers of  the  male  parochial  school,  have  been  catechized  on  Friday  afternoons. 
The  pnjpils  of  the  Sunday  School  have  been  frequently  examined.  In  their 
instruction  the  rector  is  aided  by  59  catechists,  whom  he  meets  once  a  month 
for  counsel  ami  instruction  in  tneir  duties. 

On  Fridajr  evenings  and  on  holy  days,  lectures  have  been  delivered  exposi- 
tory of  portions  of  Holy  Scripture  and  of  the  Liturgy. 

The  Confirmation  this  year  was  in  tlie  Parish  Church  at  the  Bishop's  regular 
triennial  visitation.  The  number  confirmed  was,  as  above  stated,  75;  making, 
since  the  last  triennial  confirmation ,  128.  Preparatory  to  their  reception  of  the 
holy  rite,  lectures  were  delivered  to  the  candidates,  on  the  subject  of  Confirma- 
tion, and  on  the  Doctrines,  Constitution,  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  in  addition 
to  a  more  familiar  course  of  instruction  to  the  younger  portion  of  them.  A 
short  course  on  the  Holy  Eucharist  followed. 

On  reviewinjj  the  Parish  Register  at  Easter, — the  termination  of  six  years' 
ministrations  of  the  present  incumbent, — it  appeared  that  the  sacrament  of 
Baptism  had  been  administered  to  74  adults,  and  370  children — total,  444; 
tha^  220  had  been  confirmed,  82  married,  and  113  buried;  that  432  \m\  been 
added  to  the  communion,  182  having  removed  or  died  during  the  same  period; 
and  that  the  offering  had  amounted  to  $8,121  01}. 

The  rector  feels  that  there  is  great  caivw  for  thankfulness  to  the  Gn^at  Head 
of  the  Church  for  the  large  metu^urc  of  prosperity  with  which  his  flock  has 
been  visited,  during  the  entire  period  of  his  connection  with  them,  and  not  the 
least,  during  the  past  year.  May  it  plense  the  same  merciful  and  gracious

Remarks. — My  last  report  to  the  Bishop  was  made,  a.  d.,  1841,  as  Rector 
of  Trinity  Church,  Albany.  In  the  autumn  of  that  year,  it  hecame  necessary 
for  me  to  remove  to  Williamsbuigh,  near  New  York,  the  r«»dence  of  my 
mother.  I  then  engaged  as  an  assistant  minister  to  the  rector  of  St.  James* 
Church,  New  York,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  the  Convention  of  the 
next  year,  when,  the  rectorsliip  becoming  vacant,  I  accepted  a  unanimous  call 
to  the  same. 

This  parish  is  small  in  numbers,  although  possessing  in  other  respects, 
much  strength.  The  church  edifice  was  erected  about  thirty-Oiree  years  5ince, 
by  the  zeal  and  munificence  of  a  few  Churchmen  whose  summer  residences 
were  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  attendance  for  some  years  to  conv;,  will,  of 
necessity,  be  stnall ;  |)ut  it  is  trusted,  that  with  the  growth  of  the  city,  a  gradual 
increase  wiil  be  witnessed.  Divine  service  is  held  twice  on  th^  Lord's  day 
during  the  sunmier,  and  once  in  the  winter.  The  church  has  >1bo  been  opened 
for  service,  on  every  holy  day  for  which  an  Epistle  and  G^^pel  are  provided. 
The  rector,  feeling  nimself  bound  by  his  obligation  to  th<  Church,  to  observe 
her  festivals  and  msts,  has  gladly  and  willingly  obe}'ed  although  he  has  not 
been  able  to  secure  on  these  days  the  attendance  of  mr^e  than  "  two  or  three.'* 

The  system  of  Church  Ofienngs,  as  recommende*^'  by  the  Bishop,  has  been 
introduced,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  tW  use  of  the  **  offertory"  has 
been  very  beneficial. 

As  many  of  the  children  of  the  parish,  as  am  be  induced  to  come,  are  cate- 
chized openly  in  the  church,  on  each  Lord^  day. 

A  large  number  of  garments  have  beep  made,  and  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
the  vicinity,  by  an  association  connectf^  with  the  parish. 

Important  repairs  and  alterations  Iv^ve  been  made  in  the  church,  during  the 
past  year.  The  principal  alteratio*  is  the  removal  of  the  old  pulpit  and  desk, 
so  as  to  conform  the  airangementof  the  altar  to  the  mode  recommended  by  the 
Bishop. 

During  the  winter  divine  service  was  frequently  held  by  the  rector,  in  a 
acliool-ioom  in  ^e  village  ^  Yorkville,  about  a  mile  distant  from  the  church, 
lliis,  tpgether  witii  othe*-  services  for  his  clerical  brethren  in  the  city,  have 
occupied  the  Sunday  ii^moons  on  which  he  was  not  engaged  in  his  own 
p«rt&.

Remarks. — Divine  sen'icc  is  celebrated  on  nearly  all  the  saints  days  and 
other  holy  days.  The  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  generally  once  a  month ; 
and  the  children  are  usually  aitechized  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day.  The 
number  of  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School  is  fifteen. 

During  four  months,  including  the  winter  quarter  of  the  year,  a  catechetical 
lecture  on  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  &e  Church,  was  held  on  Sunday  even- 
ings, at  diflerent  houses  in  the  parish.  Bishop  Hobart's  Companion  for  the 
Book  of  C!ommon  Prdycr  was  the  text-book.  This  exercise  was  sustained  to 
the  end  with  great  interest,  and  followed  with  manifest  good  results. 

The  parish  is  in  a  prosperous  oondition. 

The  rector  was  one  among  others  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  in  confonnitY  to 
C3anon  XL,  to  supply  tho  vacant  parish  of  St  Mark's,  Malonc,  F^ranUin 
county.  He  has  visited  that  parish  twice ;  preaching  three  times  upon  one 
occasion  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion,  admitting  one  new  com- 
municant; and  preachin";  twice  and  baptizing  an  infant  upon  the  other. 

He  has  also  preached  and  performed  other  official  duties  in  sevend  places 
without  the  bounds  of  hb  own  parish.

This  ancient  parish,  so  long  nurtured  by  the  fostering  care  of  the  Dioeew, 
having,  with  Goo^s  blessing,  attained  sufficient  stren^h  and  stability  to  become 
a  self-sustainine  church,  the  \eniry  wore  |)leased,  m  July  last,  to  atfrer  the 
connection  which  had  previously  existed  with  it  and  the  parish  of  Cold  Spring 
Harl)our,  as  a  missionary  station,  and  invite  me  to  become  the  rector. 

Having  so  recently,  therefore,  entered  upon  my  incumbency,  I  must  leave  k 
for  my  predecessor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sherwood,  the^«  missionary  of  the  statioD, 
(who  has  not  furnished  me  with  the  same,)  to  supply  the  statistics  of  tiie 
church  for  the  past  year.  Nevertheless,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing  tes- 
timony to  the  creditable  condition  in  which  I  found  the  parish,  and  expressing 
the  satisfaction  felt  at  the  manner  in  which  the  people  have  evidently  been 
indoctrinated  in  sound  Church  principles. 

The  church  wardens  and  vestry  desire  me  to  convey  their  grateful  thanka  to 
the  Diocese  for  the  missionary  succour  they  have  so  long  received,  and  pray 
God  so  to  bless,  increase,  and  multiply  their  number,  that  in  this  their  new 
rebitionship  with  the  Church,  they  mav,  in  a  little  time,  be  enabled  to  return 
some  of  the  beneiits  thev  have  received,  and  be  partakers  in  the  joy  of  laboor- 
ing  in  the  Lord  to  build  up  the  waste  places,  and  plant  the  Church,  where  ahe 
is  esnecially  needed,  in  divers  sections  of  this  popnlous  diocese.

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notwithstaiHlin^,  fdrourable  to  the  church,  tttentiTe  to  its  miniatratku^  and 
disponed  to  aid  in  its  establishment  Immediately  after  the  last  CoDTC&tioOt  a 
church  was  oi^ganized,  with  the  title  of  St.  Stxphsm's  CnvacH,  North  Gaslle; 
and  it  was  determined,  at  once,  to  erect,  with  strict  regard  to  ecoiiomy»  a  neat 
and  substantial  church  edifice.  The  Lord  in  an  especial  manner,  bkaaed  our 
undertaking.  Several  providential  circumstances,  which  might  be  mcntionad, 
if  space  would  allow,  occurred  to  encourage  and  aid  u&  The  woik  was 
accomplished  without  delay,  and  in  a  manner  exceeding  our  most  eangaine 
expectations.  A  beautiful  church,  of  wood,  (42  bv  36,)  with  a  haDdsome 
tower,  and  vestry-room  (12  by  18)  in  the  rear,  and  gallery  across,  has  been 
thoroughly  finished,  by  days'  work,  of  the  most  substantial  materialsand  work- 
manship, and  completely  painted  with  several  coats  of  paint  for  the  modeiale 
cost  of  $2,000. 

It  must  be  observed,  however,  that  a  small  lot  of  nound  eligibly  sitaalBd 
was  given  for  a  site,  together  with  the  timber  for  the  Iiame,  and  (be  drawing 
of  the  materials.  The  builder  also  (Mr.  L.  E^leston)  veiy  generously  gave 
off  his  usual  profits. 

The  interior  of  the  church  has  been  handsomely  furnished  by  money  raised 
by  the  Ladies'  Sewing  SSocicty,  of  the  parish,  which,  aided  by  a  sunilar  asso- 
ciation in  my  other  parish,  has  furnished  blinds  for  l^e  windows,  and  paid  for 
the  painting  of  the  church.  Two  gentlemen  in  New  York,  presented  the 
church,  the  one  with  a  chandelier,  the  other  with  a  pair  of  lamps  for  the  pul- 
pit, very  acceptable  gifts,  both  costly  and  omamentaL  , 

Without  assistance  from  other  parishes,  this  church  could  not  have  been 
built  About  $675  were  given  by  them,  and  we  here  return  them  oar  ainoeie 
thanks. 

Indeed,  the  undertaking  from  the  first,  has  been  one  of  a  wiMiumary  cha- 
racter. Ministerial  services  are  rendered  gratuitously,  and  were  extended,  in 
the  hope  that  a  region,  destitute  of  religious  privileges,  might,  through  the 
influence  of  our  excellent  institutions,  be  reclaimed  from  immorality,  and 
unbelief,  to  the  fear  and  obedience  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jxsvs  Chert. 
This  hope  is  daily  confirmed.    The  church  is  every  way  prosperous.

The  church  was  consecrated  September  13,  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Dioceae, 
twelve  of  the  cler^  being  in  attendance.  There  is  an  interesting  bistoiical 
fact  connected  with  the  cdurch  in  this  town,  which  it  may  be  well  here  to 
record. 

Previous  to  the  Revolution,  a  site  was  selected  for  a  church  edifice,  not  hall 
a  mile  from  the  spot  now  occupied  for  ^s  purpose,  and  was  designated  by 
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the  letter  C,  inicribed  tma  rock.  This  letter  is  still  legible.  The  pieaant  pro- 
prietor of  the  faim  has  tiie  ancient  deed  for  the  lot  of  ground  in  his  possession. 
For  some  reasons,  now  unknown,  it  was  determined  toferect  the  church  on 
another  site  (then  in  the  same  town,  now  in  New  Castle,)  six  miles  distant 
from  the  fonner.  This  was  done,  and  that  building,  long  since  taken  down, 
was  called  *«  St.  Gsorge's  Church,  North  Castle." 

From  the  printed  proceedings  of  Uie  (English)  Society  for  Propagating  the 
Ootpel  in  Foreign  Parts,  I  take  the  followmg  extract : 

<*The  Rev.  Mr.  Diblee,  the  missionary  at  Stamford,  in  his  letter  dated 
March  25, 1762,  writes  *  •  •  •  He  preached  the  second  Sunday 
in  October,  1761,  at  the  opening  of  St  George's  Church,  at  North  Castle ;  Mr. 
St.  G£orgx  Talbot,*  their  pious  and  noUe  benefactor  was  present,  and  was 
highly  pleased  with  the  number,  and  devout  behaviour  of  the  people.  That 
Load's  day  he  baptized  13  infants,  and  1  adult" 

Of  that  church,  not  a  vestige  remains ;  not  an  Episcopalian  can  there  be  found.

The  interior  of  the  church  has  been  painted,  and  other  alterations  have  been 
made,  which  were  considered  essential  for  the  proper  celebration  of  divine  wor> 
ship.  The  principal  expense  of  those  alterations,  &c.,  was  paid  by  the  "  La- 
dies* Sewing  Society"  of  the  station.  Indeed,  if  it  had  not  been  for  tnia  society, 
no  alterations  could  have  been  made.

Another,  an  upholsterer,  attended,  gratuitously,  to  the  funisb- 
ing  of  the  pulpit  and  desk ;  and  a  third  gave  a  beautiful  marble  font  This 
last  gift  ^vas  as  remarkable  as  it  was  munificent  It  was  the  result  of  a  aer- 
moil  from  Dr.  Seabury,  preached  in  the  above  church  on  the  2d  of  June  last. 
The  doctor,  in  his  usual  effective  manner,  was  showing  man's  duty  to  smdain 
the  cause  of  God.

Remarks. — Under  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  the  expectations,  in  regard 
to  this  church,  when  last  repeated,  have  been  more  than  realized ;  and  we 
tiust,  that  with  the  great  increase  in  the  number  who  statedly  attend  upon  the 
ministrations  of  this  sanctuary,  there  has  also  been  a  corresponding  mcrease 
in  the  graces  and  virtues  of  the  Christian  character.

In  the  midst  of  opposition  and 
persecution  however,  wc  have  continued  to  progress  gradually,  and  under  the 
Divine  blessing  and  protection  we  hope  before  nuiny  months  to  have  the  cbiireh 
duly  organized,  and  the  building  erected.

Regular  services  have  been  held  in  Patterson  on  every  Lord's  day  through- 
out tne  year.  Circumstances,  beyond  my  control,  have  prevented  me  from 
olieerving  every  holy  and  saint's  day,  though  the  most  of  them,  and  especially 
the  more  prominent  ones,  have  been. 

The  congregation  cannot,  I  believe,  be  said  to  have  increased  in  size,  though 
it  has  improvai  in  many  important  respects.  It  has  become  more  uniform  and 
regular;  the  various  ]X)stures  of  worship  are  more  stricdy  complied  with;  die 
responses  arc  made  with  more  devotion  and  earnestness,  (thougn  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  some  of  our  best  and  most  active  brethren  seem  afnud»  or  ashamed, 
or  something  else,  I  know  not  what,  to  let  their  voices  be  heard  above  an  un- 
becoming whisper;)  and  there  seems  to  be  a  livelier  sense  of  God's  presence 
in  His  sacred  house  of  prayer. 

On  the  whole  we  feet  encouraj^ed  to  hope  for  a  still  ineater  increase  in  the 
several  d^rees  of  improvement  in  the  Christian  life.  The  distinctive  pecu- 
liarities ot  the  Church  have  been  set  forth  with  uncompromising  steadiness, 
if  not  with  consummate  skill ;  and  in  doing  this,  the  system  of  the  Church'n 
teaching  has  been  imitated  with  that  degree  of  care  and  skill  of  which  I  am 
capable. 

I  have  officiated  occasionally  in  Dover,  Dutchess  county,  about  twelve  mQes 
distant,  where  there  are  two  communicants,  and  several  friends,  and  where  I 
attended  one  of  the  three  funerals  above  mentioned.  Also  in  Pawling's,  Dutchess 
count}%  about  eight  miles  distant.

Other  Services:  Four  in  the  town  of  New  Paltz ;  six  at  Dashville  Falls, 
Esopns ;  four  among  the  Lutherans  (one  in  German)  in  Dutchess  county;  and 
a  few  others  in  Hjat  Park  and  New  York. 

Catechetical  instruction  has  been  given  every  Sunday  in  the  summer  months. 
The  number  of  catechumens  is  necessarily  small,  many  of  the  children  residing 
at  too  great  a  distance  from  the  church  to  attend  regularly,  and  others  making 
the  distance  a  plea  for  non-attendance.  There  was  also  a  series  of  lectures  on 
that  subject  preceding  the  time  of  confinaoation. 

In  this,  the  first  report  of  this  parish,  as  oiganized  and  in  connection  with 
the  Convention,  there  is  reason  to  **  thank  God^  for  the  past,  and,  iud^g  from 
preamt  appearances,  to  "^  take  courage^  for  the  future,  ml  of  the  anove  senicibb 
naving  geaenJly  been  wdl  attended^  and  aa  inciCTjaix^  Sxl^kkA  ^a^^QMODLXMHi^ 
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manifeiled.  The  parish  is  now  in  possessioii  of  a  noalU  but  neat,  chmdi  of 
stone,  which  was  consecrated  in  November,  1842.  For  ixe  ground  on  which 
it  stands,  and  the  stone  of  which  it  is  built,  and  the  money  necessary  for  its 
erection  and  completion,  we  are  indebted  to  the  libeiality  and  exertions  of  seve- 
ral individuals  among  us,  ($35  only  having  been  received  from  abroad,)  ^Hiile 
others  have  given  their  labour  according  to  their  ability.  It  is  natifying  to  be 
able  to  state,  that  the  church  is  free  from  debt.  There  have  a^so  lleen  dGna<* 
tion.s  of  a  set  of  Communion  plate,  of  a  marble  font,  and  other  appurtenances 
noce9t*ary  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  church. 

The  lai^  expenditures  made  for  the  above  purposes,  together  with  others 
for  thflpapport  of  the  missionary,  have  necessarily  affected  tne  amount  of  con- 
tributions for  Church  objects,  it  being  desired  to  remove  all  indebtedness  to  such 
as  have  had  claims  against  us  within  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  pariah. 
Having  received  large  donations  from  the  Bible  and  Pnyer  Book,  and  Tmct 
Societies,  we  have  done  what  we  could  to  make  some  return ;  as  also  to  the 
Missionary  Committee,  for  remembering  us  in  the  time  of  onr  need,  hoping 
hereafter  to  do  more.

Divine  service  has  been  held,  as  usual,  twice  on  Sundays,  and,  during  the 
autumn  and  winter,  Friday  evening  was  observed  by  prayers  and  a  lectare. 
Thanksgiving  day  was  celebrated  })y  morning  prayer  and  a  sermon.  Lent  was 
<»bserved  by  evening  prayer  on  Wednesday  and  Friday,  with  a  lecture  at  the 
latter  8cr\'ice.  Since  the  completion  and  consecration  of  the  new  church,  in  May 
last,  the  festivals  and  fasts  have  been  observed  by  morning  and  evening  nmyers, 
which  have  also  been  jierformcd  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  during  the  sam- 
mer.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  10  times,  and  is  now  regu- 
larly administered  once  a  month.  The  children  are  catechized,  on  the  after- 
noon of  every  Communion  Sunday,  by  the  missionary.  The  number  connected 
with  the  Sunday  School  is  50,  and  the  missionary  is  assisted  in  their  inatnic- 
tion  by  10  catcchists. 

In  submitting  this  report,  the  mispionary  would  express  his  gratitude  for  the 
merciful  2:oodness  of  that  Divine  Providence  which  has  preserved  his  flock 
during  the  ]\ni>X  year,  and  brought  them  through  trials  and  adversities,  which 
maile  the  hearts  of  the  strongest  to  quail.  Seldom  has  a  parish  been  called 
upon  to  suffer  as  this  has,  and  none  could  have  borne  their  sufferings  with  more 
noble  faith,  submission,  and  perseverance.  For  that  Divine  grace  which  has 
kept  the  hearta  of  this  people  fixm  in  VhA  vndirt.  cl  txialfr*-which  has  indtBd 
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tkem  to  seek,  wMi  longing  aouls,  fhe  privileges  of  pabUe  wonhip  in  tte  W8js 
nifkafB  holy  Chnich,  and  to  despise  eveiy  obstacle  m  gretifyiiM^tiieir  desires — 
wfaic^  bss  enabled  them  to  erect  anodier  house  of  prayer,  and  to  deyote  it  to 
His  senriee— end  which  has  made  so  many  of  them  to  deUght  in  seeking  His 
piesence  within  its  hallowed  precincts — oar  humblest  and  heartiest  thanlu  are 
due  to  the  Great  Shepherd  ana  Bishop  of  our  souls.

The  Rev.  Lawbon  Carter. — Tlie  following  is  from  his  Report : 

"  In  the  providence  of  God,  it  is  again  my  painful  duty  to  report  myself  as 
still  continuing  physically  incapable  of  any  efficient  dischaxge  of  the  public 
duticH  of  my  sacred  office. 

*'  During  the  past  }Tar  I  have  preached  a  very  few  times ;  but  the  efifoit  has 
always  been  injurious,  and,  except  under  peculiar  circumstances,  I  have  avoided 
the  attempt. 

*'  1  have  frequently  assisted  my  nciglibouring  brethren  in  the  adminiatretion 
of  the  Holy  Communion;  and  endeavoured  in  my  private  intercourse  to 
remember  my  ceaseless  obligations,  as  a  ministering  sen'ant  of  Christ*  to 
strive  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  Uis  Gospel,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
His  Church." 

The  Rev.  Palmf:ii  Dyer. — ^Thc  following  is  his  Report: 

*'  During  most  of  the  year  I  have  been  unable  to  perform  any  public  ser- 
vices. By  tlic  advice  of  phytticians  I  have  spent  the  whole  of  the  summer 
past  in  travelling  by  sea  and  land,  chiefly  on  the  north-eastern  coast  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Urilisli  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  the  islands  in 
the  Bay  of  Fundy-  The  tour  has  proved,  by  the  blcfsing  of  God,  highly  boaefi- 
cial  to  my  health,  which  ha.s  been  steadily  gaining  firmness,  so  that  within  a 
few  w(«ks,  after  a  few  trials  of  my  strenf^th,  I  lind  myself  at  last  able  to  per- 
form the  whole  of  the  regular  service  on  Sunday. 

"I  have  preached  twice  in  Ticonderoga;  twice  in  Hampton;  once  in  St. 
Stephen,  N.  H. ;  twice  in  C^aiH,  Me. ;  twice  in  Eastport,  Me. 

'*  I  have  administered  the  1x)rd*s  Supper,  or  assisted  in  administering  it, 
twice  in  Whitehall ;  once  in  Carleton  parish,  in  the  city  of  St  John,  N.  B. 

**I  have  baptized  one  infant  in  the  garrison  at  Fort  Sullivan,  Eai^poit*  Mc- 
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**  1  find,  that  at  Eastportand  Calais,  in  the  State  of  Maine,  on  the  Fassama* 
oooddy  Bay,  and  the  &L  Croix  river,  the  East  I  ounda^  between  the  United 
States,  ^id  the  British  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  a  noble  but  hitherto 
iMriectdPfield,  is  open  for  the  establishment^of  the  Church.  This  field  oueht 
to  De  occapied  without  delay  by  one,  or  (if  possible,)  two  missionaries,  wno 
could  easily  build  up  a  church  in  each  of  the  flourishing  towns  above  named. 
The  population  of  each  is  3,000.** 

The  Rev.  John  M.  Garfield. — ^As  Rector  of  the  Albany  Female  Seminaiy, 
iododes  among  his  instmctions,  lessons  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Has 
preached  twenty- five  times,  alwajrs  cheerfully  rendering  clerical  services 
when  requested  by  his  brethren.  Has  officiated  at  seven  funerals.  Baptized 
one  adult,  and  thirteen  infants.  Married  three,  and  administered  the  Commu* 
nioB,  in  a  sick  room,  to  a  devout  member  of  the  church. 

Hie  Rev.  Elijah  Guion,  jr..  Deacon. — ^The  following  is  his  Report: 

**  Since  my  ordination,  on  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  have  officiated 
every  Sunday,  with  two  exceptions,  and  once  on  a  week  day,  chiefly  in  West- 
chester county;  preaching  thirty  times,  reading  or  assisting  in  readm^  service 
thirty-six  times,  and  assisting  m  administering  the  Communion,  and  m  otiier 
services  pertaining  to  my  office  whenever  requested,  and  not  prevented  by 
pievious  engagements." 

The  Rev.  Ralph  Hott. — ^Is  now  rendering  assistance  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Fkaaer  in  St  Philip's  Church,  New  York.  Has  officiated  at  5  marriages, 
attended  3  funerals,  and  baptiz^  5  children. 

The  Rev.  Aaron  Hubiphret. — Has,  with  two  exceptions  from  inability, 
officiated  on  Sunday  mornings ;  administered  the  Communion  once,  married 
one  couple,  and  performed  service  at  3  funerals. 

llie  Rev.  Charles  D.  Jackson. — ^Has  preached  or  performed  service  every 
Sunday  except  three,  and  also  performed  other  occasional  6cr>-icc8. 

Hie  Rev.  Hiram  Jrlliff. — Continueshis  labours  as  an  instructor  of  youth. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Jones. — Since  his  resignation  of  the  rectorship  of  St 
Ann's  Church,  Morrisania,  has  been  actively  employed  in  the  discharge  of 
ministerial  duty,  chiefly  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Rev.  Ezra  B.  Kellogg. — ^The  following  is  his  Report : 

*<  I  continued  to  officiate  as  chaplain  of  St  Thomas'  Hall  until  the  close  ot 
that  institution.  Since  that  time  I  have  preached  every  Sunday  but  three  in 
some  one  of  our  congregations.  The  principal  part  of  these  sen'ices  have 
been  perfoimed  in  St  Gcone's  Church,  Flushing,  and  St.  Thomas'  Church, 
New  York.  Burials  in  St  Geoige's  Church,  during  the  absence  of  the  rector, 
4.  Baptisms  in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  during  the  absence  of  the  rector,  3.  I 
have  elsewhere  baptized  3  other  children  in  private." 

The  Rev.  John  M^Vickar,  D.D. — Has  officiated  often,  and  in  various 
places,  bv  reading  prayers,  preaching,  administering  the  Communion,  and  in 
other  holy  offices  Oa  the  Church,  including  two  administrations  of  the  Com- 
nranion,  ny  the  authorized  French  version  in  the  second  French  congregation. 
New  York.  Has  also,  in  his  capacity  as  VwUibsot  in  Columbia  College,  deli- 
vered, through  the  collegiate  year,  a  weekly  lecture  on  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity  to  the  senior  class. 

The  Rev.  James  IVIillett. — Has  rendered  stated  assistance  through  the 
vear  to  the  missionary  in  charge  of  the  Mission  Church  of  the  ¥!i^v^VaaK^  ■» 
New  York,  and  also  perfoimed  several  aemcea  Ux  oihfii  Xm^ilbsK^m^&ft  ^r^ia!- 
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nity,  and  been  cnga^  as  an  inatnictor  of  youth  in  TVinity  School.  New 
York,  and  other  seminaries. 

The  Rev.  Flavel  S.IMines. — ^Ilas  taken  chaige  of  St  Riul's  cAich  ia 
the  Daniijh  West  India  Island  of  Santa  Cruz.    The  following  is  his  Report : 

*<  He  entered  on  his  duties  in  this  parish  on  the  first  Sunday  in  January , 
having  runidly  recovered  frum  the  climate  fever  which  he  contracted  imme- 
diately on  nid  'arrival  in  December,  since  which  he  has  been  c(»istantly  on  duty 
without  interruption  or  a8.si8tunce.  His  health,  amidst  severe  labours,  has.  by 
the  good  providence  of  C^d,  been  mercifully  re-established  and  preserved. 
Tlie  following  is  a  summary  of  his  ministrations  during  the  past  nine  monthfi, 
and  of  the  pniscnt  state  of  the  parish : 

'*  Baptism.^,  84.  Marriages,  16.  Burials, 78.  Communicants:  added>  82 i 
deceased,  S ;  removed,  3 — present  number,  410.  Candidates  for  confinnation 
expecting  to  receive  that  rite  in  January  next  from  the  RL  Rev.  the  Lord 
Bistiop  of  Antigua,  232.  Sunday  School  teachen<,  88 ;  pupils,  about  800- 
Collected  and  applied  to  UcIigiouB  uses  within  the  Parisli,  $475. 

"  In  the  sea.Hon  of  Lent,  which  for  many  years  had  not  been  observed  in  the 
purish,  the  church  wiis  oi)cncd  three  days  in  the  week  for  prayer,  and  dnnog 
rassion  week  was  every  day  open,  and  the  services  largely  attended.  Pub- 
licly, and  to  the  sick,  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  eighteen  times  adminis- 
tered, and  the  rector  ha.s  jircacned  62  times. 

**  The  church  labours  somewhat  still  under  certain  ancient  disabilities,  and 
from  ^-arious  causes,  some  of  them  1)eyond  control,  its  interests  have  sufibed] 
but  its  prosjKicts,  it  is  believed,  were  never  more  animating  than  at  present 
On  the  18th  instant,  being  the  anniversary  of  His  Majesty's*  birth-day,  among 
other  saluUu-y  changes  introduced,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  by 
command  of  the  King,  issued  his  proclamation  for  the  discontinuance  of  the 
Sunday  market,  and  for  the  oiicning  the  government  schools  for  religious 
instruction  npr:)n  Sundays,  'flic  rector,  although  of  another  luanch  of  Christ's 
Churcli,  \vA<  boon  welcomed  and  sustained  with  the  utmost  harmony  and  cor- 
diality liy  his  congro|i^Ltion,  which  properly  belongs  to  theChurch  oi  lijigiaDCl, 
and  has  received  auions;  llieni  the  most  gratifying  marks  of  Christian  confi- 
dence, and  Catholic  broth(?rhood.  It  may  be  well  to  state,  that  the  gn^at  num- 
ber of  deaths  mentioned  in  this  l{e(X)rt  occurred  chiefly  among  children,  and  is 
attributable  to  the  prevalence  of  measles,  which  had  not  aj^peared  in  the  island 
for  twenty-one  years  before.  It  may  also  be  interesting  to  state,  that  among 
the  communicants  this  year  admitted,  were  a  mother  and  her  son  of  the  ancient 
house  of  Israel,  making  a  representation  now  in  this  church  of  three  Hebrew 
families ;  also  that  a  number  of  Israelites  in  the  parish  an^  constant  attendantc 
on  our  worship;  and  that  0  of  the  new  communiciints,  und  24  of  the  candl> 
dates  for  confinnation  were  liomanists  by  baptism,  and  ssevcral  of  them  by 
education  and  profession." 

The  Rev.  Knwix  A.  Niciior^,  Dcacon.^-Since  his  ordination  in  July,  has 
occaj^ionally  otficiatcd  })y  reading  and  preaching  in  three  or  four  parishes,  and 
once  by  assisting  at  the  Communion. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Nichols. — Has  occasionally  performed  divine  service, 
and  preached. 

The  Rev.  Amos  Pardke. — Is  disabled  from  the  dischaige  of  duty  by  old 
age  and  infirmity. 
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The  Rev.  Sabiuel  Phikket. — Continues  in  charge  of  the  Onnge  County 
Institution,  where  the  scholars  all  get  a  Sunday  leaxm,  and  he  lectures  to  them 
oo  Sunday  evening.  Has  preached}  and  administered  the  Communion  once, 
and  several  times  assisted  at  the  Communion. 

The  Rev.  Alonzo  Potter,  D.  D.-^Has  officiated  by  reading  prayerp,  or 
pleaching,  generally  both,  52  times. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Reed,  D.  D. — Has  preached  56  times,  baptized  one 
child,  administered  the  Communion  3  times,  and  officiated  at  1  marriage. 

The  Rev.  Gilbert  H.  Satres. — Continued  physical  infirmity,  although  not 
so  great  as  formerly,  prevents  public  duty,  except  an  occasional  short  discourse 
to  a  small  congregation  of  coloured  persons.  Renders  occasional  assistance  in 
parochial  duty  to  the  rector  of  the  parish. 

The  Rev.  John  F.  Schroeder,  D.  D. — Continues  in  chai]ge,  as  rector 
thereof,  of  St  Ann^s  Hall,  Flushing,  Quecn*8  county.  The  foilowin;*  is  his 
Report : 

^*  The  object  of  this  Hall  is  the  Christian  education  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Church.  Its  arrangements  aiford  peculiar  facilities  to  those  who  desire,  in 
addition  to  the  common  branches  of  female  education  and  the  elegant 
accomplishments,  to  pursue  a  more  extensive  and  thorough  course  of  stu* 
dies,  tnan  is  usual  in  seminaries  for  young  ladies.  There  are,  at  present, 
beside  the  rector,  S  resident  teacliers ;  and  there  are  also  2  non-resident  profes- 
sors. As  a  Christian  family,  the  members  of  the  Hall  are  urged  and  encou- 
raged to  perform  all  their  druties,  <  as  God  hath  willed  and  commanded  them 
to  be  done ;'  and  the  happy  influence  of  Gospel  motives,  in  place  of  the  coo- 
fiicting  impulses  of  that  unamiable  rivalry  which  pre\'ails  in  schools,  is  felt  in 
every  department  of  the  institution,  not  only  to  the  spiritual  welfare  both  of 
instructors  and  pupils,  but  to  their  personal  comfort,  and  to  the  manifest 
increase  of  the  results  of  study. 

**  St.  Ann*s  ChapeL — The  rector,  during  the  past  year,  has  officiated  twice 
every  day,  at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer ;  and,  on  each  occasion,  has  deli- 
vered an  siddress.  He  has  preached  109  times,  on  Sundays  and  holy  days,  in 
his  chapel  or  in  neighbouring  parishes ;  baptized  2  infants,  officiated  at  3  mar- 
riages, and  a(bninistered  the  Holy  Communion,  in  the  chapel  or  in  neighbour- 
ing parishes,  on  all  the  high  festivals  of  the  Church,  and  at  other  appointed 
seasons.  The  contributions  for  religious  and  benevolent  purposes,  including 
Communion  Offerings  in  the  chapel,  amount  to  $213.'* 

The  Rev.  Edward  Selkirk,  Deacon. — Has,  since  liLs  ordination  in  July 
last,  baptized  1  infant;  married  1  couple;  performed  the  burial  service  once; 
assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  once ;  performed  divibe 
service  25  times,  and  preached  26  times. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  Shepard. — The  following  is  his  Report : 

"  Sinr^  my  last  Report  in  Sept,  1S42, 1  have  been  occupied  in  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  Delaware  Academy.  I  have  performed  divine  ser\'ice,  and  officiated 
on  several  occasions  in  St.  John's  Church,  Delhi,  and  in  neighbouring  places 
in  this  county,  and  uniformly  when  present  in  tiie  village,  I  have  aided  the 
rector  of  St  John's  Church,  Delhi,  in  administering  the  Holy  Communion.  I 
have  administered  2  baptisms,  1  adult,  and  1  infant,:  read  the  Burial  Service 
once.  I  have  also  acted  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  {tarish 
of  Delhi." 

The  Rev.  Jesse  A.  Spencer. — ^The  following  is  his  Report  -. 

**  During  the  jmat  year,  owing  to  the  mimreib^ft  fSaiJt  oi  lu^  V^s^^A^eacv^ 
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performed  but  few  ministerial  actjv,  viz. :  I  preached  once,  and  perfonned  diyine 
service  onc4^,  while  at  sea  on  a  voyafrc  to  bngland ;  asiusted  in  divine  wrvioe 
twice,  and  preached  once  in  the  Kiiglish  chapel  in  the  city  of  Nice,  Sardinia; 
preached  once  in  the  city  of  Lyons;  assisted  (onGoodFriciay)  in  divine  service 
in  Paris,  and  biiptized  2  infants,  and  buried  1  infant  on  the  voyaee  home. 

**  Since  my  arrival  (in  June  last,)  in  the  United  States,  I  nave  been  tx» 
unwell  for  any  public  duty,  and  much  to  my  re^t  have  been  compeUed  to 
decline  scvcnil  very  pressing,  and  urgent  invitxitions." 

The  Rev.  William  B.  Thomas. — Continues  in  charge  of  a  select  school  in 
Schenectady.  Has  oliiciated  very  frequently  in  ^'arious  places  on  Sundays  and 
holy  days.    Married  1  couple,  and  baptized  2  infants. 

The  Rev.  Sami'rl  IL  Turner,  D.  D. — In  iuldition  to  his  duties,  as  a  Pro- 
fessor in  the  (ilenenLl  Theological  2Scminar}%  has  officiated  23  times. 

The  Rev.  Libertus  Van  Boekkelen,  Deacon. — Continues  his  connection 
with  St.  l^ul's  College,  C!ollege  Point,  Queen's  county. — Has  preached  47 
times  on  Sundays,  and  4  times  on  saints'  days;  read  the  service  91  times, 
assisted  at  the  lloly  Communion  6  times;  baptized  1  child,  and  officiated  at 
1  marrL'ige.  He  has  also  instructed  the  members  of  the  institution  in  the 
knowletlge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  doctrines  and  discipline  of  the  Chnich. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Vauohan,  D.  D. — Continued  affection  of  the  eyes  has 
prevented  his  officiating  regularly.  Spending  the  winter  at  Uie  South,  and 
Having  committed  the  service  to  memory,  he  officiated,  with  some  assistance  in 
the  lessons,  during  the  month  of  April,  to  a  country  congregation  in  Georgia ; 
his  labours  being  principally  among  the  coloured  population. 

*The  Rev.  Marshall  WmTisr.. — Has  preached,  and  read  the  service  in 
different  churches,  about  1*2  or  15  times. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Williamson,  Deacon. — Officiates  regularly  to  a 
second  French  congrogation  in  the  city  of  New  York,  not  yet  organized  into  a 
parish.     The  following  is  his  Report: 

••  The  field  wliich  you  have  authorized  me  to  cultivate  has  proved  to  be  one 
of  inrre:isiiiig  importance,  by  the  blessing  of  llie  great  Head  of  the  Church. 
We  began  with  a  few  lieartTs,  and  now  we  can  count  quite  a  good  number  of 
souls  taking  tho  doopost  intcri'.st  in  the  welfare  and  success  of  our  cause. 
Though  we  ciiimot  sjiy,  that  wc  have  more  than  120  present  at  everj'  Sunday 
morning  servic4J,  yrt  we  hiive  more  hfarere  than  the  above  mentioned  number, 
for  this  reason,  that  many  are  not  rcprular  attendants,  and  come  to  the  sanctuar}* 
only  every  lortnight,  or  even  every  three  weeks.  Besides,  our  congregation  in 
the  evenint^  is  altogether  diticrent  from  that  of  the  morning,  embracing  gene- 
rally those  who  roul.i  not  attend  in  the  morning.  We  have  instituted  a  Bible 
Class,  which  has  hccn  very  fruitful,  ami  brings  many  to  consider  their  ways, 
and  to  ask  what  ihey  must  do  to  Ix;  siivcd.  Wc  have  also  lately  instituted  a 
class  for  those  who  desire  to  j)repnn.'  thpm.sclves  for  tlieir  first  Communion,  and 
for  all  lliosf  who  wish  to  pn-jvirc  ihcmselvrs  for  the  im|X)rtant  duties  cf  Sun- 
diiy  Si:hf>ol  toachcTs.  The  inslrnction  in  this  da^^s  is  in  the  Catechism  of  our 
Church;  llu-  nuiiihor  of  its  attind:irits  is  alw^nt  16. 

"  Our  Sun:l:iy  .School  h  encnurai^ing,  jmmI  is  taiiorht  by  several  faithful  teach- 
ers. Fren'^h  is  the  lana:ua.2:i;  u>H.*d  in  evciy  one  of  our  means  of  grace.  The 
numbi^r  of  chil(lrf;n  is  ahouf  10. 

'•  We  have  a'so  orijanizeij  a  Sovvini;  Society  for  clothing  the  poor  children 
of  our  coiiicreij;;iiion  ;  they  nnM:l  once  a  week,  and  si^nd  the  time  in  working, 
ami  en^.ii:;inff  thenL^clves  in  profitable  conversation  either  among  themselves. 
or  with  their  pastor,  when  present. 
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*<  As  a  general  thmg,  I  can,  with  the  greatest  confidence  say,  that  the  stale 
of  our  CQDgregatkm  is  not  only  enconiaging,  but  also  flourishing,  after  a  doe 
consideration  of  all  the  obstacles' we  have  to  encounter,  and  the  uttle  length  ol 
time  which  has  elapsed  since  I  began  to  officisde.  Our  place  of  worship  is 
well  situated,  even  in  the  yery  heart  of  the  French  population.  Our  choir  is 
composed  of  young  men  who  haye  been  yeiy  zealous,  and  yeiy  faithful,  thoif^ 
diey  haye  neyer  receiyed  a  single  cent  from  us  as  a  remuneration  for  their  ser- 
yioes.  A  few,  I  am  hapfyy  to  stale,  haye  giyen  up  the  errors  of  Pppeiy  to 
embrace  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  With  the  assistance  of  our  American  bre- 
thren at  the  quarteriy  collections,  we  haye  been  able,  so  far,  to  meet  all  our 
expenses,  which  amount  to  about  $450  jrearly. 

'<  We  haye  lost,  and  will  soon  lose  a  few  more  of  our  members  who  haye 
gone,  or  will  go  to  different  parts  of  the  Union,  or  of  France.  May  the  seed 
of  the  word  of  life,  which  they  haye  receiyed,  b^ing  forth  fruit  meet  for  repent- 
ance and  holiness. 

**  Thanks  to  the  kindness  of  Dr.  M'Vickar,  and  to  his  knowledge  of  die 
French  language,  we  haye  been  peimitted  to  haye  administered  to  us»  twice, 
the  most  comfor^le  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ.  Number 
of  communicants,  20.

Jleported  by  a  Committee  qf  the  Convention  in  1837. 

Ky  tho  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  SocietieB,  passed 
rnh  April,  is  13,  and  the  Act  amending  the  »uiie,  passed  6th  Much,  1819»it 
H  conn|)et{M)t  fur  the  male  persons  of  full  age,  belonging  to  any  Church,  Gon- 
gregation,  or  Religious  Society,  to  incorporate  themselves,  although  sach  per- 
sons ni:iv  not  have  belonged'  to  the  Church,  Congregation,  or  Society,  for  the 
last  twelve  months;  in  which  last  respect  the  latter  Act  is  an  amendment  to 
the  former. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  in  onler  to  an  .incoqioration,  is  to  give  notice  at 
morning  service,  on  the  two  Simdays  previous  to  the  time  which  may  be  ap 
pf)inted  for  the  election  of  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  of  the  intended 
t»l«?ction ;  which  notice  is  to  be  given  by  the  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  by  any 
other  person  belonj^ing  to  the  Congregation. 

The  (.oiiirreiTdtion  having  met  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the  Rector, 
'w  :i  then'  l»e  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then  such  other  person  as 
may  he  <alio'I  to  the  chair,  shall  preside  at  this  first  election;  and  two  other 
P<!rson.s  should  be  nominated,  to  certify,  with  him,  the  proceedings  of  the 
meeting. 

The  niiN'ting  is  then,  by  a  majority  of  voices,  to  elect  two  Churchwaidens 
and  eiflflit  Vi-<irymen,  and  to  determine  on  what  day  in  ijiister-week  the  func- 
tions of  the  jK'fsonsthen  elected  shall  ceafre,and  their  successors  shall  be  after- 
wards an nu. illy  chosen ;  leather  with  the  corjxiratc  name  or  title  by  which  the 
r.htirch  i-!  In  bV  known. 

A  cerrilicaie  is  then  to  be  signed,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Rector,  or 
other  ]H;r.s<)M  who  sludl  preside  at  the  election,  and  of  two  other  persons  nomi- 
n.ili'd  lor  ih.U  pnrjKJSi*,  stating  the  names  of  the  persons  elected  to  the  oflket 
o'"  ''hun-h\v;ir.liins  and  Vestrymen,  and  also  the  day  in  tiister  week  appointed 


mou  l*l(Ms  of  tho  county  where  the  Church  or  Congregation  is  established.  It 
1-  then  to  K'  recorded  in  the  County  Clerk's  tjfTicc,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose. 

It  may  be  jiropor  to  adri,  that  the  qualifications  to  vote  for  Churchwaidens 

•ind  Vesiiynien,  required  by  the  first  section  of  the  Act  of  1813,  will  be  re- 

quisitf!  at  iiU  anniiai  elections  alter  the  lns\-,  \\\;iX  v&,  ;i.t  auch  subsequent  elec-

Can.  IX. — Sect.  1.  Get).  Conv.  1841. — A  person  wishing  to  become  a  can- 
ilidate  for  Holy  Orders,  must,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intenidoo 
to  the  Bishop,'or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese ;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare  whether  he  has  ever  applied  for 
admission  as  a  candidate  in  any  other  diocese. 

Sect.  2.  He  is  then  to  apply  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  their  recommend- 
ation of  him  to  the  Bishop,  to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Ordera.  TV) 
enable  the  Committee  to  act,  he  must  la^  before  them — ^I.  Evidence  of  his 
having  made  his  intention  known  to  the  Bishop.  11.  A  certificate  to  the  fol- 
iowing  eflect,  unless  the  Standing  Committee  can  certify  the  same  facts  of  their 
own  knowledge :

*'  We,  the  subscribers,  from  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  chancier  of

A  satisfactory  diploma,  or  other  satisfactonr  evidence  that  he  18 
a  graduate  of  some  University  or  College ;  or  a  certificate  from  two  presbyteis* 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  membeia  ol 
the  Standing  Committee,  to  examine  him,  of  his  naving  satisfactorily  aos- 
tained  an  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Fhilosodiy.andRhetoriCt 
and  in  the  Greek  Testament  and  the  Latm  Tongue. — Or,  {See.  4.)  when  tte 
person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  candidate,  wishes  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin 
and  Greek  languages,  and  other  branchea  of  kamin^  not  strictly  — ■-^--•— ^ 
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to  be  dispeoBed  with,  he  most,  iiutead  of  the  above  mentumed  diploma  or  cer- 
tiiicate,  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least 
two  presbyters  of  the  Church,  statins,  that,  in  their  opinion,  he  possesses 
extraordinary  strengdi  of  natural  uncterstanding,  a  peculiar  aptitude  to  teach, 
9nd  a  large  share  of  prudence ;  with  proper  evidence  that  the  Bishop,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  has  granted  such  dispensation. 
Hie  Canons  provide  that  this  dispensation  shall  not  be  giranted  to  any  person 
under  27  years  of  age,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  ordained  under  such  a  dis« 
penaation  until  he  shall  have  attained  30  years  of  age ;  but  as  to  the  Hebrew 
umguage,  the  power  of  dispensation  rests  with  the  Bisnop  alone,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  age  of  the  candidate.  The  Standing  Committee  may  then  sign  a 
testimonial  in  behalf  of  the  candidate,  which  he  must  produce  to  the  Bishop, 
who  {Sec.  6.)  may  thereon  admit  him  as  a  candidate  for  Orders;  in  which  sta- 
tion he  must  remain  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  him 
after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  yeax.* 


DIKKCnOIfS  POft  CAimiDATBI  rOE  BOLT  ORDBIUI  WUBWO  TO  BE  OEDAUTBD  DEACONS. 

Canon  XV.— {Sec.  2.)  Gen.  Con.  1832.  A  candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
wishing  to  be  ordained  a  Deacon,  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a 
testimonial  in  the  following  words : 

"  To  the  Standing  Comrrattee  of  the  IHooife  of  New  York. 

**  We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  do  testify  from  evidence  satis- 
factorv  to  us,  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  three  years  last  past,  hath  lived 
pioui^,  soberly,  and  honestly;  and  hath  not,  so  far  as  we  know  or  believe, 
written,  taught,  or  held  any  thing  contrary  to  ihe  doctrine  or  discipline  of  tfie 
Protestant  E^uscopal  Church ;  and  moreover,  we  think  him  a  person  worthy 
to  be  admitted  to  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have 
heieunto  set  our  hands,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord .** 

Hie  above  certificate  is  to  be  subscribed  by  the  minister  and  vestry  of  the 
parish  where  the  candidate  resides,  or  by  the  vestry  alone,  if  the  parish  be 
vacant,  (of  which  circumstance  the  Committee  must  tic  duly  certified,)  and  must 
contain  the  names  of  at  least  a  majority  of  all  the  wardens  and  vestrymen. 
Hie  respective  titles  of  the  minister,  wardens,  and  vestr}inen,  must  be  attached 
to  their  signatures.  If  there  be  no  vestry  where  the  candidate  resides,  the  cir- 
cumstance must  be  certified  to  the  Committee,  and  then  the  testimonial  must 
be  signed  by  at  least  twelve  respectable  persons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

It  is  not  absolutely  essential  that  the  signers  of  the  testimonial  should  be 
personally  acquainted  with  the  candidate ;  they  may  act  upon  a  satisfactory 
Knowledge  of  nis  chaFEKter  from  any  other  source.

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The  candidate  must  also  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  oeitificale  in

'*  I  do  hereby  testify  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  three  years  last  past,  hath 
lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honc:itly ;  and  hath  not,  so  Haras  I  know  or  believe, 
written,  taught,  or  held,  smy  thing  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the 
Protestant  Kpisco[)al  Church ;  and  moreover,  I  think  him  a  person  worthy  to 
be  ;uliuitted  to  the  sacred  order  ot  Deacons.  This  testimonial  is  founded  on 
my  personal  knowledge  of  the  said  A.  B.,  for  one  year  last  past,  and  for  the 
resiuue  of  the  i<ald  time  upon  evidence  that  is  satisfactory  to  me.     In  witness 

whereof,  I  have  hereunto  tmrnjy  hand,  tiiis day  of ,  in  the  year  of 

our  Loan ." 

The  above  testimonial  must  be  signed  bv  at  least  one  respectable  presbyter 
of  the  Protestimt  Episcopal  Church  in  tlie  Cnited  States.  The  Standing  Cum- 
mittee  may  then  i*ign  the  canonical  nxunimendation  to  the  Bishop  forOrdeis; 
which  the  candidate  is  to  exhibit  to  the  Biiahop. 

UIRSCTlOMf   FOR  DU.\ruNX  WlillllNU  Tl)  L'K  ORDAINKD  rKXESTS. 

A  IX'acon  wishing  to  be  ordained  a  Priest,  must  lay  before  the  Standing 
CoHiniittce  the  suinc  trstinioniuls,  isuhscribcd  in  the  fame  way ,  as  those  required 
of  him  on  hisapplicatii^n  fur  urdination  uk  a  IX'acon;  except  {Sec.  5,)  thai  they 
may  be  so  altcrcil  lus  to  extend  to  such  portion  only  of  die  three  years  preceding 
his  application  for  Priest's  Orders  as  has  elapsed  since  his  ordmation  as  Dea- 
con ;  and  except,  iilso,  that  if  he  lie  minister  of  the  parish,  the  testimonial  of 
piety,  good  morals,  and  orderly  conduct,  shall  be  signed  by  the  vestry  alone. 
The  Standing  Committee  may  then  give  him  the  canonical  reconunendation  for 
Orders,  which  he  is  to  exhibit  fo  the  Bishop. 

No  person  shall  be  onlained  Iciest,  unless  he  shall  produce  to  the  Bishop  a 
satisfactory  ccrtilicate,  from  some  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  that  he  is 
engaged  with  them,  and  that  they  will  receive  him  as  their  mmister;  or  unless 
he  be  a  mis.sionary  under  the  ecclcsiaslical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which 
he  lK:lon;;>;H;  ur  in  the  employment  of  some  missionary  society  recognized  by 
the  (leneral  Convention ;  or  unless  he  be  engaged  as  a  professor,  tutor,  or 
instructor  of  youth,  in  some  college,  acailemy,  oi  other  seminary  of  learning 
duly  incorporated.* 

Candidates  for  ordination  as  Priests  or  Deacons,  arc  referred  to  the  followix^ 
farther  provisions : 

Caiton  AT.  1.S32. — (Sec.  3.)  If  the  candidate,  from  peculiar  circumstances, 
not  aliectini;  his  pious  or  moral  chnnicter,  shall  be  unable  to  procure  testimo- 
nials from  the  ministry  and  vestry  of  the  (larish  where  he  resides,  testimonials 
to  the  effect  rc(]uireii,  may  he  recciveil  from  at  least  twelve  respectable  mem- 
bers of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  from  at  least  one  respectatde 
prcsbyt(^r  who  Ikls  been  personally  acqiiainted  with  the  candidate  for  at  least 
one  year. 

{Sec.  ■].)  A  candidate  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  any 
church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,  if  he  shall  have  resided  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
last  three  years  within  the  Diocese  of  a  Bishop,  shall  apply  to  such  Bishop 
for  ordination,  and  shall  produce  the  usual  testimonials,  as  well  from  the 
Standnig  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  has  resided,  as  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.

Article  I.  Missionary  Stations  may  be  appointed  by  this  Committee,  at 
any  meetinr. 

Article  u.  When  two  or  more  places  are  named  together  as  a  Missionary 
Station,  and  either  of  them  shall  separate  itself  from  ue  connection,  except 
with  the  consent  of  this  Committee,  the  congregation  so  separating  shall  cease 
to  participate  in  any  benefit  of  the  Missionary  Fund. 

Article  m.  In  addition  to  the  place  or  places  named  as  a  Mismonary  Sta- 
tion, the  Missionary  of  that  Station  shall  supply  such  other  contiguous  place 
or  places,  with  such  frequency  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of 
his  inability  to  act,  or  in  case  of  a  racancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  clerical 
members  of  this  Committee. 

Article  IV.  The  stipend  to  be  paid  to  each  Missionary  shall  be  at  the  nUe 
of  $125  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  montlis  of  January,  April, 
July,  and  October,  in  each  year;  provided  there  be  funds  in  the  treasury  for 
the  purpose. 

Article  V.  The  Missionary  Stipend  shall  in  all  cases  be  considered  as 
attached  to  the  Station,  and  payable  to  the  Missionary  only  as  belonging  to 
that  Station,  and  the  Stipend  snail  in  all  cases  be  paid  to  the  Missionary  d* 
rectly,  and  not  through  the  Vestry  of  any  Parish  at  that  Station,  nor  shall  it 
be  considered  as  forming  a  part  of  any  contract  between  said  Vestry  and  the 
Missioiiary. 

Article  VI.  Every  Missionary  shall  be  resident  in  his  proper  Station,  nor 
shall  the  Stipend  be  payable  to  him  until  he  is  thus  resident;  and  absence  from 
his  Station,  except  tor  reasons  reported  to  the  Bishop,  and  approved  by  him, 
shall  involve  a  forfeiture  of  the  Stipend  for  the  period  of  sucn  absence. 

Article  VII.  The  appointment  of  Missionary  Stations  and  Missionaries 
shall  be  made  annually,  nor  shall  any  appointment  be  considered  as  extending, 
except  it  be  renewed,  beyond  the  year.  The  stated  annual  appointments  shall 
be  made  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  m  the  month  of  February  in  each  year,  said 
appointments  to  be  for  the  year  commencing  on  the  first  <jay  of  April  next  en- 
sumg.  Appointments  may  also  be  made  at  other  periods  of  the  year,  but  not 
for  a  longer  time  than  untd  the  first  day  of  the  next  April,  l^vided  always, 
that  this  Committee  retams  the  power  of  discontinuinjg,  at  any  time,  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Station  or  a  Missionary,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop. 

Article  VIII.    The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Missionaries  shall  be  made  to 
the  Bidiop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  m  the  Episcopate,  or  the  Bishop's  inability 
to  act,  to  the  deiical  memben  of  this  Committee,  by  or  before  the  Ifith  dse)  ^ 
September,  in  each  year.

Sdttlcs  of  ^t^ct. 

I.  At  the  q)ening  of  each  Annual  Convention,  when  the  President  ahall 
have  taken  the  chair,  the  Secretary  ahall  call  over  the  names  of  the  clogy  ea- 
tided  to  seats.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  then  place  their  oertifiGales  on  die 
Secretary's  table ;  and  whenever  a  constitutional  quorum  shall  be  foand  pie- 
sent,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Conventian  duly  o^gsnized. 

II.  The  first  business  shall  be

There  shall  be  a  Conyentioa  of  die  Ftotestant  Episcopal  Chuich  ia  this 
Diooeae  cm  the  last  Wednesday  in  Septentor  in  eacn  year,  in  such  dace  as 
diall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  nib  ina- 
bility to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  ihe  Standinc  Committee. 
In  me  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disoun,  or  for  omer  sufficient 
eaofle,  oocairing  after  the  designatioa  of  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Convention,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  ci  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  may  appoint  another  place  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IT. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  may 
judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  and  fihall  do  so  when  applied  to 
for  that  purpose,  by  the  SiSandin^  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Con- 
ventioD* 

ARTICLE  UL 

Hie  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministers,  being  regu- 
larly admitted  and  setfled  in  some  Church  within  this  Diocese  which  is  in

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ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Confuition  shall  be  opened  with  pn^en  and  a  aenuii;  and  the 
preacher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  or  m  case  of  hia  inafaiUty  lo  act, 
or  a  racancy  of  the  Episcopate,  by  die  Standing  Commitlee.  ^ 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Conyentioa;  but  in  ease  of  a  Tacancy,  or 
neceswy  abeence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  lYeiiident  from  anxng  die  Cleq;y. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Canvaotion, 
f loei  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  oflioe  antQ  the  meel- 
ing  of  the  next  Convention.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minntoa  of  dieir  no- 
ceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  die  pnUie  adaoi  te 
body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  ^e  hands  of  his  sacceasor  all  booka  aad 
papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention  which  maybe  in  hia  ponaa- 
sion.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give  doe  notice  to  each  lunifller  and  veitiy 
of  the  time  and  place  appomted  for  the  meeting  of  die  succeeding  Coniantioa. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

In  ail  matters  which  shall  come  befosathe  Copventioa»  the  Qngy  and  Lai^ 
shall  deliberate  in  one  body;  and  in  voting,  the  Cleigy  shall  vote  bv  indin- 
duals,  and  the  Laity  by  congregations;  and  when  more  dian  one  Chmch  or 
Chapel  shall  be  umted  under  one  Vestrr,  the  Bdente  or  Ddqntaa  of  mA 
Ves&y  shall  be  entided  to  a  vote  lor  each  ChurehorChapel ;  anaa  BMJoiity  of 
Yoles  of  the  two  orders  joindy  shall  be  decisive :  but  if  in  any  caae  it  be 
required  by  five  votes,  the  two  orders  shaU  vote  sepaiately  in  die  manner  afna- 
aaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  neeeaBanr  to 
constitute  a  decision.

PROCEEDINGS  OF   THE   CONVENTION. 


New  York,  Wednesday,  September  25,  1844. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution,  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  Tredwell  Onder- 
donk,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  divers  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  assembled  for  divine  worship  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  in  St. 
John's  Chapel,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 


Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Jonathan  M.  Wainwright, 
D.  D.,  an  assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York,  the 
Rev.  Horatio  Southgate,  Missionary  to  Constantinople,  reading 
the  Lessons.  The  Ante-Communion  service  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Lyell,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  New  York,  (the 
Bishop  being  indisposed  with  great  hoarseness,)  the  Rev.  James 
Milnor,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Greorge's  Church,  New  York,  reading 
the  Epistle,  and  the  Rev.  William  Bcrrian,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  New  York,  the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Edward  Y.  Higbee,  D.  D.,  an  assistant  Minister  of  Trinity 
Church,  New  York.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lyell,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Berrian,  and  Milnor, 
and  the  Rev.  John  Brown,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  George's  Church, 
Newburgh,  the  Bishop  saying  the  Prayer  of  Consecration,  and 
pronouncing  the  Absolution  and  Benediction. 
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JOURNAL   or  THB  COlfmiTlON 


The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Biahop,  when 
the  Secretary  announced,  that  the  Bishop  being  greatly  oppressed 
with  hoarseness,  had  requested  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright  to  ait  by 
him,  and  assist  in  the  duties  of  the  Chair.  Dr.  Wainwright  ac- 
cordingly took  his  seat  by  the  side  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Pvendent. 

The  Bishop  having  announced  that  several  of  the  Bishops  of  die 
Church  would  probably  be  in  the  city  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention,  it  was,  on  motion, 

Ruolvcd,  That  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  who  may  be  in  the 
city  during  the  session  of  this  Convention,  be  invited  to  attend  iU 
sittings,  and  that  Chairs  be  provided  for  them  in  the  ChanceL 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded  under  the  Bishop's  direction  to 
call  the  names  of  such  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  as  by  the 
Constitution  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  when  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen  answered  to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats  ss 
members,  viz, :

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In  NoYember  last,  it  was  ascertained  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  that  he 
was  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
salaries  due  to  missionaries  on  the  first  of  October  previous,  remained  unpaid.  In 
view  of  this  deficiency,  the  Committee  were  under  the  painful  necessity  of  adopt* 
ing  the  following  resolutions : 

Reiolved,  That  until  the  treasuiy  is  in  a  condition  to  pay  the  missionaries  all 
that  is  tlieir  due,  no  new  stations  shall  be  adopted,  and  no  vacancies  in  existing 
stations  supplied. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  communicate  the  above  lesolotion 
to  the  Diocese  in  such  a  way  as  he  may  judge  best 

The  Conmiittee  reget  to  state,  that  since  that  time,  no  alteration  has  taken  i^aca 
in  the  state  of  the  treasury,  to  justify  a  departure  from  the  course  then  adopted. 

It  rests  with  the  Convention  to  determine  what  further  shall  be  done  to  meet 
the  present  alarming  deficiency — to  say  whether  they  will  allow  it  to  be  recorded 
against  the  churchmen  in  this  Diocese,  that  the  cares  of  this  worid  and  the  love  of 
other  things  have  so  damped  their  zeal  and  diminished  their  energy,  that  they  neg 
lect  to  provide  spiritual  sustenance  for  their  brethren,  within  their  own  borders, 
ready  to  perish.

The  trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  respectfully  report, 
that  during  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $2540  01  has  been  contributed  towards  the 
Fond,  which,  together  with  the  cash  balance  of  $625  74  reported  on  hand  at  the 
last  Convention,  amounts  to  $3165  75. 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury  nnder  the  authority  of  the  Trusteeii^ 
during  the  same  period,  the  sum  of  $1129  25,  leaving  a  cash  balance  at  present  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $2036  50. 

The  investment  in  5^  per  cent,  stock  of  the  State  of  New  York,  amounting  at  par 
to  $3000,  referred  to  in  the  last  Report  of  the  Trustees,  still  remains.

In  addition  to  this  largo  appropriation  of  |1,G50,  made  by  the  Society  last  year, 
as  for  several  years  pnst,  out  of  its  own  funds,  it  now  finds  that  the  fiirther  sum  will 
bo  needed  of  $1,070  02,  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  the  Canonical  Collections  of 
the  current  year.

the  Society  harmless,  or  at  least  render  needless  any  similar  ftitmie  consnmption. 
The  recurrence  of  a  like  emergency  a  second  year,  and  to  a  still  larger  amount,  has 
not  only  disappointed  this  reasonable  expectation,  but  exhibits  to  the  Church  and 
the  world  an  imperative  Canon  of  the  great  Diocese  of  New  York  making  pro- 
vision for  Ministerial  Education  as  almost  a  total  failure,  wholly  disregarded  by 
some,  complied  with  but  in  form  by  many,  and  but  by  few  in  the  spirit  which 
such  a  cause  should  awaken.  It  is  a  case,  therefore,  that  caHs  for  some  powerful, 
direct,  and  more  efficient  action  on  the  part  of  the  Convention.  To  leave  the 
Canon  as  it  now  stands  under  its  actual  operation,  or  rather  neglect,  is  not  only  an 
opprobrium  on  the  Church's  powers  of  legislation,  but  a  snare  and  disappointment 
to  all  those  who  in  good  faith  trust  to  it — above  all  may  it  be  termed  a  cruel  pro- 
cedure towards  the  numerous  dependant  cancBdates  of  the  Church,  who  go  on 
relying  on  that  legislation,  and  who  but  for  the  Providential  interposition  of  those 
on  whom  they  have  no  claim,  and  who  came  forward  for  the  Church's  honor  to 
redeem  her  forfeited  pledges,  would  have  been  turned  off  in  the  midst  of  their 
studies  to  actual  destitution.  That  this  is  no  over-statement,  wUl  appear  evident 
from  one  simple  fact — that  out  of  the  candidates  supported  by  tlio  Society  during 
the  past  year,  three  out  of  every  four  were  dependant  upon  such  extra  canonical 
contribution — five  Seminary  Students  absorbing  in  their  necessary  expenses  the 
whole  amount  of  collections  under  that  Canon— -the  combined  contributions  of  the 
160  Parishes  of  this  great  and  wealthy  Diocese^-less  than  one  Student  on  an 
srerage  to  thirty  Parishes ! 

How  far  such  a  state  of  financial  bankruptcy,  legislative  inefficiency,  and  dead- 
noM  of  zeal  in  a  great  and  good  cause,  is  consistent  with  the  dignity  or  duty  of  the 
greatest  and  wealthiest  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  American  Church,  with  its  honorable 
engagements,  or  its  Christian  obligations,  is  a  question  of  which  its  Convention 
moat  judge.  Tho  Society  as  its  Agent  has  at  least  done  its  duty.  But  it  is 
obvious  such  a  state  of  things  should  not  and  cannot  continue  on  any  principle  of 
good  faith,  duty  or  interest.  Should  it  be  allowed  thus  to  rest,  the  Society  must 
at  least  for  the  fiiture  confine  its  expenditure  to  its  receipts,  casting  the  responsi- 
bili^  where  it  belongs.  Justice  to  itself  and  to  other  objects  having  equal  claims 
upoL  its  bounty,  demand  from  it  this  course,  and  forbid  it  longer  to  embarrass  its 
Treasury  witli  engagements  of  others  for  which  no  adequate  funds  are  provided. 
But  ^ougli  such  must  be  its  decision  in  the  recurrence  of  a  similar  emergency, 
the  Society  cannot  but  hope  that  this  earnest  appeal  to  the  Diocese  in  Convention, 
and  to  the  Churches  and  churchmen  of  the  Diocese,  will  yet  be  heard  and  prove 
effective.  The  Society  would  not  willingly  withdraw  from  an  agency  on  which 
it  has  entered,  and  from  a  field  of  benevolent  labor  in  which  it  believes  that  its 
own  denization  qualifies  it  for  more  than  ordinary  usefiilness.  It  is  confident 
that  it  has  within  itself  members  who  will  not  fail  in  their  devotion  to  the  great 
caiue  of  Education,  and  it  asks  but  from  the  Convention  and  the  Church  what  they 
already  stand  pledged  to  give— ^the  reasonable  means  of  running  that  race  of  useful- 
ness. Should  such  means  henceforth  be  given,  the  Society  would  not  only  go  on 
cheerfully  in  its  appointed  task  as  the  Church's  Canonical  Agent,  contributing  of  its 
own  funds,  and  to  the  utmost  extent  of  its  disposable  means,  to  the  cause  of  Dioce- 
Edocation,  but  would  moreoTer,  and  do  herewith  fearlessly  pledge  itself  to  the 
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Coorentiozi  aiA  the  Church  f  jr  the  cocceuful  pnofccatioa  of  the  work  itid£.    Hit

pruve  eflective — needs  but  a  beginning  on  the  part  of  aonie  ooe  more  earaat 

Parish  or  iodiviflual,  to  call  forth  the  zeal  of  many  and  the  coo6deiioe  azkd  co-open- 

tion  of  all— each  in  his  several  degree — and  thus  establish  the  proviaiana  far  Min»- 

lerial  Ednc  ition  in  this  great  Diocese  on  true  and  solid  faundatioQS,  oo-eHeoBf* 

with  its  wautSy  correspondent  to  its  means — the  fulfilment  of  its  own  Cbrirtin 

doties,  as  an  integnd  {lortion  of  the  Church  of  Christ  and  a  model  (as  *»*^**"«*»  its 

rolative  niuk  and  poAtion)  to  all  around  it.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Higbee,  it  was  unammously 
Resoired,  That  a  Committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  take  into 
consideration  the  subject  of  the  salary  v^hich  has  been  pledged  by 
this  Convention  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  to  report  as  eariy  at 
possible. 

Rev.  Drs.  Milnor,  and  H.  Potter,  Rev.  Mr.  Mead,  and  Messrs.  D. 
B.  Ogdcn,  E.  H.  Pendleton,  F.  Smith,  and  I.  A.Johnson,  were  ap- 
pointed said  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Harison, 

Rciolcedf  That   the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  have  an 
thority  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  at  its  next  session, 
for  an  act  constituting  them  a  body  corporate. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  offered  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved^  That  in  consideration  of  the  present  deficiency  in  the 
Missionary  fund,  amounting  to  about  Sixteen  Hundred  DolIarB^ 
and  of  the  payment  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  being  the  last  due 
to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  every  Clergyman  of  the 
Diocese  having  charge  of  a  parish,  be  requested  on  next  Easter,  or 
the  Sunday  preceding  or  flillowing,  to  make  by  collection  or  other- 
wise a  contribution  to  the  fund :  this  contiibution  not  to  supersede 
the  Annual  Contribution  required  by  the  Canon. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  A.King,  this  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table* 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Mead  presented  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Missionary  Concerns  of  this  Dio- 
cese as  relates  to  Seamen  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New  York,  be 
committed,  until  the  further  pleasure  of  this  Convention,  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Missionary  Society  for  Seamen  in  the 
City  and  Port  of  New  York. 

Rev.  Dr.  Anthon  moved  to  lay  this  resolution  on  Hie  table^  which 
was  lost. 

The  original  resolution  of  Mr.  Mead  was  then  passed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mead  offered  the  following  amendment  of  Canon 
XV.  Section  4. 

Alter  said  Section  so  as  to  read — 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  ofierings  or  contributions  of  Churches 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  New 
York  City  Mission  Society  and  "  the  New  York  ProlesUint  Episcopal 
Church  Missionary  Society /or  Seamen  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New 
York,'*  are  to  be  reckoned  among  the  Church  charities  for  which 
provision  is  to  be  made,  so  that  each  congregation  in  the  city  of 
New  York  shall  make  an  annual  contribution  to  one  of  these  Socie- 
ties. 

This  amendment  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

Rev.  Dr.  Higbee  offered  the  following  resolution  : — 
Resolved,  That  the   Convention  do  now   proceed  to  ballot  for 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  to  be  nominated  to 
the  General  Convention. 

Mr.  Duer  moved  to  amend  this  resolution  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  word  Resolved,  and  inserting  the  following  words — That 
the  present  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  repre- 
senting this  Diocese,  who  are  still  resident  therein  and  willing  to 
serve,  be  continued  in  office,  and  be  nominated  to  the  approaching 
General  Convention,  as  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  on  the  part  of  this 
Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  H.  Potter,  the  whole  subject  was  post- 
poned until  12  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Whereupon  the  Convention  adjourned. 
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Friday,  September  27,  1844, 9  o'clock,  a.  m . 

The  Convention  met.  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Her- 
Henry  J.  Whitehouse,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  New 
York,  the  Rev.  Francis  Vinton,  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Brooklyn,  reading  the  Lessons.  The  Benediction  was  pronounced 
by  the  Bishop.

The  Special  Committee  on  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  pre- 
sented their  Report,  as  follows  : 

REPORT:  SALARY  OF  THE  BISHOP. 

The  (yommittee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  the  sa- 
lary which  has  been  pledged  by  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  to  the  Bishop> 
respectfully  report, 

That  in  their  opinion  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  Convention  to  recognize  anew 
their  obligation  to  redeem  the  pledge  heretofore  given  to  the  Bishop,  to  pay  for 
his  support,  the  annual  interest  of  the  sum  of  ninety  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
make  good  to  him  whatever  deficiency  has  occurred ;  that  the  Rectors  o^ 
churches  should  in  good  faith  make  annual  collections  in  their  congregations,  or 
otherwise  contribute  to  said  fund  according  to  the  canon  ;  and  that  other  effici- 
ent means  should  be  adopted  for  the  accumulation  of  the  Episcopal  fund,  to  its 
originally  contemplated  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

They  bep,  therefore,  to  propose  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolations. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  explicitly  recognizes  its  obligation  to  pay 
the  Bishop  annually,  the  interest  of  ninety  thousand  dollars,  including  the 
amount  with  uhich  they  have  been  generously  assisted  by  the  vestrj  of  Trinity 
eharcb. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  of  churches  be  earnestly  requested  to  present  the 
subject  of  the  Episcopal  fund  to  their  respective  congre^tions,  and  to  take 
such  measures  as  may  be  best  calculated  to  effect  a  faithful  compliance  with  the 
canon  on  this  subject. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  devise  some  additional 
measures  for  hastening  the  completion  of  the  Episcopal  fund,  to  its  otiginally 
proposed  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  to  discharge  the  arrears 
of  the  salary  which  was  pledged  by  the  Convention  to  the  Bishop  for  his  an- 
nual support.

The  proposed  amendment  was  on  motion  agreed  to,  two-thidliY 
of  both  orders  voting  thereon  separately,  concurring,  as  follows-^    j 

"So  far  as  to  the  ofierings  or  contributions  of  Churches  within  the 
city  of  Now  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  New  York  City 
Mission  Society,  and  *'  the  New  York  FrotestarU  Episcopal  Church 
MUsionary  Soq^ti/  for  Seamen  in  the  city  and  port  of  New  York^** 
are  to  be  reckoned  among  the  Church  Chanties  for  which  pro- 
vision is  to  be  made,  so  that  each  congregation  in  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  make  an  annual  contribution  to  one  of  these  societies," 

Rev,  Dr.  H.  Potter  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution which  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Whereas  it  has  been  announced  to  this  Convention  that  there  is 
a  deficit  of  $2100  in  the  fimds  for  the  support  of  Diocesan  Missions 
during  the  current  year ;  and  whereas  it  appears  unjust  to  the 
missionaries,  and  unworthy  the  character  of  a  Convention,  whose 
members  possess  and  represent  so  much  wealth,  as  do  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  to  leave  such  a  deficiency  unprovided  for : 
therefore 

Resolved^  That  the  members  of  this  Convention,  both  clerical 
and  lay,  be,  and  hereby  are,  invited  to  tender  immediately  to  C. 
N.  S.  Rowland,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  their  personal 
contributions  or  pledges,  to  be  paid  before  the  adjournment  of  this 
Convention,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  ena- 
bling the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  fulfil  its  engagements  to  its 
missionaries. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Hon.  T.  J.  Oakley. 

Resolved f  That  a  Committee  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, to  whom  the  Rules  of  Order  be  referred  for  the  purpose 
of  revision  and  amendment,  if  any  amendment  shall  be  found  ne- 
cessary— and  that  said  Committee  make  their  report  at  the  organi- 
zation of  the  next  Convention. 

Mr.  Duer  moved  to  amend  the  same  by  adding  thereto  the  fol- 
lowing words  :  and  that  the  following  addition  to  the  first  rule  of 
order  be  referred  to  the  same  Committee: 
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The  powers  of  the  President  shall  be  the  usual  powers  of  prs- 
siding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shaU  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House,  and  in  all  buai- 
ness  of  the  Convention,  freedom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed. 

This  amendment  was  lost ;  and  the  original  resolution  carried. 

The  Committee  having  been  increased  to  seven,  were  appointed 
as  follows :  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar,  Rev.  Mr.  Haight,  and  Messrs.

THE   INDIAN   MISSION. 

The  undersigned,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missiom, 
to  whom  it  was  rei'erred  to  take  into  consideration  the  Scheme  of  Aw  Irdiai 
Mission,  offered  to  the  Board,  by  the  Dnmestic  Committee,  and  report  thereoi 
at  the  next  annual  meeting ;  and,  in  the  meanwhile,  to  notify  every  Diocesan 
Convention  of  the  Church,  that  such  a  scheme  is  under  consideration  in  the 
Board,  with  a  view  to  its  presentation  at  the  next  General  Convention,  hereby 
complies  with  the  instructions  of  the  Committee,  in  transmitting  to  the  Cod* 
yentiun  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  the  Scheme  which  follows.

SCHEME. 

$  I.  The  "  Indian  Territory,''  as  being  now  the  permanent  national  home 
of  the  Red  .Man,  to  be  recognized  and  declared  by  the  Church  a  distinct  Epis- 
copal charge,  under  the  title  of  the  "  Indian  Diocese." 

^  2.  The  ecclesiastical  rights  and  administration  of  the  Indian  Diocese,  as 
involving  peculiar  circumstances,  to  be  regulated  by  special  canon. 

$  3.  A  Bishop  for  the  same  to  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishops,  and  consecrated  so  soon  as  one  may  be  found  fitted  and  wil- 
ling for  this  arduous  charge,  and  content  to  devote  his  energies  through  life  to 
the  spiritual  interests  of  his  red  brethren,  with  provision  for  an  Assistant  in  case 
of  necessity. 

The  manner  and  conditions  of  election  of  such  Assistant  to  be  also  provided 
for  by  the  canon  regulating  the  Indian  Diocese. 

$  4.  The  Bishop  thus  chosen  to  be  ecclesiastically  independent  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  yet  holding  such  voluntary  connection  and  correspondence  with  it 
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as  the  needs  of  his  Diocese  may  require,  and  reporting  to  and  through  it  ac- 
cordingly. 

$  6.  The  Treasurer  of  the  domestic  Committee  to  be  instructed  to  open 
with  the  Church  a  special  account  for  Indian  Missions,  to  be  entitled  "  The  In- 
diair  Branch  Treasury,"  and  in  all  his  reports  to  distinguish  the  items  of  the 
same  from  general  receipts  and  expenditure. 

Whereupon  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Balch, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  cordially  approve  of  the  object 
of  the  communication  of  the  Board  of  Missions  respecting  an  In- 
dian Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Lot  Jones, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  be  the  Committee  provided  for  by  the  8th  ca- 
non of  this  diocese,  to  assist  the  Bishop  in  preparing  a  report  on 
the  state  of  the  Church,  and  a  list  of  the  Clergy  to  be  presented  to 
the  General  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  William  Walton, 

Resolved,  That  1500  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund  presented  the 

following  Report. 

REPORT:  DIOCESAN  FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  proper  appropriation  of  the  monies  received  into  the 
Diocesan  Fund,  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  Clergy  attending  the  Convention,  who 
reside  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  place  of  meeting,  and  whose  parishes 
have  contributed  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  according  to  the  Canon,  seven  cents  per 
mile,  for  every  mile  of  the  distance  from  their  respective  parishes  ;  and  that  the 
remainder  be  appropriated  to  the  printing  of  the  Journal,  and  such  other  par- 
poses  as  the  Convention  may  direct.

SIXTIETH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  NEW  YORK. 


Mt  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laitt: 

I  deeply  regret  that  circumstances  juniia  compel  me  to  aclvcrt  to  the  matter  of 
my  temporal  support.  I  iutroduco  it  thus  early  into  my  address,  that  I  may  be 
the  sooner  rid  of  it,  and  of  the  deep  mortification  of  referring  to  it.  In  my  last 
address,  I  stated  that  my  family  were  not  in  the  occupancy  of  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence. The  same  is  the  case  now.  A  portion  of  them  is  indeed  wider  the  roof; 
but  the  domestic  establishment,  disbanded  on  my  leaving  home  for  my  annual 
visitations,  still  remains  so.  'Shm  well  known  fact,  that,  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
time  since  the  last  Convention,  we  have  been  in  the  usual  occupation,  of  course 
requires  explanation.  This  will  be  included  in  a  narrative  which  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  lay  before  you,  and  through  you  before  the  church,  in  order  to  account  for  the 
onprecedented  event,  which  must  soon  occur,  of  the  permanent  removal  of  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  from  the  city  of  New  York. 

When  I  succeeded  to  the  episcopate,  the  oflice  had  been  supported  by  the  Cor- 
poration of  Trinity  Church  in  this  city — of  which  all  my  predecessors  had  been  Rec- 
tors—at a  rate,  fixed  many  years  before,  as  the  result  of  the  conviction  of  the  mem- 
bers of  that  body  as  to  the  amount  of  tho  expenses  necessarily  devolving  on  the 
incumbent,  if  resident  in  New  York.  I  did  not  succeed  to  the  Rectorship  of  the 
parish ;  but  still  maintaining  a  parochial  connection  with  it,  and  the  episcopal  fund 
not  liaving  yet  reached  the  point  at  which,  according  to  the  canon,  it  was  to  be 
available,  I  received  my  support  from  the  parish.    It  was  not  placed,  by  any  per 
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mancnt  rettolutioii,  at  the  amuuut  which  had  prcvioasly  been  fonnd  necessary  fir 
its  support.  Fn>m  time  to  timi',  however,  on  special  application  from  me,  appro- 
priatiuiifl  were  niailo  tu  supply  the  tleficiency  iu  port.  For  obvioas  reasons,  this 
was  a  state  ol*  things  which  ought  not  to  lust  On  the  expiration,  therefore,  of  the 
term  for  which  I  hud  hired  u  houw>,  May  1,  1836,  I  gave  np  house-keeping, 
removed  my  family  to  lodgings  in  tlie  country*,  and  during  the  short  intenrak  of 
joomcying,  until  the  next  Convention,  provided  myself  with  temporary  lodgings 
in  this  city.  At  that  Convention,  October,  183G,  tlie  subject  was  brought  to  its 
notice  in  my  annual  address ;  in  words  to  which,  as  they  state  the  views  and  feel- 
ings with  which  I  met  th<?  necessity  laid  upon  me  to  introduce  such  a  topic,  I  now 
ask  again  your  attention.     That  part  of  my  address  was  as  follows :— > 

**  It  now  becomes  nccessiir}',  my  brethren,  for  the  first  time  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  our  Diocese,  for  its  Bishop  to  bring  before  the  Convention  the  subject  of  his 
temporal  8upiK>rt,  Tlio  stnti.Hl  provision  heretofore  made  for  me  has  fallen  so  hi 
short  of  tliul  which  wus  found  uc^ccssiiry  in  the  case  of  my  predecessor,  as  to  hara 
proved  t{U\Uy  uisufficieiit  for  tlio  proper  maintenance  of  the  office  in  this  city.  The 
experience  of  tliis  fact,  for  nearly  six  years, lias  brought  with  it  a  degree  of  inconve- 
nience, discomfort,  and  unpleasantness,  which  I  hardly  think  duty  requires  me  any 
longer  to  sustain.*     I  urn  suro  my  beloved  brethren  of  the  Diocese  will  not  suspect 

mo  of  selfish  motives  in  bringinir  forward  this  subject.   Wero  I  govcnie<l  by  such 

could  I  sulVer  considerations  of  personal  and  domestic  comfijrt  and  enjoyment  to 
sway  me — I  would  wiy.  utonco.  give  mo  the  avails  of  the  Episcopal  Fimd,  even  at 
its  present  amount,  and  let  m(j  retire  to  some  central  jmrt  of  the  Diocese.  Ths 
duty  of  vii>itatiun  could  be  as  well  performed  as  now ;  my  time  w^ould  be  moch 
more  at  my  di.siK>sul ;  my  family  much  morc  around  me ;  and,  of  course,  my  com- 
fort,— yes,  and  my  worldly  int<*restH  too,  and  tJiat  of  those  dei)endeut  on  me,— 
largely  increased.  But  such  considerations  may  not  sway  me.  I  am  not  my  own. 
I  must  forgot  myself  in  attending  to  the  high  and  holy  obligations  of  an  office  of 
more  weight,  of  graver  importance;,  and  of  more  awful  responsibility,  than  any  other 
that  man  can  hold.  I  know  that  the  residence  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  elae- 
whero  thun  in  this  city,  would  deprive  his  office  of  much  of  that  influence,  and  that 
favorable  bearing,  iu  innumerable  ways,  on  the  interests  of  religion  and  the  Chorch, 
which  it  ought  to  have,  if  the  Saviour's  good  purposes  in  establishing  it  are  to  be 


*  "  It  is  tme,  ai)plicatioD8  to  which  necessity  forced  me,  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  from  wliom  I  have  receive<l  all  my  support,  found  in  that 
Board  sach  favor  with  kind  and  libcnil  friends  as  to  lead  to  votes  for  my  relief.  And  I 
beg  that  the  ahovj  remarks  may  not  be  so  uiyastly  conslnicd  as  to  be  deemed  incon- 
gistent  with  the  grateful  feelings  with  which  I  record  this  fact.  It  is  obvious,  however, 
ibMt  the  continuance  of  such  a  stale  oi  ihrn^a  oti^\:^  itfA\o  be  expected  of  me." 
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answered,  and  that  benefit  to  society,  to  which  it  is  so  well  6tted  to  be  sabsenrient, 
is  to  be  realized  in  any  good  degree.  But  I  know  too — ^my  own  trying  experience, 
and  the  experience  of  tlie  ofiice  before  I  held  it,  have  taught  me — that  it  cannot  be 
sustained,  as  in  every  Christian  and  Churchman4ike  view  of  it,  it  ought  to  be,  in 
this  city,  without  a  liberal  provision  for  the  unnumbered  means  of  usefulness  which 
are  here  daily  opening  upon  it. 

"  But  I  forbear.  I  am  before  you,  brethren,  as  one  willing  to  spend  and  be 
spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  high  and  momentous  functions  of  the  office  to  which 
my  Master  has  called  me,  in  the  fulfilment  of  its  varied  responsibilities,  and  in  self  • 
sacrificing  devotion  to  whatever  can  advance  its  proper  influence,  and  thus  its  dae 
usefulness.  And  in  being  before  you,  I  thank  God  I  am  before  those  in  whose 
sound  judgment.  Christian  and  Church4ike  views  of  the  subject,  and  kind  and  affec- 
tionate attachment  to  their  Bishop,  I  can  fully  rely.  To  such  brethren  and  friends 
I  now  confidently  commit  the  whole  matter." 

At  the  same  time,  there  was  laid  before  the  Convention  a  proposition  by  the 
Corporation  of  Trinity  Church  to  appropriate  |30,000  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  as 
soon  as,  from  other  sources,  it  should  have  amounted  to  |7 0,000,  so  as  to  make  the 
capital  sufficient  for  yielding,  in  its  interest,  an  amount  equal  to  that  at  which  the 
episcopate  had,  in  former  years,  been  supported,  and  also  leave  a  considerable 
balance  for  accumulation  to  meet  contingencies.  Tho  proposition  was  accepted  by 
the  Convention,  and  a  resolution  past  that  when  the  fund  shall  have  been  thus 
made  up,  the  interest  of  $90,000 — the  nearest  round  sum  which  would  yield  in 
interest  the  amount  of  salary  that  had  long  been  found  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the  office  in  this  city,  and  declared  to  be  so  by  those  from  whom  the  support  was 
derived — should  be  appropriated  as  the  salary  of  the  episcopate.  As  it  was  proba- 
ble that  the  desired  augmentation  of  the  fund  would  soon  take  place,  I  allowed  the 
then  existing  state  of  things  to  remain — ^my  severance  from  my  family— they  at 
temporary  lodgings  in  the  country,  and  I  under  the  same  circumstances  in  the 
city.  The  filling  of  the  fund  soon  occurred,  and  my  salary  was  fixed  accordingly. 
There  was,  however,  still,  a  serious  deficiency  without  the  supply  of  which  I  had 
frankly  avowed  the  opinion  that  the  provision  would  be  insufficient,  and  that  I  must 
of  necessity  bo  accordingly  governed  in  my  movements.  I  refer  to  the  matter  of 
rent — ^a  very  serious  item  in  this  city,  and  from  which  my  predecessors  had  all  been 
relieved.  I  was  assured  that  this  would  probably,  in  due  time,  be  satisfactorily 
arranged,  and  therefore,  not  wishing  to  act  with  precipitancy,  I  made  no  change 
in  my  domestic  arrangements.  At  a  date  not  now  in  my  mind,  the  Corporation  of 
Trinity  Church  in  this  city  resolved  to  provide  an  Episcopal  Residence,  and  mean- 
while to  make  an  allowance  to  me  for  rent.    As  soon  as  practicable  I  secnred  the 
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leoso  of  a  house ;  but  before  the  time  for  its  occupancy  arrived,  the  Vestry  of 
Trinity  Church  purchased  the  present  Episcopal  Residence,  and  after  it  bad  been 
put  in  proper  order,  it  became  tlie  comfortable  and  convenient  borne  of  my  family. 
Most  devoutly  thankful  was  I  for  wliat  I  did  not  doubt  was  a  stop  forever  to  all  ne- 
cessity o(  my  recurring  to  the  subject  of  my  support — a  subject,  the  view  which  I 
had  taken  of  which,  uud  the  manner  in  which  I  hud  treated  it,  had  been  imperiomly 
forced  upon  me ;  but  witli  rc^'ard  to  which — while  I  was  nobly  sostaiued  by  gene 
rous,  good,  and  honoral)lfY  men,  every  way  ([ualiBed  to  judge  in  the  matter— it  is 
well  known  there  are  many  whose  circumstances  hardly  admit  of  their  forming  a 
proper  estimate  of  it,  and  who  are  tlierefore  honestly  surprised  and  perhaps  hurt  at 
the  prominence  given  to  it;  and  many  too  who  fail  not  to  fasten  upon  it  for  por* 
poses,  either  of  pcr:K)nal  ill-will — which  I  little  heed — or  of  enmity  to  the  office, 
and  to  the  Church  and  gospel  with  which  Gc kI  tins  identified  it.  What  I  was  com- 
pelled to  wiy  Olid  do  in  the  mutter,  I  need  not  tell  those  acquainted  with  me, 
involved  n  scculuiity  of  thought,  care,  and  action,  foreign  indeed  from  my  tastes, 
disiKisitions,  and  habits,  uiid  luund  to  be  reconciled  with  tlie  unmixed  dcvoticm, 
for  which  I  longed,  to  the  one  thing  whereunto,  in  my  consecration,  I  had  been 
set  apart.  But  I  was  conscious  of  tht;  absence  of  telfith  motive,  and  felt  that  the 
sacrifices  I  wiis  muking  were  for  the  idtimate  and  2>ermanent  good  of  the  sacred 
cause  enlruHled  to  me. 

Sometime  nftor  my  first  introduction  of  the  sulrj«?ct  to  the  Convention,  it  became 
blended  with  the  details  of  juriuigcments  for  the  diviniou  of  the  Diocest*.  Let  me 
say  utonce,  however,  in  reference  to  this  point,  that  had  the  state  of  things  growing 
out  of  those  iirnmgcments  been  even  worse  for  me  than  they  have  proved,  that 
would  never  liave  been  even  felt  as  a  cause  of  comphunt.  The  division  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  the  settlement  over  that  of  Wosteni  New  York  of  its  truly  fhithful  and 
apostolic  prelate,  has  been  so  largely  ble!«w.'d  of  God,  as  to  »>ur  Church  in  general, 
so  especially  to  tlu'  bi'loved  clerg}'  and  p(;oi)k*  more  immediately  concerned,  far 
whom  I  shall  nevtT  ceiLse  to  cherish  u  father's  ntreclinn,  that  no  sacrifice's  to  which 
I  mi^lithavo  been  called  in  the  measures  pnii>er  for  tlu»  accomplishment  of  that 
object  would  give  me  the  least  regiet.  I  low  far  my  own  Diocese  is  justifiable  in 
its  connection  with  the  subject,  it  will  be  fur  you,  brethren,  to  say,  when  the  cu> 
cumstances  ai'o  n 'calleil  to  yoiu*  minds. 

The  subject  of  bluiring  the  EpiscojMil  Fund  with  the  new  Diocese  was,  ofcoune, 
maturely  considered.  A  sulTicient  endowment  for  it  could  not  be  secured  without 
infringing  upon  the  amount  of  capiud  tlu;  proceeds  of  which  liad  been  pledged  to 
me.  This,  it  w:is  of  course  nnderstood,  could  not  be  done  witliout  my  consent. 
I  waa  iiS6ured  that  whatever  immediate  diminution  of  the  fimd  might  reeolt,  my 
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income  would  be  left  untouched,  and  the  fund  ultimately  refltorod.  Prudent 
friends,  however,  begged  me  to  be  cautious.  But  I  felt  that  I  wa«  dealing  with 
honorable  and  ChriBtian  men,  and  that  interests  of  great  sacredness  and  moment 
were  at  stake,  and  bid  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity  who  had  the  matter  in 
hand,  to  go  on  and  do  what  they  thought  best  for  the  Church.  The  result  of  much 
consultation  and  frequent  negotiations  on  the  subject  was,  that  the  Western  Dio- 
cese should  be  endowed  with  such  a  portion  of  the  fund  as  would  reduce  ours  to  an 
amount  about  $23,000  less  than  that  the  interest  of  which  had  been  settled  on  me. 
To  provide  for  this,  the  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church  in  this  city  agreed  to  pay 
the  interest  of  the  above  sum  for  thirteen  years,  provided  the  Diocese  would  act 
bona  fide  under  the  Canon  requiring  annual  contributions  to  the  Episcopal  Fund — 
it  being  understood  that  if  this  were  done,  and  the  amounts  thus  raised  duly 
invested,  and  increasing  by  compound  interest,  the  deficiency  in  the  capital  would 
by  that  time  be  made  up.  The  action  of  the  Vestry  was  on  the  avowed  principle, 
set  forth  by  a  Committee  of  their  body,  that  in  case  of  the  withdrawal  of  a  portion 
of  the  sum  already  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  Diocesan,  **  kin  income  will 
be  insufficient  to  meet  his  necessary  expenses  whilst  resident  in  this  city"  In 
adopting  these  arrangements,  the  Convention  passed  the  following  resolution  : 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  hereby  pledge  themselves  that  the  income 
appropriated  by  the  resolutions  of  this  Convention  in  1836  to  the  support  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  diminished." 

Surely,  brethren,  I  was  justified  in  confidently  reposing  on  such  renewed  evi- 
dence that  my  Diocese  would  never  expose  me  again  to  the  pain  of  referring  to  the 
pecuniary  support  of  my  ofTice. 

The  above  arrangements  growing  out  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  were  made 
at  the  Convention  of  1838.  At  that  of  184 1,  a  communication  was  received  firom 
the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Chiurh  to  the  effect,  that  as  the  Diocese  had  not  discharged 
its  part  of  the  contract  by  bona  fide  action  imder  the  Canon  requiring  contributions 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund ;  but  that  such  contributions  had  been,  in  the  aggregate,  dia- 
proportionubly  small,  and  been  actually  neglected  by  a  large  number  of  parishes, 
the  said  Vestry  considered  themselves  absolved  from  their  engagement,  and  that, 
therefore,  their  annual  appropriation  of  $1600  should  be  withdrawn  at  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  the  close  of  the  Convention  of  1841. 

This  communication  was  referred  tb  a  committee  of  the  Convention.     In  its  re- 
port, which  was  unanimously  accepted,  the  hoi)e  was  expressed  that  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Trinity  Church  would  recede  from  its  determination,  if  the  clergy  and 
people  of  the  diocese  would  thereafter  faithfully  discharge   the  duty  required  of 
them  by  the  Canon  respecting  the  Episcopal  Fund.    I  rocal  to  your  mindB,  for 
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your  especial  reflection  thorcoo,  tbo  following  extract  from  the  rapoit  of  xhib  eon- 
mittee,  the  principles  and  acntimeutB  of  which  tho  Convention  adopted  m  tUm 
own  : — 

"  Your  Comuiittce  would  beg  leave  to  suggest,  most  respectfully,  whe^Mr, 
■part  from  the  claims  of  tlie  Bishop,  and  apart  from  all  considerations  connected 
witli  tlie  permanent  interests  of  the  Episcopal  fund,  it  does  not  become  this  Coi- 
ventiou,  as  a  religious  body^  as  a  light  set  on  a  hill,  to  take  good  heed  how,  in  an 
■ge  like  tho  present,  it  sets  to  tiic  Church  and  to  tho  worid  an  example  of  unfaith- 
fulness  or  indiflference  to  solemn  engagements  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  money. 
Our  fiuancial  iustitutions,  our  commerce,  and  all  classes  of  secular  men  among  vSf 
are  exhibiting  nielunchf  ily  proof,  that  reckless  engagements,  and  indifference  is 
those  engagemeuts  when  iiuulo,  are  the  great  and  growing  evil  of  this  age  and 
country.  ShiJl  tlie  Church  become  conformed  to  tlie  world  iu  this  particuhu^-^ir 
shall  it  not  ratlier  be  especiully  careful  to  frown  upon  every  kind  of  diahonestf , 
and  u|M)n  every  appearuuce  of  iudiflcreuce  to  pecuuiary  obligations  ;  and  to  set 
an  example  which  shall  coiimiend  itself  to  tho  hearts  and  consciences  of  the  laity  T 
Tho  uuawer  to  tliia  quentiou  cannot  be  doubtful.  Tho  justice  and  honor  of  this 
Convention  icUl  bo  vindicated  in  this  matter  to  the  utmost. 

"  Should  the  contribution  of  Trinity  Church  be  witlidrawn,  after  the  next  Coa- 
vontion,  it  is  beli<;ved  by  this  ccmimiltee,  that  it  would  still  be  the  dutj'  of  the 
Couveiitiun,  to  iiiak(i  up  the  ilciicioncy  in  the  Birthop's  incomo,  and  ut  tho  same 
time,  to  take  measures  for  tli(>  iiicivuse  of  the  KpiM.-o|Kil  fuiicl,  until  it  bhall  bo  rais- 
od  to  the  Hum  of  ninety  tlioustiiid  dullurti.  These  are  obli^'atioiiH,  which  the  Con- 
vention lias  forinally  ashumed." 

At  the  following  Coiiveution,  184*J,  nothing  was  dono  on  the  subject.  Two  or 
three  montlis  after,  at  the  most  incunveuient  season  for  changes  in  domestic  ar- 
rangments,  I  was  suddenly  iufomuHl  that  the  resolution  of  Triiii^  Church  liaving 
boon  carried  into  etlect,  aud  the  Convention  having  done  nothing,  my  salary  had 
undergone  a  diminution  ot  about  one-fuurth,  and  could  not  be  paid  in  as  regular 
instalmenls  as  had  been  UMial.  No  alternative  was  left  to  mo  but  tho  abaudon- 
mont  of  the  Episcopal  KeBidcnce,  and  Uie  removal  of  my  family  to  the  countiy. 
I  accordinjily,  reijueHtnl  the  Tnisteos,  who  have  charge  of  the  house,  to  rent  it  for 
my  benefit,  agreeably  to  the  tenns  on  which  they  hold  it.  I-ilamest  solicitations, 
wcro  made  however,  by  bn^thren  aud  friends,  that  I  would  allow  a  little  time  for 
measures  to  be  adoptcMl,  which  it  was  hoped  would  enable  mo  to  remain  in  town, 
and  thus  avert  tho  evils  and  inconveniences  to  tlio  Church,  inseparable  from  the 
removal  of  the  Episcopal  residence  irom  this  ci^.  A  number  of  my  Reverend 
brethren  of  tliis  city  took  tho  matter  up  with  kind  and  devoted  iutereat    They 
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determined  on  an  appeal  to  their  brethren  throughoat  the  diocese  in  behalf  of  the 
claims  of  the  Canon  on  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  also  one  to  the  Corporation 
of  Trinity  Charch,  asking  a  renewal  of  their  grant,  in  consideration  of  assurances 
being  received  from  the  several  parishes  of  proper  attention  to  the  Canon.  Such 
assurances  were,  I  understand,  received  from  all  parts  of  tlie  diocese.  On  the 
ground  of  them  the  above-mentioned  appeal  was  made  to  Trinity  Church.  It  wai 
unsuccessful,  and  the  ground  was  understood  to  be  taken  by  gentlemen  of  in- 
fluence in  the  concerns  of  that  Corporation,  that  it  should  henceforth  and  forever 
be  severed  from  all  special  connection  with  the  support  of  the  episcopate  of  the 
diocese.  The  vestry,  however,  voted  a  sum  amounting  to  three-fourths  of  their 
former  grant,  for  my  present  relief.  Still  I  was  importuned  to  take  no  immediate 
steps  for  removing  to  the  country,  under  the  confident  expectation  which  kind 
friends  expressed,  that  something  effectual  would  bo  done  at  the  next  Convention. 
I  feared  they  were  too  sanguine,  but  yielded. 

The  Convention  of  1843  assembled.  At  an  early  period  of  the  session,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  episcopal  fund  was  called  up,  and  a  special  committee  appointed  there- 
on. The  committee  made  no  report,  and  not  a  word  was  said  in  Convention  on 
the  subject. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  tlio  Convention,  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Church 
voted  the  same  reduced  appropriation,  which  they  had  made  the  last  year;  but 
not,  as  I  was  credibly  informed,  without  much  hesitation  and  difficulty.  And  now 
another  Conventional  year  has  past,  and  notliing  been -done. 

Supposing  that  this  would  be  so,  I  urged  the  Trustees,  at  the  most  favorable 
season  for  renting  houses  in  tliis  city,  to  endeavor  as  soon  as  possible,  to  get  a 
good  tenant  for  the  house.  This,  it  appears,  they  could  not  do,  until,  within  a  very 
few  days  of  my  expected  departure  on  a  long  visitation,  and  when  every  hour  was 
greatly  needed  for  the  necessary  preparation,  a  tenant  offered  for  the  house,  pro- 
vided immediate  possession  could  be  given.  Arrangements  for  my  removal  were 
then,  of  course,  entirely  out  of  the  question,  and  the  opportunity  necessarily  losL 
My  absence  on  duty  through  the  summer,  and  the  disbanding  of  my  family,  have 
prevented,  for  that  period,  all  attention  to  the  removal  of  my  library  and  other  effects. 
So  that  the  house  is  still  on  my  hands,  although  hardly  the  home  of  my  family.  It 
is  right  that  I  remark  further,  that  I  have  taken  no  part  myself  in  any  of  the  meas- 
ures pursued  for  securing  to  me  the  fulfilment  of  the  Convention's  pledge. 

In  order,  however,  brethren,  that  you  may  have  a  fiill  view  of  the  actual  present 
state  of  the  case,  it  ought  to  be  further  mentioned,  that  not  only  is  the  capital  of 
the  fund  $20,000  less  than  the  amount,  the  interest  of  which  was  pledged  to  me  by 
the  Convention,  but  a  large  portion — and  the  same  vrill  probably  soon  be  true  o  f 
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the  whole — yieldB  a  less  interest  than  was  yielded  at  the  time  the  pledge  wai 
given. 

The  whole  amount  of  salary  on  which  I  can  now  permanently  relyy  ii  mora 
than  1*2000  dollars  less  than  it  was  when  the  Convention's  pledge  was  given.  I 
mnst  pay  for  insnrancc  and  repairs  on  the  house,  and  for  all  taxes,  aflsemnents,  &c., 
for  which  it  is  liuhle.  And  if,  as  I  am  informed  is  now  frequently  the  case,  thero  ii 
any  necessary  delay  in  the  investment  of  amounts  paid  in,  I  am  the  loser. 

I  tnist  now,  bnithron,  that  with  all  sensible  and  reflecting  people,  I  shall  stand 
acrinitted  of  blame  for  bringing  such  a  change  upon  our  Church  as  the  removal  of 
the  Bishop  of  this  diocese  from  the  city  of  Now  York.  Yielding  to  the  impofta- 
nity  of  friends,  I  luivo  made  as  groat  i^ncrifices  to  avert  this  issue,  as  can,  I  think,  be 
reasonably  rctpiired  of  me.  For  several  months,  in  two  successive  years,  my  do» 
mestic  establishment  has  been  bn>kou  up.  For  two  successive  years  I  have  sot 
fere<l  the  keen  mortification  of  privation  of  means  of  exercising  the  proper  hospi- 
talities of  my  office  during  the  periods  of  our  Conventions,  and  of  other  eccle«a»- 
tical  meetings  in  this  city.     Surely  my  friends  will  not  ask  me  to  do  this  any  more. 

Brethren,  ha<l  I  a  poor  die Kiese,  most  gladly  would  I  share  with  them  their  povei^ 
ty,  and  for  their  sakes  receive  and  patiently  bear  the  painful  and  mortifying  cons^ 
qnencoH  that  must  be  visited  on  the  holder  of  an  office,  who  is  deficient  in  the  ap- 
plication of  means  tending  to  the  proiHT  influence  and  usefulness  of  his  office,  and 
to  the  discluirge  of  its  expected  duties.  lUit  in  such  a  diocese  as  New  York, it  is  un- 
just to  impose  this  ujion  one  wiioso  cares  and  solicitudes  are,  under  even  the  most 
alleviating  circumstauces,  enough  for  any  human  being.  Yoiur  bishop  should  be 
amply  i>n)vidod — and  you  can  amply  provide  him — for  all  the  peevliar 
exixmaes — find  they  are  by  no  means  light — inseparable  from  his  residence  here; 
or  ho  must  go  whither  those  expenses  will  not  follow  him. 

Then*  are  tw<j  items  of  professional  expenditure,  brethren,  in  which  I  cannot 
consent  to  bo  stintetl  bryond  rny  own  d(?libt;rute  ami  conscientious  conviction  of 
whfit  I  owe  U)  my  office.  The  first  arises  out  of  the  obligation  assumed  at  conse- 
cration, in  the  alfinnativo  answor  to  llio  questicm,  "Will  you  be  merciful,  for  Christ's 
sake,  to  poor  and  needy  petiple,  and  to  all  stnuigers  destitute  of  help  T"  The 
calls  to  the  fulfilment  of  this  soledHi  obligation  in  such  a  city  as  this,  I  need  not  tcU 
you,  arc  many  and  pressing.  And  when  the  cold  and  calculating  spirit  of  this 
world  luis  exhausted  its  philosophy  in  all  its  wiunings  and  cautions,  touching  im- 
proper objects,  improper  libenilit)',  and  so  forth,  there  will  still  be  left — ^fair  oppor- 
tunities of  obscjrvation,  a  feeling  heart,  and  sound  clu-islian  principle  and  afiection, 
uniting  to  fonn  the  judgment — a  large  number  of  cases,  appealing  rightly  to  a 
Bishop^B  fatherly  regard  and  sympathy,  and  rightly  asking  the  secrecy  of  a  tnutfol 
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repose  in  his  bosom,  which  his  diocese  ought  to  et  able  him  to  meet  If  they  do  not, 

he  ought  to  go  where  they  will  not  be  likely  to  present  themselves  beyond  his 
means. 

Another  head  of  expenditure,  which  I  cannot  consent  to  abandon,  is  abili^  to 
travel  at  any  time,  to  any  part  of  my  diocese  where  there  may  be  a  special  call  of 
duty,  which,  in  my  deliberate  and  serious  conviction,  can  be  discharged  with  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  Church,  then  and  at  that  place. 

Another  consideration,  brethren,  connected  with  this  subject,  has  too  much  se- 
rious reality  in  it  to  allow  it  to  bo  overlooked— /Ae  enormout  toeight  of  care  and 
Uibor  devolving  on  the  episcopate  of  this  large  diocese.  It  necessarily  separates 
your  Bishop  from  almost  all  ordinary  social  intercourse^  and  even  estranges  him 
in  a  great  degree,  from  his  domestic  circle.  It  renders  utterly  impossible  any 
minute  attention  to  the  details  of  financial  and  economical  cares.  Of  these  things 
he  does  not  complain.  Having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  he  is  not  disposed  to 
look  back.  Coasecrated  and  set  apart  to  the  Lord's  work,  and  to  the  oversight  of 
this  portion  of  Christ's  flock,  he  would  shrink  fix)m  no  sacrifice  essentially  involv- 
ed. It  grieves  him  to  add,  however,  that  delays  in  attention  to  official  duty^  as 
mortifying  to  him  as  they  may  be  feared  to  be  injurious  to  the  Church,  are  the 
necessary  result  of  lus  not  being  able  to  secure  proper  assistance  in  the  immense 
calls  upon  him  for  epistolary,  and  documentary  writing.  To  have  added  to  all 
these  trials  a  residence  where  he  is  not  provided  with  the  means  of  warding  oflTthe 
perplexities  and  mortifications  of  an  insufficient  income,  is  certainly  more  than 
either  justice  or  generosity  can  approve. 

And  now,  brethren,  I  have  done  with  this  painful  topic,  never  again — I  trust, 
and  devoutly  pray — to  have  occasion  to  revert  to  it. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  usual  detail  of  Episcopal  acts,  I  would  perform  the 
mournful  duty  of  recording  the  deaths  of  seven  of  our  brethren  of  the  clergy. 

The  Rev.  Moses  P.  Bennett  was  settled  in  the  diocese  when  I  was  placed  m 
charge  of  it.  He  soon  became  a  great  sufierer  under  the  physical,  and  gradually 
under  the  mental  consequences  of  epilepsy.  Many  years  ago  he  went  into  a  re- 
tirement, of  which  I  was  uninformed,  and  being  unable  to  make  his  annual  re- 
ports, I  heard  nothing  of  him  until  within  the  past  year,  it  came  to  my  knowledge 
Ifaat  some  time  before,  his  afflicting  disease  had  proved  the  cause  of  his  death. 

Of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Carey,  Deacon,  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Church  of  the  An- 
nimciation,  of  this  city,  who  died  at  sea,  while  on  a  voyage  for  the  benefit  of  his 
health,  I  would  say  that  I  have  never  ceased  to  cherish  a  sentiment  of  devoat 
gratitade  to  God  for  making  me  his  honored  agent  in  receiving  into  the  ministry 
of  His  Church,  one  in  whom  were  centred,  more  than  in  any  other  man  I  ever 
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knew,  tho  qna^iBcationfl  for  tbo  Christian  miuistry  laid  down  in  God*8  word.  Hit 
ministry  wnsphort,  but  sound,  faithful,  and  of  peculiar  acceptance,  ^th  intelligem, 
devout,  and  serious  people.  I  confidod  in  him,  and  loved  him,  because  he  eroy 
way  descn-ed  my  confidence  and  love.  Nor  do  I  doubt,  that  had  God  been 
pleased  to  spare  his  life,  ho  would  have  been  among  the  burning  and  shining  lighn 
of  1 1  is  Holy  Church.  His  ser\'ices  were  desired  by  many  parishes.  And  whOa 
those  who  knew  him  best  cherished  for  him  the  most  of  honor  and  alTection ;  iodo 
they  see  the  most  reason  for  indulging  in  his  case  the  strong  hope  and  conaolatioo 
accompanying  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  God,  iu  taking  to  a  better  woilii 
those  who  arc  eminently  superior  to  this,  and  of  whom  tliis  is  not  worthy. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Daniels,  Missionary  to  Hampton,  Washington  County,  vii 
ordained  priest  \iy  me,  as  will  horeafter  be  related,  in  the  Church  of  hiBstatioo,ao 
the  18th  of  last  August.  He  immofliately  joined  mc  on  my  journey,  andcontinned 
with  me  three  days,  being  present  at  five  of  my  appointments.  I  parted  indi 
him  in  apparent  excellent  health,  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  tho  society  of  Ui 
friends  ;  and  hod  derived  much  comfort  and  satisfaction  from  the  evidences  I  bid 
seen  of  his  faithful,  acceptable,  and  useful  labors.  The  next  information  I  hid  of 
him  was,  that  on  the  12th  of  the  present  month,  less  than  four  weeks  from  ths 
day  of  his  ordination,  he  wns  called  to  his  account.  I  address  not  a  few  who 
were  witnesses  of  tho  uncommon  perseverance  and  assiduity  with  which  he  ip* 
plied  himself  to  overcome  the  efTecta  of  early  disadvantages,  until  he  brought  to 
the  ministry  the  union  with  tho  di.stinguiiihefl  christian  excellence  of  his  character 
of  a  highly  respectable  gnulo  of  iutellectuol  fitness.  That  the  very  promising  resalti 
should  so  soon  be  lost  to  the  Church  on  earth,  is  indeed  a  mounifid  call  for  hom* 
ble  resignation  to  the  mysterious  dealings  of  a  wise  and  good  Providence. 

We  have  all  been  filled  with  sorrow  for  the  sudden  death  of  our  beloved  and 

excellent  brother,  the  Rev.  Palmer  Dyer.     Cut  off  by  drowning,  almost  literally  in 

• 
a  moment,  in  tlie  twinkling  of  nn  eye,  he  left  another  addition  to  the  rapidly  acco- 

mulating  warnings  we  have,  that  in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death.     He  wtf 

laboring  assiduously  and  successfully  in  the  Essex  County  Mission.     I  vinted  Us 

sphere  of  duty,  soon  after  his  death,  ccmfirmed  20,  to  whose  preparation  far  the 

holy  right  he  had  given  faithful  attention,  and  experienced  much  melancholy  sat]S> 

faction  in  obser\'ing  the  strong  hold  which  he  had  on  tho  affections  of  his  people, 

and  the  demonstrations  which  he  had  left  of  ability  and  faithfulness  in  his  minis 

try.     All  this  accorded  exactly  wiili  my  knowledge  of  tho  superior  christian  ex 

cellcnce  of  his  character,  and  lli^4  superior  aptuea<<  and  meetnessfor  the  ministry  of 

reconciliation.    There  is  no  room  to  doubt  that  he  was  ready  f  even  for  the  very 

sudden  summons  which  bid  him  home.    What  renders  our  brother's  death  mon 
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Kmrnfiil  to  human  apprehension,  is  the  circumstance  thai  he  had  recently  recover- 
1  from  physical  disability  which  had,  for  some  time^  entirely  unfitted  him  for 
■itoral  duty,  and  was  engaged  in  his  arduous  functions  with  a  zeal,  labor,  and 
Bficiency  unexceeded,  I  believe,  in  any  period  of  his  ministry,  although  it  had 
1,  whdn  health  admitted,  been  eminently  devoted  and  faithful.  During  his  re- 
rement  from  active  duty,  as  well  as  at  other  times,  Mr.  Dyer  was  a  fiuthful  ser- 
ant  of  the  Church,  through  the  press,  having  published  various  tracts  of  great 
alae  for  their  sound,  edifying,  and  Catholic  views  of  evangelical  faith  and  duty. 

The  death  of  the  Rev.  Ravaud  Kearny,  Rector  of  St  FauVs  Church,  Redhook, 
^tchess  County,  was  particularly  impressive  for  myself,  from  the  circumstance 
f  the  near  equality  of  our  ages,  and  of  our  having  been  associated  as  class-mates, 
I  our  College  course.  He  was  one  of  six  of  that  class,  who  devoted  themselves 
>  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  of  whom  three  have  now  fallen  asleep.  The  min- 
tiy  was  not  his  purpose  while  in  College.  Some  time  after  he  graduated,  however, 
is  mind  became  deeply  impressed  with  the  truths  and  requirements  of  the  got- 
el;  and  forsaking  temporal  pursuits,  for  success  in  which  he  had  eminent  do- 
lestlc  and  social  advantages,  he  gave  himself  to  the  ministry  with  an  honesty  and 
[nrituality  of  purpose,  and  a  heartiness  of  devotion,  which  he  appears  to  have 
arried  with  him  to  the  last 

The  Rev.  James  Thompson,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Oakhill,  Greene 
loan^,  entered  the  ministry  at  a  comparatively  late  period  of  life,  but  devoted 
imself  to  it  with  an  assiduity,  fidelity,  and  disinterestedness  of  labor,  which  indi- 
ited  the  pious  purpose  of  making  up  for  not  having  earlier  entered  the  field.  It 
lomnfl  God  to  spare  him  for  more  than  thirty  years  of  labor.  The  greater  part  of 
hat  time  was  given  to  laborious,  and  a  portion  of  it  to  very  extensive,  missionary 
iaty.  The  infirmities  of  age  at  length  compelled  him  gradually  to  diminish  his  ser- 
ices,  until,  for  some  time  before  his  death,  they  were  entirely  suspended,  and 
le  was  at  length  gathered  unto  his  fathers,  full  of  years,  and  justly  venerated  and 
leloved  for  the  qualities  which  best  adorn  the  character  of  the  man,  the  christian, 
nd  the  christian  minister. 

The  Rev.  Salmon  Wheaton,  D.  D.,  late  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Johnstown, 
'niton  County,  having  been  for  many  years  one  of  the  truest,  best,  and  most  res- 
ected of  the  clergy  of  another  Diocese,  removed  into  this  between  four  and 
iTO  years  ago,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  above-named  parish.  To  the 
aany  who  knew  this  excellent  brother,  I  need  not  say  with  what  fidelity  he 
ischargetl  those  duties  ;  and  all  his  past  history  prepares  them  to  hear  of  the 
stecm  and  love  with  which  his  flock  appreciated  his  eminent  excellence  as  a 
ibrlstian  and  a  pastor.    At  length,  however,  a  tedious  and  painful  malady 
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compelled  lim  to  resiga  his  Rectorship,  and  retire  entirely  from  pastoral  doty ; 
and  having,  for  many  montlis,  been  the  means  of  illustrating  the  meek  and 
calm  triumph  of  the  gospel  over  bodily  suffering,  it  terminated  in  being  the  in- 
strument of  God's  calling  to  Himself  His  good  and  faithful  servant. 

Brethren  :— let  us  not  fail  to  lay  seriously  to  heart  the  seven-fold  call  wbieii 
we  have  thus  had  to  consider  our  latter  end.    I^t  the  thought  that  we  are  dyiof 
men,  every  moment  exposed  to  the  summons  to  our  account, be  always  present 
to  our  minds.    Especially,  engaged  as  we  now  are,  in  the  Church's  work,  let 
us  never  forget  the  awful  character  impressed  upon  the  Church  of  God*8  ap> 
pointed  instrument  and  agent  for  preparing  us  for  death,  and  after  that  for 
judgment.    With  this  in  view,  the  reasonable  mind  will  see  that  the  Church 
must  be  taken,  sustained,  and  cared  for,  as  God  has  made  it,  and  not  as  mas 
would  have  it ;  and  will  often  bo  led  to  pause  and  ask,  whether  that  probation 
for  death  and  eternity,  for  which  God  has  given  us  the  Church,  is  duly  regard- 
ed in  all  that  is  said  and  done  in  reference  to  that  Holy  Society. 

I  now  proceed  to  the  detail  of  my  Episcopal  and  Pastoral  acts  through  the 
year,  premising,  however,  that  those  of  the  latter  only  are  named,  which  occur 
on  my  rixitations.  While  at  home,  I  am  much  engaged  in  administering  the  sa- 
cranierits.  performing  Divine  service,  preaching,  and  other  pastoral  duties  not 
recorded  in  my  Episcopal  journal. 

Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  October  1st,  1843. — In  St.  John's  Chapel,  Sew 
York,  admitted  to  the  priesthood,  the  Rev.  Libertus  Van  Bokkelen,  Deacon,  an 
Instructor  in  St.  Paul's  College,  Collero  Point,  Queen's  County. 

In  the  evening,  confirmed  3  in  St.  Mary's  Church. 

Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  Sth. — Preached  morning  and 
afternoon,  for  the  parish  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Rossville,  Richmond  County,  at 
the  residence  of  one  of  the  wardens. 

Monday,  9th. — Laid  the  Corner  Stone  of  St.  Luke's  Church. 

Wednesday,  llth. — Preached  in  Zion  Church,  Greenburgh,  Westchester 
County. 

TJiursday,  I2th. — Confirmed  18  in  Christ  Church,  Tarry  Town,  in  the 
morning. 

In  the  evening,  married  a  couple  in  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Sing- 
Sing. 

Friday,  13M.— Confirmed  12  in  St.  Paul's. 

Eighteenth  Sunduy  after  Trinity,  October  \5th. — In  the  morning,  confirmed  % 
in  the  Chapel  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  West  Point. 

In  the  forenoon,  confirmed  5   in  St  Philip's  Church,  Philips  Town,  Putnam 
County. 
In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  23,  in  St.  Mar>'8  Church,  Cold  Spring. 
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Monday,  16M. — Iq  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Peekskill,  Wettcheiter  Coiin/y,  preached 
in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  4  in  the  evening. 

Tuesday,  17 th. — In  St.  Luke*8  Church,  Somers,  confirmed  9,  and  administer- 
ed the  communion. 

Nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  22d. — Preached  morning  and  af- 
ternoon, and  baptized  3  children,  in  St.  George's  Church,  Astoria,  Queens 
County. 

Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  29/A. — Confirmed  4  in  the  Seamen's 
Temporary  Mission  Chapel,  New  York. 

Twenty- Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  \2th, — Preached  morning, 
afternoon,  and  evening,  in  St.  George's  Church,  Hempstead,  Queens  County 
and  paid  a  pastoral  visit  to  a  sick  member  of  the  parish. 

TiDenty- Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  19/A— InSt.  Ann's  Church, 
Morrisania,  Westchester  County,  admitted,  by  request  of  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina,  to  the  Order  of  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Charles  Aldis,  a  Deacon  of  that 
Diocese,  who  had  been  chosen  Rector  of  St.  Ann's. 

Mr.  Aldis  has  since  been  transferred  to  this  Diocese,  and  settled  in  the  charge 
of  the  above  parish. 

St.  Andrew,  the  Apostle,  Thursday,  November  30M. — It  gave  me  very  great 
pleasure  to  perform  an  appropriate  service,  specially  set  forth  by  me  on  occa- 
sion of  the  raising  of  the  frame  of  the  Seamen's  Floatin^^  Mission  Church, 
New  York. 

Friday,  December  \st. — At  a  special  confirmation  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  con- 
firmed 2  persons,  who  were  about  to  leave  the  country. 

Advent  Sunday,  December  3d.— Confirmed  7  in  the  temporary  Chapel  of  St. 
Thomas's  Church,  Brooklyn,  and  preached  there  again  in  the  afternoon. 

Tuesday,  5th. — Received  from  a  Committee  appointed,  according  to  the  Can- 
ons, to  investigate  certain  imputations  which  had  come  to  my  knowledge,  un- 
favorable to  the  character  of  the  Rev.  Flavel  S.  Mines,  a  unanimous  report 
that  those  imputations  did  not  furnish  grounds  for  presentment,  and  that  there 
was  no  just  cause  for  them.  As  this  excellent  brother  is  engaged  in  very 
faithful  and  eflScient  labors  in  a  foreign  country,  where  his  parishioners  and 
friends  cannot  be  expected  to  have  access  to  all  the  circumstances  which  here 
enable  as  to  form  a  just  estimate  of  the  case,  it  is  no  more  than  an  act  of  jus- 
tice for  me  to  add,  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  circumstances  thereof  to  detract 
in  the  least  from  his  claims  to  confidence  and  esteem.

— In  the  Mission  Chnrch 
of  ihe  Holy  Evangelists,  A>io  York,  admitted  to  the  order  of  Priesthood,  the 
Ilev.  Charles  H  .Williamson,  Deacon,  Minister  of  the  Second  French  Congrega- 
tion in  that  city. 

It  gave  me  very  great  pleasure  to  witness  the  extensive  and  beaatifnl  improve- 
ments in  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  adding  much  to  its  adaptedness  to  the 
comfortable  and  solemn  performance  of  the  ministrations  of  the  sanctuiiy. 
These  were  not  accomplished  through  the  treasury  of  the  City  Mission  Society, 
to  whom  the  building  belongs  -,  but  by  funds  specially  raised  by  the  congi^p- 
tion  and  its  friends,  as  the  result  of  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  mission,  tad 
the  strength  of  the  public  confidence  therein.

— In  St.  John's  Chapel,  pronounced  sentence  of  degrada- 
tion from  the  ministry,  on  the  Rev.  Nathan  Kingsberry,  who  had  been  convicted, 
on  trial  according  to  the  Canons,  of  sundry  acts  and  habits  of  scandalous,  dis 
orderly,  and  immoral  conduct. 

Scxagcsima  Sunday,  February  ilth. — Confirmed  61  in  the  Mission  Chorch 
of  St.  Matthew.  This  Church,  too,  I  was  much  gratified  to  find  greatly  im- 
proved in  its  internal  appearance  and  arrangements,  another  fact  illustrative, 
in  the  pecuniary  means  for  affecting  the  change,  which  were  raised  indepeod- 
antly  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Cily  Mission  Society,  of  the  success  of  the  Mis- 
sion, and  the  public  confidence  in  it. 

This  was  the  first  confirmation  in   St.  Matthew's,  and  the  occasion  satisfied 
me,  as  had  a  few  previous  visits  to  the  Mission,  that    the  Church  has  much  to 
hope  for  the  good  of  its  blessed  cause,  from  the  services  of  the  devoted,  faith- 
fal,  and  ezperieDced  missioDarf . 
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You  may  rest  well  assured,  ray  brethren,  that  there  is  no  more  nsefal  depart- 
ment of  Missionary  operations  than  that  proper  to  this  Society.  But  a  vast  in- 
crease of  its  blessed  spiritual  and  moral  inflaences  is  needed.  When  such  an* 
exceptionable  provision  is  made  to  counteract  the  impiety,  blasphemy,  and  vice, 
which  so  lamentably  characterize  our  city,  there  are  those  who,  when  God 
ariseth  to  judgment,  will  have  an  awful  account  to  give  for  so  little  resistance 

to  their  growth  among  us. 

Quinquagetima  Sunday ^  February  ISth, — Confirmed  36  in  the  Church  of  the 
Annunciation. 

Tuetday  20<A— Consecrated  "  The  Floating  Church  of  our  Saviour  for  Sea- 
men.'* This  truly  beautiful,  and  very  commodious  building  is,  I  believe,  the 
first  instance  of  an  edifice  in  true  Church  furm,  being  erected  on  a  floating  deck. 
It  has  attracted  much  public  admiration,  and  may  be  hoped  to  be,  as  thus  far  it 
has  proved,  a  great  blessing  to  the  large,  interesting,  and  important,  but  too 
much  neglected  class  for  whom  it  has  been  provided.  We  are  indebted  for  it, 
under  God,  to  an  association  of  young  men  of  the  Church,  known  then  as  the 
*'  Young  Meu*s  Church  Missionary  Society,'*  and  it  is  an  evidence  of  their  pious 
enterprise  which  it  gives  me  the  highest  satisfaction  to  record. 

The  Church  in  this  country,  brethren,  owes  a  debt  to  the  country,  and  to  the 
God  who  has  dealt  so  mercifully  with  it,  which  it  is  most  sadly  and  ungratefully 
repaying.  I  mean  that  debt  which  is  to  be  discharged,  as  by  the  general  liberal 
maintenance  of  the  Church,  and  promoting  and  strengthening  of  its  cause,  so  espe- 
cially in  the  several  departments  of  domestic,  diocesan,  city,  and  seamen's  mis- 
sions. To  the  last,  the  sacred  temple  of  which  the  consecration  has  just  been 
named,  is  attached.  It  is  a  department  on  this  I  believe  first  systematic  introduc- 
tion of  which  into  our  Church  I  most  sincerely  congratulate  all  the  Church's  good 
friends,  especially  those  in  this  city,  and  more  es^^ecially  the  beloved  and  respected 
young  brethren  who  have  so  distinguished  themselves  in  its  establishment,  and  the 
Rev.  brother  whose  faithful  ministerial  services  therein  liave  been  so  much  blessed. 
I  tmst,  however,  that  this  is  but  a  beginning  of  widely  extending  Christian  benevo- 
lence in  the  same  line,  which  will  ultimately  do  the  Church's  duty  in  reference  not 
only  to  the  hardy  sons  of  the  Ocean,  but  to  those  also  of  similar  calling  through  the 
immense  extent  of  our  inland  navigation. 

Christians  ought  seriously  to  bear  in  mind  that  every  crew  composed  of  persona 
not  under  the  habitual  influence  of  the  piety  and  morality  of  the  gospel,  which 
visits  a  heathen  or  Mohammedan  port,  cannot  do  otherwise  than  have  a  most  hard- 
ening influence  on  the  natives,  and  bo  direcdy  contributive,  not  only  to  the  putting 

back  of  the  work  of  their  conversion,  which  must  be  dear  to  every  Christian  heart, 
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bat  to  the  direct  and.  po&itivc  Btrengthcmng  among  them  of  impious  and  blai^he- 
mous  views  of  the  true  Grud,  and  of  Jcsub  Christ  whom  He  hath  sent.     It  is  monni- 
ful,  and  has  often  given  mo  unfeigned  Buq)riBe,  to  think  how  many  of  our  mer- 
chants and  sea-captoinBy  themselves  men  of  unimpeachable  moral  characten,  and 
some  of  them  of  exemplary  piety,  liavc  come  far  short  of  proper  sensibility  to  the 
characters  and  conduct  of  thoKO  whom  they  are  sending  or  taking,  as  received  repn- 
scntativcs  of  a  Christian  land,  into  tlio  midst  of  heathens  and  Turks.    God  grant  tfait 
it  may  be  so  no  more ;  but  that  the  Church  may  have  ample  ability  provided  lo 
apply  the  means  which,  by  His  blessing,  may  counteract  the  sore  and  dreadfiil 
evil !     And  may  He,  by  His  grace,  impress  on  all  a  deep  completion  that  the  caose 
should  meet  an  earnestness  and  liberality  in  its  promotion,  proportioned  to  the 
shame  of  past  delay,  and  to  the  incalculable  onls  that  have  flowed  from  it! 

The  more  zealous  one  is  for  foreign  missions,  the  more  devoted  should  lie  be  to  s 
department  of  Christian  charity  which,  like  that  now  considered,  is  so  ncceasaiy  to 
the  removal  of  one  of  the  niost  formidable  obstacles  to  the  success  of  those  mii- 
sions. 

The  Young  Men's  Church  Missionary  Society,  originally  intended  as  onziliaiy 
to  tho  missionary  organization  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  of  our  Church,  lias  since  been  newly  constituted  as  a  primary  Chmth 
Institution,  under  the  title  of  "Tho  Protestant  £pisco|)al  Church  Missioiuixy 
Society  for  Scanieu  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New  York."  Under  this  new  organi- 
zation, tho  Society  has  been  iiicorponitod  by  tho  Legislature.  I  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  action  by  tho  Convention  in  its  behalf,  similar  to  that  by  w^hich,  in  1831, 
tho  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society  was  recognized  as  an 
agent  in  our  Diocesan  Missionary  concerns.

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  9  ;  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

Freviou8l7  to  the  morning  service,  I  made  a  pastoral  visit  to  a  sick  member  of  the 
perish. 

Mr.  Harriman  had  resigned  his  office  as  Asnstant  Minister  of  Christ  Chorch, 
Tanytown,  Westchester  County,  and  the  Bev.  William  M.  Carmichael,  D.  D.,  the 
rectorship  of  St.  George's.  The  latter  immediately  removed  to  St  Thomas'  Hall, 
Flushing,  Queen's  County,  where  he  succeeded,  as  Bector  thereof,  the  Bev.

In  the  evening,  confirmed  21  in  the  temporary  Chapel  of  8t  Jade's  Church, 
New  York. 
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This  was  tlie  last  of  the  annual  confirmations  for  the  yetr  in  the  citiet  of  New 
York  and  Bnxiklyn.  They  weru  lield  m  H  Churches,  and  729  perKms  were  can- 
finned.  On  almcwt  evory  occobiou,  thero  were  present,  in  addition  to  the  candi- 
daU*s  of  the  Church  in  which  the  service  was  hehl,  others  fixnn  other  parishfi. 
Several  uf  the  clergy,  it  highly  gratifies  me  to  remark,  haye  adopted  the  plan  of 
having  an  annual  season  of  special  preparation  for  confirmation ;  and  in  thoae  yem 
in  which  it  is  not  administered  in  tlieir  own  Churches,  aooompanying  their  cudi- 
dates  to  another  where  opportunity  isafibnled  for  its  reception.  In  this  way  dwn 
are  few  cases  in  which  the  proper  and  wholesome  order  of  the  Church,  that  oon* 
firmation  precede  admiMion  to  the  Holy  Communion,  may  not  be  olMerred. 

There  is  also  a  very  interesting  and  important  collateral  advantage  aftewKng 
this  arrangement  It  is  evident  unto  all  men  diligently  reading  Holy  Scri^ 
ture  and  ancient  authors,  tliat  the  sheep  of  Christ's  flock  were  placed  by  Him  in 
charge  of  His  npostles,  us  His  proper  pastoral  representatives,  and  that  die  same 
cliuracter  was  tnuiHuiitted  to  the  BL^hops  of  the  Church  in  their  respective  jurii(&> 
tions — tlio  presbyters  and  deacons  acting  as  their  aids  in  the  several  portions  of  tbs 
flock  committed  to  their  care.  Every  thing  which  tends  to  invest  the  Episcopal 
office  in  the  eye  of  the  people  with  its  proper  pastoral  character, 'as  the  centre  of 
ecclesiastical  unity,  contributes  so  far  to  presenting  the  Chureh  in  its  genuine  enm^ 
gelicol  features.  This  chtiracter  uf  the  episcopate  is  clearly  sot  forth  in  our  Form 
fur  tlie  Cousecratiuii  of  a  Bishop,  and  is  one  the  due  estimate  of  which  is  a  great 
solace  and  sup^Mirt  under  the  weighty  cores  and  duties  of  the  office.  For  my  own 
]iiirt,  I  will  fnuikly  Miy,  tliut  the  piistunil  comiectiou  in  which  my  oflScc  places  me 
with  the  clergy  and  ])eopIe  of  my  charge,  is  vastly  dearer  to  mc  than  ought  of  o& 
cial  prerogative  and  government  witli  which  also  tlie  office  is  invested. 

This  pastoral  nature  of  the  episcopate,  in,  I  think,  happily  illustrated  when  seve- 
ral clergy  meet  in  a  Church  appointed  by  the  Diocesan  pastor  for  administering  to 
his  i)eople  the  ordinance  which  is  his  peculiar  function,  and  thither  bring  their 
reHj>ectivc  candidates.  Sectional  divisions  seem  then  to  be  merged  in  the  tnie 
cutliolic  chanintcr  of  the  Church,  and  all  are  at  homo  where  the  father  of  the  fumlj 
dispenses  the  bread  of  life  to  his  household. 

Fcnxt  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  JameSy  the  Apottleg,  May  1st. — The  Right  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  Connecticut  held  this  day,  at  my  request,  an  ordination  in  St  John's 
Chapel,  New  York ;  but  as  he  was  laboring  under  a  disease  of  the  eyes,  I  performed 
the  greater  part  of  the  services,  i)reaclied,  and  iidmiuistered  the  Conununion.

— In  Trinity  Cburch,  admitted  the  minis- 
ter of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Edward  Selkirk,  Deacon,  to  the  Priesthood. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  14. 

In  the  evening,  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church. 

Svco?id  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  I6th. — In  the  morning,  confirmed  13  In 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  New  York. 

In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  17  in  St.  Ann's  Church,  Morrisania,  Wett- 
Chester  County ;  and  was  much  gratified  to  find  the  parish  supplied  with  a  pecu- 
liarly neat,  convenient,  and  well  situated  parsonage.  More  of  comfort  and 
utility  to  the  clergyman,  and  of  benefit  to  the  parish,  results  from  a  good  par- 
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sonage,  ihan  is  probably  generally  imagined.    It  is  every  way  desirable  that  aU 
our  parishes  should  be  provided  with  them. 

On  the  19th,  SOth.  and  2IstJ  attended  in  my  place  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  in  St.  John's  Chapel  in  this  city;  on  the  second  of  which  days, 
being  the  Bishop  next  irr  seniority  to  the  Bishop  of  Comiecticut,  whom  diseaaed 
eyes  prevented  from  the  duty,  I  administered,  agreeably  to  a  good  and  holy 
regulation  of  the  Board,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Saturday,  *^2<Z.— In  the  Chapel  of  St.  Paul's  College,  College  Point,  Queen*s 
County^  confirmed  9,  five  students,  and  four  other  members  of  the  establish- 
ment. 

Third  Sunday  after  Tnnity,  June  23i.--In  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williams- 
burgh,  KingU  County,  preached  m  the  morning,  and  confirmed  28  in  the  after- 
noon. 

From  the  25th  to  the  28lh  inclusive,  I  attended  in  my  place  as  a  Trustee  and 
Professor,  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  public  examination  of  the 
students,  and  the  annual  commencement  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
At  the  last,  for  the  reason  stated  in  reference  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  the 
administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  devolved  on  me.  Seventeen  young 
gentlemen,  from  seven  diflerent  Dioceses,  received  the  honors  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  thus  became  its  alumni. 

Agreeably  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  the  Bishops  are,  jointly  and 
severally,  its  visitors,  having  the  right,  each  or  any  of  them,  to  visit  it  at  any 
and  all  times,  witness  the  instruction  given,  and  demand  information  on  all 
matters  relating  to  it ;  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  every  Diocese  In  the  country 
has  the  right  of  representation ;  and  on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  the 
Bishops  present,  in  whose  number  each  Diocese  is  on  a  footing  of  equality  with 
every  other,  may  have  a  distinct  and  controlling  vote. 

Thus  are  there  provided  ample  means  for  the  regular  and  orderly  discovery 
and  remedy  of  defects ;  and  thus  are  there  also  provided  full  security  against 
any  perversion  of  this  holy  and  noble  trust,  and  strong  ground  of  confidence  in 
its  cfl[iciency  for  the  Church's  welfare.

Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  Ith.^lXi  the  momisg,  confirmed  22  in  St. 
Andrew*s  Church,  Richmond,  Richmond  County^  and  preached  in  the  aftemooa 
in  Trinity  Chapel,  Factory  ville. 

Monday y  %th — Baptized  an  adult  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Ann*a  Hall,  Flushing, 
Queen^i  County* 

Tkurtday,  9th — Baptized  an  infant  in  the  same  Chapel. 

Wednciday^  IQth. — Confirmed  3  therein,  and  administered  the  Commanioo. 

On  this  and  the  preceding  day,  I  performed  my  annual  visitation  of  that 
interesting  and  highly  useful  Institution  ;  and  assisted,  during  my  atay,  in  the 
daily  morning  and  evening  devotions  of  the  Chapel. 

Thursday  and  Friday,  llth  and  12^^.— Visited  St.  Thomaa*a  Hall,  and 
preached  in  the  evening  of  the  latter  in  St.  George's  Church. 

Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity ,  July  Wth, — Instituted  the  Rev.  Fraocia  VintOD, 
who  had  removed  into  this  Diocese  from  that  of  Rhode  Island,  into  the  Rector- 
ship of  Emmanuel  Churrh,  Brooklyn;  which  office  had  been  resigned  by  the 
Rev.  Kingston  Goddard,  who  has  become  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Clif- 
ton, Richmond  County. 

— Consecrated  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Portchester,  JVcttckctter 
County.  This  is  a  Chapel  of  the  old  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Rye,  rendered 
necessary  by  the  great  increase  of  the  parisli  under  the  faithful  and  efficient 
services  of  its  devoted  Rector.

The  erection  of  this  beautiful  Gothic  edifice  was  the  consummation  of  a  deaire 
long  anxiously  cherished  by  me.  It  is  erected  on  the  site  of  a  Church  built 
before  the  Revolution,  but  long  since  utterly  destroyed.  I  never  cast  my  eye 
on  the  ancient  cemetery  without  longing  to  see  therein  another  temple.  Now 
it  is  there,  and  with  every  prospect,  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  say,  of  great 
efficiency  in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church.  Thus,  in  the  good  providence 
ofQodj  are  there  now  three  Churches  instead  of  the  old  one  of  which  I  have 
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just  spoken,  St.  PauPs  at  Glencove,  and  St.  John's  at  Cold  Spring  Harbour,  both 
erected  within  a  few  years,  being  also  in  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay.  I  have  also 
been  happy  to  learn  of  the  contemplated  erection  of  another  in  a  distant  part  of 
the  same  town. 

Wednesday 1 24/A. — Laid  the  Comer  Stone  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Commo^ 
nion,  New  York.  This  Church  is  to  be  built  by  Mrs.  Mary  A.  C.  Rogers,  at  her 
own  cost,  and  in  pursuance  of  a  pious  purpose  of  her  late  husband,  John  Rogers, 
Esq.,  and  is  intended  to  be  a  free  Church,  sustained  by  voluntary  offerings, 
open  for  daily  morning  and  evening  prayer,  and  to  have  the  Communion  therein 
on  all  Sundays  and  Holy  Days. 

Feast  of  St.  Jamesy  the  Apostle ^  Thursday  ^  July  25M. — Confirmed  7  in  Christ 
Church,  Pelham,  Westchester  County. 

Friday^  6^A.— Confirmed  4  in  Trinity  Church,  New  Rochelle. 

Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  28th. — In  the  morning,  confirmed  14  in 
St.  Thomases  Church,  Mamaroneck. 

In  the  aAernoon,  confirmed  9  in  Christ  Church,  Rye. 

In  the  evening,  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Port  Chester. 

Monday  29th. — Preached,  and  administered  the  communion  in  Grace  Church, 
Wbiteplains. 

Tuesday f  30th. — Confirmed  9  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Milesquare, 

The  consecration  of  this  Church  was  reported  last  year.  The  neighborhood 
In  which  it  stands,  was  mournfully  in  need  of  the  purifying  and  meliorating  in- 
fluences of  the  gospel.  This  drew  to  it  the  attention  of  the  excellent  Rector  of 
Grace  Church,  Whiteplains.  He  undertook  the  almost  hopeless  task  of  carry- 
ing thither  the  ministrations  of  the  gospel.  It  was  done  in  a  noiseless  and  un- 
ostentatious way.  Attention  was  excited.  A  small  congregation  became 
gradually  larger.  Very  limited  accommodations  were  abandoned  for  others 
somewhat  better.  The  building  of  a  Church  was  devised,  and  a  parish  organ- 
ized. The  Church  was  built  and  consecrated.  Saving  this  act  of  consecration, 
there  never,  it  is  believed,  was  performed  in  the  place  a  function  peculiar  to  the 
Episcopate,  until  the  confirmation  now  recorded.  A  great  blessing  has  attend- 
ed, and  continues  to  attend  the  parish.  Our  first  thatiks  are  of  course  due  to 
the  God  of  all  grace.  Next,  we  should  remember  the  ministerial  fidelity  which 
sought  out,  gathered,  and  fed  this  flock,  at  no  small  distance  from  its  proper 
parochial  field.  Then  let  it  be  remembered,  that  there  were  used  no  exciting 
and  time-serving  appliances.  The  Church,  in  its  sanctity,  dignity,  sobriety,  and 
order,  was  the  instrument  employed. 
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Wedncs<lay3Ut.—Prc2ic\\e(iin  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Bedfoid,  and  after- 
wards confirmed  in  his  cliamber  a  sick  member  of  the  parifih. 

Thursday y  August  Ix/.— In  St.  Jamcs^s  Ghorch,  North  Salem,  confiimedS 
and  administered  the  communion. 

Friday t  S<i.— In  St.  Luke's  Church,  Somcrs,  confirmed  4,  and  administered 
the  communion,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

NirUh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  ^h.—ln  Christ  Church,  Poughkeepeie, 
Dutehets  County,  preached,  and  administered  the  communion  ;  attended,  be- 
tweenthe  services,  the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  children  by  the  AasistaDt 
Minister,  and  delivered  to  them  a  short  address  ;  and  in  the  aftemooa  confinn- 
ed31. 

I  then  repaired  to  Geneva,  in  Western  New  York,  to  attend  in  my  place,  as 
a  Trustee  of  Geneva  College.  Every  visit  to  this  institution  confirms  my  con- 
Tiction  of  its  claims  to  public  support,  and  especially  that  of  the  Church.  I  was 
f  orry  to  find  in  its  catalogue  the  names  of  but  six  students  from  thia  Dioeeae. 
I  know  of  no  College  to  which  parents  sending  their  children  from  home,  can 
entrust  them  with  greater  confidence  than  to  this. 

At  the  kind  invitation  of  my  Right  Rev.  Brother,  the  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York,  I  remained  in  his  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  preaching  at  the  expected 
consecration  of  the  splendid  edifice  recently  erected  by  the  vestry  of  Trinity 
Church,  Geneva ;  and  while  in  the  Diocese,  rendered  the  following  services :

has  committed  them.

have  been  before  noticed. 
In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  8. 

In  the  evening,  confirmed  2  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Whitehall. 

Tuesday,  20tA.— In  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  Port  Kent,  Estex 
County,  for  *<  The  Church  of  the  Holy  Martyrs,  Chesterfield/'  confirmed  14  and 
and  administered  the  communion. 

In  the  aAernoon,  for  the  same  parish,  preached  in  the  Congregational  house 
of  worship,  Keeseville. 

Wednesday,  ^Ist. — Confirmed  2,  and  admmistered  the  communion  in  the 
Methodist  house  of  worship,  Essex. 

In  the  aAernoon,  baptized  an  adult,  and  confirmed  4,  in  the  Presbyterian 
house  of  worship,  Wadhams  Mills.

I  was  much  pleased  to  find  that  this  Church,  in  the  intenral  between  the  re- 
eignation  of  the  late,  and  the  incumbcDcy  of  the  present  Rector,  had  been  greatly 
enlarged  and  improved. 

Improvements,  too,  of  a  peculiarly  fitting  and  beautifol  kind,  have  recent^ 
been  made  in  St.  Luke*8  Church  in  this  city.

Thursday,  i9/A.~In  the  same  Church,  admitted  the  Rev.  Elijah  Gaion,  Dea- 
con,  its  minister,  to  Priests'  Orders  Mr.  Gaion  belongs  to  this  Diocese,  bot 
beingat  present  the  minister  of  Emmanuel  Church,  his  ordination  was  held  then 
at  the  request  of  my  Right  Reverend  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Connectieat.

I  have  nuw,  my  brethren,  completed  nil  I  have  to  report  of  a  statistical  natoze. 
I  have  not  much  else  to  odd.  Something,  however,  I  must,  in  reference  to  a  new 
development  which  seems  to  have  taken  place  in  the  quarter  whence,  within  a 
few  years,  auriety  lias  been  given,  though  no  serious  fears  have  been  occanonedy 
to  the  true  friends  of  Christ  and  the  Church.  Throughout  much  of  the  agitatiaa 
which  has  existed  in  the  catholio  portion  of  the  Christians  of  oar  ooontry,  tkb 
Church  as  it  is  has  been  the  motto  adopted  by  all.  To  many  this  seemed 
strange  indeed,  convinced  as  they  were  that  the  Church  u  it  is  was  anything 
but  favorable  to  much  of  the  agitation  which  has  been  gouig  on.  It  now  begins  to 
appear  that  they  were  right.  The  tnicr  and  more  sensible  ground  is  taken  that 
the  Chiuich  as  it  is  icill  not  ansicer.  The  Liturgy  is  beginning  to  be  disparaged 
as  a  standard  of  Faith.  ClmngeK  in  the  Liturgy  arc  beginning  to  be  advocated  «f 
necessary  to  bring  it  dawn  to  the  times.  This  too,  not  by  open  enemies;  bat  pro* 
fcsscd  companions  and  friends — from  quarters  whence  *^the  Church  aa  it  is"  wis 
lately  heard  as  all  that  was  wanted. 

I  am  not  surprised  at  this.  Nor  do  I  regret  it.  It  is  the  beginning  of  that  righit' 
OU8  balancing  by  which  IIo  who  is  Head  over  all  tilings  unto  his  Church  makei 
all  things  ullimatcly  work  togethiT  for  good.  The  true  issue  is  now  beginning  to  be 
known.  It  is  the  PnAYEii  Book — for  it  or  against  it.  Brethren,  you  know  on 
which  side  I  would  have  my  Diocese  enlisted.  Go  for  the  Liturgy.  It  is  tho 
great  exponent  of  our  faith.  It  is  the  work  of  no  sect-leader.  It  is  the  work  of  no 
one  man,  however  g»)od  and  holy.  It  is  the  work  of  no  one  age.  It  w^s  got  up  and 
gOt  forth  for  no  one  special  purpose.  It  has  come  down  to  us  from  the  poreit 
ages  of  the  Church.  It  lias  been  proved  by  the  sjifety  and  purity  with  which  it 
passed  through  tho  trying  fires  of  Rome's  wicked  hostility  to  the  catholic  evan- 
gchcal  system. 

I  exhort  you  therefore,  brethren,  to  a  cordial,  enlightened,  and  strict  adherence 
to  the  Liturgy.  Be,  as  yo  ever  have  been,  jealous,  with  a  godly  jealousy,  of  every 
system  uud  every  act,  which  tend  to  diminish  confidence  in  tliat  pure  and  holy 
Htandard  of  our  faith.  That  couBdeiico  then;  is  now  an  eiTort  to  sliake.  Take  ye 
good  heed  that  yc  be  not  thus  turned  from  your  steadfastness. 

Brethren  of  tho  clergy :  I  would  especially  commend  to  your  enlightened  con- 
iidencr.  and  your  i)ious  adoption  as  a  rulo  and  meosure  of  ministerial  fidelity,  oor 
I.iturgy^s  holy  teachings — as  God's  word  hath  taught  t^, — touching  tho  sacra, 
mental  character  of  the  evangelical  system,  and  tlie  Apostolical  succession  of  mi- 
nisteriul  tnist  and  agency  whicli  it  embraces.  I  woiUd  have  you  reverently  receive 
its  teachings  respcctuig  t)ie  awful  mysteries  v)f  our  fiutli ;   be  they  in  doctrine 


todching  the  natwe  of  the  Holy  and  Undivided  Trmi^  Whom  h  leads  ns  toadoiv, 
and  His  gracious  acts  and  dispensations  towaids  oar  race ;  or  be  thej  included  in 
the  homag[e  and  daties  required  in  acar  devotion  to  Him.  I  would  that  in  your 
teachings  yoa  would  impress  upon  yonr  people  the  near  relatioB  to  them  pf  AW 
Church  asitisjin  reference  to  their  steadfast  adherence  to  the  true  finth,  thsir 
safety  from  being  driven  aboat  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  and  their  repose  under 
the  shadow  of  the  great  rock  which  the  gospel  provides  in  the  weary  land  of  life's 
pilgrimage. 

To  these  ends,  dear  brethren,  as  means  at  hand,  worthy  of  yoor  regard,  and 
eminently  fitted  for  efficiency  towards  the  desired  object,  let  me  commend  to  yomr 
greatly  increased  patronage  onr  diocesan  agencies  for  disseminating  the  word  of 
God  and  the  Holy  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  for  circulatiog  sound  aod  good  religions 
tracts,  for  educating  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  for  sustaining  and  enconr* 
aging  missionary  operations  in  our  Diocese,  in  this  great  metropolis,  and  for  the 
especial  benefit  of  the  seamen  here  congregating,  and  for  good  or  ill  to  our  Savioor's 
cause,  carrying  to  barbarous  and  tmchristian  lands  what  is  there  regarded  as  a  token 
of  what  Christianity  is  worth. 

We  are  much  behindhand,  brethren,  in  our  duty  in  these  f-espects.  I  would  I 
could  make  you  feel  it  I  Can  the  love  of  Christ  constrain  you  as  it  should  constrain 
those  whose  hearts  are  truly  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  while  you  suffer  these 
instrumentalities  and  agencies  for  good,  which  God  by  His  Holy  Church  has  laid 
before  you,  to  be  so  sorely  let  and  hindered  in  their  blessed  eflSciency  7  Answer 
this,  brethren,  as  members  of  Christ,  children  of  God,  and  heirs  of  a  kingdom  which 
will  be  conferred  on  none  but  good  and  faithful  servants,  those  who  turn  their 
Lord's  talents  to  the  account  which  he  requires—- those  who  are  willing  to  give,  and 
glad  to  distribute,  and  are  mainly  devoted  to  laying  up  for  themselves  treasures 
in  Heaven. 

It  would  involve  ingratitude,  brethren,  towards  our  kind  and  gracious  Lord,  m 
well  as  the  good  clergy  and  people  of  my  Diocese,  who  have  been  to  me  his  min- 
isters of  comfort  and  encouragement,  were  I  not  to  advert  to  the  evidences  which 
the  past  year  has  afforded  of  their  great  kindness,  affection,  and  confidence^  In  no 
previous  year  have  these  been  more  manifest.  May  God  give  me  grace  to  adhere 
steadfastly  to  the  resolution  which  they  have  strengthened  to  live  for  the  flock  over 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  toe  overseer ! 

But  holier  and  richer  stiU  is  the  gratification  I  have  experienced  in  finding  among 
the  clergy  and  people  of  my  charge  so  much  of  Christian  unity  and  harmony.  The 
■terms  around  have  affected  them  much  less  than  might  have  been  feared.  With 
mdently  increasing  knowledge  has  come  an  increase  of  that  true  evangelical  &idi 
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which  findi  itrength  in  unity,  qnietiieM,  and  oomfidrmca.  Sonuy  itevvrbe!  I 
lore  yon,  deer  brethren^  for  what  yon  hare  done  in  thii  behalf.  I  thank  God  &r 
the  grace  thereonto  which  He  haa  voochaafed  yon;  and  moat  oordially  do  I  oom- 
Bwnd  yon,  in  the  holy  work  now  beibre  yon,  and  in  the  diachaiige  of  all  your 
raqponaibilitiea  aa  memben  of  Hia  Chorch,  to  His  BLsaaivo.

The  rector  has  been  desirous  of  employing  three  deacons  to  assist  him  in. 
ing  out  and  laboring  among  the  poor  of  the  city  generally,  but  as  yet  he  haa 
unable  to  obtain  them.

Of  the  Catechumens,  50  are  weekly  instructed  in  the  Church  Catechism,  and 
from  the  Collect,  and  also  from  the  New  Testament;  30  are  taught  the  Catechim 
and  Collect,  and  25  are  learning  to  read,  and  are  taught  the  Lord's  Prayer,  tha 
Creed,  and  the  Ten  Commandments  orally. 

Owing  to  the  depressed  state  of  the  financials  of  the  parish,  no  contribotiQas 
have  been  made  the  past  year,  except  for  parish  purposes. 

From  the  time  of  entering  upon  my  duties  as  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  on  tha 
I9th  of  January  last,  up  to  June  12th,  1  preached  three  tunes  on  Sundays.  Sinoa 
that,  but  twice, — ^morning  and  evening.  During  the  Reason  of  Lent,  the  Chovoh 
was  opened  for  morning  prayers  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  And  dnring  tho 
Holy  Week,  on  every  day,  with  preaching  on  Good  Friday.  The  Holy  Comma 
nion  is  now  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month. 

The  children  are  catechised  by  the  rector,  "openly  in  the  Church,"  on  tin 
afternoon  of  each  Communion  Sunday ;  tliey  are  also  instructed  by  him  every  Sun- 
day from  the  Collects,  and  from  an  appointed  lesson  from  the  New  Testament. 

The  rector  is  also  happy  to  be  able  to  state,  that  by  the  very  landable  ezertiaos 
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')f  the  Ladies  of  the  parish,  and  also  of  the  other  parishes  in  the  city ;  bj  Ae 
praiseworthy  liberality  of  the  male  members  of  the  parish,  and  the  Uberal  contrS- 
bntions  of  many  Churchmen  in  the  city ;  the  parish  has  been  able  to  lift  the  lait 
mortgage  against  it ;  and  hence  we  trust  that  a  permanent  foundation  is  at  last  laid 
on  which  is  yet  to  be  built  a  large  and  flourishing  parish,  able  to  provide  for  ill 
own  wants,  and  to  cast  in  something  into  the  Lord's  treasury.  And  besidai 
liquidating  the  debt,  the  parish  has  also  been  able  to  make  soma  improrements  in 
the  way  of  fence  and  side-walks. 

The  lector  has  great  pleasure  in  being^  able  to  say»  that  his  parish  is  in  all 
reapects  in  a  prosperous  and  thriving  condition ;  that  in  regular  attendance,  it  has 
more  than  doubled  in  the  last  six  months,  and  that  the  number  of  catechumens 
has  increased  from  ten  to  one  hundred ;  and  catechists,  from  four  to  nineteen. 

The  parish  has  also  purchased  a  small  organ,  and  a  voluntaiy  choir  has  beoi 
formed ;  so  that  all  parts  of  ofur  service  appomted.  to  be  sung,  are  well  performed. 
And  the  Ladies  of  the  parish  are  now  making  an  effort  to  pay  for  the  organ,  in 
which,  I  have  no  doubt,  they  will  suooeed.

The  above  report  will  show  a  smaller  number  of  baptisms,  and  of  acceaskm  to

Divine  service  has  been  celebrated  (as  last  year)  twice  on  Sundays,  (with  a 
sermon  in  the  morning  only,)  and  once  on  the  holy  days.  The  Holy  CommniiioB 
has  been  administered  nineteen  times ;  namely,  on  all  the  festivals  for  which 
a  proper  preface  is  provided  in  the  Commanion  Office ;  and  at  other  times, 
ordinarily,  on  every  third  Sunday. 

The  catechumens  not  in  families  of  the  congregation,  are  only  in  a  very  limit- 
ed sense  under  the  instruction  or  influence  of  the  rector. 

The  offerings  are  made  every  Lord's  Day,  during  the  reading  of  the  Offer- 
tory ;  and  are  followed  by  the  prayer  for  the  whole  state  of  Christ's  Church 
militant,  as  well  when  there  is  not,  as  when  there  is  a  Communion.  The  whole 
amount  of  the  offerings  for  the  year  is  $146  97 ;  of  which,  $68  88  were  received 
when  the  Communion  was  administered,  and  the  remainder,  $78  69,  on  the 
other  Sundays. 

The  rules  adopted  for  the  application  of  the  offerings  are  these : — 

1.  Individuals  at  all  tinies  may  designate  the  church  object,  (whether  paro- 
chial or  extra-parochial,)  to  which  their  offering  is  to  be  applied. 

3.  The  offerings  at  the  Communion,  not  specially  designated  for  any  object, 
are  applied,  in  the  discretion  of  the  rector,  agreeably  to  the  canon. 

8.  The  o(Tbrings  on  other  occasions,  not  specially  designated  for  any  object, 
are  divided  into  two  equal  parts ;  one  of  which  is  paid  into  the  treasury  for  inci- 
dental parochial  objects,  and  the  other  is  distributed  among  the  various  church 
objects  beyond  the  parish,  such  as  missions,  theological  education,  distribution 
of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  Tracts,  dec.  This  distribution  of  the  oflRsrings  b 
made  by  the  rector,  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the  wardens.  AU  the  con- 
tributions required  by  the  canons  are  provided  (br  in  the  distribution. 

4.  Occasionally,  all  the  undesignated  offerings,  after  notice  to  that  effect,  are 
applied  to  a  particular  object  then  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  congregation. 

The  congregation,  which  still  consists  chiefly  of  the  garrisons  of  Forts  Hamil- 
ton and  Lafayette,  has  received  some  accessions  from  the  neighborhood,  and 
by  removals  thither.  In  a  part  of  the  parish  about  two  miles  distant  from  the 
ehoreh,  the  service  la  the  afternoon  of  Sundays  has  been  performed,  since  June 
last,  by  lay  readers,  acting  under  the  rector.

A  weekly  evening  service  has  also  been 
held  in  the  church  during  the  winter.  The  Communion  is  administered  on  the 
third  Sunday  of  each  month. 

As  this  is  the  first  report  which  has  been  made,  it  may  be  proper  to  add,  that 
this  parish  was  organized  on  the  88th  of  November,  1843.  The  vestry  toon 
after  purchased  the  edifice  formerly  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
as  the  German  Episcopal  Church,  which  had  been  sold  from  necessity,  and 
had  for  several  years  been  in  the  hands  of  another  denomination.  The  building 
is  neat  and  commodious,  but  the  location  is  not  in  some  respects  favorable.  It 
is  also  not  central  for  the  neighborhood  which  the  church  was  intended  to  sup- 
ply. Under  these  circumstances,  its  progress,  as  was  to  be  expected,  has  been 
slow;  but  still,  its  present  prospects  are  decidedly  encouraging.  As  the  popu- 
lation in  the  vicinity  is  now  fast  increasing,  it  is  believed  that  in  a  few  years 
a  large  congregation  may  be  raised.

A  course  of  sermons  on  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the  Chnrch  was  delivered 
on  Sunday  evenings,  from  Advent  Sunday  to  Easter.  In  this  the  rector  receiv- 
ed the  efficient  assistance  of  many  elergymen  distinguished  as  the  firm  support- 
ers of  evangelical  truth  and  order.  The  advantage  of  this  coarse  was  evident, 
in  correcting  errors  and  misapprehension,  and  making  hotter  known  the  true 
principles  which  distinguish  the  Church  from  sectarians  of  every  name. 

In  addition  to  these,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sunday,  there  have  been 
morning  prayers  on  every  Wednesday  and  Friday  throughout  the  year— on 
every  day  during  Lent— and  on  all  holy  dajrs  and  special  fast  days. 

The  children,  in  addition  to  instruction  in  the  Sunday  School,  recite  the  Cate- 
chism, and  have  the  same  eiplained  to  them  hy  the  rector,  at  the  church,  every 
Sunday  mornmg,  after  Divine  service.  About  forty  of  them  have  also  been 
taught  the  Catechism  by  the  rector,  every  Friday  afternoon,  from  November 
to  May.

Remarks  :  The  scrvice»of  the  Church  have  been  m  general  as  herptiofere  re- 
ported ;  except  that  the  week  day  evening  lectore  was  sospended,  daring  a  tem- 
porary illness  of  the  rector,  last  winter. 

The  Holy  Communion,  besides  being  administered  at  Christmas  and  Easter,  las 
been  regularly  obscr\'cd  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month,  except  Januarrlast, 
when  it  was  omitted  on  account  of  its  recent  celebration  at  the  Feast  of  the 
Nativity. 

In  this,  as  in  former  years,  removals  from  the  city,  or  to  a  remote  distance  from 
the  chiurch,  baVc  occasioned  the  withdrawal  of  some  families  fix>m  the  congrega- 
tion ;  but  there  have  been  such  additions  of  others  during  the  past  year,  as  to  pre- 
vent any  actual  diminution  of  its  numbers. 

While  the  rector  was  disabled  from  duty  by  sickness,  the  Rev.  William  H. 
Walter  very  satisfactorily  supplied  his  place;  since  which,  the  Rev.  Piere  P. 
Irving,  when  not  engaged  in  his  official  duties,  as  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of 
the  Fureia:u  Missionary  Committoc,  has  divided  with  the  rector  the  public  aer^ 
vices  of  tlie  Lord's  day.

The  rector,  by  permission  of  the  vostry,  was  absent  during  several  month!«  of 
the  year,  in  Europe.    The  tour  whic^CL,  \hxo\i^h  the  Divine  blessing  and  i»x>teotioni 
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he  was  enabled  to  make,  was  greatly  conducive  to  his  health ;  and  he  has  resomed 
his  duties  under  a  grateful  sense  of  the  goodness  and  mercy  which  attended  him 
while  journeying  in  distant  lands.  The  frequent  opportunities  with  which  he  was 
favored,  of  the  most  delightful  communion  with  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  of  our 
Mother  Church  of  England,  will  always  be  to  him  a  source  of  rich  satisfaction. 

During  his  absence,  the  exterior  of  the  church  was  painted ;  and  the  whole 
thoroughly  repaired  at  the  expense  of  a  few  generous  and  devoted  members  of  the 
parish.  There  is  a  gradual  increase  in  the  attendance  upon  its  services.  All 
things  considered,  the  prospects  of  the  parish  are  encouraging.  The  rector  hopes 
that,  during  the  ensuing  year,  the  contributions  for  the  different  church  objects  will 
be  greater  than  heretofore.

There  have  been  two  services  in  St.  Michaers  Church  on  every  Sunday  during 
the  year,  and  one  on  Fridays,  or  any  Saint's  Day  that  happened  in  the  week. 
There  a*^  two  services  in  St.  Mary's  on  Sunday.  The  Holy  Conmiunion  has  been 
administered  on  the  last  Sunday  of  every  month  in  St.  Michael's,  or  on  any  princi- 
pal Festival  that  occurred.  During  the  season  of  Lent  there  were  additional  ser- 
vices. 

The  children  and  young  persons  have  been  catechised  by  the  rector  on  three 
Sunday  mornings  in  every  month,  in  St.  Michael's  Church ;  and  he  has  been 
assisted  by  a  student  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  St.  Mary's  Church 
for  the  larger  portion  of  the  year,  and  by  four  other  catechists.

The  childrSn  of  the  parish  have  been  instructed,  and  examined  In  the  Chorch 
Catechism  publidy,  in  the  Church,  by  the  minister,  as  often  as  praetieable, 
aided  by  eighteen  catechists,  who  are  teachers  in  the  Sunday  SehooL  Doriog 
the  year,  I  have  been  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Ralph  Hoyt. 

The  congregations  are  large  and  attentive ;  and  the  blessing  and  power  of 
God  are  manifest  in  our  increasing  prosperity.  Tlie  eongregation  is  oomposeJ 
of  colored  persons. 

Sailors*  Snug  Harbor,  Stuten  Island,

deemed  expedient  to  administer  the  Communion  in  our  present  place  of  wor- 
ship, the  inmates  of  the  institution,  who  are  communicants  of  the  Church,  con- 
nect themselves  with  Trinity  Chapel,  Factory ville. 

During  the  last  year,  I  have  held  four  or  more  services  every  two  weeks, 
besides  services  for  the  sick,  &c. ;  and  if  the  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  re- 
ligious service  was  not  so  defective,  and  the  accommodation  so  inconvenient, 
we  might  reasonably  expect  no  common  results. 

French  Church  du  St.  Sauveur ;  the  Rev.  Chablks  H.  William- 
son, Rector. 

In  every  way  the  Lord  has  prospered  our  Church.  Our  congregation  is  laiger 
than  before  I  wrote  my  last  report,  our  Bible  Classes  better  attended,  the  good 
and  evangelical  Liturgy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  much  liked;  and, 
which  is  better  than  all  the  rest,  many  souls  converted  from  the  error  of  their 
ways,  and  made  happy  by  faith  in  Jesus.  Our  congregation  is  not  only  larger, 
but  much  larger  than  last  year,  for  I  can  count  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  per- 
sons, regular  attendants  upon  the  means  of  grace,  who  have  left  New  York  for 
different  parts  of  the  world ;  and  yet  their  absence  has  made  apparently  hardly 
any  difference  in  theoongiTe^aUon:  it  is, therefore, to  betaken  into< 
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that  I  labor  in  the  midst  of  a  flootoatiog  population.  It  woold  be  a  most  diffi- 
cult thing  for  qs  to  state  the  number  of  those  who  worship  with  as,  for  some 
nome  only  once  a  month,  others  once  a  fortnight,  and  so  on ;  bat  we  can  say  with 
comfort,  that  we  have  in  our  little  Zion  qaite  a  number  of  devoted  and  faithful 
souls,  who,  I  think,  would  rather  be  door-keepers  in  the  house  of  God,  than 
dwell  in  the  tents  of  wickedness.  I  believe,  Right  ReV.  and  Dear  Sir,  that  nei- 
ther you  nor  our  American  brethren  will  ever  have  occasion  to  be  sorry  of 
having  placed  confidence  in  us,  and  given  us  a  timely  encouragement.  Since 
we  have  organized  ourselves  as  a  church,  under  the  name  ofEgUte  du  SaifU 
Sauveury  we  have  received  a  new  and  salutary  impulse,  wbieh  I  expect,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  grace  and  Spirit  of  God,  to  result  in  much  good.

S.  I  have  not  the  time  neces^ 
aary,  on  account  of  my  having  to  teach  a  good  deal,  for  visiting  the  parents,  as 
I  would  wish. 

St.  Simon* s  (German)  Ckwrek*^  the  Rev.  Christian  CiursBy  D.  D., 
Rector. 

From  the  recent  organization  of  this  Church,  a  definite  report  of  much  inter- 
est can  hardly  be  expected  at  the  present  time.  It  is  altogether  a  benevolent 
enterprise,  undertaken  by  gentlemen  who  are  members  of  different  churches  in 
this  city,  and  who  as  a  vestry  are  united  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  bless- 
ings of  our  coomiunion  to  the  Germans.  It  is  thus  pure  missionary  ground, 
sustained  entirely  by  the  exertions  of  the  vestry,  in  appeals  to  the  charities  of 
their  fellow  churchmen.  On  the  invitation  of  these  gentlemen,  the  rector  took 
charge  of  the  church  in  the  month  of  May  lasL  Since  that  date,  there  have 
been.  Baptisms,  8.  Funerals,  2.  Communicants,  15.  Catechumens,  compre- 
bending  Sunday  Scholars  and  Candidates  for  Confirmation,  about  160.  The 
Sunday  School  is  taught  by  six  male  and  as  many  female  teachers.  Besides 
instruction  on  Sundays,  by  an  arrangement  with  the  organist,  the  children 
receive  instruction  in  singing  during  the  week.  They  are  catechised  monthly 
''  openly  in  the  church.'* 

Divine  service  is  regularly  performed  every  Sunday,  and  on  the  prominent 
festivals,  mommg  and  evening,  in  a  building  rented  and  fitted  up  by  the  vestiy. 
A  weekly  lecture  has  been  recently  commenced,  more  particularly  to  elucidate 
the  Liturgy  and  the  distinctive  principles  of  the  chureh.  During  the  last  month, 
there  has  been  an  increased  attendance  at  Divine  service,  and  the  congregations 
are  attentive  and  devout. 

The  Communion  is  administered  monthly,  but,  until  recently,  without  the 
appropriate  vessels.  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Harlaem,  learning  our  wants,  and 
having  lately  been  provided  with  a  new  communion  service,  have  generoaalj 
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presented  as  their  former  set  of  plate.  Whflst  we  return  our  thanks  to  thtt 
church  for  this  seasonable  donation,  we  most  look  to  the  farther  aympnthy  of 
oar  brethren  around  as,  to  sustain  and  strengthen,  under  God,  the  hands  of 
those  engaged  in  this  work  of  Christian  beneTolence.

Having  so  recently  entered  on  the  rectorship,  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  a 
large  proportion  of  the  congregation  is  absent,  the  rector  has  been  unable  to 
procure  the  statistics  requisite  for  a  detailed  report  of  the  state  of  the  parish. 

He  finds,  on  the  register,  seventeen  baptisms  (infant)  during  the  montlis  of 
October  and  November,  1843. 

During  the  period  of  his  own  rectorship,  the  baptisms  have  been  eleven,  and 
fifteen  at  the  '*  Orphan  Asylum/'    Marriages,  three ;  and  funerals,  five.

Children  have  been  catechised  in  the  church,  by  the  rector,  am  neariy  every 
Sunday  in  the  year ;  and  he  has  been  assisted  for  several  months  in  the  instnio- 
tion  of  the  elder  catechumens  by  a  student  of  the  Theological  Semlnaiy. 

The  visits  to  destitute  families  not  connected  with  the  oongrsgatiOD,  by  per- 
sons under  the  direction  of  the  rector,  have  been  more  numerouB  than  in  the 
preceding  year. 

The  seats  in  the  galleries  are  entirely  free.  This  oircaoMtanee  eaoses  a 
considerable  variation  in  the  number  of  communicants,  and  renders  it  diiBealt 
to  keep  an  exact  account  of  them. 

The  Rot.  William  Morris  has  officiated  in  this  Churofa  onoe  on  Sandays  for 
the  past  year. 

ORANGE  COUNTT. 

St,  James's  Church,  Goshen ;  the  Rer.  William  P.  Paob,  Sector. 

The  condition  of  this  Church,  if  not  all  that  could  be  desired,  is,  I  am  happy 
to  say,  satisfactory.  The  congregation  has  increased  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  prospect  of  further  increase  is  encouraging.  Through  the  praiseworthy 
exertions  of  the  Ladies  of  the  parish,  the  church  has  been  furnished  with  lamps 
and  blinds ;  and  the  church  and  parsonage  house  have  been  painted.  About 
four  hundred  dollars  have  been  expended  for  these  objects.  During  the  year.  I 
have  baptized  eight  children,  celebrated  six  marriages,  and  attended  seven  fune- 
rals. Our  Sunday  School  numbers  about  fifty  children,  instructed  by  nine 
teachers.  It  is  my  practice  to  catechise  the  children  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
every  month.  The  parish  has  contributed  fourteen  dollars  in  aid  of  the  Fond 
for  the  Support  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen.  As  our  expenses  for  local  pu^ 
poses  have  been  so  considerable,  I  have  not  thought  it  expedient  to  take  up 
other  collections  for  the  general  objects  of  the  church,  but  shall  do  so  very  soon. 

I  have  preached  frequently  at  Middletown— a  village  seven  miles  west  of 
Goslien— during  the  year,  and  have  great  pleasure  in  saying,  that  there  is  a 
most  favorable  prospect  of  our  having  a  church  there  before  another  annual 
Convention.  A  site  for  a  building  has  been  procured,  and  one  thoosand  dol- 
lars have  already  been  subscribed  towards  its  erection.  I  have  also  preached 
several  times  at  Hamptonburg,  about  seven  miles  east  of  Goshen,  where  I 
have  had  large  and  attentive  congregations.  I  feel  a  greatly  increased  interest 
in  this  place,  from  the  circumstance  that  we  once  had  e  church  here — ^the 
Church  of  St.  David — which,  in  common  with  many  others,  fell  into  decay 
during  the  troublesome  times  of  the  revolution,  and  has,  in  fact,  been  extinct 
from  that  period.  It  would  be  exceedingly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  revive  it; 
and  I  am  not  without  hope,  that,  with  God's  blessing,  it  may  be  done.  The  site 
of  the  old  church  and  burying  ground  is  still  preserved — including  about  two

Remarks  :  The  present  rector  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflBce  on  Quinqua- 
gesima  Sunday,  February  14th  last,  the  parish  having  been  vacant  since  the  Octo- 
ber preceding.  This  will  account  for  the  fact,  that  no  contribution  was  made  to 
the  ''  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,"  which  the  Canon  directs  shall  be 
done  on  the  Sunday  before,  or  after  Thanksgiving  day.  For  the  same  reason,  he 
wishes  it  to  be  understood,  that  his  report  reaches  no  further  back  than  for  the 
seven  months,  during  which  he  has  occupied  the  rectorship.  Previously  to  his 
arrival,  a  new  parish  had  been  formed  in  the  vicinity  of  what  was  then  known  as 
Trinity  Chapel,  (now  Church)  Bockaway ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  number 
of  communicants  belonging  to  Hempstead  was  diminished  by  about  thirty. 
This  amount  appears  in  the  report  among  those  classed  as  **' removed  from  tfaa 
parish." 
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The  rector  u  torry  not  to  bo  able  to  report  exaetlf  the  mmiber  of  oommiixu- 
cants ;  bat,  no  list  ha\'ing  been  left  for  his  nse  in  the  register  of  iSbe  parish,  he  has 
been  obliged  to  make  up  the  namber  as  well  as  he  coold,  not  without  difBcolty, 
from  other  soorces;  and  he  is  therefore  uncertain  that  it  is  wholly  correct. 

Divine  service  is  hold  twice  regularly  every  Lord's  day ;  and  thus  &r,  on  all  die 
festivals  and  fasts,  (with  one  exception)  as  well  as  on  the  Wedneaday  and  Fridays 
throughout  the  season  of  Lent,  there  has  been  morning  prayer  in  the  chareh — in- 
qnently  accompanied  with  expository  or  practical  remarks  on  same  portioii  or  poc^ 
tions  of  the  Scriptorea. 

Tho  Holy  Communion  is  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month,  eroept 
at  tho  seasons  of  Easter,  Wit-Sunduy,  and  Christmas,  when  thoae  days  are  prefer- 
red.    It  has  been  administered  by  tho  present  rector,  in  all  eight  Himes. 

The  children  of  the  parish  have  been  examined  and  instmcted  in  the  Catedrism, 
''  openly  in  the  church,"  four  times  since  last  March.  Generally,  it  has  been  die 
intention  of  the  rector  to  hold  such  catechetical  examinationfl  on  the  aftamoooa  of 
those  Sundays  on  which  the  Holy  Communion  is  administered,  in  the  place  of  the 
usual  sermon,  after  evening  prayer.

Remarks  :  Divino  service  is  celebrated  twice  every  Sunday,  and  the  church  is 
to  be  opened  for  service  on  every  feast  and  fast  in  the  calendar.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion  is  administered  once  every  month,  and  on  all  the  principal  feast  days  in 
the  year.  The  children  are  in  a  regular  course  of  instruction,  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  rector,  who  is  assisted  by  efficient  Sunday  school  teachers.  They 
are  also  examined  and  instructed  in  the  Church  Catechism  by  the  rector,  openfy 
in  the  church,  once  a  month.  This  service  takes  the  place  of  the  sermon,  and  it  is 
looked  forward  to  with  great  interest  by  all  the  children  of  the  congregation,  and 
is  attended  with  equal  zeal  by  adults  and  youth — by  parents  and  children. «  The 
congregation  is  never  so  large  as  on  the  day  devoted  to  catechetical  instruction ; 
and  the  rector  believes,  that  on  no  occasion  do  all  the  congregation  derive  more 
benefit  fix)m  his  humble  instructions,  than  when  he  is  communicating  it  in  the  cate- 
chetical form. 

The  Conmiunion  and  the  congregation  are  every  day  increasing — sound  church 
principles  are  prevailing — and  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  parish  is,  under  God, 
very  gratifying  and  encouraging.

He  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  noticing 
the  enterprize  of  the  ladies  of  the  parish,  who,  by  means  of  a  festival^  added  to  the

carpet  the  church,  and  purchase  a  very  excellent  organ.  To  die  generodtj  of  one

I  entered  upon  my  daties,  as  minister  of  this  parish,  immediately  befoce  the  sit- 
tings of  the  last  Convention.

During  the  past  summer,  our  church  edifice  has  been  entirely  repaired  with  an 
addition  of  thirty  feet  to  the  body  of  the  building,  affording  space  for  about  thirty 
new  pews.  Side  galleries,  extending  round  the  interior  of  the  old  part  of  the  edi- 
fice, have  also  been  erected,  the  tower  elevated  to  an  imposing  height,  and  hand- 
somely ornamented,  and  the  whole  exterior  of  the  church  beautifully  finished. 
From  being  almost  a  ruin,  and  quite  too  contracted  for  the  wants  of  the  congrega- 
tion, it  now  arrests  the  eye  as  a  new  and  spacious  edifice,  equaling  if  not  snrpaaring 
any  structure  of  the  kind  in  all  the  northern  section  of  the  state.  I  would  abo 
mention  that  a  very  neat  and  convenient  vestry  room  has  been  built  in  the  rear  of 
the  church — very  convenient,  inasmuch  as  the  door  of  it  is  but  a  few  steps  from  the 
door  of  the  parsonage,  and  which  wo  hope  soon  to  see  united  by  a  covered  piazza* 
Mr.  VanBensselaer,  one  of  the  wardens,  made  the  vestry  the  very  generous  ofier  to 
do  an  this,  and  to  erect  furnaces  in  the  basement  to  warm  the  church,  re-carpet  it^ 
&c.,  at  his  own  expense,  he  receiving  the  pews  added,  which  at  any  estimate  that 
can  be  put  on  them^  will  be  far  from  repaying  him.  He  also  contributes  pews  to 
the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars  towards  discharging  a  large  debt  which  bad  been 
most  unwisely  contracted,  and  which  I  found  oppressing  the  parish  when  I  camo 
into  it.  Thatdebt,  lam  now  glad  to  say,  is  in  a  train  of  being  speedily  discharged; 
when  so,  the  congregation  will  possess  an  admirable  chiovh  proper^,  a  handsome 
parsonage,  with  convenient  sheds  and  out-buildingB,  a  spacious  chmx:h  edifice  the 
•ame  as  new — all  enclosed  in  strong  stone  walls,  and  fi:ee  of  debt,  that  seaHe$ 
eeletuB,  and  ever  it  is  hoped  to  remain  so.  We  have  also  contracted  with  a  builder 
in  New  York  for  a  new  organ,  to  cost  one  thousand  dollars,  and  which  will  be  pal 
npinthe  church  some  time  this  antnmn.  Inconsequence  of  various  calls  upon  te 
means  of  the  congregation,  but  few  collections  have  been  made ;  as  soon  as  we  coat 
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mence  service  in  the  church,  the  monthly  collections  will  be  Tetomed.  While  so 
much  has  been  doing  in  repairing  and  enlarging  the  exterior  walls  of  oar  Zion,  it  is 
hoped  that  God's  blessing  has  accompanied  the  preaching  of  His  word  and  the  ordi- 
nances of  His  grace  in  building  up  the  congregation  as  a  temple  of  the  Holy  Ohost 
My  public  services  have  been,  two  services  every  Sunday,  oontiniiing  them 
whilst  out  of  the  church  edifice  in  such  rooma  as  we  could  obtain— services  and 
■omons  on  all  &e  principal  festivals  and  fasts,  with  weekly  leetnres  doring  Lent— 
not  much,  I  admit,  compared  wiili  what  I  see  in  some  of  the  parochial  reports; 
but,  as  I  have  to  perform  these  ser\'iccs  the  year  round  with  no  assistance,  not  even 
for  one  Sunday,  I  have  feared  to  undertake  more,  diough  I  do  intend,  as  soon  as  we 
assemble  again  in  the  church,  which  will  bo  immediately  on  my  return,  to  have 
public  services  on  all  days  for  which  an  Epistle  and  Gospel  are  appointed.  On 
Trinity  Sunday,  I  officiated  twice  in  Christ  Church,  Momstown,  and  administered 
the  Communion ;  and  ever  since,  once  a  fortnight,  I  have  given  tbem  a  Sun^y 
evening  service.  With  this  exception,  that  congregation  has  been  the  whole  put 
year  with  their  church  shut  up.  This  \'ilIago  and  Rossie  would  form  an  excellent 
missionary  field ; — at  Morristown,  tliere  is  a  very  neat  church  and  quite  a  congrega- 
tion. Roesie  is  a  growing  village  in  the  interior,  with  extensive  works  and  a  popo- 
lation  of  some  five  hundred  people,  with  no  religious  services  that  I  can  hear  of; 
and  several  of  the  principal  inhabitants  are  very  desirous  of  our  church  services. 
There  may  be  other  fields  white  for  the  harvest,  but  none  of  them  much  whiter 
than  this.  The  proprietor  of  Rossie  resides  in  Ogdensbuigh,  and  has  told  me  that 
whatever  may  be  needed  in  the  article  of  money,  will,  as  soon  as  reqniied,  bs 
forthcoming.    At  Morristown,  I  have  officiated  at  one  funeral.

Divine  service  has  been  celebrated,  twice  in  the  church,  and  once  in  the  dis- 
trict school-house  on  the  East-neck,  on  the  Lord's  day,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
throughout  the  year;  The  principal  holy  days.  Thanksgiving  day.  Sec,,  have  also 
been  duly  observed.  Thus  the  rector  has  preached  157  times,  and  read  prayer^on 
twenty-five  other  occasions — the  feasts  of  the  Circumcision,  Epiphany,  &c.,  and 
the  whole  of  the  Lenten-fiist 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  by  him  fifteen  times,  viz.^  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  the  month  and  intermediate  festivals  of  the  church. 

In  addition  to  these  services,  which  he  humbly  hopes  have  not  been  "  in  vain  jo 
the  Lord,"  the  rector  has  attended  the  Sunday  School  on  the  East-neck— a  distance 
of  about  a  mile  and  a  half  fit)m  his  house  and  the  church— every  Lord's  day  morn- 
ing but  three  since  its  formation  on  Easter  day,  to  open  and  dose  the  same  with 
the  appointed  devotions,  and  assist  in  the  instruction  of  the  children,  as  occasion 
required.  Having  formed,  however,  a  second  school  in  the  church,  for  the  conve- 
nience of  those  scholars  who  live  nearer  thereto,  he  intends  to  divide  the  supervision 
with  Richard  B.  Post,  Esq.,  the  Superintendent  of  the  first  school,  who,  as  a  faith- 
ful conomunicant,  is  fully  competent,  with  the  aid  of  catechists,  to  conduct  it  pro- 
perly. The  children  will  be  publicly  catechised  in  the  clmrch  when  sofficientlj 
advanced. 

The  rector  has  further  to  remark,  that  an  effort  to  secure  a  panonage-house  to 
the  parish  has  lately  been  attempted  with  great  success,  and  that  the  vestry  have 
appointed  a  committee  of  suitable  persons  to  make  a  purchase  for  them  of  a  houae 
of  residence  for  die  minister.  This  will  doubtless  give  permanency  and  stabflity  to 
tins  ancient  chiut^h,  which  has  hitherto  survived  the  severest  bbists  of  adversity, 
atnd  now  gives  promise  of  enlargement  and  great  usefulness,  throogfa  a  hqppj 
increase  of  zealous  and  devoted  cliildieii — ^to  cheer,  sustain,  and  stand  by  her,  eren 
in  her  old  age.

RiMARKfl :  The  Holy  Ehicharist  has  been  administered  in  the  parishes  tiiirty 
times  during  the  year — somewhat  oftener  than  every  other  week.  All  the  chief 
holy  days  have  been  kept  with  their  proper  public  morning  and  evening  service. 
In  Lent,  daily  morning  pnyer  was  had,  with  evening  prayer  and  a  sermon  on 
Wednesdays,  Fridays  and  Satordays,  till  Passion  Week,  when  daily  morning  and 
evening  pFayers  virere  had  through  the  week,  with  a  sermon  each  afternoon  and 
in  the  morning  of  Friday:  Through  the  sammer  monUis,  the  chnrch  has  been  opsin 
for  public  worship  each  Saturday  aflemoon ;  in  connection  with  which,  lectures 
on  the  Catechism  have  been  given,  and  recitation  of  the  Catechism  by  fke  children 
of  the  parishes  has  been  heard.  The  Offertory  is  read  and  a  coUectian  made  every 
Snnday.  Out  of  the  parishes,  services  have  been  had  regularly  once  a  month  in 
the  adjoining  towns  of  Argyle,  Wilton,  Fortville,  and  Morsan ;  making  a  week- 
day service  at  some  point  every  week.  By  the  blessing  of  God,  a  church  edifice 
at  Glen's  Falls  is  so  neariy  completed  that  it  has  been  occupied  with  oomfort  mart 
of  the  year  past.  It  is  the  first  and  only  church  edifice  in  Warren  Coun^ ;  its  sit- 
tings are  free ;  and  its  font,  which  is  near  the  porch  door,  is  so  constructed  as  to 
admit  of  immersing^  either  children  or  adalts.

Divine  service  has  been  celebrated  twice  every  Sunday,  and  on  Ash- Wednesday 
and  Grood  Friday ;  once  ou  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas,  Circumciaion,  each 
Wednesday  and  Friday  during  Lent,  each  day  in  Passion  week,  Monday  and 
Tuesday  in  E^ter  week.  On  each  occasion  a  sermon  or  lectnre  was  delivered. 
On  certain  other  festivals,  Divine  senrice  was  not  celebrated  as  heretofiire,  owinf 
to  the  aickneaa  of  the  rector. 
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The  Holy  Commnnion  has  been  administered  on  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whh- 
vonday,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month,  excepting  January  and  June. 

There  have  also  been  Divine  service  and  a  lectore  on  every  Friday  evening, 
from  the  first  of  October  until  Easter^  From  Christmas  until  Easter,  the  church 
was  open  for  Divine  service  every  Sunday  night— each  aftemoom  beiug  occupied 
with  the  duties  of  the  Sunday  School.  This  plan  enabled  the  rector  to  attend  more 
fully  to  the  catechetical  instruction  and  examination  of  the  chUdien  of  the  parish.  • 
The  number  in  attendance  was  nearly  doubled.  And  the  eveniog  service  of  the 
church,  besides  an  increased  attendance  of  the  members  of  the  parish,  was  attended 
also  by  many  who  had  never  before  witnessed  our  solemn  and  impressive  worship.

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Had  the  miflsionary  continued  in  the  parish,  the  other  two  Diocesan  coHectionfl 
■hould  have  been  rollected.     Besides  tliw,  there  have  been  galliered,  by  an  effort 
by  the  ladies  of  the  jiansh,  tliirty-nine  dollars  towards  new  hangings  for  the  chan 
eel  and  desks. 

The  niissidiiary  was  in  this  parish  upon  a  mere  pittance,  lialf  of  which  was  to  be 
paid  by  the  Diocesan  Missioiui,  ami  half  by  his  parish.  The  extreme  irregularity 
in  payments  from  l)oth  sonrccs,  as  well  as  the  scantiness  of  them,  Iiave  forced  him 
to  wiilulraw  fmm  a  field  of  labor  where  he  had  every  Sunday  a  regular  attend 
ancc  (at  two  places)  of  two  Imndrcd  hearers,  and  where  by  his  own  exertions  the 
knowledge  of  the  church  and  its  influence  was  Increasing  daily.  His  income 
during  the  first  year,  from  both  sources,  was  ono  hundred  and  eighty  dollars;  in 
additi(jii  to  wliirli,  nlthough  ill  able  to  affonl  it,  he  spent  out  of  his  own  pocket  one 
hundri-d  dollars  mr)re.  This  he  does  not  regret;  but  this  year  he  cannot  afford  it, 
and  therefon^  lias  hatl  to  leave.  The  mass  of  tlic  congregation,  to  be  sure,  is 
poor,  and  therefore  imable  to  do  much  for  the  support  of  a  clerg}'man.

Divine  service,  in  the  past  year,  has  been  held  three  times  on  the  Lord's  day,  on 
the  morning  of  every  holy  day,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  weeks  in  the 
summer,  on  the  Thursday  evening  of  every  week.  The  Holy  Sacraments  have 
been  administered  montlily,  as  stated  in  last  year's  report.  And  the  catechumena 
have  been  examined  in  tlie  Church  Catechism  "  openly  in  the  church,"  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  every  month.  The  attendance  on  public  worship  has  been  larger 
and  more  regular  than  in  the  preceding  year.  During  the  past  winter,  a  courM 
of  sermons  was  delivered  in  tho  church,  addressed  to  "  the  young."  The  first 
was  by  the  Reverend  and  venerable  Doctor  Milnor,  rector  of  St.  George's  Church, 
and  the  last  was  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  These  sennons  wore 
attended  by  God's  gracious  spirit ;  and  many  of  the  young  have  been  brought  to 
partake  of  the  Holy  Eucharist. 

The  **  Ladies'  Benevolent  Association"  has  proved  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the 
misswnary .  From  this  association  the  poor  have  been  clothed  and  nourished ;  and 
that,  in  the  depth  of  winter,  have  they  been  able  to  take  their  places  in  the  hooae 
of  God. 

Tho  **  Conmiittee  of  Arrangements"  are  a  devoted  and  active  body  of  Christiaii 
men.  No  ''  wardens  and  vestry"  can  take  a  deeper  interest  in  church  matters,  nor 
aid  a  minister  more  tliorouglily  than  the  committee  of  tliis  church  do. 

The  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School  are,  for  the  most  part,  young  in  yeaiv  and 
experience.

Services  were  commenced  and  continued,  as  long  as  health  permitted,  once  in 
two  weeks  in  the  coonty  poor  house,  and  at  the  village  of  Morlcy,  five  miles  dis- 
tant. The  title  to  a  lot  for  a  church  edifice  has  been  given  and  secured  perma' 
nently  to  the  church.  It  is  unoccupied  groiiud,  and  with  missionary  aid  the 
church  might  be  planted  there  permamcntly.  Our  attendance  there  was  always 
large. 

Canton,  in  the  centre  of  a  needy  and  long  neglected  portion  of  the  Diocese,  is  an 
important  and  promising  field  for  tlio  missionary,  blessed  with  health  and  efficiency, 
to  labor  in.  Had  hciiltli  been  vouchsafed  your  missioniuy — a  bleasiug  denied  since 
his  entrance  into  Holy  Orders  until  now — he  would  have  gladly  labored  there ; 
but  his  physicians  having  agreed  in  recommending  relaxation  for  the  summer 
months,  and  a  sea  voyago,  he  embarked  for  Europe  on  the  second  of  May ;  since 
which  time  he  has  preached  only  twice,  once  on  the  passage,  and  once  on  board 
the  United  States  Frigate  Cumberland,  in  the  Day  of  Naples,  by  request  of  the 
Commodore  commanding  our  squadron  in  the  Mediterranean.  On  this  interesting 
occasion  of  public  worship,  he  preached  to  more  thau  five  hundred  Americans,  in  a 
Roman  seaport,  and  in  presence  of  several  Roman  ecclesiastics,  who  were  on  a  visit 
of  curiosity  to  this  noble  ship  on  the  Lord's  day.

Services  have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  on  alternate  Sundays,  at  Wind- 
ham and  Prattsville.  This  arrangement  has,  it  is  believed,  been  attended  with 
benefit  to  the  interests  of  the  church  in  Prattsville,  which  was  the  object  of  the 
change.  A  more  decided  stand  has  been  taken  by  the  friends  of  the  church,  in 
that  village.  A  regular  and  increasing  congregation  has  attended  its  services — 
and  in  May  last  was  organized  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  Grace  Church,  in  the 
Tillage  of  Prattsville.  And  we  are  not  without  encouragement  at  Windham. 
The  congregation  is  regular,  and  apparently  devout— and,  during  the  past  sam- 
mer,  has  increased. 

No  regular  Sunday  School  has  been  attempted — but,  as  many  of  the  children 
of  the  parish  as  could  be  collected,  have  been,  in  the  interval  of  morning  and 
evening  services  on  Sundays,  instructed  in  the  Collects  and  Gospels  of  the  day, 
and  the  difllsrent  services  o(  the  Prayer  Book.  A  similar  class  has  been  in- 
atracted  at  Prattsville.

The  condition  of  the  parish,  as  indicated  by  the  above  statistics,  is  some- 
what encouraging :  as  yet,  we  hold  our  own.  Tliere  has  been  one  service  on 
every  Lord's  day  throughout  the  year;  and,  whenever  I  have  not  been  absent, 
In  the  discharge  of  missionary  duty  at  other  places,  there  have  usually  been 
two  services.  Some  of  the  saints'  days  and  holy  days  have  been  observed,  by 
the  performance  of  public  service. 

The  congregation,  I  sometimes  think,  is  increasing  in  size,  and  improving  in 
its  deportment  during  Divine  service.  The  members  of  the  church  are  gene- 
rally punctual  and  regular  in  their  attendance.  Some  of  them  give  their  pastor 
cheering  evidences  that  their  membership  of  Christ  is  a  living  membershipt 
that  their  attachment  to  the  church  of  Christ  (which  is  their  ark  of  safety) 
is  something  more  than  merely  professional.  While  there  are  some  others, 
who  have  the  reputation  of  being  good,  sound  churchmen,  well-informed,  and 
evidently  attached  to  her  salutary  principles  and  holy  ways,  but  who  yet  show 
by  their  neglect  of  many  of  those  duties  both  to  God  and  man,  that  are  so  beauti- 
fully and  so  fully  enumerated  in  the  Church  Catechism,  and  the  performance  of 
which  are  both  easy  and  salutary  to  the  willing  and  obedient  mind— <to  such  a 
mind  as  a  member  of  Christ,  a  child  of  God,  and  an  inheritor  of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven,  we  should  very  properly  suppose  would  have,)  that  their  knowledge 
of  the  church  is  fruitless,  and  their  attachment  nought  but  a  cold,  lifeless  ab- 
straction. With  such,  it  is  difficult  to  do  much,  in  the  way  of  extension.  My 
efforts,  as  a  missionary  in  other  places,  are  not  seconded  by  the  members  of 
the  church  generally :  some  few,  as  before  remarked,  feel  an  mterest  In  these 
things,  but  their  circumstances  will  not  allow  of  their  always  doing  as  they 
feel. 

I  hope  and  believe  there  is  a  growing  knowledge  of,  and  a  consequent  attach- 
ment to,  the  church,  and  her  quiet,  unobtrusive,  yet  holy  ways,  among  the 
members  of  the  parish,  generally ;  and  were  the  members  of  the  church  as  faith- 
ful as  they  ought  to  be,  this  favorable  state  of  things  would  be  still  more  favor 
able.  However,  we  will  wait  the  Lord*s  own  good  time,  and,  in  the  mean 
while,  endeavor  to  do  our  own  duty,  notwithstanding  the  saddening  conviction 
that  it  is  quite  as  difficult  to  prevail  upon  Christians  to  do  their  duty,  as  it  it 
to  prevail  upon  worldlings  to  become  Christians. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  done  in  Patterson  and  North  Salem,  I  have 
held  several  services  in  South  Dover,  Dutchess  County,  (about  13  miles  north 
of  this  place,)  where,  since  my  connection  with  North  Salem,  I  have  not  been 
80  frequently.  1  regret  my  inability  to  visit  this  place  oftener  than  I  do.  Could 
there  be  regular  services  here,  I  think  a  fair  beginning  would  be  made.  The 
people  are  in  an  unquiet  and  unsettled  state,  by  reason  of  religious  dissension 
among  the  two  prominent  denominations  of  the  town.  The  sober  and  the 
quiet  doubtless  desire  something  to  lean  upon  that  will  not  fail  to  satisfy  them. 
It  ia  a  point  that,  in  the  view  of  the  mistionary,  requires  attention.    There  are 
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hero  two  cdtnmunicaiits,  and  several  members  who  would  be  communicantSi 
and  iitlierwise  consistent  members,  if  it  were  not  for  the  prevailing  error  in 
reference  tu  the  duty  of  wiiat  is  called  making  a  profession  of  religion.  Tli€y 
disregard  the  "  still  small  voice,"  while  they  wait  for  the  thunder  and  the  fire. 
The  vows  of  holy  baptism  seem  to  lose  their  force,  amid  the  confusions  of 
error  and  false  doctrine.

1  took  charge  of  this  parish  last  Easter ;  from  which  time  there  has  been 
regular  service  every  Lord's  day,  with  some  three  or  four  exceptions.  Morn- 
ing service  is  held  here,  and  evening  service  in  Patterson.  These  parishes 
are  about  1«  miles  distant  from  each  other ^which  makes  the  connection  a  very 
onerous  one. 

Of  the  prospects  of  this  parish,  T  have  nothing  very  encouraging  to  say ;  and 
but  for  the  hope,  which  may  truly  be  called  the  pasior^s,  (whose  duty  it  is  to 
cast  his  bread  upiin  the  waters,  and  wait  tu  tind  it  after  many  days,)  I  should 
feel  that  I  had  good  reasons  fur  discouragement.  This,  however,  is  to  be  said : 
the  congre<;ations  are  rcspectuble  as  to  size,  and  respectful  as  to  deportment; 
and  the  members  of  the  cluirch  arc  generally  punctual  and  regular  in  their 
attendance. 

The  practice  of  monthly  offerings  is  observed — out  of  the  proceeds  of  which 
the  canonical  contributions  have  been  made.  I  trust  the  circumstances  of  the 
parish,  and  my  n^cc^nt  connection  with  it,  will  excuse,  if  not  justify,  a  non-com- 
pliance with  the  iiisliop's  nrcoinmendation  in  reference  to  the  other  objects. 
We  hope  to  do  belter  for  the  future.

John*s  Church, 
Tonkers,  during  the  absence  of  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Henry  D.  Storrs,  who  went 
abroad  for  the  improvement  of  his  health.  I  am  happy  to  say  that,  by  the  Divine 
blessing,  he  has  returned,  and  is  enabled  to  resume  all  the  duties  of  his  interest- 
ing parish. 

"The  account  of  my  official  acts,  while  in  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,will  be 
included  in  the  rector's  report. 

'*  Prior  and  subsequent  to  my  engagement  at  Yonkers,  I  performed  several 
occasional  services,  and  officiated  every  .Sunday  but  one,  in  aid  of  my  clerical 
brethren,  or  in  assisting  poor  and  vacant  parishes.** 

The  Rev.  William  M.  Cabhichael.  D.  D.,  late  rector  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall, 
Flushing,  Queen's  county,  reports  as  follows  : 

*'  Since  iiis  connection  with  the  aliove  institution,  he  has  performed  the  fol- 
lowing services,  viz :  Interments,  of  persons  belonging  to  his  former  charge, 
in  St.  George's  Church,  Hempstead,  4;  of  persons  belonging  to  St.  George's 
Church,  Flushing,  2 ;  of  a  child  connected  with  the  family  of  the  rector  of 
Grace  Church,  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  1 — total,  7.

" An*r  the  a>:|imrnnient  of  the  last  Convention,  I  continued  roy  connectioD 
with  my  prtr:.<?hts  at  Mechann.'ville  and  Stillwater,  and  the  missionary  station, 
until  my  re-si^nation.  wluoh  look  effect  on  the  16th  of  November,  1843.  After 
that,  up  t'>  tht;  f]r«t  of  May.  isi  t.  I  nmained  at  the  station, and  as  no  successor 
was  appointed.  I  rontiniiRl  to  portorm  all  parish  duties  except  preaching,  and 
ani^wer  all  calls  as  before.  In  that  station  1  baptized  six  children,  gave  the 
Communion  to  the  sick  and  d>inir.  joined  two  couple  in  marriage,  officiated  at 
oim  funeral,  and  gave  a  sermon.  I  have  preached  sixteen  Sundays  at  Northum* 
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berland,  and  admiDistered  the  Holy  Commuoioa  six  times,  where  we  can  num- 
ber thirteen  or  fourteen  communicants.  Twice  I  baTe  preached  in  Schajler- 
Tille.  Seven  Sundays  I  was  employed  at  Cohoes  in  St.  John's  Chnrch,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Communion  on  Easter  Sunday.  Three  Sundays  in  June  I  was 
engaged  to  supply  for  the  minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Albany,  where  I  baptized 
two  infants.

The  Rev.  Hiram  Jkllitf. — Continues  to  be  employed  as  teacher  of  youth, 
and  has  oi9iciated  several  times  for  neighboring  clergy. 

The  Rev.  David  M'Ilvainb,  Deacon. 

The  Rev.  John  M'Vickar,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philoso- 
phy, and  Political  Economy  in  Columbia  College,  New  York. — ^As  in  former 
years,  has  often  officiated  by  administering  the  Sacraments,  reading  prayers, 
and  preaching.  Since  July,  has  been  engaged  in  his  present  duties  as  Chaplain 
at  Fort  Columbus,  Governor's  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  where  he  preaches 
twice  every  week. 

The  Rev.  Jamis  Millitt. — Assists  the  missionary  in  charge  of  the  Mission 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  and  is  an  Instructor  in  Trinity  School,  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Flavbl  S.  Minks. — The  following  is  his  Report :

*'The  services  in  the  church  have  been  continued  with  increasing  encourage- 
ment,  as  they  were  reported  for  the  last  year.  The  Government  continues  iU 
liriendly  disposition  toward  the  chnrch.  In  addition  to  the  funds  reported,  the 
parish  has  generously  increased  the  rectoi's  salary.  The  Lord*s  Day  is  moeh 
more  respected,  since  the  abolition  of  the  Sonday  market    Five  hundred  Bibiea 
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The  ReF.  Ahos  Pabdee. — The  following;  is  an  extract  from  his  Report : 

*'  Dy  avuiding  damp,  and  heat,  and  culd,  I  am  in  quite  a  comfortable  condi- 
tion, though  attended  with  a  trembling  hand,  an  increased  weakness  of  voice, 
hardness  of  breathing,  and  hardness  of  hearing.  During  the  past  year,  I  hare 
performed  no  official  act,  except  at  Ticondcroga,  a  few  Sundays  since,  by  spe- 
cial request,  I  pronounced  the  absolution  and  benediction.  I  am  sorry  that  I 
knew  not  of  your  appointment  at  Ticonderoga,  that  I  might  once  more  have 
met  with  you.*' 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Phixney.— The  following  is  his  Report: 

"  I  have  for  the  past  year,  when  my  health  would  permit,  been  engaged  as 
Qsnal  in  my  school.  Our  boys  continue  to  get  their  Sunday  lessons  from  the 
Bible.  I  hear  them  recite  in  the  evening,  and  explain  and  lecture  to  them  upon 
the  subject  of  their  lesson.  I  have  occasionally  assisted  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brown, 
at  the  Communion— preached  for  him  once  at  New  Windsor — and  have  offici- 
ated at  two  weddings. 

The  Rev.  Alonzo  Potter,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy  and  Delles*- 
Lettrcs,  in  Union  College,  Schenectady.    The  following  is  his  lleport: 

**  The  subscriber  begs  leave  to  report,  that  during  the  last  year  he  has  officiated 
on  various  occasions,  and  in  different  places,  tif\y-8ix  times.  With  few  excep- 
tions, each  service  has  embraced  reading  the  prayers  and  preaching.  He  has 
also  baptized  three  children,  attended  three  funerals,  and  admmistered  the  Com- 
munion, in  public  and  private,  five  times.  These  duties  have  been  performed, 
for  the  most  part,  in  the  cities  of  Schenectady,  Tn>y,  Albany,  and  Utica. 

"When  at  home  on  Sunday  evening,  he  has  also  gpnerally  given  in  the  College 
chapel,  to  such  students  as  chose  to  attend,  informal  instruction  in  the  Evi- 
dencea  and  Principles  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion.*' 

The  Rev.  Lucius  M.  Purdy — Since  his  return  from  the  Mediterranean,  has 
officiated  frequently  in  destitute  places,  or  for  clerical  brethren.  He  hopes» 
that  improving  health  will  soon  enable  him  to  resume  parochial  charge. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Reed,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Political  Economy,  in  TJnion 
College,  Schenectady — Has  administered  the  Communion  twice,  officiated  at 
one  marriage,  and  preached  forty-six  times. 

The  Rev.  Gilbert  H.  Satres. — Physical  infirmity  still  prevents  what  the 
willing  spirit  would  gladly  do.  Occasional  assistance  has  been  rendered  to  the 
Rev.  William  L.  Johnson.  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Jamaica,  Queen's  County. 

The  Rev.  John  F.  Schroeder,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Ann*s  Hall,  Flushing, 
Qneen*s  County.    The  following  is  his  Report :

I  pre«'>nied  to  H.s  Grace  a  traDslation  of  the 
general  letter  commendatory  wuh  which  I  had  been  furnished  by  you,  together 
with  a  copy  of  liie  iristructinn*  wh  ch  I  had  received  from  the  presiding  Bishop. 
Tour  letter  was  the  means  ^'f  sef^uring  for  me  a  favorable  and  cordial  reoepUom 
and  p  aced  me  at  on're  upon  a  footing  of  confidence  with  the  Patriarch,  which 
I  could  not  other'AJse  have  obtained.  He  listened  readily  to  all  my  propoeals 
fur  the  benefit  of  his  people,  and  gave  me  his  full  sanction  to  carry  them  into 
effect.  I  returned  to  Consiantinople  in  August,  and  immediately  entered  upon 
the  duiies  of  my  m'ssion  there — where  I  was  associated  with  the  ReT.  Dr.  SUh 
bertsoD  until  the  spring  of  1812,  when  he  returned  to  this  country.    Since  that 
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tune,  I  ha?e  been  alone,  until  Febrnary  last,  when  the  ReT.  Meesn.  Miles  and 
Taylor  (the  fonner  from  the  Diocese  of  Sooth  Carolina,  and  the  latter  from  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,)  joined  me. 

"  At  Constantinople  my  first  introdaction  was  to  the  Greek  Church.  In  com^ 
pany  with  Dr.  Robertson,  I  met  the  Patriarch  of  that  church,  and  most  of  the 
Bishops,  (tweWe  in  number,  who  constitute  the  Synod,)  in  the  fall  of  I84I9 
when  we  presented  a  letter  signed  by  the  presiding  Bishop  and  six  other  Bish- 
ops of  nor  church,  of  whom  you  were  one.  This  letter  was  intended  to  intro- 
duce us,  in  a  formal  manner,  to  the  heads  of  the  Greek  Church,  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  the  foundation  of  our  work  in  their  confidence  and  respect.  It  was 
received  with  every  mark  of  attention,  and  was  carefully  considered  by  them. 
It  introduced  us  fully  to  the  Patriarch,  who  thenceforward  treated  us  with  the 
utmost  cordiality  and  friendliness.  As  His  Grace  had  never  so  much  as  heard 
of  the  existence  of  the  American  Church,  (which  was  also  the  case  with  the 
Syrian  Patriarch,)  it  was  necessary  to  go  into  details  with  regard  to  its  charac- 
ter and  institutions.  These  occupied  several  interviews  both  before  and  after 
the  departure  of  Dr.  Robertson.  The  Patriarch  gave  his  full  approbation  to  the 
line  of  policy  which  we  proposed  to  pursue ;  and  nothing  has  prevented  my 
entering  upon  systematic  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  Greek  Church,  but  the 
distressing  want  of  funds.  I  have,  however,  kept  up  intercourse  with  the  heads 
of  that  church  and  with  the  Bishops — have  discussed,  in  a  free  and  friendly 
manner,  points  of  diflference — have  proposed  measures  for  the  welfare  of  the 
ehurch  and  the  improvement  of  the  laity — and  generally  have  labored  for  the 
diffusion  of  sound  piety  and  primitive  truth  I  hope,  on  my  return,  to  enlarge 
these  eflTorts ;  and  I  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  our  resources  will 
be  in  some  good  degree  adequate  to  our  opportunities  of  usefulness  in  this 
interesting  field. 

'*  With  the  Armenians  I  have  chiefly  been  brought  in  contact  during  the  past 
year;  and  I  may  say,  without  going  into  detail  on  the  mode  of  my  introduction, 
that  I  am  now  in  full  correspondence,  and  in  the  most  friendly  intercourse,  with 
the  heads  of  that  church — that  I  have  proposed  various  measures  for  the  benefit 
of  their  nation,  which  have  been  adopted— that  I  have  partly  revised  a  trans- 
lation of  the  Prayer  Book  of  the  Church  of  England  into  their  language,  which 
win  soon  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  (English)  Society  for  Promotinf 
ChrTstian  Knowledge— that  I  have  had  translated  a  large  portion  of  Nelson's 
work  on  the  Festivals  and  Fasts  of  the  Church,  and  that  I  have  published  a 
email  part  of  it,  under  the  sanction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authorities ;  and  have 
oommenced  various  other  labors,  for  which  I  have  their  complete  approbatioof. 
Oor  work  among  the  Armenians  is  likely  to  be  much  enlarged ;  and  nothing 
aeems  to  prevent  a  great  and  growing  increase,  but  the  want  of  means. 

"Our  plans  for  the  Syrians — ^which  have  been  delayed  by  the  want  of  men — 
will  now,  I  hope,  be  carried  into  eflTect  immediately  upon  my  return,  unless  we 
•hould  be  still  further  thwarted  by  the  need  of  funds.  Our  means  are  altogether 
inadequate  to  our  opportunities.  Our  foundation,  1  trust,  is  well  laid  in  the 
confidence  of  the  Eastern  churches — but  we  are  on  every  hand  embarrassed 
Iqr  the  deficiency  of  funds.    I  am  happy  to  aay,  that  the  Protestant  Episcopa 
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Tract  Sdcirty  lias  appropriati-'d  ^lou  lor  the  translatiun  of  some  of  their  own 
tracis  into  K,i.st(  m  Iaiii;ua;;r.< ;  and  1  have  already  sel(?ctcd  and  prepared  for 
truiisl.itinii  two  III' tlu>  iiios^t  iiiiporLant— one  ciiiitlcd,  *  Kvangelical  Truih,  and 
Apijstiilh-  Ordir:'  ihii  t»tl»or,  IJifiihop  Seabury's  Sermon  on  *  Christian  irnity.* 
Both  tlii'si*  arc  j;;r('ally  ni'cdid.  and  arc  (MUtiilatcd  to  do  much  {rood  among  the 
Ea.Ntcra  Chrift'laii*.  If  this  fxc' llcni  socifiy  could  he  enabled  to  extend  its 
opi>rati<in.s  in  this  way,  itb  sphere  of  usefuhioss  within  the  household  of  faith 
mi;!ht  hv  (;reatly  cidar^rd  ;  and  I  cannot  hut  think  that  our  efforts  for  the  needy 
of  our  own  land  would  ho  more  abundantly  blessed  of  the  Lord,  if  we  were  also 
thu.s  to  r(.'inr:mh(>r  our  lin'tlircii  of  other  lands,  who  arc  still  more  needy  than 
ouraclvcs.  Wiiatc*. or  tends  1(1  bircnj^l hen  the  bonds  of  Christian  love,  or  to 
extend  more  widely  tlie  <;olden  chain  of  Christian  unity,  is  worthy  of  our  labors 
and  our  prayers. 

*•()»  my  wa\  to  America.  I  hail  the  privilejie  of  meeting  some  of  the  Bishops 
of  the  Ciiurch  of  Kni'i.inil,  and  pai  licularly  the  Arc!«.bishop  of  Canterbury.  Thej 
all  expres-sed  a  lively  intercut  in  oui  operations.  The  Archbishop  especially 
spoke  in  lenns  of  earrw&f  ::pprol»ati<ui  of  the  sy.slem  which  our  mission  had 
piirsui  d,  :ind  which  llis  Cirace  pronounced  to  he  the  only  consistent  and  eflectoa! 
one  that  can  he  devised.

The  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Turner,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Biblical  Learning  and  the 
Interpretation  of  Scripture,  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  New  York.— The  following  is  his 
Report : 

**  I  have  officiated  during  the  last  year  about  every  other  Sunday,  generally 
once  a  day,  but  occasionally  twice.  I  have  several  times  preached  and  baptized 
in  the  building  in  37ih  Street,  near  the  9tb  Avenue,  where  a  Sunday  School  has 
for  several  years  been  in  successful  operation,  the  teachers,  both  male  and 
female,  being  indefatigable  in  their  efforts  to  instruct  the  poor  and  ignorant. 
The  rapidily  increasing  population  of  this  part  of  the  city  would  seem  to  point  it 
out  as  a  situation  where  a  pious,  zealous,  and  prudent  missionary,  residing 
among  the  people,  and  visiting  them  from  house  to  house,  might  do  incalculable 
good,  and  advance  the  interests  of  Christ's  church" 

The  Rev.  Libertus  Van  Bokkklen,  Assistant  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  College,  Col, 
lege  Point,  Queen's  County . — Has  perfonned  divine  ser\'ico  100  times,  has  preached 
81  times,  administered  or  assisted  at  Iluly  Conmiunion  15  times.  Baptisms: 
adults,  8  ;  children,  7 — total,  15.     Marriages,  1.     Fimerals,  2. 

Since  the  fu^t  Simday  in  Lent,  he  reports :  "  I  have  taken  charge  of  tho  con- 
gregation wor8hii)ping  in  \Vliite8tone  chai>el.  This  congregation  was  gatliereil  toge. 
ther  by  tho  self-denying  efforts  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Kerfoot,  who  retained  the  direction  of 
it  for  more  tlian  three  years,  and  was  succeeiled  by  Rev.  H.  M.  Bearc,  who  con* 
tinned  until  first  of  January  last.  Diviuc  8or\'i('e  with  sermons  has  been  regularly 
performed  once  on  Sunday,  and  on  Wednesday  evening.  There  are  seventeen 
communicants,  of  whom  live  have  been  added  since  Easter.  The  Sunday  School 
numbers  sixty  children,  in  the  instruction  of  which  I  am  assisted  by  eight  teachers. 
Tho  condition  of  the  congregation  and  sclioul  offers  every  encouragement  for 
fiiture  exertion."

Candidates  for  ordination  as  Priests  or  Deacons,  are  referred  to  the  foOowteg 
Ihrther  proTlslons : 


Canon  XV.  lB3%.^8ec.  8.)  If  the  oandidate,  from  pecnliar  dronmataMM, 
not  afieotiDg  bis  pions  or  moral  character,  shall  be  unable  to  procure  testimO' 
Dials  from  the  ministry  and  Testry  of  the  parish  where  he  resides,  testimoaiala 
to  the  efibct  required,  may  be  received  from  at  least  twelve  respectable  mem- 
bera  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  from  at  least  one  respectable 
presbyter  who  has  been  personally  acquainted  with  the  candidate  for  at  least 
one  year. 

(Sec.  4.)  A  candidate  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  any 
church  deslilute  of  a  Bishop,  if  be  shall  have  resided  fbr  the  greater  part  of  the 
iMMl  three  yeara  within  the  Diocese  of  a  Bishop,  shall  apply  to  such  Bishop 
for  ordination,  and  shall  produce  the  usual  testimonials,  as  well  from  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  has  resided,  as  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  church  in  the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.

Abticli  n«  wiien  two  or  more  placea  are  named  together  aa  a  Mlaaloniiy 
Station,  and  either  of  them  shall  aeparate  itself  from  the  connection,  except 
with  the  consent  of  this  Committee,  the  congregation  so  separating  shall  ceaao 
10  participate  in  any  benefit  of  the  Missionary  Fund. 

Abticlb  III.  In  addition  to  the  place  or  places  named  as  a  Missionary  Sta- 
tion, the  Missionary  of  that  Station  shall  snpply  each  other  contignons  plaee 
or  pboee,  with  such  frequency  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of 
Us  inability  to  act,  or  in  case  of  a  Tacanpy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  clerical 
members  of  this  Committee. 

Abticlb  IV.  The  stipend  to  be  paid  to  each  Missionary  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  $1S6  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January,  Aprfl, 
Jnly,  and  October,  in  each  year ;  proTided  there  be  fonda  in  the  treaaory  ibr 
the  purpose. 

Abticlb  V.  The  Missionary  Stipend  shall  in  all  cases  be  considered  aa 
attaehed  to  the  Station,  and  payable  to  the  Missionary  only  as  belonging  to 
that  Station ;  and  the  Stipend  shall  io  all  cases  be  paid  to  the  Missionary  di- 
rectly, and  not  through  the  Vestry  of  any  Parish  at  that  Station ;  nor  shan  it 
be  oonaidered  aa  forming  a  part  of  any  contract  between  said  Vestry  and  the 
Miaalonary. 

Abticlb  VI.  Erery  Missionary  shall  be  resident  in  his  proper  Station,  nor 
ahall  the  Stipend  be  payable  to  him  until  he  is  thus  resident ;  and  absence  from 
bis  Station,  except  for  reasona  reported  to  the  Bishop,  and  approTod  by  him, 
ahall  iuTolve  a  forfeiture  of  the  Stipend  for  the  period  of  snch  absence. 

Abticlb  VII.  The  appointment  of  Missionary  Stations  and  Missionaries 
ahall  be  made  annually ;  nor  shall  any  appointment  be  considered  as  extending, 
exeept  it  be  renewed,  b^ond  the  year.  The  stated  annual  appointmenta  ahall 
be  made  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  Februaiy  in  each  year,  aaid

■ppointments  to  be  for  Ibe  year  commenciof  on  Uie  finl  day  of  April  next  eo- 
watDg.  Appointmenta  may  alao  be  made  at  other  perioda  of  the  year,  bat  not 
Ibr  a  longer  time  than  until  the  first  day  of  the  next  April  Provided  alwaya, 
that  thia  Committee  retaina  the  power  of  diaeontinning,  at  any  lime,  tba  ap* 
pointment  of  a  Station  or  a  Miaaionary,  with  the  aanction  of  the  Bishop. 

AartoLB  VIII.  The  Annual  ReporU  of  the  Miasionaries  aball  be  made  to 
the  Biahop— or  in  caae  of  a  Tacaney  in  the  Epiaeupate,  or  the  Biahop'a  inabili^ 
to  aet,  to  the  clerical  membera  of  thia  Committee— by  or  before  the  15th  d^  of 
September  in  each  year. 

AartcLB  IX.  No  re-appointment  of  a  Missionary  ahaU  be  made,  exoepi  Ibr 
apeeial  reasona  it  aeem  otherwiae  good  to  thia  Committee,  onleaa  be  aball,  ibr 
the  past  year,  have  caused  to  be  made  in  hia  congregation,  or  each  of  his  oongra- 
gationa,  all  the  oontribations  required  by  the  Canona,  and  unleaa  he  aball  have 
made  hia  Annual  Report  to  the  Bishop  in  the  form  aet  forth  by  bim. 

It  is  also  expected  that  the  Missionariea  and  their  Congregationa  faithful^ 
exert  themaelrea  to  further,  by  all  proper  meana  within  their  power,  the  ob|eeta 
of  this  Committee,  and  that  the  Miasionariea  report,  firom  time  to  time,  to  the 
fiiahop— or  in  case  of  a  Taoancy  in  the  Epiaoopate,  to  the  Committer— what 
may  have  been  accomplished  in  thia  way,  and  all  mattera  which  they  may 
iitereating  and  important  to  be  known.

to  the  Convention.  And  if  on  any  such  report  it  shall  appear  that  no  valid 
election  has  been  made  in  respect  to  all  or  any  of  the  officea  to  be  filled,  the  poll 
ahall  be  again  opened  for  the  purpose  of  filling  those  which  may  remain  vacant, 
and  if  on  such  second  attempt  this  purpose  shall  not  be  accomplished,  the  hal- 
bting  may  be  resumed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Convention. 

X.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  decide,  sul^t  to  an  appeal 
to  the  house. 

Xi.  The  hours  of  each  day's  session  shall  be  from  9  a.  m.  until  3  r.  m* 

XII.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  qaeation,  wltboai 
leave  of  the  house. 

XIII.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reoonsidered  during  the  aaoM 
aession,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XIV.  The  question  of  a4journment  aball  alwaya  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  put

XVJ.  Clergymen  belonging  lo  this  Dioceae,  but  not  entitled  to  seata  in  this 
Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Proteatant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to 
this  Diocese,  and  Professors  and  Studenta  of  Theology  in  the  Proteatant  Epio* 
oopal  Church,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittinga  of  the  CooventioB.

CANON  XV. 
As  amended  September  26,  1844. 

OF   DIOCESAN   BUSSIONS,   THIOLOGICAL   EDUCATION,   AND   CONTBIBUTIOKS   ffOR 

OTBIB   CHURCH  OBJECTS. 

Whereas  the  CoDTention  having  hitherto  approved  the  objects  of  the  Educa- 
tion and  Missiooaiy  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  having  also  approved  its  Constitution  ;  as  also  those  of  the  New 
York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society ;  and  whereas  the  said  Educa- 
tion and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
New  York  has  resigned  its  trust  and  powers  into  the  hands  of  this  Convention, 
and  the  same  having  been  accepted,  the  Society  thereby  has  ceased  to  exist» 
and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  make  some  provision  for  the  future  support  of 
Missionaries  and  Theological  Education  in  the  Diocese,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared, 

i  1.  That  the  missionary  operations  of  this  Diocese  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
ducted by  a  committee  of  the  Convention,  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for ;  and  that  the  subject  of  education  shall  be  confided  to  the  incorporated 
*<  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York.'* 

$  3.  First,  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convention,  ten  persons,  members 
of  the  church  within  the  Diocese,  one  half  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen,  and  the 
other  half  laymen,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  who  with  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of 
the  Diocese  shall  compose  a  Board  to  be  called,  *'  The  Missionary  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.*'  who  as  agents  of  the  Convention,  shall  have  the 
distribution  of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  for  the  support  of  Missionaries  in 
this  Diocese,  out  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Second,  Of  the  Committee  thus  chosen,  the  Bishop  shall  be  ez  officio  presi- 
dent, and  he  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appoint- 
ment by  the  Conmiittee ;  and  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  elect  from 
among  its  own  members,  a  chairman  pro  tem.  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and

to  the  Convention.  And  if  on  any  such  report  it  shall  appear  that  no  Talid 
election  has  been  made  in  respect  to  all  or  any  of  the  officea  to  be  filled,  the  poll 
ahall  be  again  opened  for  the  purpose  of  filling  those  which  may  remain  vacant, 
and  if  on  such  second  attempt  this  purpose  shall  not  be  accomplishid,  the  bal- 
loting may  be  resumed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Convention. 

X.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  decide,  aobject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  house. 

Xi.  The  hours  of  each  day*s  session  shall  be  from  9  a.  m.  until  3  r.  u* 

XII.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  withoof 
leave  of  the  house. 

XI II.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  saaae 
aession,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XIV.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  alwaya  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  pat 
wWiout  debate, 

XV.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

XVI.  Clergymen  belonging  lo  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopsl  Church  not  belonging  to 
this  Diocese,  and  Professors  and  Students  of  Theology  in  the  Protestant  Epia* 
oapal  Church,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  aittinga  of  the  CaoTentiaa.

CANON  XV. 

As  amended  September  26,  1844. 

or   DIOCESAN   MISSIONS,   THBOLOGICAL   EDUCATION,   AND   CONTRIBUTIONS    FOB 

OTHER   CHURCH   OBJECTS. 

Whereas  the  Convention  kaving  hitherto  approved  the  objects  of  the  Educa- 
tion and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
NetvYork,  and  having  also  approved  its  Constitution  ;  as  also  those  of  the  New 
York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society ;  and  whereas  the  said  Educa- 
tion and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
New  York  has  resigned  its  trust  and  powers  into  the  hands  of  this  Convention, 
and  the  same  having  been  accepted,  the  Society  thereby  has  ceased  to  exist, 
and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  make  some  provision  for  the  future  support  of 
Missionaries  and  Theological  Education  in  the  Diocese,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared, 

$  1.  That  the  missionary  operations  of  this  Diocese  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
ducted by  a  committee  of  the  Convention,  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafler  pro- 
Tided  for ;  and  that  the  subject  of  education  shall  be  confided  to  the  incorporated 
"Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York.*' 

$  3.  First,  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convention,  ten  persons,  members 
of  the  church  within  the  Diocese,  one  half  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen,  and  the 
other  half  laymen,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  who  with  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of 
the  Diocese  shall  compose  a  Board  to  be  called,  ''  The  Missionary  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  of  New  York."  who  as  agents  of  the  Convention,  shall  have  the 
distribution  of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  for  the  support  of  Missionaries  in 
this  Diocese,  out  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Second,  Of  the  Committee  thus  chosen,  the  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  presi- 
dent, and  he  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appoint- 
ment by  the  Conunittee ;  and  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  elect  from 
among  its  own  members,  a  chairman  pro  tern,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and 
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to  make  its  own  by-laws,  to  appoint  its  own  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  to  fill 
Tacanciesoccnrring  in  its  own  bodies  during  the  recess  of  the  Contention,  and 
to  do  all  such  other  acta,  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  need- 
ful to  carry  out  the  missionary  trust  hereby  reposed  in  it.  In  case  of  a  Taoancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  any  member  of  the  Committee  shall  have  the  right  to  nomi- 
nate. 

Third,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  CommKtee  to  make  an  annual  report  of  its 
proceedings  to  the  Convention,  containing  the  names  of  the  stations  and  mis- 
sionaries, a  statement  of  its  annual  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  the  churches 
contributing  and  of  the  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  it  may  be  deemed 
•dvisable  to  bring  before  the  Convention  in  furtherance  of  the  trust  hereby  con- 
fided to  said  Conmiittee. 

$  3.  The  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be  raised  under  this 
Canon  for  thd  educating  of  young  men  for  holy  orders,  is  hereby  committed  to 
the  incorporated  society,  styled,  *'  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promo- 
ting Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,'*  which  shall  make  a  full 
annual  report  to  the  Convention,  of  the  application  of  all  monies  paid  into  its 
treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  or  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion from  any  souroe. 

$  4.  I.  In  every  parish  of  the  Diooeae,  provision  shall  be  made  for  at  least 
monthly  church  offerings,  by  collection  or  otherwise,  for  Theological  Education, 
Diocesan  Misstons,  and  other  Church  objects,  it  being  the  duty  of  the  clergy- 
men to  give  due  notice  to  the  congregation  of  the  time  and  object  of  such  offer- 
ings or  collections,  and  also  to  call  their  attention  to  the  importadce  and  claims 
of  the  respective  objects  to  which  the  ofibriogs  are  to  be  applied. 

S.  The  amount  of  these  church  offerings  or  collections,  with  the  exception  of 
such  portions,  not  exceeding  one-fourth,  as  may  be  retained  by  decision  of  the 
rector  and  wardens  for  parochial  and  other  purposes,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the 
rector  or  minister,  as  often  as  conveniently  may  be,  but  at  least  once  in  six 
months  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  specifying  the  objects  to  which  the 
same  shall  be  applied,  or  sent  directly  to  the  treasurers  respectively  of  the 
various  funds  for  which  they  are  destined.  The  amount  and  destination  of  all 
such  contributions,  to  form  a  distinct  item  in  the  Annual  Parochial  Report. 

3.  This  Canon,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  prescribed  form  of  church  ofiferinga, 
shall  not  be  deemed  imperative  on  any  parish  that  has  another  system  for  its 
contributions. 

4.  So  far  as  relates  to  the  offerings  or  contributions  of  churches  within  the 
city  of  New  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  New  York  City  Mission 
Society,  and  the  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Missionary  Society  for 
Seamen  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New  York,  are  to  be  reckoned  among  the 
Church  charities  for  which  provision  is  to  be  made,  so  that  each  congregation 
in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  make  an  annual  contribution  to  one  of  these 
societies.

Adopted  in  Oenend  Comvention,  in  PkUaddfihia,  October,  1789. 


ARTICLE  I. 

There  shall  be  a  Greneral  CooTention  of  the  Proteatant  Episcopal  Chnrofa 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  in  ererj 
third  year,  from  the  year  of  oar  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one, 
and  in  such  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  ConTention ;  and  in  case  there 
shall  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  any  other  good  cause  to  render  it  necessaiy  to 
alter  the  place  fixed  on  for  any  such  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  presiding 
Bishop  shall  have  it  in  his  power  to  appoint  another  convenient  place  (as  near 
as  may  be  to  the  place  so  fixed  on)  for  the  holding  of  such  ConTention ;  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  at  other  times,  in  the  manner  hereafter  to  bo 
provided  for ;  and  this  Church,  in  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  which  shall  have 
adopted  this  Constitution,  shall  be  represented,  before  they  shall  proceed  to 
business ;  except  that  the  representation  from  two  Dioceses  shall  be  sufiicient 
to  adjourn;  and  in  all  business  of  the  Convention,  freedom  of  debate  shall  be 
allowed. 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  both  the 
clergy  and  the  laity,  which  representation  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  deputies, 
not  exceeding  four  of  each  order,  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese; 
and  in  all  questions,  when  required  by  the  clerical  and  lay  representation  firom 
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any  Diocese,  each  order  aball  have  one  vote ;  and  the  majority  of  anfirages  by 
Dioceses  shall  be  conclasive  in  each  order,  provided  such  majority  comprehend 
a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order.  The  concurrence  of  both 
orders  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  If  the  Con- 
Tention  of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  clerical  depatiet, 
or  if  they  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  lay  deputies,  or  if  any  of  those 
of  either  order  appointed,  should  neglect  to  attend,  or  be  prevented  by  sickness 
or  any  other  accident,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  as  doly 
represented  by  such  deputy  or  depntiea  as  may  attend,  whether  lay  or  clerieaL 
And  if,  through  the  neglect  of  the  Convention  of  any  of  the  Charches  which 
shall  have  adopted,  or  may  hereafter  adopt,  this  Constitution,  no  deputies,  either 
lay  or  clerical,  should  attend  at  any  General  Convention,  the  Church  in  such 
Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more,  shall,  who- 
ever General  Conventions  are  held,  form  a  separate  house,  with  a  right  to  origi- 
nate and  propose  acta  for  the  concnrrence  of  the  Honse  of  Depntiea,  composed 
of  clergy  and  laity ;  and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have  passed  the  House  of 
Deputies,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall 
have  a  negative  thereupon ;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be  authenti- 
cated by  both  houses.  And  in  all  cases,  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  signify  to 
the  Convention  their  approbation  or  disapprobation  (the  latter  with  their  reasons 
in  writing,)  within  three  days  aAer  the  proposed  act  shall  have  been  reported 
to  them  for  concurrence ;  and  in  failure  thereof,  it  shall  have  the  operation  of 
a  law.  But  until  there  shall  be  three  or  more  Bishops,  as  aforesaid,  any  Bishop 
attending  a  General  Convention  shall  be  a  member  ex-officiOf  and  shall  vote  with 
the  clerical  deputies  of  the  Diocese  to  which  be  belongs :  and  a  Bishop  shall 
then  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  such 
rules  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese ;  and  every  Bishop  of 
this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  episcopal  office  to  his  proper  Dio- 
cese i  unless  requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of  the 
episcopal  office,  by  any  Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any  territory 
thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafler,  be  admitted  on  acce- 
ding to  this  Constitution  ;  and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or  mor« 
existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictions  : — 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any  other 
Diocese  ;  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dio- 
ceses, or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Conven- 
tion of  each  of  the  Dioc«ses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Convention. 
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Nosach  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  contain  less  than  eight 
thousand  square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty  presbyters,  who  have  been  for 
at  least  one  year  canon ically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese* 
regularly  settled  in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qnalified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed,  if  thereby  any  existing  Diocese  shall  be 
80  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  eight  thousand  square  miles,  or  less  than 
thirty  presbyters,  who  have  been  residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified  as 
above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  of  the 
Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall 
thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof.  And  the  assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be 
one,  may  elect  the  one  to  Which  he  will  be  attached;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one 
elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by 
the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circumstances 
may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention 
thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing 
Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses,  to  which  the  greater  number  of  clergy- 
men shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the 
same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Convention. 
The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only.  In 
every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons  may  be  instituted 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence 
of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the  ministry,  on  any  clergyman, 
whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  Holy  Orders,  until  he  shall  have  been  examin- 
ed by  the  Bishop  and  by  two  Presbyters,  and  shall  have  exhibited  such  testimo- 
nials and  other  requisites,  as  the  Canons,  in  that  case  provided,  may  direct. 
Nor  shall  any  person  be  ordained  until  he  shall  have  subscribed  the  following 
declaration  :  — 

*'  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  be  the 
word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation :  and  I  do  solemnly 
engage  to  conform  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopel 
Clinrch  in  the  United  States." 

No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  as  a 
minttter  of  this  Chnrcfa,  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  Canon  o^  CanonB 
in  that  case  protided,  and  have  also  subecribed  the  aforesaid  declaratioD. 
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ARTICLE  Vni. 

A  Bpok  of  Comaion  Prayer,  administiBtioQ  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other 
Rites  sod  Ceremonies  of  the  Chorch,"  Articles  of  Religion,  and  a  form  and 
manner  of  Making,  Ordaining  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons, 
when  established  by  this  or  a  fotnre  General  ConTcntion,  sbaU  be  used  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Charch  in  those  Dioceses  which  shall  hare  adopted  this 
Constitotion.  No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  or  other  offices  of  the  Church,  or  the  Articles  of  Religion,  unless  the 
same  shaD  be  proposed  in  one  General  CouTcntion,  and  by  a  resolTe  thereof 
made  known  to  the  Convention  of  erery  Diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  subsequent 
General  CouTention. 

ARTICLE  DL 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  unless  in  General  CouTention,  by  the 
Church,  in  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  which  may  have  adopted  the  same ;  and 
an  alterations  shall  be  firat  proposed  in  one  General  Convention,  and  made 
known  to  the  scTeral  Diocesan  Conventions,  before  they  shall  be  finally  agreed 
to,  or  ratified  in  the  ensuing  General  CouTention. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Bishops  for  foreign  countries,  on  due  application  therefrom,  may  be  conse- 
crated, with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Charch,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
signified  to  the  presiding  Bishop ;  he,  thereupon,  taking  order  for  the  same, 
and  they,  being  satisfied  that  the  person  designated  for  the  office,  has  been  duly 
chosen,  and  properly  qualified.  The  order  of  consecration  to  be  conformed, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this 
Church.  Such  Bishops,  so  consecrated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Diocesan,  or  assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United  States,  nor  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  episcopal  authority 
in  said  States. 

Done  in  the  General  Convention  of  the  Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity, 
of  the  Church,  the  2d  day  of  October,  1789. 


NoTB.— When  the  Constitution  was  originally  adopted,  in  August,  1789,  the 
fint  Article  provided  that  the  Triennial  Convention  should  be  held  on  the  frst 
Tuesday  in  August,  At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Convention,  held  in  Oo- 
tober  of  the  same  year,  it  was  provided  that  the  second  Tuesday  in  September, 
in  every  third  year,  should  be  the  time  of  meeting.  The  time  was  again  changed 
to  the  third  TSissday  in  May,  by  the  General  Convention  of  1804.  [See  Bioren's 
edition  of  the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  1817,  pp.  61, 76,  and  HIS.]

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Expenses  of  General  Conventions, 

[The  former  Canoni  on  Hub  aubject  were  the  llftT-fourth  of  ISM,  tli*  eif^th  of  ISK, 

and  the  tenth  of  1838.] 

§  1.  In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  General  ConTentions  maybe 
defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  soTeral  Diocesan  ConventioDS  to  forward 
to  the  Treasoier  of  the  General  Convention,  at  or  before  any  meetings  of  the 
General  Conyenlion,  one  dollar  for  each  Clergyman  within  said  Diocoso. 

§  2.  Canon  X.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Election  of  Bishops. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  first  of  1795  ;   the  second  of  1808 ;  the  first  of  1817; 
the  second  of  1820 ;  tho  second  of  1832  ;  the  first  of  1835  ;  and  the  first  of  1838.] 

§  1.  To  entitle  a  Diocese  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop  by  the  Convention  thereof, 
there  must  be  at  the  time  of  sach  choice,  and  have  been  during  the  year  pre- 
vious, at  least  six  officiating  Presbyters  therein,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish 
or  Church,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop  ;  and  six  or  more  Parishes  repre- 
sented in  the  Convention  electing.  But,  two  or  more  adjoining  Dioceses,  not 
having  respectively  the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters  to  entitle  either  to  the 
choice  of  a  Bishop,  may  associate  and  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  to 
exercise  jurisdiction  alike  in  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  if  there  be  at  the 
time  of  such  choice,  and  have  been  during  the  year  previous,  nine  or  more  such 
Presbyters,  residing  in  any  part  of  such  associated  Dioceses  qualified  as  afore- 
said ;  and  the  Bishop  so  elected,  shall  exercise  Episcopal  jurisdiction  over  each 
of  the  associated  Dioceses,  until  such  time  as  some  one  of  said  Dioceses,  having 
six  or  more  Presbyters  canonically  qualified  to  elect  a  Bishop,  shall  elect  him, 
and  he  shall  have  accepted  the  office  as  its  own  exclusive  Diocesan  :  where- 
upon, his  connection  with  the  other  associated  Diocese  or  Dioceses  shall  cease 
and  determine :  provided  always,  that  the  Dioceses  thus  associating  in  the  elec. 
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lion  of  a  cornmon  Bishop,  and  the  Conventions  thereof,  shall  in  all  other  re- 
spects remain  as  before,  unconnected  and  independent  of  each  other ;  and, 
provided  also,  that  SQch  association  shall  he  dissolved  on  the  demise  of  the 
Bishop,  if  not  before. 

§  3.  A  Minister  is  settled  for  all  purposes  here  or  elsewhere  mentioned  in 
these  Canons,  who  has  been  engaged  permanently  by  any  Parish,  according  to 
the  roles  of  said  Diocese,  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  one  year. 

§  3.  Canon  I.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  in. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bithop, 
[The  former  Canon  on  this  subject  was  the  fourth  of  1841.] 

$  1.  The  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  speciffing 
the  offence  of  which  he  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to 
time,  place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made  for  any  crime 
or  immorality,  for  heresy,  for  Tiolation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this 
Church,  or  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs.  Said  present- 
ment may  be  made  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  which  the  accused 
Bishop  belongs,  two-thirds  of  each  order  present  concurring,  provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  said  Convention  be  present ;  and  prth 
tided  aleoy  that  two-thirds  of  the  Parishes  canonically  in  union  with  said  Gon- 
Yention  hp.  rAprAftentAd  thArpin  ,  anA  thA  vaIa  thPTAnii  shall  not  in  any  <^afie  take 
place  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  resolation  to  present  is  ofibred ;  and  it  may 
also  be  made  by  any  three  Bishops  of  this  Church.  When  made  by  the  Oon- 
yention,  it  shall  be  signed  by  a  Committee  of  Prosecution,  consisting  of  three 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose ;  and  when 
by  three  Bishops,  it  shall  be  signed  by  them  respectively,  in  their  official  cha- 
racters. 

i  2.  Such  presentment  shall  be  addressed  to  **  The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States^"  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  presiding 
Bishop,  who  shall  send  copies  thereof  without  delay  to  the  several  Bishops  of 
this  Church  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the  United  States.  Provided, 
That  if  the  presentment  be  made  by  three  Bishops,  no  copies  shall  be  sent  to 
them*  And  provided  further,  That  if  the  presiding  Bishop  be  the  subject  of  the 
presentment,  or  if  he  be  one  of  the  three  Bishops  presenting,  such  presentment 
shall  he  delivered  to  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority ;  the  same  not  being  one  of 
the  three  presenting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  in  such  case  to  perform  all  the  da- 
ties  enjoined  by  this  Canon  on  the  presiding  Bishop.  Upon  a  presentment 
made  in  either  of  the  modes  pointed  out  in  Section  1.  of  this  Canon,  the 
course  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows : 

§  3.  The  presiding  Bishop  shall,  without  delay,  cause  a  copy  of  the  present* 
,  jnent  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  give  notice,  with  all  convenient 
speed,  to  the  several  Bishops  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the  United 
States,  appointing  a  time  and  place  for  their  assembling  together;  and  any  num- 
ber thereof,  being  not  less  than  seven,  other  than  the  Bishops  presenting,  then 
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and  there  assembled,  shall  constitute  the  Coart  fbr  the  trial  of  the  aocased ;  he 
shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  cause  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  to  be  gi^en,  both  to  the  accused,  and  to  the  parties  presentmg 
him,  by  a  summoner  to  be  appointed  by  him ;  and  shall  also  Gall  on  the  accused, 
by  a  written  summons,  to  appear  and  answer.  The  place  of  trial  shall  always 
be  within  the  Diocese  in  which  the  accused  Bishop  resides.  If  the  aecnaad 
Bishop  appear,  before  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  be  called  on  by  the  Court  to 
say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offence  or  ofi*ence8  charged  against 
him  ;  and  on  his  neglect  or  refusal,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  shall  be  entered  for 
him,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed  :  provided^  that,  for  sufficient  cause,  the  Cooit 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  :  and  provided  also,  that  the  accused  shall  at  all 
times  during  the  trial  havo  liberty  to  be  present,  to  produce  his  testimony,  and 
to  make  his  defence. 

§  4.  When  the  Court  proceeds  to  trial,  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole 
truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  matters  charged  in  the  present- 
ment, and  the  testimony  of  each  witness  shall  be  reduced  to  writing.  And  in 
ease  the  testimony  of  any  witness  whose  attendance  on  the  trial  eannot  be  ob> 
tained,  is  desired,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  party,  at  any  time  after  notiee  of 
the  presentment  is  senred  on  the  accused,  to  apply  to  the  Court,  if  in  session, 
or  if  not,  to  any  Bishop,  who  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  commissary  to  take  the 
deposition  of  such  witness.    And  such  party  so  desiring  to  take  the  depositioa, 

shall  giva  tn  thA  nthp.r  parly,  or  «Am»  nnp  nf  tbom,  rPdvoniiKIp  nQti«H»  of  the  timS 

and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  accompanying  such  notice  with  the  interroga- 
tories to  be  propounded  to  the  witness :  whereupon  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
other  party,  within  six  days  after  such  notice,  to  propoupd  cross-interrogato- 
ries ;  and  such  interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  if  an5  be  propounded, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  commissary,  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  take  the  testi- 
mony of  such  witness,  and  transmit  it,  under  seal,  to  the  Court.  But  no  depo- 
sition shall  be  read  at  the  trial  unless  the  Court  have  reasonable  assurance  that 
the  attendance  of  the  witness  cannot  be  procured,  or  unless  both  parties  shall 
consent  that  it  may  be  read. 

^  6.  The  Court  having  fully  heard  the  allegations  and  testimony  of  the  par- 
ties, and  deliberately  considered  the  same,  after  the  parties  have  withdrawn, 
shall  declare  respectively,  whether,  in  their  opinion,  the  accused  be  guilty  or 
not  guilty,  of  the  charges  and  specifications  contained  in  the  presentment,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  set  forth  ;  and  the  declaration  of  a  majority  of  the 
Court  being  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  those  who  assent  thereto,  shall 
be  considered  as  the  judgment  of  the  said  Court,  and  shall  be  pronounced  in 
the  presence  of  the  parties,  if  they  choose  to  attend.  And  if  it  be  that  the 
accused  is  guilty,  the  Court  shall,  at  the  same  time,  pass  sentence,  and  award 
the  penalty  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  deposition,  as  to  them,  the  offtace 
or  offences  proved,  may  seem  to  deserve :  provided^  that  if  the  accused  shall» 
before  sentence  is  passed,  show  satisfactory  cause  to  induce  a  belief  that  jostioe 
has  not  been  done,  the  Court,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  may,  aooording  to 
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a  toand  diMRetion,  grtnt  a  re^heuriog :  and  in  either  ease,  before  passiDg  aen- 
IflBce,  the  aocnaed  ahall  have  the  opportanity  of  being  heard,  i£  be  have  augbt  to 
ny  in  excuae  or  palliation ;  f/nmdtd,  that  the  accoaed  ahall  not  be  held  goil^, 
unleeB  a  migority  of  the  Gonrt  sball  concur  in  regard  to  one  or  more  of  the 
offencea  charged,  and  only  aa  relatea  to  those  chargea  in  which  a  majority  ao 
ooBcar. 

f  6.  If  the  accoaed  Bishop  neglect  or  refoae  to  appear,  according  to  the  snm- 
mona  of  the  Coart,  notice  haTing  been  senred  on  him  aa  aforesaid,  except  for 
some  reasonable  cause  to  be  allowed  by  the  said  Court,  they  shall  pronounce 
bim  to  be  in  eontumaey ;  and  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  ministry  shall  be 
pronounced  against  him  for  contumacy  by  the  Court ;  but  the  said  sentence 
shall  ba  roTersed,  if,  within  three  calendar  months,  be  shall  tender  himself  ready, 
and  accordingly  appear,  and  take  his  trial  on  the  presentment.  But,  if  the 
accused  Bishop  ahall  not  so  tender  himself  before  the  expiration  of  the  aaid 
three  months,  the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  ministry  shall  be  pronounced 
against  him  by  the  Court.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court,  wheneTor 
•entence  baa  been  pronounced,  whether  it  be  on  trial  or  for  contumacy,  to  com- 
municate such  sentence  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  every  Diocese  of  this 
Church ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  ecclesiastical  authorities  to  cause  such 
sentence  to  be  publicly  read  to  the  congregationa  of  each  Dioceae  by  the  respec- 
tiTO  ministers  thereof. 

4  7.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon,  may  be  aerved  by  a 
anmmoner  or  AnmmnnArtt.  tn  Y^  appointed  by  the  BisbOD  to  whom  the  present- 
ment is  made,  or  by  the  Court,  when  the  same  is  in  session  ;  and  the  certificate 
of  any  such  summoner  shall  be  evidence  of  the  due  service  of  a  notice  or  paper. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit 
of  auch  peraon.  The  delivery  of  a  written  notice  or  paper  to  a  party,  or  the 
leaving  it  at  hia  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  aufficient  service  of 
each  notice  or  paper. 

$  8.  The  accused  party  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel ;  and 
in  case  of  the  exercise  of  such  privilege,  but  not  otherwise,  those  presenting 
shall  have  the  like  privilege. 

$  9.  If  at  any  time,  during  the  session  of  any  General  Convention,  any  Bishop 
shall  make  to  the  House  of  Bishops  a  written  acknowledgment  of  his  unworthi- 
ness  or  criminality  in  any  particular,  the  House  of  Bishops  may  proceed,  with- 
out trial,  to  determine  by  vote,  whether  the  said  offending  and  confessing  Bishop 
shall  be  admonished  or  be  suspended  from  his  office,  or  be  deposed  ;  and  the 
aentence  thua  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  House  of  bishops, 
shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  presiding,  in  the  presence  of  the  said  House 
of  Bishops,  and  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  House  ;  and  a  copy  of  the  aaid 
sentence,  attested  by  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  presiding  Bishop,  ahall  be  sent  to 
the  said  Bishop,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  his  Diocese,  and  to  the  ee- 
desiaatical  authority  of  every  Diocese  of  this  Church  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  eccleaiaatical  authorltiea  to  cause  such  sentence,  unless  it  be  the  sen- 
tence of  admonition,  to  be  publicly  read  to  the  congregations  of  each  Dioceser 
tqr  the  respective  ministers  thereof. 
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§  10.  Any  Bishop  of  this  Church  not  having  ecclesiastical  joriadietion,  aha!! 
be  subject  to  presentment,  trial,  and  sentence,  as  herein  before  provided,  bol 
shall  not  be  included  in  any  other  provision  of  this  Canon. 

Ml.  Canon  lY.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Episcopal  Resignatiaiu. 

[The  fonner  Canon  on  this  solqect  wm  the  thlrty^Moood  of  1839.1 

$  1.  If,  during  the  session  of  any  General  Convention,  or  within  six  calendar 
months  before  the  meeting  of  any  such  Convention,  a  Bishop  shall  desire  to 
resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall  make  known  in  writing  to  the  House  of  Bishops 
such  his  desire,  together  with  the  reasons  moving  him  thereto;  whereupon  the 
House  of  Bishops  may  investigate  the  whole  case  of  the  proposed  resignation, 
including  not  only  the  facts  and  reasons  that  may  be  set  forth  in  the  application 
A>r  the  proposed  resignation,  but  any  other  facts  and  circumstances  bearing 
apon  it,  so  that  the  whole  subject  of  the  propriety  or  necessity  of  such  resigna- 
tion may  be  placed  fully  before  the  House  of  Bishops. 

$  2.  An  investigation  having  thus  been  made,  the  House  of  Bishops  may 
decide  f>n  the  application,  and  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  accept, 
or  refuse  to  accept,  such  resignation :  and  in  all  cases  of  a  proposed  resignationt 
the  Bishops  shall  cause  their  proceedings  to  be  recorded  on  their  Journal ;  and 
in  case  of  acceptance,  the  resignation  shall  be  complete  when  thus  rcicorded,  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

$  3.  In  case  a  Bishop  should  desire  to  resign  at  any  period  not  withih  six 
calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  a  General  Convention,  he  shall  make 
known  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  such  his  desire,  with  the  reasons  moving  him 
thereto,  whereupon  the  presiding  Bishop  shall  communicate,  without  delay,  a 
copy  of  tnc  same  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  ecclesiastical  jurisdic- 
tion ;  and  also  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  which  the  Bishop 
desiring  to  resign  may  belong,  and  at  the  same  time  summon  said  Bishops  to 
meet  him  in  person,  at  a  place  to  be  by  him  designated,  and  at  a  time  not  less 
than  thfee  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  his  summons :  and  should  a  num- 
ber, not  less  than  a  majority  of  all  the  said  Bishops,  meet  at  the  time  and  place 
designated,  they  shall  then  have  all  the  powers  given  by  the  previous  sections  of 
this  Canon  to  the  House  of  Bishops :  and  should  a  number  less  than  a  majority 
assemble,  they  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  they  can 
secure  the  attendance  of  a  majority  of  all  the  said  Bishops.  Should  a  proposed 
resignation  of  a  Bishop  be  accepted  at  any  meeting  of  the  Bishops  for  that  por- 
pose  held  during  a  recess,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  senior  Bishop  present 
to  pronounce  such  resignation  complete,  and  to  communicate  the  same  to  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  each  Diocese,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  con^* 
municated  to  the  several  Clergymen  in  charge  of  congregations  therein.  And  it 
shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  presiding  Bishop  to  cause  such  resignation  to  be 
formally  recorded  on  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops  that  may  meet  in 
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General  Convention  next  thereafter.  If  the  Bishop  deeirout  of  resigning  should 
be  the  presiding  Bishop,  then  all  the  duties  directed  in  this  Canon  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  presiding  Bishop,  shall  devolve  upon  the  Bishop  next  in  se- 
niority. 

$  4.  No  Bishop,  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese 
has  been  consummated  pursuant  to  this  Canon,  shall,  under  any  circumstances, 
be  eligible  to  any  Diocese  now  in  union,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  admitted 
into  union  with  this  Church :  nor  shall  he  have  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops : 
bat  he  may  perform  Episcopal  acts  at  the  request  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church 
having  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  within  the  limits  of  his  Diocese- 

^  5.  A  Bishop  who  ceases  to  have  the  Episcopal  charge  of  a  Diocese  shall 
still  be  sobject  in  all  matters  to  the  Canons  and  authority  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

i  6.  Canon  XXXII,  of  1833,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  V. 
Of  Ministers  Removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another. 

rFoniMT  Canou  on  this  subject  w«ra  th«  Srd  of  1804  ;  the  Slat  of  1808 ;  the  4tb  of  1829 ;  the  35th 

of  1838 ;  the  4th  of  1836,  and  the  7th  of  1841.3 

$  1.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another,  or  coming  from  any 
State  or  Territory  which  may  not  have  acceded  to  the  Constitution  of  this 
Church,  shall  be  received  as  a  stated  officiating  Minister  by  any  parish  of  this 
Church,  until  he  shall  have  presented  to  the  Vestry  thereof,  a  certificate  from 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  said  parish  belongs,  approv- 
ing him  as  a  clergyman  in  regular  standing.  And  in  order  to  obtain  such  certi- 
ficate, every  Minister  desiring  to  change  his  canonical  residence,  shall  lay  be- 
fore the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  lie  designs  to  reside,  a 
testimonial  from  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  has  last 
resided,  in  the  following  form,  viz : 

"  I  hereby  certify  that  A.  B.,  who  has  signified  to  me  his  desire  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of ,  is  a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of  this  Diocese,  in 

regular  standing,  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  been  justly  liable  to 
evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  life  during  the  three  years  last 
pttt.'' 

When  the  ecclesiastical  authority  think  proper,  farther  statements  may  be 
added  to  the  above  letter. 

$  S.  But  in  case  the  Minister  desiring  to  be  transferred,  has  been  subjected 
to  inquiry  or  presentment  on  any  charge  or  charges  of  misconduct,  thereby  ren- 
dering the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  testimonial  inadmissible,  he  may  nevertheless 
b<$  transferred,  if  the  charges  have  been  withdrawn  with  the  approbation  of  the 
ecclesiastical  aathority,  or  if  he  have  been  acquitted  upon  trial,  or  if  be  have 
been  censured  or  suspended,  and  the  sentence  has  had  its  course,  so  that  he  has 
been  restored  to  the  regular  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  And  in  all  such 
€8868,  the  ecclesiastical  anthority  of  the  Diocese  concerned,  shall,  instead  of  the 
foregoing  testimonial,  certify  to  a  statement  of  the  facts,  with  as  much  detail  88 


may  be  necessary  to  iafonn  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  which  ha  deefns  to 
be  transfbrred,  of  the  trae  standing  of  the  party. 

i  3.  No  clergyman,  canonically  onder  the  jarisdictioo  of  any  Dfocete  of  tiris 
Church,  shall  be  considered  as  having  passed  from  mider  said  jarisdictioo,  to 
that  of  any  foreign  Bishop,  or  in  any  way  ceased  to  be  amenable  to  the  laws  of 
this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  taken  from  the  Bishop,  with  whose  Dioeese  he 
was  last  connected  in  this  Church,  or  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  such 
Diocese,  if  it  have  no  Bishop,  the  letter  provided  ibr  in  Seetkm  1  of  this 
Canon,  and  until  the  same  eball  have  been  accepted  by  some  other  Bishom 
either  of  this  or  some  other  Church. 

$  4.  The  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  all  cases  under  this  Canon,  istoboimdor- 
stood  to  refer  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diooeee,  or  Ia  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  to 
the  majority  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  duly  conveMl 
And  if  the  clergyman  desiring  to  be  received,  come  from  a  State  or  Ttortoy 
not  in  connection  with  this  Church,  and  having  no  Convention,  then  the  above 
testimonial  or  statement  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  three  Presbyters  of  this 
Church.  Nor  shall  any  Minister  so  removing,  be  acknowledged  by  any  Bishop 
or  Convention  as  a  Minister  of  the  Church  to  which  he  removes,  until  he  BhaU 
have  produced  the  aforesaid  testimonial  or  statement. 

$  5.  The  above  testimonial  or  letter  of  dismission,  shall  not  afibet  the  canon- 
ical resideoce  of  the  Minister  receiving  it,  until  he  shall  be  received  into  some 
other  Diocese  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof.  And  if  the 
clergyman  to  whom  the  letters  of  dismission  are  given,  shall  not  present  them 
to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  to  whom  they  are  directed,  within 
three  months  from  the  date  thereof,  if  designed  for  the  United  States,  and  within 
six  months  from  the  date  thereof  if  designed  for  the  Church  in  a  foreign  country, 
the  letters  may  be  considered  null  and  void  by  the  said  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical 
authority,  and  shall  be  null  and  void  if  not  presented  as  above,  in  six  months 
after  date,  if  intended  for  this  country,  and  in  twelve  months  after  date  if 
intended  for  a  foreign  country. 

$  6.  Canon  VII.,  of  1841,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  a  Discretion  to  be  allowed  in  the  Calling  ^  TYial,  and  Examination  of  Dto/COM 

in  certain  cases, 

$  I.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishop,  upon  being  requested  so  to  do  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Convention  of  bis  Diocese,  to  admit  to  the  ho^  order  of  Dea- 
cons, persons  not  tried  and  examined  as  prescribed  in  the  Canons  <*  Of  Candi- 
dates for  Orders,"  <'  Of  the  Learning  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordahied,**  and 
*<  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,"  under  the 
iollowing  limitations  and  restrictions,  viz : 

1.  Every  such  person  shall  have  attained  the  fall  age  of  twenty-four  years. 

3.  He  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  the  certificate  from  the  Standing 
Committee,  required  by  Section  2  of  the  Canon  '<  Of  Candidates  for  Orden." 
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8.  He  shall  hare  remained  a  candidate  for  orders  at  least  one  jear  fVoin  the 
date  of  such  testimonials. 

4.  He  shall  ha?e  presented  to  the  Bishop  a  testimonial  from  at  least  one  rec- 
tor of  a  parish,  signifying  a  belief  that  the  person  so  applying  is  well  qualified 
to  minister  in  the  ofiBce  of  a  Deacon  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edification  of 
His  Church. 

6.  He  shall  hare  been  examined  by  the  Bishop,  and  at  least  two  Presbyters, 
on  bis  fitness  for  the  ministrations  declared  in  the  Ordinal  to  appertain  to  the 
office  of  a  Deacon. 

$  8.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  allowed  to  take  charge 
of  a  parish . 

$  8.  In  cTery  parish  in  which  a  Deacon,  ordained  under  this  Canon,  shall  offl* 
eiate,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  rector  of  the  parish,  so  long  as 
therein  resident  and  ofiSciating  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop. 

$  4.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  transferable  to  another 
Diocese  without  the  request  of  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  is  to  be  transferred,  given 
in  writing  to  the  Bishop  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  belongs. 

$  5.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
any  Convention,  nor  made  the  basis  of  any  representation  in  the  management  of 
the  concerns  of  the  Church. 

$  6.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon,  shall  not  be  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  without  first  going  through  all  the  preparatory  exercises  of  a  candi- 
date for  Deacons*  Orders,  as  required  by  the  Canon  thereto  relating,  in  addition 
to  those  required  of  a  candidate  for  Priests'  Orders,  nor  without  presenting  all 
the  testimonials  required  by  the  Canon  of  Testimonials,  to  be  produced  on  the 
part  of  those  who  are  to  be  ordained. 

$  7.  In  all  respects  not  provided  for  by  this  Canon,  the  Deacons  who  shall 
be  ordained  under  it,  shall  be  under  the  same  direction  and  control  as  other 
Beacons. 

CANON  vn. 

Of  Foreign  Mutionary  Biahofft, 

$  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on 
nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  be  a 
Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  mis- 
sionary station  or  stations  of  this  Church  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United 
States,  which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  may  have  designated.  The  evidence  of  such  election 
shall  be  a  certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  said  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  expressing  their  assent  to  the  sai^  nomination, 
which  certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House  of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House 
of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  consecration,  they  may  take  order  for  that  par- 
pose. 

i  8.  Any  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  to  exercise  Epia* 
oopal  functions  in  any  place  or  country  which  may  have  been  thus  designated, 
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shall  have  no  jurisdiction  except  in  the  place  or  country  for  which  he  hat  been 
elected  and  consecrated.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  nor  shall  be  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organiied 
Diocese  within  the  United  States. 

$  3.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  shall,  on  pre- 
sentment by  two-thirds  of  the  missionaries  under  his  charge,  for  immorality,  or 
heresy,  or  for  a  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  be  tried, 
and  if  found  guilty,  punished,  in  all  particulars,  as  if  he  were  a  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  resident  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States. 

$  4.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  may 
ordain  as  Deacons  or  Presbyters,  to  officiate  within  the  limits  of  their  respective 
missions,  any  persons  of  the  age  required  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church,  who 
shall  exhibit  to  him  or  them  the  testimonials  required  by  Section  2  of  Canon 
DC.,  of  1841,  signed  by  not  less  than  two  of  the  ordained  missionaries  of  thii 
Church  who  may  be  subject  to  his  or  their  charge. 

$  5.  Any  foreign  missionary  Bishop,  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  may,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  any  three  missionaiy  Presbyters  under  his  charge,  at  his 
discretion,  dispense  with  those  studies  required  from  a  candidate  for  Deacons* 
Orders  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church  ;  provided  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by 
him  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  in  the  presence  of  two 
Presbyters,  as  to  his  theological  learning  and  aptitude  to  teach.  And  protiiti 
further^  That  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by  him  until  he  shall  have  been  a  can- 
didate for  at  least  three  years.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon  so  ordained  be  advanced 
to  the  order  of  Presbyters,  who  has  not  been  in  Deacons*  Orders  for  at  least  one 
year.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon  or  Priest,  who  shall  have  been  ordained  under  this 
Canon,  be  allowed  to  hold  any  cure,  or  officiate  in  the  Church  in  these  United 
States,  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  existing  Canons,  relating  to  the  learn- 
ing of  persons  to  be  ordained. 

$  6.  Any  foreign  missionary  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under 
this  Canon,  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  government,  according  to  the  Canons  of 
this  Church,  over  all  missionaries  or  clergymen  of  this  Church  resident  in  the 
district  or  country  for  which  he  or  they  may  have  been  consecrated. 

$  7.  Every  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  shall  report  to 
each  General  Convention  his  proceedings  and  acts,  and  the  state  of  the  mission 
under  his  supervision.  He  shall  also  make  a  similar  report,  at  least  once  every 
year,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Church. 

CANON  vin. 

Of  Mitnanary  Bishops  mikin  the  United  States. 
[Forme^Cmnons  on  this  subject  were  th«  second  of  1835  and  the  seoood  of  1838.] 

$  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on 
nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  be  a 
Bishop  or  Bishops,  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  States  or 
Territories  not  organized  into  Dioceses.    The  evidence  of  such  election  shall 
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be  a  certificate,  to  be  sabsoribed  by  a  constitutional  oiajoritj  of  said  Uoose  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  tbe  form  required  by  tbe  tbird  Canon  of  1839,  to 
be  given  by  tbe  members  of  Diocesan  Conventiuos,  on  tbe  recommendations  of 
Bisbops  elect  for  consecration,  which  certificate  shall  be  produced  to  tbe  House 
of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  ihe  consecration,  they 
may  take  order  for  that  purpose. 

$  2.  Tbe  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  consecrated,  shall  exercise  Episco- 
pal functions  in  such  States  and  Territories,  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  under  such  regulations  and  instructions,  not 
inconsistent  therewith,  as  tbe  House  oi'  Bishops  may  prescribe. 

$  3.  Tbe  jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  extending  in  right,  though  not  always  in 
form,  to  all  persons  belonging  to  it  within  the  United  Slates,  it  is  hereby  enacted, 
that  each  Missionary  Bishop  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the  Clergy  in  the  dis- 
trict assigned  him  ;  and  may,  in  case  of  a  presentment  and  trial  of  a  clergyman 
become  proper,  request  the  action  of  any  Presbyters  and  Standing  Committee, 
in  any  Diocese  sufficiently  near,  and  the  presentment  and  trial  shall  be  according 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese.  And  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  at  any  time  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of  States  or  Territories,  over 
which  the  said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall  exercise  Episcopal  functions.  And 
in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  the  charge  of  the 
▼acant  Missionary  Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  some  Bishop  of  this  Church, 
with  the  power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  as  his  substitute  in  the  said 
charge. 

^  4.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized  Diocese  within  the  United  States. 

i  5.  Every  such  Bishop  shall  report  to  each  General  Convention  his  proceed- 
ings, and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Church  in  said  States  and  Territories  of 
the  United  States,  and  at  least  once  a  year  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Mia- 
aions. 

$  6.  Canon  II.,  of  1838,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  IX. 

Cf  Clergymen  Ordained  in  Foreign  Covntitet  by  Bishops  ia  Coiumunion  with 

this  Church. 

[Fonser  Cuona  oa  this  subject  were  the  nintb  of  1789  {  the  fifth  of  1804 ;  the  thirty-sixth  of 

1808 ;  the  twenty-third  of  1833 ;  and  the  sixth  of  1841.] 

$  1.  A  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to  have  been 
ordained  out  of  the  United  States,  by  a  foreign  Bishop  in  communion  with  this 
Church,  or  by  a  Bishop  consecrated  for  a  foreign  oountiy,  by  Bishops  of  this 
Church,  under  Article  X.  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  a  Missionary  Bishop 
elected  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  place  or  places  out  of  the  United 
States,  shall,  before  he  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  parish  or  congregation, 
iOxhibit  to  tbe  minister,  or  if  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  vestiy  thereof,  a  certi- 
■  ficate,  signed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Stand-« 
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Bishop,  or  Standiof  Committee,  beiof  satisfied  of  hia  ikmiofital  arqnimwli. 
may  receire  him  ioto  ooion  with  this  Cborrh,  as  a  auanter  of  eke  *»-^ ;  pn- 
wided  also,  that  such  mioister  shall  aoc  be  entitled  to  settle  io  any  paiiih  or 
cfaorcb,  as  caoonicallj  in  charge  of  the  same,  ontd  he  hare  raaided  ooe  yesr  is 
the  United  States,  sabseqnenl  to  the  acceptance  of  his  Letter  of  Dismissioa. 

%  3.  And  if  sQch  foreign  Clergymaa  be  a  Deacoa,  he  shall  reside  in  the  eoon- 
trj  at  least  three  years,  and  obuio  in  this  coantry  the  reqoisile  teatiinoQiali  of 
character,  before  be  be  ordained  a  PriesL 

t  3.  Canon  VI.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed.
